HERE are very few Books without a Pre- 

Fr face; and that there are fo, is in a great 
meaſure owing to theFancy of the Bookſellers; 
who think them to be abſolutely neceſſary, and too often 
judge of the merit of a Copy by the Flights of its Pre- 
face, and the inſinuating Tone of the Author's Voice, 
in reading it. I had the misfortune to fall into the. 
hands of one of theſe Bookſellers, ſo fond of Prefaces, 
whom nothing would ſerve but he muſt have one at the 
Head of my Memoirs. My telling him that I did not 
know what to put into a Preface, fignifyd no more 
than if bad been talking to a Poſt; for he threatned 
to get a Preface composd by an Author who wrote for 
Wages. This ſtartled me, and [ trembled for the fate 
of my Book, not doubting that a Preface written by a 
Man of Letters, who made it his profeſſion to compoſe 
ſuch marvellous Pieces, would altogether eclipſe the 
few Excellencies in this Work of mine.

J am told that the Deſign of a Preface is to give the 
Publick an account, in the firſt place, of the Reaſons 
that have engag d the Author to compoſe his Work 
that then he is to inform the Publick, that "tis in 
meer Complaiſance to his Friends, and becauſe there ; 
are mangled Copies of his Manuſcript abroad, that he 3 
has been determined to put it to the Preſs, and fi- ; 
nally, that he is to conclude with a ſort of Petition, 
wherein he is to beg the Reader*s Indulgence for bis 
Productions. This, I have been aſſured, is the Plan of 
4 Preface ; let us now ſee how well I can execute it. 
As to the firſt Article, viz. what Motives I had 
70 worite, I fincerely own that when I ſet Pen to Pa- 

, 1 meant nothing more than to amuſe my ſelf. I 

was the fartheſt in the World from thinking that 1 
ſhould one day be overtaken with the Temptation of 
ſetting up for an Author. Twrote Letters to a Friend 
of mine, purely to divert him with an Account of ſuch 
— 0 as came in my way ; the Minutes of which Lei- 
ters I preſerved till I bad inſenfibly formed a Volume 
of *em'; 2 having nothing elſe to do, 1 augmented 
and digeſted them in the manner that I now give them 
to-the Publick. The truth is, that my Friends have 
not uſed the leaſt Importunity with me to commit my 
Manuſcript to the Preſs, nor was it poſſible for any 
ſpurious Copies of it to get abroad, becauſe no body e- 
Der ſaw it till I put it into the Hands of the Bookſeller. 

But I ſhall be aſ#d, what poſſeſsd me to commence 
Aul bor, and how came I to be ſo idle as to put my Name 
at the Head of a ſorry Book?

As to the Book itſelf, I am apt to think there is no- 
thing in it that any Perſon whatſoever ought to take 
offence at. When IT ſpeak of Sovereign Princes, tis 
with the Reverence due to the Lord's Anointed 3 and 
T alſa endeavour to honeur them in their Miniſters, be- 
ing taught by my Religion that I ought to honour God 
in his Saints. I have done my utmoſt to paint the true 
Characters of People in Place, and can ſafely ſay, 
that my Authorities are not meer bear-ſays or ſcraps 
out of News-Papers ; for, thanks to God, my Birth 
and Fortune have put me in a capacity to ſee, bear, 
and judge for my ſelf.

In fine, 
a Foreigner who takes up his Reſidence in the City of 
London, will entertain a different Idea of the Eng- 
liſh from what another ſhall do who lodges at St. 
James's end of the Town. They are, as one may ſay, 
fo many different Nations in one and the ſame State, 
which and in little relation to one another, and ſome- 
times attribute Virtues and Vices to each other with- 
out due Confideration, A Foreigner therefore can 
form a ſolid Fudgment of none but thoſe with whom he 
is converſant ; and if he has the good luck to pitch 
his Tent well, he entertains an advantageous Opinion 
f the Nation in general.

defty of that Auguſt Princeſs, who with a Simplicity 
attending her Grandeur, makes her Glory to confeſs in 
being humble in the midſt of Honours ? 

I believe no body will diſpute the Truth of what I 
have advanc'd relating to the PRINCE RoyaAL and 
ELECTORAL, the PRINCES HIs BROTHERS, and tb? 
PRINCESSES HIS SISTERS. The hopes I have raiſed 
of what may be expected from THEIR Royal Hion- 
NESSES, Will ſurely be confirm'd by Time, and by all 
thoſe who have acceſs to them. 

The Actions of the Duke John-Adolphus of Saxe- 
Weiſſenfels are /o well eftabliſh'd that I have not 

thought fit to anticipate Hiſtory, by which they areto 
be conſecrated: And for the ſame reaſon, I have but 
juſt touch'd upon the amiable Qualities of his Mind, 
which are rever'd both by the Court and the Army. 

As to the Princeſs of Saxe-Weiſſenfels, I frankly 

own, that as I had not the honour of paying my Court 
to her, what I have ſaid of her Virtues has na other 
Authority than the Voice of the Publick, which can 
never ſpeak enough in her Praiſe. 
I have been more copious in treating of the Miniſters ; 
and what ] have ſaid of them is ſo true, that they who 
know them not may thereby form a juſt Idea of what 
they are. 

1 have taken as much notice of the principal Lords 
and the moſt diſtinguiſh'd Ladies of the Court as the 
little time I had for this Work, and the Limits to 
which I was confind, would permit. I flatter my ſelf 
they will forgive the Freedom with which I uſe them; 
and hope I have preſervd a Decency in my Lan- 
guage which will ſecure me from Reproach.

There — 1 3 
how many little Towns in the Road, not

The firſt Place of any Importance is CROSSEN. 
This City is the Capital of the Dutchy from whence 
it has its Name, which formerly made a Part of 
Silefa, but is now annex'd to the Electorate of 
Brandenbourg. There's a Bridge at Crofſen, by which 
we paſs the River Oder, defended by Fortifications. 
The Town is ſituate in a pleaſant fruitful Country. 
The Houſes, which are all 55 Brick, are uniform, and 
the Streets as ſtrait as a Line, The chief of them 
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terminate in a great Square in the middle of the 
Town, where there is a Statue of the King of Pru/- 
Jia. The River Oder is of great advantage to the 
Commerce of Craſen, which carries on a confiderable 
Trade in Linnen-Cloth and Earthen Ware. 
Going out of Craſſen, we paſs this River by a 
Bridge, as we do a ſecond time over to FRancrorT, 
a conſiderable City of the Marquiſate of Branden- 
Bourg, famous for its Fairs, and its Univerſity. This 
City has ſtood the Shock of various Revolutions. 
It was put under the Ban of the Empire by the 
Emperor Charles IV. for having diobey his 
Orders; and the Inhabitants to make him eafy were 
forc'd to pay him down 12000 Marks of Silver, 
which at that time was an immenſe Sum. In 1631 
the Swedes befieg'd and took it by Storm, when 
they put all the Inhabitants to the Sword in repri- 
{al for the Maſſacre of 2000 Swedes, whom the Em- 
peror's General Count Tilly had inhumanly put to 
death in the City of Brandenbourg, By the Peace 
of Munſter, or Weſtphalia, which eftabliſh*d the 
Tranquility of the Empire, Francfort was reſtor'd 
to the Elector of Brandenbourg its lawful Sovereign. 
| Here is a Univerſity founded by Joachim I. 
(Margrave of Brandenbourg) in 1506, which is very 
much frequented by the Silgſians, and by the Hun- 
garian Proteſtants. 3 
There are two Fairs a Year at Francfort, which 
render it a trading City, and its Commerce conſiſts 
in Linnen Cloth, and Fells. 0985 
Tis ten Miles from Francfort to Berlin, and a 
flat ſandy Country. The Road leads thro* Mun- 
chenbourg, a little Town chiefly inhabited by the 
Deſcendants of French Men, who left their Country 
upon the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes. g 
The nearer one comes to the Capital of Branden- 
bourg, the more ſandy is the Soil, yet the Cbuntry 
produces plenty of Corn and Fruits. .

 Bxxi.th is the common Refidence of the King 
of Pruſſia, and one of the largeſt, beſt built, an 
beſt . govern'd Cities in all Germany. The Streets 
are ſpacious, trait, neat and well pav'd. The Si- 
tuation is ad vantagious; for tho* it lies in a very 
ſandy Soil, yet *tis encompaſs'd with agreeable Gar- 
dens producing Fruits and excellerit Pulſe, and its 
Commerce is much improv'd by the River Spree, 
which paſſes thro? the City, and has a Communica- 
tion with the Havel, the Oder; and the Elbe. 
The French, who for the fake of Religion be- 
came Refugees; have contributed in an extraordinary 
mannet to the Embelliſhment and Aggrandiſement 
of Berlin; by the eftabliſhing of all — of Manu- 
factures, and the introducing of Arts into it; and it 
may be ſaid of them, that they have omitted nothing 
to teſtif/ their Gratitude to the Elector Frederic 
William and his Poſterity, for the generous Recep- 
tion which he gave them in his Dominions. of 
Berlin is divided into five Wards excluſive of the 
Suburbs, which are very extenſive. I will tun thro? 
theſe Wards in the Order of their Situation: But 
before I do this, I propoſe to ſhew you what is 
moft remarkable in the Suburbs; where the Houſes 
are generally of Timber, but ſo well plaiſter d that 
they ſeem to be of Stone; and the Streets are 
broad; lightſome and ſtrait. g 5 
In the Suburb of Spandau the _ has a de- 
lightful Houſe and Gardens. The Houſe is called 
Monbijou; a very proper Name for it, becauſe tis 
| a Jewel. *Tis a Pavilion, the Apartments 
of which are hid out with Art, and furniſh'd with 
great Judgment and Elegance. The Gardens are 
charming; and lie finely open to the River. This 
_ Houſe was built by ho -ounteſs de Wartemberg, 
Wife to the Prime Miniſter of King Frederic I. As 
her Huſband's Power and Favour were at that time 
ſo great, that he did whatever he pleas'd, all the

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King's Workmen and Architects us d the utmoſt 
Diligence to ſerve her well. But ſhe did not enjoy 
this fine Houſe long; for it was ſcarce compleated 
when the King removed the Count from all his 
Employments, and baniſh'd him to Francfort on the 
Maine. However, he ſettled a Penſion upon him 
and his Lady of 24000 Crowns, and the Counteſs 
by way of Acknowledgement gave the King this 
Houſe. which of all the immenſe Treaſure that ſhe 
has amaſs'd, was the only Piece that ſhe cou'd not 
carry with her. The King gave this Houſe to the 
Princeſs Royal now Queen, who has added great 
Embelliſhments to it, and brought it to its preſent 

State of Perfection. | 28 
In the Suburb of Stralau is the Houſe and Gar- 
dens of Belvedere, belonging to the King. Rolle 
Superintendant of the Finances to the Elector Fre- 
deric William, caus'd this Garden to be made, in 
which he laid out conſiderable Sums ; and as this Mi- 
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his Fortune, that he was oblig'd to throw up all and 
retir'd to Holland; and being very much in debt 
to the Elector, his Garden was forfeited to that 
Prince, who made a Preſent of it to M. de Fuchs, one 
of his Miniſters. King Frederic I. purchas'd it of 
the latter, and after having embelliſ hed it, made a 
Preſent of it to the Queen his third Wife; but that 
Princeſs's ill ſtate of Health obliging her to retire 
to Mecklembourg her Native Country, Belvedere 
became neglected. 5 | 
Near this Royal Houſe is the-magnificent Gar- 
dens of Crant, who from a Boy behind the Counter 
rais'd himſelf by his Induſtry to the Poſt of Pay- 
maſter General of the Army, and at length to that 
of Miniſter of State. He was to have been call'd 
to account in his laſt ſtage of Life, but he cunning- 
ly diverted that Storm by feigning himſelf Lunatic; 
and dying, he left an 1 0 Eſtate, part of which 
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fell to the King by way of Reſtitution, and the 
reſt to his Nephew, who makes a grand Figure at 
Paris. 

I enter*d Berlin thro? that cal?'d the Gate Royale, 
which has had that Name ever ſince the Day that 
Frederic I. made his Entry there, after his Coro- 
nation at Koningsberg in Pruſſia, This Gate is de- 
fended by a Half-Moon, and two Baſtions fac'd 
with Brick, and fronts that call'd the Street Royale 
one of the longeſt and moſt frequented in all the 
City. There are very fine Houſes in it, particu : 
larly that of M. de Cat/ch, a Miniſter of State, that of 
Grumkau, and the Poſt-Houſe, which laſt Building 
was begun by order of the late King, for his Fa- 
vourite the Count de Wartemberg, who was here- 
ditary Poſt-Mafter, 

Thro? the Street Royale there run fine, ſpacious 
and beautiful Streets. The firſt is calPd /a Rue du 
Cloitre, in which we ſee the Royal Manufactory. 
Frederic I. who bought it of the Heirs of the 
Marſhal de Flemming, eſtabliſhed an Academy of 
Nobles there; ſo that, on the Payment of three 
hundred Crowns, they had Lodging, Proviſion, 
and Inſtruction in every thing that it's natural a Man 
of Quality ſhou'd know. -This Eftabliſhment ex- 
iſted a few Years, but ſunk at laſt meerly thro the 
Neglect of Perſons whoſe Buſineſs *twas to take care 
of it. The preſent King has chang'd this Fabrick 
into a Workhouſe, and allowed Lodgings in it for 
ſeveral Woollen Manufacturers. 

Adjoining to the Royal ManufaRory, there are 
publick Warehouſes, which were eſtabliſhed and 
built by the late King; and being deſtroyed by 
Fire, the preſent King caugd them to be rebuilt. 

fite to the Warehouſes ſtands the Houſe of M. 
de Creutz, Miniſter of State; which has fine Apart- 
ments, and is very neatly furniſh'd. Higher in 
the ſame Street there's the Houſe of M. Dywvaorne, 
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a French Man by Birth, and Lieutenant-General of 
his Pruſſian Majeſty's Forces:; And contiguous to his 
Houſe, which makes a fine Appearance, is the Cal- 

viniſts new Church, a Structure rais'd after the 

Model of Grunberg, an Archite& who had before 

acquired a Reputation, which did not ſuffer by his 
Contrivance of this great Fabrick : The Front of 

it is magnificent, but the inſide plain, as are all the 
Churches of the Calviniſts, which you know don't 
admit of Images. The ſubterranean Places or Ca- 

tacombs, for interring thoſe that worſhip here, 

are worth ſeeing. Several Perſons have been 

niterr'd there of great Note, particularly Caſimir 

de Colbe, Count de Wartemberg, Prime Miniſter, 
Great Chamberlain, Maſter of the Horſe, Poſt- 

Maſter General, Protector of all the Academies in 
the Dominions of the King of Pruſſia, and Knight 

of the Order of the Black Eagle. Being baniffed 

in 1711, to Francfort upon the Maine, where he 

died the Year following, he order'd that his Corpſe 
ſhou'd be carry'd to Berlin; and his Will was ac- 
cordingly fulfill'd. He was fo dear to King Fre- 
deric I. that he was very loth to part with him; 

but vas, as it were, compelPd to it by a Cabal, who 
oppos his Miniſterial Authority; tho*. he was 
provok'd at the Infolence of Wartemberg's Wife, 

and at his mean Submiſſion to her. The King 
made an Offer to him afterwards, by the Count 
Chriſtophle de Dobna, (who was then his Ambaſſador 
at Francfort, for the Election of the Emperor, ) to 

come and reſume his Employments, on condition 
that he wou'd not bring his Wife with him; but 
Martemberg refus d, ſaying, he was engag'd in ho- 
nour not to forſake her. Perhaps he was very glad 
of this Excufe for not returning, becauſe he had 
once experienc'd the Viciflitude of Fortune, and 
knew well that he had been top powerful a Man 
not to be hated. King Frederic I. who * de- 
: Irous 
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ſirous to ſee his Funeral paſs by, cou'd not refrain 
Tears ; which undoubtedly was the greateſt Cha- 
racter that he cou'd give of his Miniſter. 

Next to the Count de Wartemberg's Tomb, is 
that of Henrietta de Pollnitz, Wife to Francis 
Count de Duhamel, the Venetians Generaliſſimo. 
Her Huſband dying in the Morea, this Lady re- 
turn'd to Venice, propoſing to go and end her Pays 
at Berlin, where ſhe was born; but while ſhe was 
performing her Quarantain ſhe died, after deſiring 
her Body to be carry'd to Berlin; which was ac- 
cordingly done by two of her Nephews, and 
one of her Nieces, whom ſhe: made her Heirs. 
There is alſo the Tomb of the Count de Denheff, 
Lieutenant-General of the King's Armies, Knight 
of his Order of the Black Eagle, Miniſter of State, 
Governour of Memel, and Ambaſſador at the 
Treaty of Utrecht, where he acquired a high Repu- 
tation among the foreign Miniffers, The Marthal 
de Villars, who had known him at Vienna, when 
he the Marſhal reſided there in the quality of Mi- 
niſter, to take care of the Affairs of France, ſaid 
to me one day, ſpeaking of the Count de Denbeff, 
that the King of Pruſſia cou'd not do enough to 
reward the Count's great Merit. If he weu'd hade 
been ruPd by me, added he, he uou'd have been iu 
the Service of the King my Maſter. 

The ſecond Street that croſſes the Street Royale, is 
the Zews Street, which runs into the Square Molcke- 
March; where the Hotel de Schwerin makes a fine 
Appearance. Within a few Houſes lower down, 
there's a Manufactory of Gold and Silver Lace, 
which one Schindler has eſtabliſned with good ſuc- 
ceſs: This Houſe belong'd to the Wife of M. de 
Wenſen, Marſhal of the Court to King Frederic J. 
but ſhe reſign'd it as part of Payment of a Fine, 
to which her Huſband had been condemn'd by 
the Count de Wartemberg, then prime Miniſter , 
| B 4 _ 
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who confin'd M. Wenſen in Cuſtrin Caſtle, becauſe 
he had preſum'd to repreſent to the King that the 
Table of the prime Miniſter, which was ſerved by his 
Majeſty's Cooks and Butlers, was more expenſive 
than his Majeſty's own Table. Wenſen however, 
upon the Payment of this Fine, obtain'd his Liberty, 
and was baniſh'd to his Lands in the Dutchy of Zell. 
In the middle of Molcke-Morck is the Statue of 
Frederic I. Father to the preſent King, with a 
Crown on his Head, and a royal Mantle on his 
Shoulders. The Statue was caſt by order of Fre- 
deric I. himſelf, who intended to have it plac'd in 
the Court of the Arſenal ; but dying before it cou'd 
be brought about, the King his Son caus'd it to be 
ſet up where it now ſtands, which is indeed a much 
better Place for it. | 
The Spandau Street, which is the third that croſ- 
ſes the Street Royale, contains the Town-Houſe, and 
other fine Buildings: The Street &. Eſprit is altoge- 
ther as beautiful, as is the Kay, which fronts the Caſtle 
or Palace of the King. Upon this Kay we ſee the 
Houſe of the Baron de Yerneſobre, whoſe An- 
ceſtors being French Proteſtant Merchants, ſettled 
at Koning /berg in Pruſſia. He was in France at the 
time of the Mifiſtppy Plague, which, tho? ſo fatal to 
others, prov'd ſo fortunate to him that he gain'd ſe- 
veral Millions of Livres, with which he came and ſet 
up at Berlin, where he has taken to building, 2 
pu rchas'd the Eſtate of Hobenſibn from Monſieur de 
Horſtel, one of the beſt Gentlemen of the Country, 
procur'd himſelf the Title of Counſellor of State, 
and cuts a Figure now among Perſons of ny. 
The Churches of St. Mary, St. Nicholas, and 
that belonging to the Garriſon, are as magnificent 
as any of the Proteſtant Churches. St. Mary's has 
a beautiful Spire. When Frederic I. made his 
royal Entry here, at his return from his Coronation, 
a Man aſcended to the Globe of this Spire, = - 
| 7 Ss ut 
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lated the new King by flouriſhing a ou of Colours. 
The Church of the Garriſon was founded by the 
late King, but was very much damag'd ſome Years 
ago by the blowing up of a Magazine of Gun- 
Powder in the Neighbourhood, juſt as they were 
removing it to a ſafer Place. King Frederic Wil- 
liam has caus'd it to be rebuilt with more Magnifi- 
cence than before. The Organs are very fine, and 
the Galleries very well contriv'd. 

That Ward of Berlin which I have now run 
through, is ſeparated from that of Coln or Cologne 
by the River Spree, over which there are four 
Bridges, whereof there is one of Stone, calPd the 
Pont-neuf. Frederic I. in imitation of the Pont- 
neuf at Paris, famous for the Statue of Henry IV. 
cauſed the Equeſtrian Statue of his Father, the E- 
lector Frederic William, to be erected upon this 
Bridge, with very great Pomp and Splendor; for 
no Prince in Germany ſtrove more than he did to 
copy Lewis XIV. in Magnificence and every thing 
elſe. When this Statue was dedicated, the Count 
de Lottum, who was then Grand Marſhal of the 
Court, accompanied by moſt of the Courtierz on 
horſeback, and by the City Companies, aſſiſted at 
the Ceremony, which was performed with an Ap- 
paratus, till then unknown in Germany upon the 
like Occaſions; but had been practiſed at Paris, 
when the Statue of Lewis le Grand was erected in 
that City. | 

This entire Monument was defign'd by one Ja- 
cobi, who after ſeveral Years Labour and conſtant 
Application to it, has brought it to its preſent State. 
This ſkilful Operator has repreſented the Elector in 
a Roman Dreſs, and in an heroick Stature ; that 1s 
to ſay, above the natural Size. The Statue is placed 
on a magnificent Pedeſtal of white Marble. At the 
four Corners of the Baſe, are placed as many Slaves 
in Braſs, who ſeem as if they were chain'd 9 
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When one has paſs'd the Bridge, the King's Pa- 
lace offers itſelf to view; a great and ſtately Fa- 
bric, which Frederic I, began in the Year 1699, 
and a worthy Monument of that Prince's Magni- 
ficence, who was of Opinion, that of all the Sums 
expended by Sovereigns, thoſe which they lay out 
in Buildings are leaſt liable to Cenſure. And indeed 
Magnificence is well beſtowed, and even Profuſion 
ſeems juſtifiable in Architecture, becauſe grand 
Edifices are the principal Ornament of any State. 
The Palace has been the Workmanſhip of ſeveral 
Architects; the Name of the firſt was Schluter, 
but he not giving Satisfaction was diſmiſs'd, and 
went into the Service of the Czar Peter Alexiowitz. 
Whatever he did is extremely incumber'd with Or- 
naments which have not a due Proportion. His 
Succeſſor was Eoſander, a Swede, who is a Lieu- 
tenant-General in the Service of the King of Poland: 
He was oblig d in ſome meaſure to purſue what 
Schluter had begun; ſo that if he has not come off 
well every where, he has at leaſt that for his Ex- 
cuſe. The third was Bot, a Frenchman, and now 
Geaneral Officer in Poland; who without diſpute 
was a much better Artiſt than the others. Every 
thing that he has done is more ſimple, yet more 
grand, noble, and complete. | 
Theſe three Architects having gone upon dif- 
ferent Plans, you will eafily imagine that the Fronts 
are not perfectly regular; yet for all this, had the 
Palace been finiſh'd according to the Models ap- 
prov'd of by the late King, it wou'd have been in- 
ferior to no Edifice for Grandure and Magnificence, 
except the Louvre of Paris. King Frederic Wil- 
liam does not think fit to carry on this Building, 
but leaves that Honour to his Son, the Prince 
Royal. | 
As to giving you all the Particulars of this vaſt 
Palace, you will be ſo good as to excuſe me: 2 
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fatisfied if I only tell you, that it conſiſts of four 
Stories: The Apartments are large, have fine 
Cieiings, and are royally furniſh'd. Inno part of 
the World did I ever fee ſuch a prodigious quantity 
of Plate, Tables, Stands, * Chandeliers, 
Screens, Looking-Glaſs Frames, Couches, Arm- 
Chairs, all of Silver. The late King left Plate to 
the value of two Millions eight hundred thouſand 
Crowus, not reckoning the Faſhion. In that calFd 
the Knights Hall, there's a Beaufet which takes 
up one intire fide of the Room, where there are 
Ciſterns and Baſons Silver gilt, of an extraordinary 
Size. 
The Furniture of the grand Apartment is very 
rich; there's a fine Gallery adorn'd with Pictures, 
the Cieling of which was painted by one Peine, a 
Freukman, who in divers Compartments has ſkil- 
fuliy repreſented the principal Actions of King Fre- 
diric I. At the end of this Gallery there's a Sa- 
loon, which was formerly magnificent to the laſt 
degree, being wainſcotted, if I may ſo call it, with 
Amber : But the late Czar coming to Berlin in his 
return from Holland and France, and not a little ad- 
miring this Furniture, which was the only thing of 
its kind, the King made him a Preſent of it: ſo 
that what had been amaſsd with great Care and 
Coſt by ſeveral Electors, fell in one Day into the 
hands of a Nation, which, no longer ago than the 
beginning of the preſent Century, was reckon'd Bar- 
ian. 
The Palace had fine Gardens belonging to it be- 
fore they were deſtroy d, and converted into a Place 
of Arms, and a Parade for the Guards. 

Hard by the Palace are the King's Stables, a very 
grand Building, facing the great Street. The Ar- 
chitecture without is Gothic, but the inſide is more 
magnificent; the Stables are broad and ſpacious, 
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very lofty, and very lightfome : The Mangers are 
of Stone, and the Pillars which mark the Stands 
for the Horſes, are of Iron, and adorn'd with the 
King's Cypher, gilt: Over the Mangers are ſeveral 


great Pictures of the fineſt Horſes that ever came 


out of his Majeſty's Studs. The Backſide of the 
Stables 1 towards the River Spree, to which 
they can lead the Horſes by a Stair-Caſe without 
Steps, built in form of a Horſe-Shoe. 

The Main Body of the Houſe contains grand 
Lodgings for the Maſter of the Horſe, and the Of- 
ficers under him. Over the Stables are great 
Rooms where they keep a deal of fine Furniture, 
both for the Horſe and Mule; magnificent 
Sleds, with convenient Harneſs, adorn'd with Bells 
of Silver, or Silver gilt; a great number of fine 
Arms; the rich Accoutrements of the Horſe 
which ſerv'd Frederic I. on the Day of his pub- 
lick Entry; all the Ornaments of the Bridle, the 
Breaſt-Leather, and Crupper, as well as the Bits 
and Stirrups, being of Gold, adorn'd with Brilliants. 

Over the Riding-Houſe is the great Theatre, 
where, in the late King's time, Interludes and Co- 
medies us'd to be ated before the whole Court; 
but the Opera of Roxana and Alexander was the 
laſt that was acted on it. It was play'd in 1708, 
upon the age of King Frederic I. with So- 
pbia of Mecklemberg. In 1706, an Interlude was 
ated there, on account of the Arrival of the Prin- 
ceſs Royal, now Queen; intitled, Beauty triumpbing 
over Heroes; at which the Markgraves Frederic- 
Albert and Cbriſtian-Lewis, the late King's Bro- 
thers, danc'd, with all the young Courtiers. 

As we go farther down the great Street, we come 
to the Fiſh Market, where is the Hotel of the City 
of Cologne, and Dorfling's Hotel occupied by the 
Count de Finck. This Family is oblig'd for it's 
Riſe to the Marſhal Dorfling, who from an Appren- 
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tice to a Taylor rais'd himſelf by his Valour and 
Merit to the higheſt Poſts in the Army. The 
Story goes, that when he had ſerv'd his Apprentice- 


| ſhip at Tangermunde, having a mind to go to Ber- 


lin, he came to a part of the Country where he cou'd 
not proceed without croſſing the Elbe, but not ha- 
ving where withal to pay his Paſſage, the Ferry-Men 
refus d to carry him over; which ſo vex*d him, that 
he threw his Knapſack into the River in a Pet, curs'd 
the Trade of a Taylor, and went back to Tanger- 
munde, where he liſted himſelf a Soldier. There — 
a War at that time all over Germany, it was no dif- 
ficult matter for the young Warrior to find an Op- 
portunity to ſhew his Courage; and he ſignaliz d it 
in ſuch a manner, that his Officers, who were all in 
love with him, ſtrove to advance him, and therefore 
made him known to the Elector Frederic William. 
This Prince who lov'd, rewarded, and was a good 
Judge of Valour, did not depend upon what Fame 
reported of him ; but in order to ſee his Officers and 
Soldiers fight with his own Eyes, conducted them 
himſelf to the Enemy, and very ſoon took notice 
of Dorffiing. He ſaw him at every part of the 
Field where there was Honour to be won : He 
ſaw he was a ſenſible induſtrious Fellow, that he 
hated Parties and Cabals, and that he had that 
Germanic OS which was the diftinguiſh'd Vir- 
tue of our Forefathers, but which we now content 
our ſelves with admiring. The Elector obſerving 
ſuch a Stock of Virtue in Dorfling, thought him de- 
ſerving of his Favour, advanc'd him to the tip-top 
Employments, and made him very rich. Envy, 
which is as old as the World itſelf, and which like 
that, never ftands ſtill, made ſeveral of the Courtiers 


jiealous of the Fortune or rather the Merit of Dorflling, 


and there were ſome who did not ſtick to ſay, that 
if the Marſhal came to be ever ſo great a Nobleman, 
he wou'd always retain the Air of a Taylor, This 

being 
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being carry'd to Dorfling, True enough, ſaid he, 
was a Taylor, and I have cut out Cloth; but now; 
faid he, clapping his Hand to the Hilt of his 
Sword, I have an Inſtrument in my Hand; with which 
Pl cut off the Ears of any Man that flanders me. 
This brave Fellow liv'd to a great Age; and left 
a Son who was one of the King of Pf, Lieute- 
nant-Generals; and Colonel of a Regiment of Dra- 
goons, but died without Iſſue. He had not quite the 
Vivacity of his Father, but he had his Honour and 
mean fo 
Going out of the Fiſh-market, as we turn to the 
right, one perceives the Lutheran Church of Sr. 
Peter *, which is a conſiderable Structure; and then 
we come into that call'd the Fryars Street, the 
Houſes of which are all well built, In this Street 
ſtands the Palace where the Aulic Council meets; 
which in France they call the Parlement; *tis here

the other at Berlin, and they were the Prelates 
that crowd him. They are fince dead, and the 
pou King lets their Sees lie vacant. In this 
Church is the Tomb of the Royal Family. There's 
a great Row of Buildings over againſt it, which con- 
ſiſts of ſeveral uniform Houſes belonging to Mer- 
* This Church being deſtroy'd by Lightning in 1730, is 
magnificently rebuilt.

chants, and ſupported by ſtately Arches with Shops 
under them, where are ſold all ſorts of Goods. 
Turning round by that Piazza, brings one to a 
ſecond Branch of the River, which divides the Ward 
of Coln from that of Werder. This River which 
has three wooden Bridges over it, is confin'd in a 
Canal lin'd with Freeſtone, and form'd by two 
fine Kays. | | 

The moſt conſiderable Edifices in the Ward of 
Werder are the Royal Cuſtom-Houſe, fo commodi- 
ouſly fituate that Boats can come up cloſe to it: The 
French School, and their Church, which is ſerv'd by 
able Miniſters; ſome of whom, as the late M. Len- 
fant (Author of the celebrated Hiſtory of the 
Council of Conſtance, &c. and Chaplain to the King 
of Pruſſia) M. de Beauſobre and M. Facquelot, &c. 
have acquir'd a Reputation in the Republic of Letters. 
The Royal Hunting-Houſe is a large magnificent 
Structure for lodging the Great Huntſman and all his 
inferior Officers: There too 1s the great Dog- Kennel 
and the Magazines for all the Hunting Equipage. 
Near this place is the Hotel or Palace for Ambaſ- 
ſadors, where are likewiſe entertain'd fuch Foreign 
Princes as are not of a Rank high enough to be 

accommodated in the King's Palace. This Hotel 
belong'd formerly to the Baron de Danckelman, Prime 
Miniſter to King Frederic when he was only Elector, 
and being built by the ſaid Miniſter at a time when 
he was ſuch a Favourite that he did almoſt what he 
pleas'd, he ſpar'd no Coſt to render it a Manſion 
worthy of his high Station. I was affur'd by Per- 
ſons of Credit then alive, that after it was built, the 
lte King had a Deſire to ſee it, upon which occaſion 
Made Dancke/man made a great Entertainment for 
him; and, that while the Queen and the whole 
Court were dancing, the King retir'd into his Mi- 
ni'ter's Cloſet, to have a private Conference with 
him; and looking very earneſtly on a certain Pic- 
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ture there, M. de Danckelman told him, that Pic- 
ture and all that he ſaw wou d ſoon be his Majeſty's. 
The King not knowing what he meant, deſir'd his 
Miniſter to explain himſelf; whereupon he made 
anſwer, That he ſhou'd very ſhortly incur his 
Diſpleaſure; that his Fall wou'd be attended by 
< the Forfeiture of all his Eſtate; that he ſhou'd be 
© arreſted and committed to the Spandau Priſon 
© and that there he ſhou'd be confin d ten Years, at 
© the Expiration of which his Innocence wou'd 
© be made to appear, his Eſtate wou'd be reftor'd 
to him, and he ſhou'd be taken again into his 
* Majeſty's Favour.” The King, who was at that 


time very fond of his Miniſter, and did not think 


he cou'd ever do without him, rdicuPd what he 
had faid as the Surmiſe of a Viſionary, and was 
going to ſwear. by the New Teſtament then upon 
a Table in the Room, that this ſad Prophecy 
wou'd never come to paſs. But the Miniſter held 
his Hand, and begg'd him not to take an Oath 
which it wou'd not be in his power to keep. 

I tell you this Story juſt as I had it from a 


Lady of Quality to whom the King himſelf told 
it: But in ſhort, let the Story be as it will, *tis 


very certain that M. de Danckelman was diſgrac'd, 
committed Priſoner to Spandau, and from thence 
remov*d to Peitz, without any Companion but his 
Wife, who generouſly defir'd to ſuffer Impriſon- 
ment with him. His Confinement laſted much 
longer than he had propheſy'd; and when at * 

is 


he obtained his Releaſe, he was not reſtor'd to 


Employments, nor even to his Eſtate. Tis ſaid in- 
deed that the preſent King, who on his Acceſſion 
to the Crown ſent for M. de Danckelman to Berlin, 
offer'd him the Miniftry ; but that the Baron excusꝰd 
himſelf by reaſon of his great Age and his tedious 
Impriſonment, which ah gas Rim loſe the Con- 
nection of Public Affairs. This Miniſter 3 
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lately, having lived to the Age of fourſcore. His 


remarkable Diſgrace, and fifteen Years Confinement 
in a Priſon, had not ſunk his Spirits, nor ſnock d 
his Conſtancy of Mind; and one ſhall ſcarce meet 
with an Inſtance m Hiſtory, either before or fince, of 
more Merit and more Misfortune in one and the fame 
Perſon. He was a paſſionate Admirer of Learned 
Men, and a Rewarder of Virtue, In a word, by 
the Diſgrace of this Great Man, the State loſt a 


faithful diſintereſted Miniſter, and Men of Learn- 


ing loſt a Mecænas, full of Zeal and ſolid Know- 
ledge, who never faild to ſupport by his own Au- 
thority, and to procure a Reward from his Maſter, 
for all Perſons that apply'd to him with any Pro- 
poſal that was uſeful and uncommon. 

To go from the Ambaſſadors Hotel to the New 
Town, one. muſt paſs before the Houſe belong- 
ing to the Governour of Berlin*, who is at preſent 
the Marſhal Count de Vartenſieben; a Nobleman 
whoſe Virtues; long Services, and great Age, challenge 
Veneration. The Houſe he lives in was built by order 
of the Elector Frederic William, for the Reception of 
the Marſhal de Schomberg, who reſfign'd the Battoon of 
the Marſhal of France to Lewis XIV. after that 
Prince had revok*d the Edict of Nantes, and came 
with a numerous Retinue of Gentlemen, to deſire 
Employment under the Elector. Accordingly that 
Prince gave him the Command of his Troops, but 
the Marſhal quitted that Employment, to accompa- 


ny the Prince of OxA NOE to England, in his fa- 


mous Expedition againſt his Father-in-Law ; and 


he likewiſe attended that Prince to. Ireland, where 


* This Houſe is no longer Governour's ; for the King 
who has cauſed great Additio be made to it, has given it 
to the Prince Royal, and it the Name of the Prince Royal "s 
Palace. The Governour lives at preſent in the Street Royale, 
the _ having purchas'd the fine Houſe of Catch there pur- 
poſely for the Governour's Reſidence.

the River Boyne. 

The Governour's Houſe is ſeparated by a great 
Square from the Arſenal, which is one of the com- 
pleateſt Fabrics in Europe, and was built according 
to a Model defign'd by Bot, whom I mention'd to 
you before; which ' ſkiltul Architect has, upon this 
occaſion, equalld any thing that was ever done by 
the famous Bernin. 

The intire Structure conſiſts of 4 main a Bodys of 
Building, which form a ſpacious Quad-angle in the 
middle. The lower Story is of Ruſtic Architecture, 
with arch'd Windows. There are 3 great Porti- 
coes at the Entrance to each Front. Over the 
principal ( Gate there's the Picture of the late King, 
in a great Medal of Braſs. The four Cardinal Vir- 
tues of a Gigantic Size, are plac'd on Pedeſtals by 
the Portico, and ſeem to look towards the King's 
Effigies, which is ſupported by Fame and Victory. 
The Corinthian Order prevails throughout the firſt 
Story, and 1s very artfully executed. A Gallery 
or Balluſtrade runs round San whole Edifice, and 
is adorr'd with Trophies and Statues, particularly 
a very perfect one of Mars, fitting upon a Heap 
of Arms of different ſorts; and the Decoration of 
all together is noble and majeſtic. Studs of Iron 
in form of Cannon are plac at = r Diſtances, 
and ſupport Iron Chains, hung in Feſtoons, which 
hinder People from clambering up to the Windows. 

The Infide of this Arſenal is as magnificent as 
the Outſide. The lower Rooms are ſtor'd with a 
— number of Braſs Cannon. The Walls and 

illars that ſupport the Arch are garniſmd with 
Cuiraſſes and Helmets In the upper Story there 
are ſeyeral Rooms full rms, ran gd i in ſuch Or- 
der as can never be enouM admir'd. 

Behind the Arſenal there's the Houſe of the Ge- 
peral of the RR which alſo contains the 

th EP Toe. 
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Foundery, where Men are continually at work. 


Beſides this Arſenal, there are ſeveral others in 


Berlin, where they keep Field- Pieces, Iron Cannon, 
and all that belongs to the Train of Artillery. 


Twas the late Margrave Philip*, Brother to Frede- | 
ric I. who when he was Great Maſter of the Ord- 


nance began to put the King's Ar/enals into a good 
State. But King Frederic William has finiſh*d what 
his ſaid Uncle began, and has put the Artillery on

A Rampart and a Ditch ſeparate the Werder 


from the Dorothy-Stadt, or New Town, which is 
for moſt part inhabited by French Families. It had 
the Name of Dorothy-Stadt in honour of the Electreſs 
Dorothy of Holſtein-Gluckſburg, the ſecond Wife of 
Frederic William, who with her own Hand planted 
the firſt Lime-Tree of the ſeven great Rows which 
divide this Ward into two Parts. The middlemoſt 
Row, which is the wideſt, is inclos'd with Balluſtrades, 


and forms a pleaſant Graſs-Walk for Foot Paſſengers. 


The Walks on each fide are pav'd, and ſerve as a 
Ring for the Coaches. Nothing is more beneficial 
and agreeable than taking the Air in this Place, 


where you may have any thing that can be deſir'd 


in a City. At the end of one of theſe Walks is a 
Gate which opens to the Park, the Walks of 


which being above a League in length, form a fine

But 
you'll ſay, this muſt be a very great Incumbrance, 
and take up a deal of — *Tis true, it may 
require two Sumpter Horſes in a Company, but a 
Soldier fares the better for it; becauſe when he goes 
wet into the Camp, he can get his Cloaths dry'd in 
the Night while he is under his Coverlid. After 
all, the Incumbrance is no greater at preſent, for 
thoſe Troops, than it was at the time when all the 
Pruſſian Infantry had Cloaks, which the Soldiers 
Wore, was the Weather ever ſo hot, folded over 
their Shoulders, and ty*d both before and behind by 
their Belt. If they had any haſty March to make, 
fuch as I ſaw they made in Flanders in 1708, when 
they went to attack the French near Audenarde, the 
Pruſſians left their Cloaks behind with a Guard, 
and when the Battle was join'd, the Captains were 
oblig'd to ſend for their Cloaks. In ſhort, what 
makes me think the Pruſſian Cloathing the moſt con- 
venient for a Soldier, is, that moſt of the German 
Princes are now come into it, and like it well: 
The Troops of Saxony, and Brunſwic in particular, 
are cloath'd like thoſe of Pruſſia. | 
The Pruſſian Troops, which are new cloath'd e- 

very Year, have Breeches of Woollen Cloth for the 
Winter, and of Linnen for the Summer; and they 
are allow*d Shirts, Necks and Spatterdaſhes : Their 
Pay is good and regular; the Soldier is compell'd to 
do his Duty, but when he does it, enjoys more Li- 
berty than in the Service of any other Nation: ſo 
that were I to carry a Muſket, I fancy it wou'd be in 
the Service of Pruſſia, where ſuch a ſtrict Diſcipline is 
obſerv'd, that the Soldier is no Swearer, and is not 
allow'd to game, and where in a word he does not 

| | abandon 
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abandon himſelf to Licentiouſneſs. On Sundays 
and Saints Days they are requir'd to go twice a day 
to hear a Sermon: The Catholicks have the liberty of 
going to Maſs. In ſhort, good Manners are intro- 
duc'd and obſerv'd in thoſe Troops to ſuch a Nice- 

„that you wou'd wonder at it. 
All the Infantry is cloath'd in blue: It depends 
on the Colonel of every. Regiment; to order what 


Waiſtcoats and Trimming he pleaſes for the Clothes. 
The Horſe and Dragoons wear white, but the 


. Houſhold Troops blue, with Campaign Coats of 
Gold Lace. The Huſſars Cloathing is red, but 
the Garbs of the Officers both of Foot and Horſe 
are plain, and only differ from the Apparel of the 
Soldiers in the fineneſs of the Cloth; tho? there are 
ſome Regiments whoſe Waiſtcoats ate bedaub'd all 
over with Gold or Silver Lace. 

The Colours, whick are uniform in all the Regi- 
ments, are white, with the King's Device, repreſent- 
ing an Eagle flying towards the Sun with this Motto, 
Nec Soli cedit. There's ſuch a Uniformity preſerv'd 
in all things throughout the Army, even in their 
Guns, Swords, Bayonets, c. that in every Regiment 
they wear the very ſame, even to their Shoe-Buckles. 

The ſame Regularity is obſerv'd in the Horſe and 
Dragoons, which ride both upon black Horſes ; and 
indeed they are not permitted to have an others; 
the Officers themſelves being not exempt from this 
Rule, when they are at the head of their Squa- 
drons or Companies. The Houſings and — 
of the latter are of the ſame Pattern, and extrem 
rich. All the Horſe wear Buff- Coats, and ny 
neath Cuiraſſes, They perform their Exerciſe on 
Foot like the Infantry, and with the ſame Exact- 
nels. The Kettle-Drums and Trumpets of all 
the Horſe are of Silver. 
There is not a Captain in all the Pruſſian Ar- 
my but has at leaſt ten ſupernumerary Men; .ſa 
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that theſe included, the King's Forces amount tò 
near 100000, all pick'd Men. You cou'd not but 
admire if you were to ſee how they 8 - inſo- 
much that whenever they take the Field, tis pity 
but Fortune ſhou'd favour them. | 

Not many Days after my Arrival here, the King 


being gone to viſit his Kingdom, I had the Ho- 


nour of waiting on the Queen. This Princeſs, 
whoſe Name is Sophia Dorothea, is Siſter to the 
preſent King of Great Britain, being the Daughter 
of George I. the late King, and of Sophia Dorothea 
Princeſs of Brunſwic-Zell. And ſhe does every 
thing that is worthy of het Auguſt Extraction; for 
ſurely never did Daughter more reſemble a Father ; 
ſhe has the ſame Benignity and Wiſdom, the ſame 
Equity and Juſtice, and Sweetneſs of Temper. 
Like him ſhe knows the Charms of a private Life, 
and Friendſhip, on a Throne: Like him ſhe is a- 
dord by her Subjects and her Domeſtics, and is 
the chief Bleſſing and Darling of both. To ex- 
tend Goodneſs and Affability farther, were im- 
poſſible ; there being no W but what 
are charm'd with the gracious Manner in which 
this Princeſs receives them. To a thouſand Vir- 
tues worthy of Veneration, ſhe has added the 
ſingular Talent of ſpeaking the Language of ſeve- 
ral Countries which ſhe never ſaw, with as much 
Delicacy as if they had been her Mother Tongues. 
The French Language eſpecially, is ſo familiar to 
Her, that one wou'd take her to be a Princeſs of 
the Royal Family of France; and the Grandeur 
and Majeſty that accompany all her Actions, induce 
thoſe even who don't know her, to be of Opinion 
that ſne was born to reign. 

That which ſtill more endears this Queen to her 
People, is the Care ſhe takes of the Education of 
her Family; which conſiſts of four Princes, and ſix 
Princeſſes. The eldeſt of the Sons is the 

| rince 
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Prince Royal *. This young Prince is handſome, 
charms every one by his Kindneſs and Good-Na- 

ture; and loves Reading, Muſick, the Arts, and 
| nificence : His Sentiments, his Behaviour, and 
his Actions, make it probable, that if he comes to 
the Crown, his Reign will be one of thoſe mild 
and peaceable Reigns, which procure Kings that 
Love of their People, wherein conſiſts their true 
Glory. The Care of the Prince Royals Education 
was committed firſt of all to Madam de Camke, one 
of the Queen's Ladies of Honour, and Governeſs 
of the Children of Pruſſia. But this Lady left the 
Charge of the latter to the Sub-Governeſs, Madam 
de Rocoule, and her Daughter Mademoiſelle Je 
Montbail. Madam de Rocoule had alſo the honour 
to be Sub-Governeſs to the King ; ſo that ſhe was 
no Novice in the forming of young Princes. As ſhe 
talks nothing but French, ſhe has taught it to the 
King's Children; who ſpeak it with as much eaſe 
as they do the German Language. At ſeven Years 
of Age the Prince Royal was taken out of the 
Hands of the Women; and the Count de Finck of 
Finckenſtein, Lieutenant-General of the King's Forces, 
a Knight of his Order, and Colonel of a Regiment 
of Horſe, was appointed his Royal Highneſs's Go- 
vernour; and the Baron de Kaleſtein was made Sub- 
Governour. The King's Choice of both theſe 
Gentlemen was univerſally applauded. 

The eldeſt of the King's Children is Frederica- 
Sophia-Milbelmina, the Princeſs Royal; who was 
born in 1709. I was at Berlin at the Ceremony of 
her Baptiſm, which was performed in the Chapel of 
the Caſtle, in preſence of Frederic IV. King of 


Den- 


* He marry'd (in June 1733,) the Princeſs Elixabeth Chri- 
flina, of Brunſwick-Lunenburgh, and Bevern,' Daughter of 
Ferdinand Albert Duke of Brunſevic-Lunenburgh, and Bewern, 
Field-Marſhal General of the Armies of the Emperor and Em- 
pire ; and Preſumptive Heir to the Duke Regent of Brunſiuic- 
Lunenburg Wolfembuttle.

Denmark, Frederic Auguſtus King of Poland, and 
Frederic I. King of Pruſſia. The Birth of this 
Princeſs, and the Circumſtance of three Kings and 
a Queen attending at her Baptiſm, gave occafion to 
a great many Copies of Verſes. All the Poets ſaid 
that the Preſence of theſe three Kings, was a Sign 


that ſhe wou'd one day have Poſſeſſion of three 


Crowns. They had then in view the Crowns of 
Great Britain, that were to devolve to the F amily 
of Hanover; in which there was a young Prince , 
who, it was then imagin'd, was to be in time the 
Huſband of this Princeſs. Whether this Match 
will ever take place, and whether the Princeſs will 
be Queen; I can't ſay; but if ſhe is not, Fortune 
will not do Juſtice to her Merit. 


The Princeſs Frederica Louiſa, the King's ſecond 


Daughter, is lately marry'd to the Margrave of 
Brandenburgh Anſpach. *Tis ſaid that his Majeſty's 
third Daughter, the Princeſs Philippina Charlotte, 
is promis'd to Charles, hereditary Prince of Brun- 
ſwic Bevern, Nephew to the Empreſs Regent. 

The other Princes and Princeſſes, the King's 


Children ||, are as yet too young to furniſh any 


Particulars for their Character. In a word, put 
them all together, they form a very fine Family. 
The Margravine, Dowager of the Margrave 
Fe E 
This was his Royal Highneſs, now Prince of Wales. All 
Europe, in ſhort, thought, as did the Poets of that Time; and 
every one in general mark'd out the Princeſs for this Prince. It 
was then too the Deſire of both the Queens; and the Princeſs 
herſelf ſeem'd to have been brought up in that Notion. But 
when *twas leaſt of all expected, certain Reaſons of State can- 
cell'd all theſe Views; and the King of Pruſſa thought fit to 
marry his eldeſt Daughter in 1731, to the Hereditary Prince of 
Brandenburg-Bareith : as King George II. of Great Britain, in 
1736, thought fit to marry his eldeſt Son to her Highneſs, Au- 
guſta, youngeſt Siſter of the preſent Duke of Saxe-Gotha. 
755 The Marriage was actually celebrated between them, in 
a uy I 33. ys J 7 
The fourth marry'd in 1734, to the King's Couſin, the 
Margrave of Brandenburgh-Schwedt. 
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Philip, Brother to the late King, is the firſt in 


Rank at Court, next to the King's Children: She 


was born Princeſs of Anhalt Deſſau. Her Royal 
Highneſs was lately choſe Abbeſs of Herford, a ſo- 
vereign Abby in Mieſtphalia, (in a Town belonging 
to the King of Pruſſia, as part of the Principality of 
Ravenſberg ;) whoſe Canoneſſes muſt be all Princeſſes, 
or Counteſſes of the Empire. This Princeſs, tho? 
ſhe is paſt her Bloom, is ſtill the Ornament of the 
Court; and no Perſon can be more civil than ſhe is 
to Foreigners; ſo that *tis as much a Pleaſure as a 
Duty to pay one's Court to her. When the King 
is at Berlin, and the Queen has no Drawing-Room, 
the whole Court repairs to the Margravine's Houſe, 
where her Royal Highneſs daily keeps an elegant 
Table; to which ſhe admits the Quality of both 
Sexes: She is the Mother of two Princes and a 
Princeſs ; the Sons are the Margraves Frederic and 
Henry, and the Daughter is marry'd to the heredi- 
tary Prince of Virtemberg. The young Margrave 
Frederic reſides at Schwedt upon the Oder, where he 
has a very fine Houſe; and does not come to Court 
but when he can't avoid it. The young Margrave 
Henry reſides commonly at Berlin. Both theſe 
Princes are handſome, luſty, and well ſhap'd. 
The Margrave Albert, the King's Uncle“, lives 
in his Majefty's Palace, tho? he is eight Months of 
the Year at Frederichsfelde, a Pleaſure-Houſe about 
a League from Berlin. He is the ſecond. Son of the 
Elector Frederic William, and Dorothy of Holſtein 
PS Gluckſ- 
* This Prince died in 1731. His eldeſt Son, the Margrave 
Charles, ſucceeded him in the Grand Maſterſhip of the Order of 
St. Fog and had his Regiment of Foot in the Service of 
Pruſſia. Prince Frederic, his Royal Highneſs's ſecond Son, had 
his Regiment in the Service of the States General of the United 
Provinces z and the Count de Truchſes-Walbourg, a Major- 
General, had his Regiment of Horſe, He was ſent to com- 
Pliment Lewis XV. upon his Coronation ; and afterwards on 


the ſame Commiſſion to the Emperor at Prague. His Wit and 
Politeneſs were applauded at both thoſe Courts. 
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Gluckſburg : He is well ſhap'd, has a noble Air; 
and has been in his time a very good Dancer : He 
is fond of Grandeur and Pleaſures. At the beginning 
of the laſt War he diſtinguiſhed himſelf very much 
at the Siege of Keyſerſwaert, and other Places, 
where he commanded the Troops of the King his 
Brother. His Royal Highneſs is Governor of Po- 
merania, Knight of the Black Eagle, and Colonel 
of a Regiment of Foot, and of another of Horſe, 
in the King's Service : He has alſo a Regiment of 
Foot in the Service of the United Provinces ; and is 
Grand Maſter of the fix Commanderies of the 
Order of St. John of Feruſalem, who, at the 
Alteration of Religion in the time of Luther, 
withdrew from the Grand Maſter of Malta, and aſ- 
ſum'd to themſelves a Right of chuſing a Grand 
Mafter under the Protection of the EleQor of Bran- 
denburghb. The Margrave marry'd a Princeſs of Cour- 
land, Heireſs to the Freeholds of her Uncle Duke 
Ferdinand, the laſt of her Family. This Princeſs, 
tho* not reckon'd a Beauty of the firſt Rate, has a 
great Share of Charms and Good-nature, Modeſty 
and Politeneſs. Their Royal Highneſſes are per- 
fectly civil to thoſe who have Acceſs to them; which 
1s the reaſon, that notwithſtanding the little Con- 
cern they have in Buſineſs, they have always a nu- 
merous Court. They have three Princes; and two 
Princeſſes. The eldeſt of the Sons is Charles, 
a Prince wioſe Perſon and Character are very 
amiable. The eldeſt of the Daughters is marry'd 
to the Duke of Saxe-Eyſenach. 


The laſt Prince of the Royal Family, is the Mar- 


grave Chriſtian Lewis, third Son of the Elector Fre- 
deric William by the ſecond Marriage. This Prince 
is Governour of the City and County of Halberſtadt ; 
he has a Regiment of Foot, is Knight of the 
Order of the Black Eagle, and Commander of that 
of St. John. He ſtudied at Leyden ; after 5 w 
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ſerw'd with diſtinction in Italy. He now lives re- 
tir d from Court at Malchau, a Houſe about a Mile 
from Berlin, which the late King bought of the 
Heirs of M. de Fuchs, his Miniſter of State. 

There the Margrave, who has a Reliſh for the Plea- 
ſures of private Life, paſſes his Time in Hunting, 
Reading, and every innocent Pleaſure that an a- 
greeable Country is capable of furniſhing. This 
Prince has been a handſome well-made Man; he 
has a grand Air, and there's ſomething heroic in 
his Phyſiognomy: In the very Flower of his Youth 
he was a conſtant Admirer of Virtue, and might 
ever be quoted for an Example of Sobriety. He is 
ſo exceeding fat, that it's fear'd he won't live to 
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U be a very old Man “. 
ö All the Princes of the Royal Family wear the 
6 Pruſſian Order, -viz, that of the Black Eagle; and 


receive it as ſoon as they are barn. Tis an Orange 
Ribband, to which is appendant a Croſs enamePd 
with blue, reſembling the Croſs of Malta. A Star 
of Silver is embroider'd on the Coat; and in the 
s middle of it is an Orange Eſcutcheon, over which is a 
i black Eagle crown'd with —_ diſplay'd, holding 

in one of its Talons a Crown of Laurel, and in the 
other a Thunder-bolt, with the Motto SuuM cui- 
QUE, in Letters of Gold. This Order was infti- 
tuted by Frederic I. the fixth of January 1701, 
O. S. on account of his Coronation at Koning /berg. 
He call'd it the Order of the Black Eagle, becauſe 
a Black Eagle forms the Arms of Pruſſia ; and he 
choſe an Orange Ribband, in memory of the Electreſs 
his Mother, who was a Princeſs of Orange; in 
Right of whom he pretends to be next Heir to 
William III. King of England, and Prince of O- 
range.

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The Princes of the Royal Family are not exempt 


from paſſing thro? the Degrees of military Service; 


and *tis not here as in other places, where they have 
Regiments and Governments as ſoon as they are born. 
The King will have them to know how to obey, be- 
fore they come to command; and tis an Encourage- 
ment to the Officers to find themſelves ſo far honour'd, 
as to be on a Par in the Service, with thoſe who are 
born to be their Sovereigns. The Prince Royal has 
a Regiment of Horſe . M. de Lopel F, a Major- 


General, commanded that Regiment formerly, but 


the King preferring him to the Government of Cu- 
ſtrin, this Regiment has for Colonel M. de Wreech, 
a Perſon of a good Family in the new Marquiſate. 
His Father, who was one of the King's Lieute- 
nant-Generals, had ſerv'd the late Elector Frederic 
William, the late King, and his preſent Majeſty. 
M. de Wreech, whom I am ſpeaking of, was, at 
his retarn from his Travels, appointed by the late 
King a Gentleman of his Bed-Chamber : After that 
Prince's Death, his preſent Majeſty enter'd him into 
his Service, and gave him a Troop of Horſe. This 
Gentleman diftinguiſh'd himſelf greatly in 1708, 
at the Battle of Audenarde ; where he was Aid de 
Camp to the Marſhal de Natzmer, then General of 
the Cavalry: He had a Horſe kilFd under him, 
and was taken Priſoner ; but the Enemy in their 
Flight not watching him very ſtrictly, he found 
means to get off when the Night came and put an 
end to the Battle. He lay hid in a Ditch till next 
day, in danger every moment of being knock*d on 
the head by our own Men ; but when the Day 
broke, he rejoin'd his General, who had ——

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flight Wound in the Head. M. de Wreech is one 


of the richeſt Subjects the King has; but he is 


worthy of his Fortune, and uſes it like a Man of 
Quality. He 1s certainly a valuable Gentleman, has 
a noble Soul, and Senſe and Knowledge enough 
to capacitate him to ſerve his Ving and Country 
both in Peace and War. 


Berlin is not a City where you ought to look for 


the moſt lively Diverſions; the King, to whoſe 
Will every body conforms, not being fond of 
them himſelf, Yet when once a Man is known 
there, he will find Amuſement enough ; for the 
People are affable and civil, make plentiful Enter- 
tainments, and have very good Wine. 


When the King is abſent, the Queen has a Draw- 
ing-Room every Night, from ſeven of clock till 


ten; when her Majeſty ſups with the Princes and 
Princeſſes of her Family, and other Perſons of Di- 


ſtinction of both Sexes. But when the King is at Berlin, 


the Queen keeps no Drawing-Room, unleſs ſome 
Foreign Prince happen to be there. Then there are 


Aſſemblies in the City alternatively, among Perſons 
of the firſt Rank, at which they ſometimes dance; 
and the King and Prince Royal frequently honour 
theſe Aſſemblies with their Preſence. When there 
is no grand Aſſembly, there are particular Societies, 
where they ſup, and play at ſmall Game. 

The Miniſters of moſt confequence at this Court 
are Meſſieurs d*[/gen, Grumkau, and Kniphauſen * ; 
theſe are they who treat of Foreign Affairs, and 


thro? whoſe hands paſs the Secrets of State: but the 


King's Prime Miniſter is the King himſelf, who is 
inform'd of every thing, and is deſirous to know 
every thing. He gives great Application to Buſi- 
neſs, but does 1 it with extraordinary Eaſe; and no-

BY. The firſt and the laſt have been dead ſome Years, and their 


Places ſupply'd by Meſſieurs Bork and Poddexwitz, who have a

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thing eſcapes his Penetration, nor his Memory, which 
is a very happy one. No body knows better than 
he where his Government is ſtrong, and where 'tis 
weak; and no Sovereign in the World is of more 
eaſy Acceſs, his Subjects being actually permitted 
3 to write to him, without any other Formality than 
ſuperſcribing the Letter, To the King. By writing 
underneath, To be delivered into his Majeſty's own 
Hands, one may be ſure that the King receives and 
reads it, and that the next Poſt he will anſwer it, 
either with his own Hand or by his Secretary: theſe 
Anſwers are ſhort, but peremptory, and they pre- 
yent a tedious painful Attendance. The King, who 
is an Enemy to vain Pomp and Pageantry, always 
goes abroad without any Guards, with only a ſmall 
Retinue, and ſometimes too walks on foot; he makes 
his Greatneſs to conſiſt in ſolid Power, in the having 
his 18 well diſciplin'd, his Places kept 
* Order, his Arſenals well rovided, Ped bis his 
reaſury full enough to enable him to oppoſe his 
Enemy in caſe he be attack d. He never aims fo 
much as to diſturb his Neighbours, much leſs to 
rob them: I heard him ſay one day, that he had 
10 Intention of attacking any body, nor of beginning 
a War, but if he was attackd, he would defend bim- 
ſelf the beſt be could: a Conduct which he has reli- 
giouſly obſerved ever ſince he has been plac'd upon 
the Throne, even towards Charles XII. King of 
Sweden, notwithſtanding what is faid of him by 
a certain Author, who from ſorry Memoirs has 
wrote that Prince's Life. But I will not deviate from 
my Subject. 

There's no Town in all the King of Praſſia's Do- 
minions, except Neufch4tel, . he has not been; 
no Province which he does not know full well; not 
a noble Family but he can tell their Revenues; nor 
a Court of Juſtice but he is well acquainted with | 
their chief Members. His Behaviour is plain; he 


knows 
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knows no Gallantry, and does not eaſily pardon it 
in his Officers. He is ſo true to his Conſort the. 
Queen, that he wiſhes Men would follow 
his Example, and that every Huſband would live 
only with the Woman whom God has allotted him. 
His Diverſion is Hunting; and for this reaſon, he 
reſides commonly at Potzdam or Wuſterhauſen, 
which are Pleaſure-Houſes four Miles from Berlin. 
Vet he generally goes on Saturdays into his Capital, 
where he holds a Council on Sunday, and returns 
on Monday. In the Winter he makes a longer ſtay 
at Berlin: but let him be either here or there, he is 
on the Parade every Day at ten o' clock, when his 
Soldiers mount the Guard; after which he gives 
Audience to his Miniſters, and holds a Council, or 
goes abroad for the Air. At Noon the King ap- 
rs in a great Saloon, where are all the Generals 
and Officers, the Foreign Miniſters, and all the 
Court in general: There he converſes a few Mo- 
ments, and then goes into another Room, where 
he dines with the Queen, the Princes and Prin- 
ceſſes of his Family, and any other Perſons 
whom he has cauſed to be invited, His Table 1s 
commonly ſpread for eighteen Gueſts. After he 
has fate about an Hour and half at Table, he retires 
to his Cloſet till ſix at Night, when he appears again 
in the Room where he held his Levee: There his 
Majeſty gives Orders to the Marſhal Wartenſieben 
Governor of Berlin, and to the Marſhal Naizmer 
Commandant of the Gendarmery. After this, he 
talks a-while with thoſe that are preſent, and then 
paſſes into a Room at ſome diſtance from his Apart- 
ment, to which the Queen repairs ſametimes wich 
one or two Ladies in company. There are ten or 
2 dozen Officers whom the King honours with his 
Confidence, who play here at Picguet, Ombre, and 
Backgammon. Here they alſo ſmoak, and to this 
Place the King ſends for ſuch as he has a mind to 
Vo. I. D talk 
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talk with about ſpecial Affairs. I have been there 


twice upon ſuch an account. Here there is no man- 
ner of Reſtraint, but every body ſits down, the King 
diſpenſing with all the Reſpect that is due to him, 
and at eleven o' clock he diſmiſſes the Company and 
retires. | 

The King hunts when he is at Potzzdam and Wu/- 
terhauſen, but in other reſpe&s he leads the ſame 
Life there as he does at Berlin. At Potdam he 
hunts the Stag, having for that end cauſed a great 
Foreſt to be paled in, where he has made noble 
Roads. | 

The Caſtle at Potgdam, which is very convenient, 
was built by the Elector Frederic-Milliam, who com- 
monly reſided at it; and after having run his glorious 
Race, died here the 29th of April, 1688. King Frede- 
rec I. made conſiderable Embelliſhments to it, particu- 
larly the great Gate opening into the main Courtof the 
Cattle, which is an admirable Piece of Architecture 
that was deſign'd by M. Bot, my Hero for Build- 
ings. But all that the late King did, does not come 
up to the Works that have been added to it of late 
Years. The Town of Polzdam has been augmented 
two Thirds; the Streets are as ſtrait as a Line, with 
Trees planted, and Canals cut in them after the man- 
ner of Hollaud; the Houſes are uniform and built 
with Bricks. Beſides a great Hoſpital, which the 
King has founded. here tor his' Soldiers Orphans, 
| here is a conſiderable Fabric for Armourers, who 
make all thoſe Arms for the Forces and Arſenals, 
which were formerly made at Liege. 

This Town is the Garriſon for the firſt Battalion 
of thoſe Tall Grenadiers, ſo much talk'd of in Eu- 
rope. I proteſt to you that they exceed the com- 
mon Report, being the compleat-it, the fineſt, and 
beſt - diſciplin'd Body that can be imagin'd. The 
Men are of all Nations, there being ſcarce a Prince 
in Europe but takes a pleaſure in ending Recruits 
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to it. Some of theſe Grenadiers have had t 590 
Crowns Liſt-Money; and ſeveral receive two Flo- 
rins fer diem: Some of them ate very rich; others 
there are who trade, and have good Houſes at Potæ- 
dam. The talleſt and the beſt Man among them 
all was one calPd Jonas, (lately dead) who work'd 
heretofore in the Mines of Norway. The famous 
Huguetan, whom Frederic IV. King of Denmark 
created Count de Guldenſtein, took him from the 
Mines, and preſented him to the King. He then 
ſtoop'd in the Shoulders, and hobbled in walking 
but by tricking him up, they gave him that good 
Air which he wanted. „ 
Tis certain, there are no Troops in the World 
where the Peaſant ſooner ſhakes off the clowniſh 
Air, and more eafily aſſumes the military one. 
This gigantic Regiment has requir'd great Pains, : 
and conſiderable Sums to eftabliſh it; and J am aſ- 
ſured it has coft the King more than fix other Re- 
giments. But *tis all his Majeſty takes delight in; 
and ſurely this Prince cannot but be commended tor 
giving into a Pleaſure fo noble, and fo innocent. 
Having given you ſome Account of Polgdam, I 
muſt alſo mention Charlottenbourg another Royal 
Houſe, a Mile from Berlin. This Caſtle ſtands on 
the Spree, ſo that one may go to it by Water: but 
the common Way is thro? the Park which is at the 
end of the great Walk from the new Town. | 
In the late King's time, whenever he was at Char- 
lottenbourg, all the Road from Berlin to this Palace 
was lighted by Lanthorns erected on both ſides. 
Cbarlottenbourg was formerly cal d Lutgenbourg. 
It was a ſmall Village belonging to M. Doberginſey, 
Steward of the Houſhold to the Queen, (the King's. 
Mother.) He had built a trifling Houſe there, and 
that Queen taking the Air there one day, liked the 
Situation of the Place fo well, that ſhe bought it, and 
ſet about building there; but ſh: died before all the 
1 Works 


Works ſhe had undertaken were finiſhed, How- 
ever, her Huſband King Frederic I. cauſed them to 
be carried on, and made confiderable Additions to 
them; and in order to perpetuate the 3 Name, 
which was nia- Charlotte, he cauſed Lutzenbourg 
to be called Charlottenbourg. This Caſtle is one of 
the moſt conſiderable Structures in Germany; the 
Apartments are grand and ſplendid, and the 
Furniture very rich. There's a Cabinet adorn'd 
with the choiceſt Porcellane, ranged in ſuch order 
as is ſurpriſing: In another Cabinet there are Luſtres, 
a Tea-Table with Diſhes, a Coffee-Pot, and the 
whole _ in ſhort of ſolid Gold. The Cha- 

el is one-of the moſt ſuperb that can be; every fide 

ing adorn'd with Gold and Painting. The O- 
rangery is one of the moſt magnificent in Europe; 
not only with regard to the _ and Number of 
its Trees, but the Greatneſs of the Building in which 
they are kept all the Winter. 

I could tell you of ſeveral more Houſes which 
the late King had in the Neighbourhood of Berlin; 
but as they were ſuffer'd to run to ruin after he died, 
I think I Pad better entertain you with the Charac- 
ters of the prime Nobility at this Court. 

The Count de Wartenſieben is the oldeſt Marſhal, 
He is by Birth a Veſtpbalian, and paſs'd his early 
days in the Service of France. He was Commander 
in chief of the Troops of the Duke of Saxe-Gotha, 
when King Frederic I. called him to his Service. 
The Count de Wartemberg, who was at that time 
the Chief Miniſter, wanted a Perſon to be at the 
head of the Troops, who ſhould be intirely de- 
voted to himſelf: This was an Obedience he did not 
expect to find in the Counts de Lottum, Dhona, and 
Denbeff, nor in the other Generals whoſe long Ser- 
vices and Birth might make them aſpire to this mi- 
Ii Dignity. He believed the fitteft Perſon to 
be his Tool would be a Foreigner that ſhould be 


obliged 
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oblig'd to him for his Fortune: Therefore he caus d- 
the 's Batoon to be given to the Count de 


Hartenſleben, who anſwer'd to a tittle the Inten- 
tion of the Miniſter his Benefactor. *Tis true, that 
he never ſeconded his Revenge, but neither did 


he oppoſe it. He did the Bufineſs of his Office, and 
meddled not with the Intrigues of the Court. It 


may be faid of him, that he never deviated from 
the Path of Equity, and in Juſtice to him it muſt 
be own'd that he always did good, when it was in 
his power. Since the Death of the late King, his 
Authority and Intereſt are very much leſſened, 


Befides, he is too far advanc'd in years to concern 


himſelf with almoſt any Buſineſs at all. 

The General whoſe Power is moſt rever'd, is 
the Prince Leopold of Anbalt-Deſſau. In conſidera- 
tion of his high Birth, and the Rank of Sovereign. 
which he holds in the Empire, I ought to have 

nam'd him firft ; only the Count de Wartenſieben is 
the oldeſt Marſhal. 

The Prince of Anhalt is Marſhal, Governour of 
the City of Magdebourg, Colonel of a Regiment of 
Foot, and Knight of the Order of the Black Eagle. 
This Prince, who is a Perſon of a good Stature and 
noble Preſence, happy Features and a lively Af 
was born with all the Qualifications of a General and 
a Soldier, being vigilant, laborious, indefatigable, e- 

y patient of Heat and Cold, Want and Abun- 

ce; Brave even to Intrepidity, and poſſibly never 

g—_ in this reſpe&, unleſs we except Charles XII, 

ng of Sweden : "Being a Man of unexampled Rigour 
in itary Diſci line, Ko will be obey'ty — | 
rewards his Soldiers when they do their Duty, and 
ſometimes makes himſelf faniliar with them : A 
warm and conſtant Friend, but an implacable Enemy 


when he thinks himſelf not well us'd ; haughty 


to his Equals, civil and courteous to his Inferiors. In 


his Youth, he was a Wine-Bibber, and a Deboſhee z 
D 3 but 
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but it has been obſcrv'd, that neither Wine nor Wor 


men can detain him, when he is in the Purſuit of 
Glory. He is a religious Obſerver of his Promiſes: 
and never makes any but after mature Reflection. 
He is an Enemy to the Pomp and Conſtraint of the 
Lives of Great Men; an Oeconomiſt, perhaps 
more than becomes his Dignity; and is an abſolute 
Maſter in his Family and his Government, having 
poor, but dutiful Subjects, and well regulated Fi- 
Nances. 

The Care of the Prince of Anbalt's Education 
was committed to M. de Chaliſac, a Native of 
Guienne., This Gentleman found an ungovernable 
Temper in the young Prince which he had much adq 
to manage. The Prince happen'd very early to have 
a liking for Madamoiſelle de Fohſen, (whom he after- 
wards marry'd) which being not at all pleaſing to 
his Mother, (who was born Princeſs of Orange) ſhe 
thought the beſt way to cure him of his Fondneſs 
for her, wou'd be to ſend him abr oad ; and therefore 
appointed M. de Chaliſac to travel with him to He, 
and accordingly they made that our. 

Chaliſac, who was my particular Friend, and 
whole Memory I honour, told me that this Prince's 
extraordinary Vivacity and Intemperance, had often 
made his Heart ake; but that whenever he hap» 
pen'd to tun aſtray, he was ſure to reclaim him by 
letting the Motives of Honour and Ambition in 
his view. To this purpoſe he related what hap- 
pen'd when they were at Venice, viz. that the 
Prince came home one Morning very much in 
Liquor, after having ſpent the whole Night in a 
Debauch; and M. de Cbaliſac reproving him, per- 
haps a little too ſharply, as the young Prince 
thought, he ran and ſnatch'd up a. Piſtol, and 
returning with it to his Governour, faid, You 
Dog, I muſt kill you, M. de Chalifac, without ap- 
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pearing ſurpriz' d, looking ſternly at the Prince, 
made him anſwer; Shoot me if you think fit; but think 
how worthy a Figure you'll make in Hiſtory, when 
it ſhall be recorded that a Prince of Anhalt, a Prince 
of a Family that has given Emperors to Germany, 
murder*d his Tutor. Theſe Words {poke with an Air 
of Authority made ſuch an Impreſſion on the young 
Prince, that he laid down his Piſtol ſaying, Jou are 
indeed in the right; I ſhou'd have committed a vil- 
lainous Action. | 

The Prince on his Return from Taly to Deſſau 
ſhew'd that Time and Abſence had not that Ef- 
fe& upon him as they generally have upon Lovers. 
He return'd as much in love with Madamoiſelle de 
Fohſen as he was at ſetting out. He marry'd her 
in 1698, and ſoon after, viz. in 1701, ſhe was 
by the Emperor acknowledg*d a Princeſs of the 
Empire. He has had five Sons and two Daughters 
by her, the eldeſt of whom 1s dead. 

But the Embraces of a tender Spouſe cou'd not 
keep him at home; a Warrior he was born, and a 
Warrior he wou'd be. The War being then kind- 
led between the Emperor and the French, the 
Prince went to ſerve in the Army on the Khine, 
and was preſent at the taking of Keiſerſaert. Soon 
after, King Frederic I. = him the Command of 
6000. Men, whom he ſent to the Emperor's Aſſiſ- 
tance in Italy, where he ſignaliz d himſelf in every 
Campaign, but eſpecially at the raiſing of the Siege of 
Turin. The Duke of Savoy, afterwards King of 
Sardinia, with whom the Prince had not a very 
good Underftanding, doing me the Honour to talk 
to me about him one day, faid, The Prince of An- 


halt has too much Fire; but when he is ripend by Ape, 


he will be a great General. Ile was born with the 

Genius of a Captain, and be has contributed to ſave 

my Crown, : | 
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When aNeutrality was agreed on for ſtalyj between 
the Emperor, his Allies, and France, the Prince 
of Anhalt was recall'd, and the King gave him the 
Command of his Troops in Flanders, where he 
maintain'd the Reputation which he had acquir'd in 
Ttaly, and was continued in his Command till the 
Peace of Utrecht, 

The Obſtinacy of Charles XII. King of Sweden in 
refuſing to hearken to a Treaty for the Sequeſtration 
of S:ctin, having oblig'd the King of Pruſſia to 
make war upon him, the Prince of Anbalt ſerving 
under the King, who then commanded his Arm 
in Perſon, had the Honour to defend the Ifle of Ru- 
gen, againſt the King of Sweden, who came in the 
Night and attack'd it with Fury; but the Swedes 
were repulsd, after having loſt a number of confide- 
rable Officers in the Action. Since the Treaty with 
Sweden, this Prince has had no occaſion to ſignalize 
his Valour. He reſides commonly at Deſſau, or at 
Magdebourg ; and does not come to Court but when 
Affairs call him. He has three Sons in the King's 
Service, of whom the two eldeſt have Regiments of 
their own, and the third commands his Father's. 

The King, who has a great Affection for the Prince 
of Anbalt, makes no conſiderable Regulation with 
regard to his Troops, or in any thing relating to the 
War-Office, without his Advice. His Majeſty has 
given him conſiderable Tracts of Land in Pruſſia, 
where *tis ſaid the Prince is building not only Vil- 
lages, but entire Towns. RE 

M. d' Arnbeim is the third Marſhal. This old 
Gentleman, who is paſt fourſcore, learnt the Art of 
War under two Great Maſters, the Elector Frede- 
ric William of Brandenbourg, and Montecuculi the 
Rival of Turenne. 

The Marſhal de Natzmer is an old Soldier alfo, who 
has ſerv*d under ſeveral Commanders with very great 
© Diſtinction; 
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Diſtinction; particularly the Prince of Valdect, Ge- 
neral of the Dutch Forces, the Prince of Orange 
afterwards King of England, and laſtly under the 
Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene of Savoy; 
who had all an Eſteem for his Valour and Military 
Experience; this Marſhal having been in all the 
Battles which thoſe Generals fought in the Netber- 
lands, and having been always wounded or had 
a Horſe ſhot under him. 

After having mentioned the chief Commanders of 
the King's Forces to you, I think it incumbent on 
me to give you an Account of thoſe Perſons whoſe 
Credit or Employments have the greateſt Influence 
upon the Government; in which you will pleaſe to 
excuſe me, if I do not follow that Order I have 
hitherto obſerv'd in my Narrative. 

The Baron. gen Firſt Miniſter of State, was 
born of an obſcure Family in Weſtphalia. After he 

had finiſhed his Studies, he commenc'd Secretary to 
M. de Meinders, Miniſter of State to the Elector 
Frederic William, and to King Frederic I. His Diſ- 
eretion and his Induſtry ſoon procur'd him the Favour 
of his Maſter, who put him Governour over his Ne- 
phew the Baron de Heidekam. M. d' Ilgen travelPd 
with the young Baron to Holland, England, and 
France, in which Tour they ſpent two Years. At 
his Return to Berlin, M. de Meinders enter'd him in 
Buſineſs, and the Elector Frederic William dying not 
long after, he procur'd him the Office of Secretary to 
the new Elector. In this Employment he behav*d 
with ſuch Circumſpection that he is till continued in 
it, notwithſtanding the many Changes that have hap- 
pen'd in the Miniſtry, The Baron de Fuchs one of 
the moſt able Miniſters that ever Germany produc d, 
being charm'd with his Genius, gave him ſuch a 
Recommendation to the late King that he pre- 
ferr'd him to a Seat in the Council, where [gen ſoon 
found out the way to make himſelf neceſſary. The 


Count de Vartemberg, whoſe Abilities were not ſo 
great but he ſtood in need of a Second, being then 
at the Head of the Council, conſulted in all matters 
with M. @1lgen, who, after the Count de Wartem- 
berg retired, had the Province of Foreign Af 
fairs committed to him ſolely, and has kept it ever 
ſince. l 
M. 4 Igen has both Gaiety and Solidity in his 
Temper, a lively, fruitful Imagination, and a moſt 
pleaſing Aſpect. He is extremely ſober, and an ex- 
cellent Oeconomiſt, being as great an Enemy to 
Pleaſure, as he is a Friend to Riches. He is hum- 
ble ſometimes, even to exceſs; revengeful, crafty ; 
a Maſter of his Temper, his Countenance, . his 
Tongue, and his Eyes, which he accommodates. al- 
together to the Situation of his Affairs. As by his 
Parts he raiſed himſelf, fo by his Parts he ſupports. 
himſelf, He is the ſole Repoſitary of his own Se- 
crets, having no Confident nor Favourite to ſhare 
them. | He is fo indefatigable that he compoſes. 
and writes all himſelf, keeping his Secretaries only 
to copy. In ſhort, he works like a Day-labourer, 
and makes the Miniſtry, as it were, a Handicraft. 
He ſpeaks well, but writes better; he affects double 
Entenares in his. Anſwers, aud artfully has recourſe, 
when he needs it, to an ambiguous Expreſſion. He 
has fo little ſcruple, in point of Oaths, that he takes 
and breaks them with equal Indifference. He never 
made himſelf a Creature, but always removed and 
humbled thoſe that ever gave him any Umbrage. 
That which heightens his Character, and proves his 
Genius, is, that he has ſupported himſelf a long 
time, without Kindred, Friends, or Creatures, and 
rhaps without being too much honoured by. the 
Pte of his Maſter *. EE 
es M. 


* Since the writing of this, he is dead, and ſucceeded in the 
Management of Foreign Affairs by M. de Borck, gas" 
e, neral, 
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M. de Grumkau Miniſter of State, Lieutenant- 
General of the King's Forces, Colonel of a Regi- 
ment of Foot, and Knight of the Orders of St. Au- 
drew of Muſcovy, and of the White-Eagle of Poland, 
is deſcended of an illuſtrious Family in Pomerania. 
His Father was Grand-Marſhal of the Elector Fre- 
deric-Milliam, and died in that Poſt, at the begin- 
ning of the late King's Reign. M. de Grumkan be- 
ing left a Minor, was ſent very young to France, 
to learn his Exerciſes, where he acquitted himſelf 
with Diligence, and the Approbation of his Supe- 
riors, At his return to Berlin, Frederic I. appointed 
him Gentleman of his Bed- chamber, and gave him 
a Company of Foot. Soon after which, he married 
Madamoiſelle de la Chevallerie, who was Maid of Ho- 
nour to the Queen Saphia-Charlotte. It was not 
long before he was advanced; and during the laſt 
War he ſerved as a Brigadier in the Army in the 
Netherlands. At the ſame time he had the Care of 


the King's Affairs with my Lord Duke of Marlbo- 


rough, and Prince Eugene of Savoy. His manner of 


neral of the King's Forces, Knight of the Black-Eagle and St. 
Fobn, Governor of Stetin, and Colonel of a Regiment of Foot. 
'This Gentleman is deſcended from a very good Family in Po- 
merania, and ſerved with Diſtinction in the Army in Flargers. 
Since the Peace of Utrecht, he has been twice charged with the 
King's Affairs at the Emperor's Court, where he was highly 
eſteemed, eſpecially by Prince Eugene of Savoy. Thoſe Foreign 
Miniſters who have to do with him, and who knew M. 4” Igen, 
obſerve a great Contrariety in the Characters of the two Mini- 
ſters. The one was a Man of Intrigue, Craft, and Myſtery; 
the other, of Candour, Sincerity, and a noble Frankneſs. 
M. de Tublmeier, Nephew to the late M. 4 Igen, who is Secretary 


of State for Foreign Aﬀairs, was, as it were, born to the Bu- 


ſineſs, having been truſted from his Vouth by his late Uncle. 
The Foreign Miniſters ſpeak well of him: he is very aſſiduous 
in his Office, and indeed ſuffers no Buſineſs to ſleep in his hands. 

The Perſon who has the Affairs Criminal in his Cogniſance, is 
M. de Vieban, Miniſter of State, and Auditor-General of the Army, 
He ſucceeded M. de Cat/ch ;' is a Native of Colagn; and as he 


was at Berlin without Relations or Friends, his Advancement is 


only to be aſcribed + ' vn Merit and Abilities. 
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Behaviour ſhew'd that he was fit to be employ'd in 
great Affairs: but the Count Wartemberg, the Fa- 
vourite, and Prime-Miniſter, being jealous of his 
Genius, kept him as much as he could out of any 
Share in Authority, and choſe rather to prefer him 
by War, than to employ him in the Miniſtry. The 
Favourites (Meſſieurs de Camke) who ſucceeded 
Wartemberg, perceiving M. de Grumkau's ſuperior 
Abilities, were not more favourable to him than 
the Count was. He was preferr'd to be a Major- 
General at one of the laſt Promotions that was made 
by the late King; and Frederic-William, on his 
Acceſſion to the Throne, made him Lieutenant- 
General, and Miniſter of State. 

M. de Grumkau is good-natur'd, civil, and affa- 
ble. He has the Manners and Sentiments of a Man 
of Quality, as he really is; he is generous, liberal, 
loves Splendor and Pleaſures, but is not ſo much ad- 
dicted to them as to neglect the Affairs of the Mi- 
niſtry. He is laborious, has a clear and quick Ap- 

enſion; a pleaſant, lively, and ti 
Fancy; and is no Enemy to Satyr, when it does 
not attack his Neighbour's Reputation, As he is 
of a beneficent Temper, he has Friends, and makes 
himſelf Creatures. Of all the Miniſters, he ſſ 
to the King with the greateſt Freedom; and I be- 
| lieve one may ſafely venture to put him in the Rank 
of Favourites. 
The Baron de Kniphauſen*, Miniſter of State, 
and Commander of the Order of St. Fobn, is de- 
ſcended of an illuftrious Family in Eaſt-Frieſſand. 
In the late King's time, his Father was Prefident of 
the Chamber, which is properly, Superintendant of 
the Finances. No Miniſter has been employed in 
more Embaſſies. He was the King's Refident in 
Spain, with Charles III. the preſent Emperor ; he 
Was 
He fell into Diſgrace, after this Account of him was writ- 
ten, and dicd at his . * 
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was the ſame I r. France;

So many 
Embaſſies had very much diſconcerted his Affairs;

M. de Knipbauſen has a wonderful natural Ge- 
nius, and would have every Talcnt requifite for a 
. Miniſter, if he was not quite fo averſe to Labour; 
but being as lazy as his Father-in-law is laborious, 
Affairs ſuffer in his hands by delay. Not but that 
he knows how to diſpatch them, if he will, for no- 
body is more lively nor more vigilant than he, when 


he ſets his heart upon a thing; but he is naturally 


indolent, being fond of Eis Eaſe and good Cheer. 
The Baron de Gohren, who is Director of the 
Chamber of Finances, and of the Poſt-Office, is 
a Man of a good Family in the Marquiſate of 
Branaenbourg. He has not been many years in the 
Miniftry, but has the Reputation of an upright 
Man, and one not to be corrupted. He is very re- 
ſerved, and a Perſon of few Words, which pives 
him an Air that thoſe who are not converſant with 
him miſtake tor Haughtineſs, | 
M. de Creuiz has a happy Phyſiognomy, being 
a mix ve of hard Features with mild ones, that 
carry an Air of Probity and Frankneſs, which 


of all external Appearances 1s undoubtedly the _ E 
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advantageous, He is polite, and magnificent; has 
an extraordinary Vivacity, an admirable Facility of 
expreſſing himſelf, and an eaſy, affable, and gen- 
teel Behaviour. He never promiſes but when he 
means to perform, and his Word may be ſafely de- 
pended on. I always found him very ſincere, and I 
cannot help ſaying, I love him. Frederir-William 
called him to his Councils, he having been his Se- 
cretary when he was Prince- Royal. His Aſſiduity 
and Punctuality in performing the Duties of his 
Office, had procured him the King's Affection to 
ſych a degree that his Majeſty continues to honour 
him with his Good-will, and gives heed to his Re- 


preſentations “. 


M. de Creutz is one of the richeſt Subjects in the 
Country, having had a very great Eftate by his 
Wife: She has alſo brought him a Daughter, an 
only Child, who is ſaid to have a great deal of Wit;

and being a rich Heireſs into the bargain, ſhe will 


not fail of Suitors. 


M. de Vierec is a Man of Quality, and a Native 


of Mecklemburg ; his Father was Counſellor of State 
to the late King, and his Envoy-Extraordinary in 
Denmark, The Son, of whom I am now writing, 
quitted the Service of Duke Anthony Ulric of Brun/- 
wic-Wolfembuttle, to be a Gentleman of the late 
King's Bed-chamber. When he came to Court, 
he had no Relations there, but he was ſo happy as 
to raiſe himſelf Friends; for his modeſt Air, and 
his polite and ſubmiſſive Deportment, gain'd him 


the Good-will of the Favourites; and as he loy'd 


Play, he ſoon made himſelf acquainted with the 
Court- 


M. de Creutz died the beginning of An. 1733, leaving only 


one Daughter, who is married to M. de Hacke, a Gentleman of a 


good Family, and his Majeſty's Aid-de-Camp and Favourite. 
This Marriage was folemnized with a great deal of Pomp, and 
honoured with the Preſence of their Majeſties, the whole Royal 


Family, and the Dake of Lorrain. 
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Court-Ladies, who always gave him their good 
Word. . | | 

In 1711, when the Count de Dobra went as the 
King's Ambaſſador to Francfort, for the Election 
of an Emperor, he defir'd of the King that M. de 
Vierec, who was reckon'd the moſt ſober young 
Man at Court, might be Marſhal of the Embaſſy, 
which was perform'd at the King's Expence. M. 
de Vierec acquitted himſelf ſo well in that Employ= 
ment that he had the ſame Poſt at the Congreſs of 
Utrecht, He had afterwards, for a while, the 
Care of the King's Affairs at the Court of France, 
when the Duke of Orleans was Regent; and at his 
Return from thence, he was employed in the Re- 
gency of Cleves; from whence he was calPd home 
to better Preferment, by means of Gerſtorf, whoſe 
Daughter he had married. For this Generals only 
Son being killed in Sicily, his Majeſty, in order to 
comfort the Father, whom he lov'd, and who he 
ſaw took it very much to heart, declared M. de Vie- 
rec his Son- in- law, Miniſter of State. M. deGerftorff*s 
Daughter dying afterwards, M. de Vierec thereby 
came poſſeſſed of a very great Eſtate, and married 
again to the Daughter of the Count de Finch, who 
was formerly the Prince-RoyaPs Governor. 

M. de Vierec is perfectly polite, and altogether 
as modeſt now as he was before he was a Mini- 
ſter; but he is cloſe and reſerv'd, myſterious 
more than needs muſt, and jealous. His Circum- 
ſpection, which extends to the minuteſt things, 
gave him the Air of a Miniſter, before he had a 
thought, perhaps, of ever being one. What with 
his Kindred, his Eſtate, and his Preferraent, he is 
become powerful at Court. | > 
; Theſe, Sir, are the Perſons of the greateſt Con- 
ſequence at the Court of 'Pruffia, with whom I had 
a particular Acquaintance. I am not ſo vain as to

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but ſuch as they appear'd to be in my eyes, I haye 
repreſented them to you. Men are not always the 
fame ;z nor do they appear in the ſame light to all 
that ſee them; every Man having his own way of 
thinking, and few judging ſolidly. 
I have now told you all the Particulars that I 
know of this Court. What remains for me is to 
mention ſome things to you, which are worth your 
ſeeing, if ever you live to come hither. 

Such are the King's Cabinets of Medals and An- 
tiquities; that of Natural Curioſities, in which are 
a great many things not to be ſeen elſewhere ; the 
Chymical Laboratory, with its Furnaces and In- 
ſtruments of a new Invention; the n 
Theatre, which the King cauſed to be built for A- 

natomical Demonſtrations, with all the Curioſities 
and Inſtruments which are there kept; the Royal 
Library, one of the moſt valuable and compleat in 
all Germany, where, beſides ſcarce Books and Manu- 
ſcripts, is a very curious Chineſe Printing - Preſs. 

All theſe things would be worth particularizing s 
but to do this, a muſt have a _ Acquain- 
tance here than I pretend to: Beſides, my Relation 


is already ſpun to ſuch a length that I believe *tis 


time to conclude it. ul "LY 
I will, however, juſt acquaint you of a Foun 

tion by the preſent King, in favour of the young 
Gentlemen of his Dominions, which are the Aca- 
demies of Cadets, in Berlin, Magdebourg, and o- 
ther Towns, where they are taught the Rudiments 
of War; ſo that tis a Nurſery from whence the 
King makes a Draught of good Officers. His 
Majeſty has moreover ordered his Generals of Foot 
to take each a young Gentleman, whoſe Fortune 
does not happen to be equal to his Birth, to keep 
them as Pages, and to make them learn-their Ex- 
erciſes, and every thing that ST 20 
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know. An excellent Inſtitution this, and a fine 
Reſource for the poor Nobility ! | 

I am preparing to ſet out forthwith for Hamburgh, 
Hanover, and the Court of Brunſwic ; and after I

Othing gives me greater pleaſure, than the 
Approbation with which you are pleaſed 
to honour the Account I ſent you of the 
Court of Pruſſia; which I eſteem as an infinite Re- 
ward for the little trouble it coſt me. You muſt 
not imagine that I can ever be weary of writing to 
you ; I can never do any thing more agreeable to 
myſelf, than to contribute to your Amuſement ; and 
_ think myſelf exceeding happy, if I can ſuc- 
ceed. 

I ſet out from Berlin upon the roth of June, and 
in leſs than four Hours came to ORANJEBOURG, a 
royal Seat, which King Frederic I. cauſed to be 
built, and to which he gave the Name of Oranje- 
bourg, to tuate the Memory of his Mother, 
who was born Princeſs of Orange. This Prince, great 
in every Action, ſpar'd no Coſt to render this Houſe 
worthy of his magnificent Taſte. The Situation of 
this Place is very charming, in the midſt of fine 
large Meadows, with Canals cut in them after the 
manner of Holland, The Apartments of the Pa-

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lace are grand, tho' the rich Furniture it had for- 
merly has been removed to Berlin. The preſent 
King not taking a fancy to it, all runs to ruin, 
the Gardens, which were the fineſt in Germany, are 
not kept in order; the great Veſſels of Porcellane, 
which were not to be match'd in Europe, the late 
King having procur'd the choiceſt Rarities of that 
Ware, that were in the Magazines of Holland; all 
theſe fine things, I fay, are paſs'd into the hands of 
the King of Poland, at Dreſden. The Gallery and 
the Salon of Oranjebourg, which were furniſh'd with 
them, and which were reckoned among the Beau- 
ties of Germany, are of no account now but for the 
Rithnels of their Gielngs) 2 
From Oranjebourg, I went and lay at FERBEL- 
LIN, a Town which 1s only remarkable for a Vic- 
tory gain'd here by the Elector Frederic-William 
over the Swedes. The latter enter'd his Domini- 
ons, While he was engag'd with his Army in de- 
fence of the Empire then attack'd by the French 
on the Upper-Rhine. The Elector being inform'd 
of the Invaſion of his own Country by the Swedes, 
came away from the Rhine with his Troops, and by 
one of the braveſt Marches that ever any General 
made, deliver'd it from the Enemy. He ſurprized 
them in Ratenau, a Town in the Marquiſate of 
Brandenbourg, the Garrifon of which he made Pri- 
ſoners z and then continuing his March, he came 
up with the Swedes near Ferbellin, at a time when 
the latter thought him fill upon the Rhine, and 
gain'd a compleat Victory. A venerable old Gen- 
tleman, who was very near the Elector's Perſon at 
this Battle, told me, that before the Engagement 
began, the Prince being at the head of his Army, 
took out his Piſtols, fir d them in the Air, and lift- 
ing up his Eyes to Heaven, ſaid, *Tis to thy Glory, 
GREAT Gop, that I diſcharge my Arms; defend 
my Cauſe, thou knoweſt it to be juſt , puniſh. my E- 
nemies, 


r 
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nemies. Then drawing his Sword, and turning a- 


bout to his Soldiers, My Comrades, ſaid he, I de- 
fire no other Defence, nor na other Weapons, but the 
Protection of God, your Courage, and my Sword. 
Follow me therefore, my Friends, do as I do, and be 
afurd of Vittory. 

In this Battle, Forbenius, the Elector's Gentle- 
man of the Horſe, perceiving that a white Steed 
which his Maſter rode, made his Perſon a very plain 
Mark for his Enemy, fo that they had ſingled him 
out to fire at, defir'd the Prince to change Horſes 
with him. The Ele&or, who had a great Soul, 
above all Fear, refus'd at firſt to do ſo, but u 
the repeated inſtances of Forbenius, he conſented to 
it; and the Moment that the Gentleman mounted 
the Horſe which the Elector quitted, a Cannon-Shot 
kilbd him dead upon the Place, ſo quick, that he 
expir'd without the Comfort of knowing that he 
had thereby preſerved the Life of his Maſter. 

HAMBURGH, a Hanſe-Town in the Circle 
of Lower Saxony, is, without diſpute, one of the 
richeſt and moſt confiderable Towns in all the Em- 
pire of Germany. It depends ſolely upon its Ma- 

iſtrates, who are choſe by the Burghers themſelves. 

ts Liberty has been often conteſted by the Kings 
of Denmark, who as Dukes of Holſtein, pretend 
that Hamburgh is built upon their Territory, and 
that therefore they ought to be the Sovereigns of it. 
The Electors of Brandenbourg, and the Princes of 
the Houſe of Brunſtic, always oppoſed the In- 
croachments of the Danes ; nor will they ſuffer any 
Power whatſoever to oppreſs the City of Hamburgh, 
becauſe, if it were poſſible, they would be glad to 
annex it to their own Domains. The City being 
expoſed to theſe Attacks, has taken all the Mea- 
ſures poſlible to be in a condition to defend its Li- 
berry. 'Tis yery well fortified, puintains a good

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Garriſon, and has an Arſenal provided with all Ne- 


ceſſaries. | | 
The Commerce of Hamburgh is conſiderable, tho? 
tis very much lefſen'd fince Frederic IV. King of 
Denmark, prohibited the Importation of Merchan- 

dize from Hamburgh to his Dominions *. | 

The manner of living in this City is different 
from that of all the Hanſe Towns. Here is a tolerable 
Opera all the year round f; charming Walks, 
choice Company, much Viſiting, and hearty Cheer, 
There are ſeveral good Houſes of the Nobility, where 
Foreigners are well receiv'd. The Merchants are 
affable and civil; moſt of them in their youth tra- 
vel to the moſt remarkable Countries of Europe, 
where they then paſs for Gentlemen of Holſtein. 
As they are rich, they can eaſily afford to make a 
good Appearance where-ever they come. There 
they learn that polite Air, and that Behaviour 
which one would wiſh to fee in all Gentlemen of 
good Families, The only thing for which I find 
tault with them, is, that they treat their Wives too 
much like the Levant People, where the Women 
are only ſuffer'd to go to the Moſques ; ſo here, the 
Women ſcarce go any where but to Church, or if 
they at any time take the Air, *tis in company _ 
eir 


This Reſolution was taken by his Majeſty in 172 Fo on account 
of a Recoinage, which the Hamburghers thought neceſlary, 
partly in order to hinder their Silver from being carried out of 
their City to Denmark.

There's a great many worthy People here. I 

have made an Acquaintance with M. de Brocks, one 
of the Magiſtrates, who has acquir'd a Reputation 
for his Skill in Poetry, by ſuch Compoſitions as 
cannot but convince Foreigners, who underſtand 
the High-Dutch, that as good things may be faid 
in that Language, as in any other *. This M. de 
Brocks is of an amiable Character, civil, and com- 
plaiſant, and has acquir'd the Love and Efteem of 
all that know him. 

Moſt of the European Princes have Reſidents 
here, for which reaſon here are ſeveral Chappels of 
the Roman Catholicks, who otherwiſe would be ob- 
liged to go to the Church at Altena, as the Cal- 
viniſts are forc'd to do, the Lutheran being the Re- 
ligion that is uppermoſt at Hamburgh ; but the 
FZews have their Synagogues here. What an odd 
Eſtabliſnment is this in a Chriſtian Country ! 
how uncharitable, and even nonſenſical ! and how 
muſt 1t make the Turks laugh! We grant Syna- 
gogues to the eus, the Enemies of Jzsus CHRIST, 
who would crucify him again, if they had not done 
it already; and we refuſe Churches and Temples 
to thoſe that believe as we do in JESUS CHRIST! 
No, were you to call me Heretic a thouſand times,

+ The Hamburghers have nothing to fear from the Fews, 
with regard to their Republic, but they cannot ſo well truſt the 
turbulent and enterprizing Temper of the Roman Catholic Cler- 
g, who aim at their Churches. The popular Commotions 
which are but too frequent at Hamburgh, would ſoon furniſh 
thoſe Gentlemen with an Opportunity to re- aſſert Claims which 
are incompatible with the preſent Liberty of the City.

I would ſay, Hol LAND rox xver! where tis a 
Maxim, to leave every Man to his Conſcience; and 
where they think it would be a Contradiction to 
admit People to be their Fellow Citizens, and to 
deny them the Liberty of worſhipping God in their 
own way.

The Populace of Hamburg 5, juſt ſuch another 
un oven Herd as the Anferdem Mobs, having 
taken it into their heads ſome years ago, out of a 
mad ſort of Zeal for Religion, to plunder the Houſe 
and Chapel of the Emperor's Refident ; the City, 
in order to make Satisfaction for the Infult, was 
condemned to build a Houſe which was to be the 
Reſidence ' of the Emperor's Miniſter always for 
the future. For this end, the City bought the 
Palace of the late Baron de Gortz, a Man of great 
Fame in the Hiſtory of Charles XII. King of Swe- 
den; and whoſe Fortune and Cataſtrophe are wor- 
thy your notice. 

Henry Baron de Gor!z was born of an mdependent 
Family m Franconia, which isa Provincethat abounds 
with Nobility of Biſtinction. He enter'd young 
into the — of the Duke of Holſtein-Schleſcwic, 
and roſe to be his Miniſter. He was a Man gene-

vigilant, full of Projects and Stratagems; a Man 
whom nothing could ſurprize, nothing diſſuade 


from a Deſign that he hatl once form d; whoſe 
Ambition was boundleſs, and who always aim'd. to 


do ſomething to be talk d of. In the North there 


was no Intrigue in which he had not a hand, and 
into which he did not likewiſe draw his Maſter, 


whom he puſh'd upon Enterprizes ſo far above 
his Power to execute; that he thereby loſt his Do- 
minions. The Baron de Gortæ thought Holſtein 
too narrow a Sphere for him to move in, and there- 
fore he attach'd himſelf to Charles XII. King of 


Sweden, after that Prince return'd from his long 


Stay at Bender. Charles was juſt ſuch a Maſter as 
the Baron wanted; and he juſt ſuch a Miniſter as 
was neceſſary for the King of Sweden; nor was 


there ever in the World à greater Sympathy be- 


tween two Men. Gortz was born to oy gn 
Deſigns, Charles to put them in execution; and the 
conſtant deſign of both was only to throw Europe 
into a Ferment. 


The Baron, beſides other happ y Gifts of Nature; 


He 
ſoon got an Aſcendant over Charles, to ſack a de-

<4 him. Gortz frighten'd Europe, and made Sweden 
tremble z being as much fear'd and dreaded there 
as the King himſelf. The Swedes were uneaſy to 
ſee ſo great a Share of Authority veſted in a Fo- 
reigner 3 and therefore forn'd Parties and Cabals 
to ſtrip him of it; but they durſt not diſ- 


rover their Deſigns; The Miniſter knew all the 


While they envy'd him, but was in no manner 


of Concern about it; for being ſure of the Fa- 


vour of the King, he deſpiſed the Hatred,

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both of the Populace and the Great Men “. 
But after the Death of Charles XII. who was 
killed at the Siege of Fredericłſball, in the Month 
of December, the Swedes did not fail to puniſh him; 
for the Baron, before he cou'd have Intelligence of 
the King's Death, was actually put under an Arreſt; 
and upon that Occaſion he ſaid to the Officer, Surely 
the King muſt be dead! From that moment he was 
never once hear*d to complain or murmur ; for he was 
intrepid even to Death ; the Sentence of which he 
received with a: wonderful Conſtancy of Mind, 
choſe to die like a Philoſopher, and thought too 
freely of Religion to the very laſt. A Divine, who 
18 T one — the King of Denmark*s Chaplains, 
turn'd his Heart, and brought him to acknowledge 
that*twas the Hand of God which ſmote him. He 
was conducted tothe Place of Execution ina mourning 
Coach, in which the Chaplain rode with him. He 
had a long Robe of black Velvet, ty'd with Rib- 
bands over his Shoulders ; and as he was mounting 
the Scaffold, which was hung with black Cloth, 
perceiving one Duval, a Frenchnian, who was his 
Steward, he held out his Hand, faying, Farewell 
Duval, 7 ſhall. eat no more of thy Soups. When he 
was on the Scaffold, an Officer of Juſtice read a 
Paper to him with a loud Voice; in which it was 
declared, that he was degraded from the Rank of 
Nobility, and that the Queen had order'd him to 
be beheaded. Alas! ſaid he, I am born a free 
Baron of the Empire. Sweden cannot take from me 
what it never gave me; and if I had really dejerv'd 
to be degraded, none has a Right to do it but the Em-

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hre to undreſs him, he deliver'd the Ribband of the 
Order of the Black Eagle of Pruſſia to a Gentleman 
who ſtood near him, and enjoin'd him to carry it 
to one of his Kindred, that he might return it to 


the King of Pruſſia. Then he fell on his Knees, 


without ſhewing the leaſt Sign of Fear; and re- 
ceiv'd the Stroke of Death with a Conſtancy of 
which there are very few Examples. His Head 
being expoſed to the People, was a pleaſing Victim 
to their Hatred and Revenge. The Baron's Corpſe 
was interr'd, at the Place of Execution, from 
whence one of his Footmen took it away in the 
Night- time, put it into a Barrel, and carry'd it to 
Hamburgb; where it was laid upon a Bed of State, 
and bury'd with all the Formalities fitting the Rank 
which he had held in the World. | 
Within a Cannon-Shot of Hamburgb, ſtands the 
Town of ALTENA, which belongs to the King of 
Denmark. The Swediſh General, Steinboct, reduc'd 
it to Aſhes, the gth of January 1712, by way of 
Repriſal, as he ſaid, becauſe the Danes had burnt 
Staden : but there was this Difference, that the 
Danes had beſieg'd Staden in form, and deſtroy'd 
it by their Bombs; whereas Steinboct acted the part 
of an Incendiary. As ſoon as he appear'd be- 
before Altena, he ſent in a Meſſage to adviſe the 
Inhabitants to retire with what they could carry off, 
for that he was going to deſtroy their Town. The 
Magiſtrates came out in a Body, and falling at his 
Feet, begg'd for Mercy, and offer'd him a conſi- 
derable Sum of Money. Steinbocꝶ inſiſting on more, 
they granted him his whole Demand, only they 
defird Time to go to Hamburgh for the Money. 
The mercileſs General would admit of no ſuch De- 
lay. The poor Inhabitants were obliged to turn out; 
the Mothers carry'd out their Infants; the young 
Fellows, the paralytick old Men; ſome, groan'd 
under Loads of Furniture; all lamented their F 3 
„ an 
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and utter d Cries that wou'd have almoſt pierc'd à 
Stone. The Swedes ſtood at the Barriers, with 
flaming Torches in their Hands, to ſee them paſs; 
and before the poor Inhabitants were all gone out, 
they enter d the Town; and ſet fire to all parts of 
it; not ſparing even the Vaults of the Dead. 
Never was a greater Deſolation known; but 
what compleated the Ruin of the Altenois, was . 
the Neceſſity of the Times, which was ſuch as ob 
lig'd the Hamburgbers not to entertain them. Se- 
veral prejudic d Authors have ſaid that the Ham- 
burghers, inſenſible, if not overjoy'd at the Cala- 
mity of their Neighbours, kept their Gates ſhut, 
that they might ſee them periſh. But the truth 
is, that the Hamburghers were oblig'd to be thus 
ſtrict; becauſe the Plague raging at that time in 
Holſtein, the Elector of Hanover had forc'd them 
to ſtop all Commerce with that Country; threatning 
them, that if he heard they had the leaſt Commu- 
nication with Altena, he wou'd prohibit his Subjects 
from all manner of Correſpondence with the City 
of Hamburgb. Beſides, it wou'd not have been 
prudent in the Hamburgbers to have open'd their 
— Gates in the Night- time; for the Suediſo Army 
being ſo near, they cou'd not tell but the Swedes 
might come into the Town as well as the Altenois. 
To the Misfortune of the Times therefore muſt be 
aſcribed the Diſtreſs of the Inhabitants of Altena, 
moſt of whom periſhed with Cold; Want, and 
Deſpair. 5 E 
Frederic IV. King of Denmark, being touched 
with Compaſſion for the Misfortune of his Subjects 
of Altena, relieved them as far as the Neceflity of 
the Times wou'd give him leave. He caus'd 
them to be ſupply'd with Materials for rebuilding 
their Houſes; and now Altena has recovered her 
Loſſes: forthe King of Denmark has not only grant- 
ed it many new Privileges, but has caus'd a Harbour 
to

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to be made there z and does all that is in his power 
to draw a Trade to it. This City being a 2 : 
vileg'd Place for Bankrupts, many of that Cha- 


rater come from Hamburgh to ſettle here; and 


there is a general Toleration for thoſe of all Re- 
ligions, who have their Churches and Temples 
here; which draws ſuch numbers of People, that 
in time Altena will probably become Hamburgb, 
and Hamburgh Altena: For the Hamburghers, on 
the contrary, will tolerate no Chriſtian Sects, tho?

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LETTER III. 


STR, Hamer, Fuly 5, 1729. 


HIS Letter is to acquaint you of ſome 
things that I remark'd in the Road from 
{> wi and in this City itſelf ; where 
I have now been theſe three Days. | 
I ſet out from Hamburgh the 22d of Fune, and 
went by Water to HarBours, having ſent my 
Chaiſe thither the Day before. This Town is a 
Dependant on the Dutchy of Lunenbourg, and be- 
longs to the Elector of Brunſwic-Lunenbourg. It 
has nothing very remarkable but its Caſtle, which 
is a Pentagon, lin'd with a good Cover d-Way. 
Madamoiſelle 4Olbreuſe *, whom the Duke of Zell 
marry*d, had the Title of Madame de Harbourg, till 
ſhe was recogniz'd by the Emperor a Princeſs of the 
Empire. For by the Laws of Germany, a Prince 
of a Sovereign Family can marry none but a Prin- 
ceſs, or a Counteſs. If he weds a private Gentle- | 
woman, he not only marries below himſelf, but his 
Wife does not go by his Name; and the Children 
of ſuch Marriage cannot ſucceed, unleſs the Empe- 
ror declare the Mother a Princeſs; z as he commonly 
does in favour of Princes of antient Families.

ZELL 1s a little Town, with great Suburbs. All 
its Buildings are of Timber, except the Churches, 
the Caſtle, and the Houſe of Correction, which 
are of Brick. There 1s a Trade from hence to Bre- 
men, by the River Aller. 

After the Death of George-William, the laſt 
Duke of Zell“, this City, and its Dependency, 
the Dutchy of Lunenbourg, devolv'd to his Ne- 
phew George, Elector of Brunſwic-Hanover, after- 
wards King of Great Britain. This Prince had a 
Regency at Zell, which judged all Cauſes, without 
any Appeal but to the Council of State at Hanover. 
The Preſident of it at this time, is the Baron de Frie/- 
berg, a Perſon of a good Family in the Country gf 
Hildeſheim ; who has been a long time the Elector's 
Envoy at the Diet of Ratiſbon, where I knew 
him, and received a world of Civilities from him. 
He is eſteem'd for the prudent Management of his 
Office, and his noble manner of living. There 
are a great many Perſons of Quality ſettled at Zell, 
who for a trifling Expence enjoy the Pleaſures 
of agreeable Society. They viſit and regale one 
another very much, and. are not wanting in Civi- 
lities to Foreigners.

German Miles from one Town to the other, and I 
travelPd it in leſs than five Hours. 

Hanover, the Capital of the EleRorate of Brun- 
ſwic- Lunenbourg, i is bigger than Zell. The River 
Leine divides it into the old and new Towns, 
which are both encompaſs'd with Ramparts that 
ſcarce deſerve the Name. There is nothing very 
extraordinary in the Palace or Caſtle, which is rather 
commodious than magnificent and the Town of 
Hanover, generally ſpeaking, is but ill built. The 
moſt remarkable Structure in it, is the Roman Ca- 
tholick Church, which was granted to thoſe of that 
Communion by Erneſt- Auguſtus of Brunſwic-Lu- 
nenbourg-Hanover ; that being one of the Condi- 
tions which the Emperor Leopold demanded of him 
when he honour'd him with the Electoral Dignity. 
That Prince moreover engag'd to admit of an 
Apoſtolical Vicar in his Dominions, and to give 
him leave to refide at Hanover, as Spiga, who 
lately died at Frandfort *, did for many Years. 
Divine Service 1s performed in this Church as re- 
gularly as in a Cathedral; and they who officiate 
in it are Miſſionaries. The number of Catholicks

When George I. King of Great Britain left his 
German Dominions, to take poſſem̃ion of his King- 
dom, he was willing that all Affairs at Hanover 
ſhou'd continue on the fame footing as they were 
before he was called to the Throne ; and he left be- 
Hind him Prince Frederic his Grandſon, now 
Prince of Wales; who not only had a Drawing- 
Room every Day, but the ſame Attendance as had 
the Elector before he was King. 

_ , His Majeſty King George II. has made no Alte- 
ration in the, Eſtabliſhment of the King his Father. 
When he ſent for the Prince of Wales to England, he 
order'd the Courtiers to continue their Aſſemblies at 
the Caſtle ; and that his Table ſhou'd always beſerv'd 
in the ſame manner as if he himſelf was at Hanover. 
His Majeſty keeps up the ſame number of Gentle- 
men, Pages, Domeſtics, and Guards; -and the fame 
number of Horſes, Grooms, Cc. in his Stables. 
There's a French Comedy acted three times a Week 
at the Palace, to which all People are admitted 
gratis; and there are frequently Concerts, Balls, and 
Aſſemblies. The Gentlemen who do the Court 
Honours at theſe Entertainments, and who invite 
Perſons to dine or. ſup at the King's Table, are 
either M. de Hardenberg, the Grand Marſhal, or, 
in his abſence, the Baron de Gortzæ *, Chief Stew- 
ard of the Houſhold ; or elſe M. de Rheden, the 
Great Cup-Bearer.

M. de Hattorf is not only the Miniſter's Son, 
but has been his Co-adjutor, for they had both the 
War-Office in their Province; for which reaſon 
they were called Louvois and Barbeſieux, a Compa- 
riſon which does no Diſhonour either to the one or 
to the other; for if the two Hattorfs have not 
made ſuch a Blaze in the World, *tis becauſe they 


had not a Lewis XIV. for their Maſter, for they 


were not inferior to the French Miniſters in Capacity, 
and Application to Buſineſs, . and had not their 
Pride and Arrogance. 

M. de Munchauſen is one of thoſe Miniſters of 
State who bears the moſt Sway.

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dance on the Council of State, and receives his Or- 
ders immediately from the King, by M. de Hattorf 
the Secretary at War. The Promotion which the

He ſerv'd 
with Diſtinction in the Netherlands, under my Lord 
Duke of Marlborough. He has actually under his 
Command 18000 Men, which is the Complement 
of the King of Great-Britain's Forces, as Elector. 
His Majeſty indeed, keeps in pay 12000 Heſ- 
fians, and 4000 Men of the Troops of Wolfem- 
buttle. Tis true, thoſe Forces are paid by England, 
but to me it ſeems they are only to defend the 
King's Dominions in Germany. 

Tho' the Sovereign is abſent, yet here are not

The Situation of Hanover is very agreeable ; and 
in its Neighbourhood are ſeveral pretty Seats. Az 
mong theſe, Herenhauſen (the Houſe of the Lord, 
or the Maſter) is a Caſtle which was built by Order 
of the Elector Ernet-Augyſtus; the King's Grand- 
Father. This Houſe, to which aftrait Walk leads, 
bears no proportion to the Magnificence of its Gar- 
dens, which are undeniably ſome of the fineſt in 
all Europe; being particularly adorned with Water- 
Works that throw the Water up much higher 
than the famous Fountain at Sr. Cloud, which was 
always look d upon as the moſt conſiderable of the 
kind“. ä 

Between Hanover and Herenbauſen, there are two 
fine Seats; of which, one is call'd Fantaſie, 1. e. the 
bim; and the other, Monbrillant, or, Mount- 
Pleaſant. They were built by two Sifters-in-law, 
viz, Madame de Kilmanſeck, (who after her Huſ- 
band's Death, was by King George I; created Coun- 
teſs of Arlington) and the Counteſs of Platen. 
Theſe two Houſes are a Proof of the good Tafte of 
thoſe Ladies, who were really an Honour to Ger- 
many, for their Beauty, good Senſe, Manners, and 
Genius. They both dy'd in their Prime, a little 
time after one another ; my Lady Arlington in Eng- 
land, and the Counteſs of Platen at Hanover, to 
which ſhe was not only an Ornament, but a

Hamelen upon the Weſer is the only Town that 
can be reckon'd a Place of Defence. Hanover, Zell, 
and Lunenbourg, have Ramparts; Harbourg, a 
Caſtle, or Citadel; but all ſo inconfiderable, that 
they are not worth mentioning. | 

There are few Sovereigns whoſe Finances are in 
ſo good a Condition as this Elector's; which has 
been the happy Produce of three ſucceeding Reigns z 
and the good Oeconomy wherewith they were ma- 
naged by the three laſt Princes of the Electoral Fa- 
mily, has contributed infinitely to the Figure it 
makes at this time. Mean while, notwithſtanding 
theſe Regulations, the People were never oppreſs'd, 
and the Princes always lived with a Splendor ſuit- 
able to their Grandeur. Erneft- Auguſtus obtained 
the Electoral Dignity, not without making great Pre- 
ſents to the Court of Vienna, at a time too when his 
Power was limited to the Dutchy of Hanover, and 
the Biſhoprick of O/nabrug. Tho? this Prince had 
a numerous Family to provide for, he lived 
with Splendor, 'was fond of Magnificence and 
Pleaſures, gallant, generous, and liberal ; and when 
he dy'd, he left no Debts to pay, and his Finances 
were in a good State. 

GEORGE I. his Son and Succeſſor kept up a con- 


ſiderable Body of Troops, and had a very tplendid 


Court. As his Acquiſitions were great, he diſtri- 
buted his Favours wherever he was inform'd there 


was a Neceſſity; and when he came to the Throne, 


he made no Reform in this Court ; ſo that their not 
ſeeing him was the only Token of his Abſence.

Courts, where he made himſelf conſiderable by his 
Eloquence, the Juſtneſs of his Sentiments, by the 
Eaſe with which he expreſſes them, and by his Po- 
liteneſs. ee | 

The Count de Dehn is a Native of Mecklemburg, 
where he was born of a good Family, and enter'd 
very young a Pageto Duke Anthony-Ulric of Brunſ 
wic-Wolfembuttle, He had the Happineſs to pleaſe 
that Prince, but much more his Succeſſor, the Duke 
Auguſtus-William, who of his Page, made him his 
Favourite and Miniſter, heaped Wealth and Ho- -- 
nours upon him, and match'd him to the Daughter 
of his Chancellor, who was one of the richeſt Heir- 
eſſes in all Germany. 

The young Miniſter finding himſelf rich and 
powerful, quickly thought the Court of Wolfembuttle 
too narrow a Stage for Action. He had choſe the 
Count de Fleming, Prime Miniſter of the King of 
Poland, for a Model. He ſaw that this Miniſter, 
under pretence of important Negociations, went to 
the chief Courts of the Empire to make a Parade of 
his Riches; and young Debn long'd with Impa- 
tience to imitate him. He procur'd himſelf to be no- 
minated the Duke's Envoy Extraordinary to Holland 
and France, where he vy'd in every reſpect with the 
Ambaſſadors of the chief Crowns. In fine, after hav- 
ing ſtaid about eighteen Months at Paris, he went 
away very much lamented by the Merchants and 
Workmen with whom he had dealings. He came to 
Wolfembuttle to receive the Applauſes of his Maſter, 

and 


From that time he ſtay'd at his Eſtate in the Country of Wolfer- 
buttle, till the Year 1734, that the King of Denmark appointed 
him to go to Peterſbourg, to fill up the Poſt of his Envoy Extra- 
ordinary vacant by the Death of M. Wefphal. 
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and to reſt himſelf after the Fatigues he had under. 
in his important Negociations, 

As Count Fleming was honoured with the Orders 
of Denmark, Ruſſia, and Poland, his Rival too 
thought he could not do without one Ribbon at 
leaſt; and thinking the Order of Dannebrack the 
moſt proper for him, becauſe it was White, he de- 
manded and obtained it of Frederic IV. the King 
of Denmark. When he ſaw himſelf thus adorn'd, 
he procured himſelf to be ſent to Vienna. What 
buſineſs he had there, I know not; but he was ſcarce 
ever from the Emperor, and in order to be nearer 
to his Perſon, he lodged juſt by the Palace of the 
Favorita. He often relieved the Cares of the Mi- 
niſtry by making ſome Entertainment or Ball. He 
had an admirable Genius for Dancing, fo that every 
body thought him the Inventor of Country-Dances, 
The Emperor gave him the Title of a Count, with 
which he returned: to his own Court, f 

When Glory has once fird a noble Soul, nothing 
can keep it within Rounds, The Count de Debn 
had loſt his firſt Wife, who left him the Heir of 
three great Eſtates; and he married again to an 
amiable Lady, who return'd him Love for Love, 
Tho' he was dear to his Maſter, yet he could not 
reſolve to continue at Wolfembuttle, becauſe he had a 
Taſte for nothing but Treaties and Negociations, 
He returned a ſecond time, as Envoy Extraordinary 
to the S/ates-General, but did not flay long at the 
Hague; for after having had his publick Audience, 
wherein he aſſured their High-Mightineſſes of the 
ſincere Affection of his Maſter for their Republic, 
and of his own perſonal Joy to find himſelf ſeated 

in an Arm-Chair in their Aſſembly, he went over 
to England to reſide at the Court of his Britannic 
Majeſty. He was admired for his Grandure, as 
much in England as elſewhere ; but the Air of that 
Country not agreeing with the Delicacy of his Con- 
N ſtitution, 
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ſtitution, he return'd to Germany; and, after hav- 
ing made a tour to the chief Courts of the Empire, 
he is come back to Wolfembuttle, where he ftays in 
expectation that ſome great Event or other will 
turn up, that he may be employ'd in ſome remark- 
able Embaſſy, whereby Europe, attentive to every 
thing that relates to him, may have freſh Proofs of 
his great Talents. 

The Baron de Hagen is Commander in Chief of 
the Duke's Troops, which actually amount to above 
4000 Men, and *tis ſaid, that his Highneſs's Reve- 
nues exceed two Millions of Crowns. His: Subjects 
are not the worſt uſed of any in Germany, *Tis a 
good fruitful Country; the Peaſants, who are ſober 
and laborious, are as clowniſh and as ſtupid as 
thoſe that herd with the Hogs in Weſtphalia; but 
they are robuſt, ſtrong, and good Soldiers. | 

In Brunſwic there is a Catholick Church which 
is ſmall, but neat, The Duke Anthony-Ulric caus'd 
it to be built at the time he embraced the Catholick 
Religion; which he did, after full Conviction, not 
many Years before his Death. 

Saltzdabl, a Pleaſure-Houſe belonging to the 
Duke, is a League from Brunſtic, and from Wol- 
fembuttle. It was built by Duke Anthony-Ulric, one 
of the moſt magnificent Princes of his Time, and 
one who had the moſt elegant Taſte. This Houſe 
is. worthy of nice Obſervation. It has a great Gal- 
lery with a Collection of Pictures in it by "the chief 
Painters, which is not to be met with elſewhere. 
In one great Cabinet there is very fine Porcellane; 
and in another, a vaſt number of Veſſels and Urns 
painted by Raphael, In ſhort, the Curious can't 
want here for Entertainment. | 

The Road from Brunſwic to WOLFEMBUTTLE is 

pleaſant as moſt Roads, We croſs a little Wood 
through which there are ſeveral Routes cut, and as 


We. 
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we come near the Town, ſeveral pretty Seats ap- 


pear in view. g 

The Town of Wolfembuttle is not half fo big as 
Brunfwic, nor is it better built, the Houſes being of 
Timber. The Fortifications ſeem to me to be in 
good Repair. The Caſtle, or Ducal Palace, is an- 
cient, and makes no great Appearance, but *tis com- 
modious, and has good Lodging-Rooms. That 
which moſt deſerves the Attention of a Traveller, is 
the Library, which is one of the beſt choſen in Europe, 
and contains very ſcarce Books and Manuſcripts. 

As I had left the Court at Brunſwic I did not. 
ſtay many hours at Volfembuttle, but came to lie 
here at BLANCKENBOURG, where I have all that 
Heart can wiſh for, | 

The Duke is as affable and as civil a Prince as 
any in the World. In his Youth he viſited the 
principal Courts of Europe, where he contracted a 
great Politeneſs, and a folid Taſte of Elegancy. 
He loves the Belles Lettres, protects the Arts and 
Sciences, and looks out for Men of Ability to ſerve 
him. He is magnificent, generous, a good Prince, 
and a kind Maſter. He was at one and the ſame 
time, the Father of an Empreſs, and the Grand-Fa- 
ther of an Emperor. As a Father, he has a con- 
ſiderable Penſion from the Emperor of Germany; 
and as a Grandfather, he has been honour'd with 
the Order of St. Andrew of Muſcovy, founded by 
Peter the Great, which is a Blue Ribbon, 244 
St. Andrew's Croſs appendant to it, enamell'd with 
Blue. This Prince is alſo a Commander of Suplen- 
Bourg, a Commandery of the Order of St. Jobn, 
annexed to the Houſe of Brunſ/wic. He has had 
three Daughters by his Wife Elizabeth. Chriſtina of 
Oetingen. | | .

But what renders this Princeſs more venerable than 
even her Birth, is her ſolid Piety, her juſt Diſcern- 
ment, her lively Imagination, her noble and eaſy 
manner of expreſſing herſelf, and her Principles of 
Humanity, accompany'd with a Generoſity free 
from all Oſtentation. 

I had the honour to pay my Duty to her at Brunſ- 
dic, ſome Years ago, when ſhe receiv'd me with 
ſuch Tokens of Goodneſs as rejoic'd my very 
Heart; and upon all Occaſions fince, ſhe has been 
pleas'd to give me freſh Proofs of it. As I can be 
of no Service to this Princeſs in any Caſe, nor ſo 
happy as to be able to contribute to her Glory, *tis 
my Ambition to make every one, and you, Sir, in 
particular, fenſible of the Reſpe& and Attachment 
with which I am devoted to her, and of the grateful 
Senſe I have of the Benevolence with which ſhe has 
honour'd me. | 

The Courtiers of Blanckenbourg are, like their Ma- 
ſter, very polite. M. de Munchauſen is the chief 
of the Duke's Council, and was formerly in the Ser- 
vice of the Duke of Wolfembuttle. He is a Gentle- 
man of great Learning, Labour, and Vigilance, and 
has a diſtinct and noble Manner of * Sy He 
is heartily attach'd to his Maſter ; and the Courtiers 
ſeem'd to me to have an Eſteem and Affection for 
him. Men of ſolid Judgment, and who have been 
more converſant with this Miniſter than I, have aſ- 
ſured me that he is one of the greateſt Genius's at 
this preſent, in Germany. 

M. de Sporc is the Grand-Marſhal, which Em- 
ployment he acquits himſelf in with very great Po- 
liteneſs and Care. He is.come of a good F * a

* Since the Duke ſucceeded his Father, M. de Munchauſen 
is become firſt Miniſter of State, and manages all the Branches 
of that Office with that Care and Juſtice which procure him 
univerſal Love and Eſteem, | | 
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Father being Miniſter of State, and Director of the 
Dutchies of Zell and Lunenbourg. M. de Polentz * 
does the Honours of the Court under him, in qua- 
lity of Great Cup-Bearer. As he had his Educa- 
tion at Court, he is vaſtly polite ; and Foreigners 
cannot but be pleas'd with his good Behaviour. 

The Duke and Dutcheſs delight to ſee Foreigners 
at their Court, whom they load with Civilities, and 
will have them always to dine and ſup with their 
Highneſſes. After Dinner, they take the Air, or 
make Viſits; and in the Evening there's an Aſſembly 
in the Dutcheſs's A nt, where they play, then 
ſup, and WOE one A We have 
had a Comedy twice or thrice, which is acted by the 
young People of the Family, who perform their 
Parts very well; eſpecially in the T ies of Cor- 

neille and Racine, tranſlated into High-Dutch: 

The Pleaſures of the Carnival are more gay, at 
which time the Duke makes Entertainments: There's 
a Ball, Maſquerade, and Comedy at Court, eve 
Day ; and for the time there's ſo 2 a Concourſe 
of Strangers here from the neighbouring Towns, 
that ſometimes tis impoſſible to get a Lodging. 

The Town of BLancxEnBOURG is all and 
the Houſes ill built, and inconvenient. The Duke 
has done all in his power to engage the Inhabitants 
to build; he has offer'd them Materials gratis, and 
has moreover endeavour'd to inſpire them with 2 
Taſte for the Arts; but all without Succeſs. 

I never, in my whole Life, ſaw People more in- 
dolent and clowniſh than thoſe of Blanckenbourg, 
and the neighbouring Towns, They are ſo bigot- 
ted to old Cuſtoms, that they ſay, My Father liv'd 
fo, and ſowill I; My Father did not do this; nor will 
J. I can't conceive how People, ſo dull as they are; 
and fo ftrongly attach'd to the Inſtitutions of _ 

ore- 
He is at preſent Marſhal of the Court; M. de Miltits is 
Great Cup-Bearer, and M. de Reffing Great -· Huntſman. 
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Fore- fathers; came to give into Lutber's Refor- 
mation *. 

Blatickenbourg is a petty County which Duke 
Anthony-Ulric yielded in his Life-time to his ſe- 
cond Son, to make him ſome ſort of Compenſation 
for the Right of Primogenitute, which he had new- 
ly introduc'd into his Family, to that Son's pre- 
judice: For the Princes of Brunſwic had for a 
long time been us'd to a Partition of Lands in their 
Families. The Hanover Branch was the firſt that 
aboliſhed that Cuſtom, pernicious to great Families. 
Duke Anthony Ulrjc was only reftrain'd from it by Pr. 
Lewis, his ſecond Son, whom he lov'd more thari 
his eldeſt ; and not caring to leave him without 
Dominions, to the Diſcretion of a Brother, he gave 
him Poſſeſſion of this State in his Life- time; becauſe 
he was of Opinion, that after his Death, his Will 
wou'd have the Fate of not being executed by his 
Succeſſor, according to the Cuſtom introduced a- 
mong Sovereigns. With them tis a Right of Re- 
gale, but for us to do fo, is a Crime. ; 

As the County of Blanckenbourg does not give 
Admittance into the College of Princes at the Dyet 
of the Empire, fo it does not give the Rank of a 
Sovereign Prince to the Perſon in poſſeſſion of it. 
The Duke, in order to procure himſelf both theſe 
Privileges, made a Treaty with the Elector of Ha- 
zover, whereby he got that Prince to yield him the 
Vote and Seat which he enjoy'd in the Dyet for 
his Dutchy of Grubenbagen: And the Duke, on 
his part, engag'd never to vote at the Dyet but in 
conformity to the Sentiments of the Elector. After

ROM Blanckenbourg we have till'd Lands, 

and fruitful Fields; with Woods of Oak in- 
terſpers'd all the way, till we come to Mad- 
DEBOURG, the Capital of a Dutchy of that Name, 
formerly an Archbiſhoprick, but ſeculariſed at 
the Treaty of Weſtphalia, in favour of the Houſe 
of Brandenbourg, to whom that Dutchy was 
yielded in exchange for their reſigning Hither Po- 
merania to Sweden. This City has for „ 
en- 


* The Duke of Blanckenbourg being become Duke of Wol- 
fembuttle, by the Death of his Brother, has ſcarce made an 
Alteration in his Court. The Perſons who were heretofore his 
Creatures and Favourites continue in the fame Employments. 
The Dutcheſs Dowager remains at Brunſwic, in the fine 
Houſe which the late Duke caus'd to be built ; and of which 
the ſaid Prince made a Preſent to her, with all its rich Farnie 
ture. This Princeſs is immenſely rich, and lives with very 

reat Dignity. Her Steward is M. de Wederkopf, who was 
| formerly Privy Counſellor to the King of Denmark, atid his 
Envoy Extraordinary at the Court of France. 
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Centuries paſt, ſuffer'd very much. It was beſieg d 
by the Emperor Charles V. who ſqueez d conſide- 
rable Sums from it. But it fared worſe in that un- 
happy War which divided Germany during the 
ſpace of 30 Years; for the Counts de Tilly and 
Papenheim commanding the Imperial Army in 
1631, took it by Storm, put the Inhabitants to the 
Sword, and teduc'd the whole City almoſt to Aſhes. 
Nevertheleſs, tis ſince pretty well recover'd, and 
has ſome fine Houſes. The great Square before the 
King's Palace has few equal to it for its Extent, 
and for the fine Houſes Th encompaſs it, which 
are all uniform, three Stories high, and were 
all raiſed in this Reign. In this ſame Square there's 
an Arſenal, which really 1s not ſo magnificent as 
that of Berlin, but may be rank'd among the chief 
Arſenals in Europe. This is a populous Town, 
and has a more flouriſhing Trade than any other 
City in the King of Pruſſia's Dominions. 

The great Church, which was formerly the Me- 
tropolitan, is antierit, and one of the largeſt and 
moſt magnificent Buildings in Germany. It has 
ſtill ſome Reliques to ſhew, particularly the Baſin 
in which Pilate waſhed Eis Hands, after having 

gd Sentence of Death upon our Saviour; the 
Lanthorn “ which Judas made uſe of when he weit 
. to apprehend him; a Thorn of the Crown that 
was planted on his Head; and things of the like 
kind. | in 

The Chapter of Magdebourg is ſtill, bating the 
change of Religion, on the ſame footing as before 
the Reformation. The Canons muſt all make Proof 
of their Nobility ; tho' *tis a Pun#ilio with which 
the King, who confers all the Prebends and Digni- 
ties of the Chapter, ſometimes diſpenſes. The pre-

The Treaſury of St. Dennis, near Paris, bcaſts alſo of 
this Lanthorn ; io that Judas muit hae had at leatt two 
Lanthorns, | 
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ſent Provoſt is the Duke of Saxe-Barbi, who ſuc- 
ceeded his Father in that Dignity, which brings 
him in 12000 Crowns a-year. He lives in a fine 
Houſe on the Great Square, fronting the Palace, 
built by the Order of King Frederic I. who alſo 
caus'd a Citadel to be erected here, on the other 
fide of the Elbe, over which there is a Bridge. 
That King began likewiſe to fortify the Town; and 
King Frederic-William, who carried on, and finiſh'd 
the Fortifications, has now made Magdebourg one of 
the moſt important Places in Europe. M. de Wal- 
rave, Chief Engineer, had the Direction of thoſe 
Works, which are a Proof of his great Ability. 

The Margrave Albert of Brandenbourg *, Bro- 
ther to the late King Frederic I. is Governour of 
the Dutchy of Magdebourg; as is the Prince of 
Anhalt-Deſſau of the Town, where he has a mi- 
merous Garriſon under his command. The Ar- 
ſenal, which is a fine Structure, and full of Cannon, 
and ſmall Arms, is worth ſeeing. 

The King of Pruſſia having it much at heart to 
render Magdetourg a flouriſhing Town, has tranſ- 
ferr'd the Regency of the Dutchy hither, which 
was heretofore at Halle; and for this reaſon there 
are ſeveral good Houſes in the Town. The Dutchy 
of Magdelourg is one of the beſt Provinces in the 
Pruffian Dominions. It has a great Income from 
the Elbe, and the Salt- Works. The Catholicks are 
allowed a Toleration of their Religion in the 
Dutchy, and have Churches in the Town. 

The Roads from Magdebourg to Leipfic, are fo 
bad at this time, by reafon of the Rains that have 

fallen for ſome Days paſt, that I have been three 
Days in getting from the one Town to the other. 
Indeed I went ſome Leagues out of my way, on 
' purpoſe to ſee Ba RH and CohTEN. The firſt of 
| theſe Towns belongs to a Prince of the Houſe of 
? u eee. | Saxony, 

le died in 1731, as is before obſerved. 
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Saxony, of the Branch of Weiſſenfeld; and has no- 
thing conſiderable but the Prince's Palace, which 
makes a good appearance, and has commodious 
Apartments, elegantly furniſhed. There is a Sa- 
lon, and a Cloſet, the Cielings of which are paint- 
ed by Peine, and not the worſt things he has done. 
The Palace has Gardens, delightfully ſituate by the 
ſide of the Elbe. The Duke de Barbi is the only 
Prince of the Houſe of Saxony who profeſſes the 
Calviniſt Religion, in which he was educated by his 
Father, who was at firſt a Lutheran, This Prince 
is a comely handſome young Man. He married 
N. .. de Wirtemberg-Oels *, but has no Children. 
He has been in the Service of Pruſſia, and is Grand 
Provoſt of the Chapter of Magdebourg, and Knight 
of the Order of the White Eagle of Poland. 
CoHTEN, which is bigger than Barbi by one 
half, belongs to a Prince * Anhalt f; the only one 
of his Branch, tho' he has had two Wives. I de- 
fired leave to kiſs his Hand; but he excus'd him- 
ſelf, by pretending an Indiſpoſition. I have ob- 
ſerved that petty Princes are always more difficult 
of Acceſs than great ones. The Town has no 
Fortifications; and I walk*d about a good while 
to ſee if there was any thing remarkable, but *twas 
to no 8 and I was oblig'd to confine myſelf 
to my Inn, which was one of the worſt in Europe. 
Leiysic ſtands in a fruitful Plain. This City, 
ſo famous for its Fairs, and for its Univerſity, may

Its Caſtle, 
or rather Citadel, which joins to the Town, is 
a Place of greater Importance. There is always a 
Garriſon and Governour in it, who is at pre- 
ſent General Baumgarten. As the Caſtle paſſes under 
the Denomination of the King's Houſe, the Roman 
Catholicks have had a Chapel there ever ſince Au- 


' guſtus II. embraced their Religion. 


The Suburbs of Leipſic are very large. The 
City has four Gates newly built of Free-Stone, 
which are magnificent, tho“ not according to the 
Rules of Architecture. 

At each Gate they have newly ſet up a Mile- 
Poſt, ſuch as the Romans had formerly. There are 
the like Poſts at the Gates of all the Towns, and 
even at the Villages in the Electorate of Saxony. 
From hence they count the Leagues, which are di- 
vided at the end of every Quarter of a Mile, by 
other Poſts not ſo big, __ all the great Roads, 
ſhewing the Diſtances of the Places, and of the 
chief Towns; which is a mighty Convenience to 
Travellers, who were heretofore often impos'd u 
by the Poſt-Maſters, as to the Length of the Roads. 

The Houſes of Lerp/ic are large, very high, and 
ſubſtantially built of Free-Stone ; and their being 
adorr'd with great fine Windows helps to ſet them 
off to the Eye. The Ground-Floors of moſt of 
the Houſes are Warehouſes, in which the foreign 
Merchants ſtore the Goods they ſel] at the Fairs, 
which are three in number every Year, viz, at 
New-year*s-day, Eaſter, and Michaelmaſs. The 
Concourſe of Foreigners here, at the Fair-Seaſon, 
is fo great that *tis often a hard matter to get a

Lodging here for Love or Money. I myſelf faw 
in 1709, at the New-year*'s Fair, the late King of 
Pruſſia, the King and Queen of Poland, and 44

Appel, a Merchant; where the King of Poland al- 


ways reſides when he comes to Leipſic. | 

The Univerſity, formerly fo famous, is very mu 
decay'd: That of Halle, its Neighbour, and its 
Rival, in the King of Pruſſia's Dominions, takes 
away a great many Students from it. They ſay that 
for ſome time paſt there have been more able Pro- 
feſſors at Halle, where beſides *tis much cheaper 
living than at Leipſic; and where the Students are 
not ſuch Spendthrifts, nor ſo much addicted to 
Expence and Gallantry. | 

The Gardens of Meſſieurs Appel and Poſe, Mer- 


chants, in the Suburbs, are worth ſeeing. The 


firſt is large and magnificent: In the ſecond are very 
— Plants, cultivated with very great Care. 
The Gardeners of Leigſic, who are reckon'd the 
beſt in all Germany, value themſelves upon forcing 
Nature; ſo that I have ſeen here, at Eaſter Fair,

ere muſt be to make up the 
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from Michaetmaſs to Martinmaſs, the Fields are 
cover'd with 'em. 

Another Singularity is the Multitude of Nigh- 
tingales, in the Woods near Leipſic; whereof 
they take great numbers, and keep them in Cages: 
The Innkeeper's Daughter, where I lodged, had 
ſeven of them; and I have ſeen a great many at 
other Houſes. 

»Tis ſurprizing that ſo plentiful a Country as 
Saxony ſhou'd have no better Ordinarys. I don't 
mean Leipſic and Dreſden, where, conſidering one 
is in Germany, we come off pretty well; tho were 
it ſo in Holland, the Netberlands, or in France, we 
ſhou'd not think ourſelves well us'd. I mean the 
little Towns and Villages in a Road ſo frequented 
as that from Leiꝑſic to Dreſden. There's Proviſion to 
be had at theſe Ordinaries, but then tis fo ill dreſ#d, 
and the Houſes ſo naſty, that tis enough to turn 
one's Stomach. | 

Setting out from Leipfic, at the opening of the 
Gates, I came betimes to WERMSTORT, or Hu- 
BERTSBOURG, (St. Huber?'s Palace,) a magnifi- 
cent Hunting-Seat, which the Electoral Prince of 
Saxony is building at the Entrance of a Foreſt, where 
there are ſeveral Roads cut. This Houſe is five 
Miles from Leiꝑſic, and eight from Dreſden ; and 
when *tis finiſhed, will be large and magnificent: 
Men are hard at work upon it, and the main Body 
of it is already compleated. Their Royal High- 
neſſes, the Prince and Princeſs, generally hunt here 
at Spring and Autumn. The Equipage for the 
Stag-hunting is very fine, the Liveries being Yel- 
low, with Facings of blue Velvet, and Silver 3 at 
all the Seams. | 

After I had walk'd an Hour or two at Hubertf- 
bourg, 1 proceeded on wy. Journey, and came to 
Dinner at Miss, the Capital of Miſnia. This 
City has nothing particular, beſides its —— 
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of Porcellane, which is ſo finely painted and en- 
amell'd with Gold, that it is more beautiful than the 
Porcellane of Japan, and much dearer. The In- 
vention of it is owing to an Alchymiſt, or one 
that pretended to be ſuch; who had perſuaded a 
great many People he cou'd make Gold. The King 
of Poland believ'd it as well as others, and to make 
ſure of his Perſon, caus'd him to be committed to the 
Caſtle of Konigftein, three Miles from Dreſden. 
There, inſtead of making Gold, that ſolid precious 
Metal, which puts Mankind on committing ſo many 
Follies, he invented Brittle Porcellane; by which, 

in one ſenſe, he.made Gold, becauſe the great Vent 
of that Ware brings a deal of Money into the Coun- 


bs © having paſs'd the Elbe, overa wooden 
Bridge, going out of Meiſſen, I came in leſs, than 
three Hours to DRsp EN, the Capital of the Elec- 
torate of Saxony. The City is pretty large, forti- 
15 with Art and Regularity; and very light- 
ome. Its Houſes are high and ſubſtantial, the 
Streets broad, ſtrait, well pav'd, neat, and in the 
Night- time well lighted, There are great Squares 
in it; and the whole City is ſo well laid out that 
Dreſden may be rank'd among the fineſt in the 
World. ol 

The Elbe divides it into two Parts; which are di- 
ſtinguiſhed by Old and New Dreſden, and join'd to-' 
gether by a Bridge of Stone. 

In order to give you a more perfect Idea of this 
City, I ſhall point out to you ſuch things as I took 
moſt notice of. I ſhall begin with Old Dreſden, 
which is the firſt that we come to from Meiſſen. 
At the Entrance of the Town, on the right hand, 
there is a great Houſe, called the Palace of the In- 
dies, or Holland Houſe, which the King bought 
ſome Years ago of his Prime Miniſter, the Marſhal 
Count de Fleming, All the Rooms of this Palace, 

| G 4 which 
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which conſiſts of three Stories, are ſo many Cloſets 
of Japan and China Wares. I don't believe that 
all the Warehouſes in Amſterdam put together, are 
capable of furniſhing ſuch a quantity of uncommon 

old Porcellane, as is to be found here. The value 
of it is computed at a Million of Crowns. The very 
Houſhold-Goods are Indian. There is one Set of 
Furniture, the like of which I never ſaw elſewhere : 
It conſiſts of Feathers of various Colours, and all 
natural; inlaid with ſo much Art, that it might be 
taken for a fine flower'd Sattin. 

This magnificent Palace has a Garden belonging 
to it, which looks towards the Elbe. It is adorn'd 
with Statues of white Marble, which the Kin 
caus'd to be purchas'd at Rome, of the Cardinals 
Annibal and Alexander Albani, Nephews to Cle- 
ment XI. Theſe Statues are much more priz'd here 
than they were at Rome. 

Near the Palace of the Indies ſtands that of the 
Cadets; a magnificent Structure built by the States 
of Saxony, for maintaining two Companies of Ca- 
dets, all Gentlemen of the Country; who are there 
inſtructed in all the Sciences fitting for Perſons of 


Farther up in the fame Street, there is an Am- 
ꝓhitheatre, or Area, for the Battles of wild Beaſts; 
of which a great number is kept for that purpoſe. 
Here are Lions, Tygers, Bears; in ſhort, all the 
fierceſt Animals from the four Quarters of the 
World. | | | 

The Bridge over the Elbe, which joins Old 
Dreſden tothe New, is ſcarce to be paralleIFd, either 
for its Length or Subſtance. It has lately been 
made broader by forming Demy- Arches which 
ſupport the Riders on each fide. The Barriers are 
of Iron, well wrought. An Equeſtrian Statue of 
the King is going to be erected upon it. | 


The 
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The Palace or Caſtle joins to the Bridge, at the 
Entrance of New Dreſden. This is an ancient Struc- 
ture, which makes but a mean Appearance and 
*tis ſaid, that the King intends it ſhall be pulFd 
down, and another built in its room ; and that his 
Majeſty has ſet apart eight Millions of Crowns for 
the Expence of it. 

The infide of the Caſtle ſurpaſſes the outſide, 
The State-Room is ſplendidly furniſh'd. The 
Great Gallery contains ſeveral Curioſities, ſuch as 
antique Buſts, Veſſels, and Pictures. 

This Palace has two Cha „one of which be- 
longs to the Roman Catho icks, and the other to 
the Lutherans, The firſt was heretofore the Thea- 
tre for Operas, but the King turn'd it into a Chapel, 
upon account of the Marriage of his only Son with 
the Archdutcheſs, eldeft Daughter to the Em 
Foſeph ;, the ſecond was always the Chapel pg 
Electors of Saxony. The King » might, if he * 
have order'd Maſs to be celebrated in it, wats he 
wou'd not give his Subjects that Handle for Com- 
plaint; beſides, the late Queen, his Wife, having 
always ſtuck to the Lutberan Religion, in which 
ſhe was born, he left her that Chapel for her uſe. 
The Treafure of it is extremely rich, and contains 
Veſſels, Chaſubles, and other things heretofore con- 
ſecrated and given to this Chapel by the Piety of 
the Electors. 

The Royal T commonly calPd the Grune 
Gewilbe, (the Green ault,) i is in the Palace. T 
are three arch'd Rooms, which contain immen 
Riches, and ſhine all over with Gold, Precious 
Stones, and Diamonds, Tis one of the fineſt 
Places in the World. There are ſeveral Sets of 
Brilliant Diamonds, Rubies, Emeralds, Pearls, Sa- 

phirs, and other Precious Stones. Every Set is 
. and conſiſts of Buttons for Clothes, Loops 
for Hats, Swords, Hangers, Canes, Sleeye-But- 
tons, 
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tons, Shoe-Buckles, Muffs, and Sword-Belts, Snuff- 
Boxes, Watches, Tweezer-Caſes, Pocket-Books; 
in ſhort, all the Jewels that can poſſibly be imagin'd, 
even to the Furniture of a Horſe ; ſo that were I 
to write down every Particular, I ſhou'd furniſh you 
a Volume. And they all look the better, for be- 
ing ranged with wonderful Nicety in Caſes of Cry- 


To the Caftle belongs a Garden, call'd the Zwin- 

ger Garten, which is the Tuilleries of Dreſden, but 
not extenſive enough to deſerve the Name of a 
Garden. Tis encompaſs'd with Buildings of Free- 
Stone, which are Green-Houſes for Orange- Trees. 
The Structure conſiſts but of one Floor, on which 
are raisd fix large Pavilions, uiz. three in front at 
the Entrance, two on the ſides, and one over the 
Portico at the Entrance; which have all a Com- 
munication with one another, by a Platform that has 
Baluſtrades adorn'd with Statues. It wou'd be hard 
to ſay what Order of Architecture prevails moſt in 
this Edifice, the Carv'd- Work with which it is 
decorated, being more of the Gothic than the mo- 
dem Taſte. | 


Near to this Building there's a Palace which 


makes a great Shew, but the Apartments are by 
much too Call and too low for the Ornaments em- 
ploy d about them. The King caus'd this Houſe to 
be built for the Counteſs de Co/el, at the time when 
that Lady was in high Favour. No Coſt was 
ſpar'd in it; but*tis pity that a more ſkilful Archi- 
tect had not been pitched upon to conduct it. 
There are five or fix other Houſes, which are 
here. call'd Hotels, but in Italy wou'd certainly paſs 
for Palaces. The Hotel de Fubl in the Street of 
 Pirnitz is one of this number. It was erected by 
the Great Marſhal de Fubl who on his Death-bed 
left it to his Wife, of whom it was purchas'd by 
ae Count de Fleming, That Miniſter fold it ſoon 
8 er 
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after to the King, who made conſiderable Emheliſh- 
ments in it, and furniſhed it richly. In this Con- 
dition his Majeſty gave it in 1728, to the Marſhal 
de Wackerbarth, to make him amends when he 
had been burnt out of the Houſe he liv'd in, as 
Governour of Dreſden. After this, the Gover- 
nour's Houſe being rebuilt, the King bought the 
other Houſe again of the Count de Wackerbarth, 
and has made it a Depoſitary of his Medals, Antiqui- 
ties, and Curioſities. 5 
Jo be ſure you have heard that this Fire broke 
out at the Governour's Houſe in the Night- time, 
while the King of Prufia was here. His Majeſty 
actually lodg'd at the Governour's Houle ; and was 
in Bed when the Fire burft out with ſuch fury that 
he had but juſt time to make his Eſcape in his 
Night-Gown, and to fave a little Box in which 
there were Papers of conſequence ; for the Floor of 
his Bed-Chamber fell in, the momentafter the King 
was gone out of it. An Officer, his Wife, and her 
Maid-Servant, periſhed in the Flames. The Count 
de Wackerbarth only ſav'd his Wardrobe and his 
Plate; for his fine Library, and a noble Collection 
which he had of Drawings, one of the compleateſt 

and beſt choſen Setts in Europe, were conſumed. 
The Hotel of Hoybm is the moſt confiderable 
Building in Dreſden. In about fix Years time it 
had four different Owners. It was founded by the 
King's Favourite, the Count de Fitztubm *, his Great 

Chamberlain, and Miniſter of State; who havi 
been kill'd in a Duel at Yar/aw, by the Count X 
ith St, 


* He had been in the King's Service ever ſince he was only 
Prince of Saxony, and always took care to keep in Favour ; he be- 
ing, of all the Favourites, the Perſon that had the greateſt Share 
of the Prince's Confidence: Nevertheleſs, he ow'd his Advance- 
ment, and his illuſtrious Poſt of Miniſter of the Cabinet, to the 
Intereſt of the Counteſs de Coſe/, who caus d the Chancellor 
Beichling, who had always been the Favourite Miniſter, to: 
turn d out. | 
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St. Gilles, a Piedmonteſe that came to Poland to 
ſeek his Fortune, his Widow fold it to Marſhal 
Fleming, who dying at Vienna not long after he had 
purchaſed it, the Houſe fell to his Son, a weakly 
Child, who did not long furvive him. His Mother, 
who was a Radzivil, was his Heireſs, and one of the 
greateſt Matches in Europe, She was ſoon after 
married again to a Polander whom ſhe fatlow'd into 
his own Country; and when ſhe left Dreſden, ſhe 
fold her Houſe to the Count de Hoym, who at pre- 
ſent occupies it. | 

Not far from this Houſe are the King's Stables, 
which are well worth ſeeing, there being a great 
number of wonderful fine Horſes, and ſome of all 
forts of the rareſt Breeds. Over the Stables, are 
Rooms full of fine Equipage, conſiſting of ſumptuous 
Saddles and Houſings, Sleds and magnificent Har- 
neſs. Many of theſe Equipages are of the Turtiſp 
Mode, and plated with maſſy Silver, adorn'd with 
precious Stones. 

The Arſenal, which is much boaſted of here, can- 
not be reckon'd a fine one by any but ſuch as have 
not ſeen the Arſenal of Berlin, to which it is not to 
be compar'd. There are ſeveral Rooms in it full of 
Arms, Braſs Cannon, Helmets, and Cuiraſſi 
which are the Tapeſtry of Arſenals. As. 
Thus, Sir, you have all that I obſerved in Dre. 
den : it remains for me to give you ſome Account 
of its Suburbs, and of the Pleaſure-Houſes which 
the King has in the Neighbourhood of this City. 
The Suburbs of Dreſden are very extenſive, but 
have no Building of conſequence, except the Palace 
in the King's Garden, built by his Majeſty's 

Mother, and that called the Turki/fb Palace, becauſe 
it is furniſhed entirely after the Turkiſh manner. 
The King gave an Entertainment at this Palace to 
. the Priccels his Daughter-in-law, on ä 
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her Arrival at Dreſden, which was ſo particular 
that I think it deſerves a Digreſſion. 

Upon the Feaſt-Day, the whole Court ap 
at the Turkiſh Palace, in the Habits of Turks. The 
King came in the Dreſs of a Sultan, but without 
any Attendance. His Majeſty was ſoon after fol- 
low'd by the Princeſs his Daughter-in-law, with her 
Ladies. Her Royal Highneſs, for whom the En- 
tertainment was made, found a Body of Janizaries 
drawn up in the Court-Yard of the Palace. The 
King receiv*d her at the Entrance of his Apartment, 
and conducted her into a Hall ſpread with fine 
Tapeſtry, and laid with Cuſhions richly em- 
broider'd. + 

The King and Princeſs being feated, were ſerved 
by twenty four Negroes in ſumptuous Dreſſes, with 
Sherbet, Coffee, and Sweet-Meats, in great Veſſels 
of maſly Silver; nor were ſcented Waters, and per- 
fumed Handkerchiefs forgot. After this Collation, 
they drew near the Windowsto ſee the Pillau (which 
is the Rice of Turky) and the King's Bounty-Money 
diſtributed to the Janizaries. This was follow'd 
by a Comedy, with an Entertainment of Turkyþ 
Dances. Then came the Supper, the Gueſts fitting 
croſs-legg*d upon the Cuſhions, and the Courſes be- 
ing ſerved up after the faſhion of Turky, by the Ne- 
groes and young Turks. While they were at Table, 
the Company was diverted by the various Leaps and 
Poſtures of certain Tumblers and Rope-Dancers. 
Supper being. over, they went into the Garden, 
which was illuminated with ſeveral Thouſands of 
Cryſtal Lamps. There was Tilting, and ſhooting 
at the Mark, and whenever the Mark was hit, a 
Sky-Rocket was ſent up, which for the time ſeem'd 
to ſprinkle Thouſands of Stars among thoſe in the 
Firmament. After this, the Company retird into 
the Palace, where the King and the Princeſs open'd 
the Ball, and there was dancing till five o“ clock 2 


+ 
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the Morning, when the Ball was concluded with a 
ſumptuous Breakfaſt that was ſerv'd at the ſeveral 
Tables, after the manner of our own Country; 
which, with the leave of the Muſſulmen, is as good 
as theirs. 

The fineſt Royal Houſes, are Pilnitz and Mo- 
ritzbourg. The King, who is certainly of all So- 
vereigns the moſt magnificent, keeps Men continu- 
ally at work, in embelliſhing thoſe Places. The 
Works are carried on by the Direction of Monſ. Bot, 
whom I think to be not inferior to Bernini, and I 
doubt not, ſuch is my high Idea of him, that as 
he is ſupported by the Generoſity of a Great King, 
he will accompliſh ſuch Works as are worthy of 
himſelf, and of his Maſter too. | 

J have now done with the Deſcription of the 
Palaces and Royal Houſes, in which, I own I have 
been defective, and wou'd gladly have been excus'd 
from giving it; but you wou'd have it, and I cou'd 
not help gratifying you. I paſs now to ſomething 
more important; and ſhall entertain you with the 
preſent State of the Royal Family, and the Charac- 
ters of the moſt diſtinguiſhed Perſons at Court. 

Fxeperic-AvcusTvs II. King of Poland, and 
Elector of Saxony, is the Chief of this Auguſt Fa- 
mily. This Monarch, whom no Man ſurpaſſes in 
Strength and Dexterity, and whom few Princes e- 

in Generoſity, is the ſecond Son of Jobn 
George III. Elector of Saxony. He ſucceeded his 
Brother Fohn George IV. in the Electorate, and was 
choſe King of Poland after the Death of the Great So- 
bieſki, notwithſtanding the Intrigues of the Emiſla- 
ries of France who declared for the Prince of Conti. 

When Frederic-Auguſtus aſcended the Throne, 
he brought all the Virtues to it fitting for a Great 
King. The Agreeableneſs of his Perſon, his Ma- 


jeſtic Air, his heroic Strength, his Good-Nature, 
his Politeneſs, and his well-known Valour, * 
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the leaſt of his Qualities. Never was any Prince 


more magnificent, nor did any one either give more, 
or with better Grace. As a General and a Stateſ- 
man, he was never too much lifted up by Proſperity, 
nor ſhock'd by Adverſity; ſo that he was ob- 
ſerved, when in the Depth of his Misfortunes, to 
a& and treat, even with his Enemies, with that Air 
of Complaiſance and Satisfaction, which Men inur'd 
to great Affairs know how to aſſume, in the midft 
of the cruelleſt Mortifications. This Prince, in his 
Youth, travelled to the chief Countries of Europe, 
and wherever he came, was admir'd for his Strength, 
his Air, and Dexterity. Amongft other Adven- 
tures, a very odd one befel him in his Travels, at 
Venice. There happen'd to be in that City a famous 
Aftrologer, who had the Reputation of being well 
read in the Book of Fate, The King, who was 
only Prince at that time, had a mind that he ſhould 
calculate his Nativity, and for that purpoſe went to 
the Aſtrologer's Houſe, accompanied by two Gen- 
tlemen. They were all three dreſs'd in plain Ap- 
parel, and the Prince, to diſguiſe himſelf till the 
more, had concealed his brown Hair under a fair 
Peruke. He enter'd the laſt Man, into the Aſtro- 
loger's Houſe, and ſeem'd to be rather as an At- 
tendant, than a Companion of the others. But to 
him the Aftrologer firſt addreſsd himſelf, calling 
him by the Titles of My Lord, and Highneſs. The 
Prince told him that his Rank in the World was 
much too mean for ſuch high Compliments ; but 
the Aftrologer made anſwer, he knew very well 
whom he you to, and that it was in vain for him 
to think of concealing himſelf from ſuch a Man as 
he. The Prince and his ſmall Retinue were then 
conducted by him into a Cloſet, where he ſhewed 
him a Looking-Glaſs. Caft your Eye on that Mir- 
ror, ſaid he to the Prince, and there you will ſee the 


principal Events of your Life, The Prince without 
ra | any 
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any ſcruple, look'd accordingly, and faw himſelf 
at firſt in the Habit of an Elector; afterwards, with 
a Crown on his Head, and a royal Mantle on his 
Shoulders; and at laſt, full of Wounds, and bath'd 
in his Blood. | 

This Story, which I ſhou'd not give you for true, 
if I had not heard it from a great Nobleman who 

told me he had it from the King's own: Mouth, is 
however, not without a Parallel; for it is pretended, 
that a Maſon told Madam de Maintenon, when ſhe 
was no more than Madam Scarron, what her For- 
tune and Rank would be in France. I could men- 
tion ſeveral other Inſtances to you of the ſame na- 
ture, which all ſurprize me, tho they don't con- 
vince me. Be it as it will, two Articles of the Pre- 
diction made to the King of Poland are fully ac- 
compliſhed ; as to the third, may Heaven confound 
the Aftrologer *. 

The King of Poland ſpends part of his time in 
his Kingdom, and part of it in his Electorate. *Tis 
true, that he ſeems to take more delight in Saxony 
than in Poland; and *tis in my Opmion, very na- 
tural for him to do fo ; Saxony being his hereditary 

Country, 


FThis part of the Prophecy did not take place, for the King of 
Poland died in his Bed at Yar/aw the iſt of Feb. 1733, N. 8. 
This Monarch ſet out inthe Month of Fanuary, from Dre/der, to 
hold the Dyet of Poland, which was open'd at Warſaw, and 
every thing ſeem'd like to am to the Satisfaction of the King 
and Kingdom, when theſe fine Hopes were demoliſhed by the 
Death of this Prince, who in his laſt Sickneſs, preſerved the 

Character of the Hero, betraying neither Fear nor Folly ; all 

his Wiſh being that he might live to embrace his Son. | 

The King found himſelf in a — State, ſeveral Years. 
During the laſt Dyet at Grodno, a Mortification ſeiz d his Foot; 
for which reaſon, M. de Petit, a Surgeon of Paris, whom the 
King ſent for on purpole, cut off two Toes, and ſet his Majeſty 
upon his Legs again, but told him withal, he muſt obſerve ſuch 
a Regimen as he preſcribed to him, or elſe it would break out 
again. But the King finding himſelf better, neglected Petit's 
2 and died of the Mortification, as the Surgeon had 

retold. | 
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Country, where he is ſo abſolute that his Will is 
the Law of his Subjects, by whom he is rather a- 
dor'd than belov'd: beſides, tis Saxony that furniſhes 
him where withal to ſupport his Dignity, and offers 
him every thing conducive to the Pleaſures of a 
Great King; and it is there that he has a Court, the 
moſt brilliant in Europe, not only for its Splendor, 
but for Magnificence and Pleaſures; wh in Po- 
land, he has only the vain Pageantry of Royalty ; 
being under greater Limitations than any Sovereign 
in the World; ſo that the leaſt Innovation, pe 4 
leaſt Act of Authority, makes the Poles clamorous, 
and they preſently think they are excuſed from pay- 
ing him that Obedience which they owe him. All 


the Gentlemen here are their own Maſters; and 


the Noblemen behave ſo much like rt, that 
they never go to Court but to demand Favours, 
which if they obtain, they go away ungrateful, and 
if they are deny'd, they retire with the Intention of 
taking a Revenge on the firſt Opportunity: For the 
Climate being rough, the People are fierce; and 


the King, tho? adored in Saxony, is ſcarce beloved 


in Poland, | 

The Electoral Prince, this King's only Son, is 
luſty, proper, and well made, and like the King 
his Father is adroit in all bodily Exerciſes. He 
loves Pleaſure, but *tis with Moderation, and is 
heartily attach'd to the Religion which he has em- 
brac'd. He is ſtiff and reſeryed, without being 
haughty, which is a Temper that he derives from 
the late Queen his Mother *, whom he very much 
reſembles. To ſuch as have the Honour of Acceſs 
to him, and of being known to him, he is gra- 


cious, familiar and very civil, His Royal Highnets 


has been admir'd for his good Qualities in a great 


Eberbardina of Brandenbourg-Bareith Queen of Poland, and 
Electoreſs of Saxony: ſhe died at her Seat at Pretth near Mit. 
tenberg, ſome Years before the King. IP 
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part of Europe, particularly in Germany, France 
and Italy, where he has ſpent ſeveral Years. No 
Son can have more reſpect to a Parent than he has 
for the King his Father, whoſe Will and Pleaſure 
he never oppos'd in any one Inſtance; and whoſe 
Perſon he has always honour'd even in his Miniſters. 
Of all Pleaſures he ſeems to beſtow moſt Time in 
Hunting; nevertheleſs he makes it only as an Amuſe- 
ment without being paſſionately fond of it. His Royal 
Highneſs's Confident is S9/ckofſhi or Sulkowſki*, a Po- 
liſh Gentleman who was once his Page; and by thus 
making him his Favourite, for which he cannot but 
be applauded, he ſhews that he is capable of diſtin- 
guiſhing true Merit. I had frequently the Honour 
of making my Compliments to this Prince while he 

was at Paris, and this is now the ſecond time that I 
have had the ſame favour at Dreſden, where I find he 
is the ſame gracious Perſonage as ever. The laſt time 
that I had the Honour of being introduc'd to him he 
talkꝰd a great deal to me about Paris, and when he 
diſmiſs'd me, he ſaid he was ſorry to think that Dreſ- 
den wou'd not afford me ſo many Pleaſures as Paris. 

The ſame Day that I waited on the Prince, I was 
introduced to the Princeſs his Royal Highneſs's 
Conſort, who is the late Emperor Toſeph's eldeſt 
Daughter. . 'The Voice of the People is unanimous 
in the Character of this Princeſs. All Mankind 
agrees that ſhe has not her ſuperior for Good-nature, 
Piety, Charity, Modeſty, and in a word for all, 
the Virtue of the Soul: To pleaſe her Huſband, and 
to give her Children an Education ſuitable to their 
Birth, is her principal endeavour, Tis rare to find 
a happier Couple than their Royal Highneſſes; for 
Matriage, which generally cools the warmeſt Paſ- 
fions, ſeems on the contrary to have animated their

* This Prince ſucceeding his Father in the Electorate, and 
afterwards in the Throne of Poland, rais'd M. Solckofjhi to the 
Dignity of a Count, and appointed him his Maſter of the Horſe, 
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reciprocal Affection to ſuch a degree that they are a 
Pattern for the Imitation of their Court. 

Their Royal Highneſſes Children are ſo young 
that I ſhall ſay but little of them“. Their eldeſt 
Son very much reſembles the Pictures that J have 
ſeen of the Emperor Joſeph when he was a Child. 
This young Prinee ſeems to me to be of a very deli 
cate Conſtitution, and has ſo great a weakneſs in his 
Knees that he can ſcarce ftand: The Phyſicians 


fay it will go off as he grows up, but their Promiſes 


are no Goſpel for me. 

The two Princes of the Blood, who commonly 
reſide at Dreſden, are John Adolphus of Saxe-Meiſſen- 
fels r, a Prince of uncommon Merit, whoſe Sen- 
timents and Actions are no diſparagement to his 
Birth; and Maurice William of Saxe-Zeits, the 
laſt of his Branch. He was perſuaded by his Uncle 
the late Cardinal de Saxe Zeits to abjure the Luthe- 
ran Religion and to embrace the eccleſiaſtical State: 
He is Biſhop of Konigſgratz in Bohemia, Provoſt of 
Alten Ottingen in Bavaria, and a Canon of Cologne 
Liege, and Aichſtedt, and is deſcended from ſuch a 
Family that it may be preſum'd, he will ſome day 
or other, be advanc'd to the Purple

Auguſtus III. King of Poland Great Duke of Lithu- 


ania and Elector of Saxony, was born the ſeventh of 
October 1696. He is the only Son of Auguſtus II. 
the laſt King of Poland and of Eberhardina of

the Electot nam'd this Prince Generaliſſimo of the Troops of the 


Electorate in 1734. | 5 
This Prince has for ſome time paſt reſided at Konig ſgratæ- 
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Princeſs Royal of Denmark, Widow of John George 
the third Elector of Saxony, took care of him in his 
Infancy, and impreſs'd him with thoſe Sentiments 
of Piety, Humanity and Juſtice, which render 
him at this day the Darling of his People, and the 
Pattern of Kings. 

At a proper Age, the King his Father took him 
out of the hands of the Women, and committed 
him to the Care of Monſieur de Miltitz, a Gentle- 
man of a good Family; whom Learning, good Beha- 
viour and ſolid Virtue render'd worthy of ſuch an 

Employment. 

I! be Prince, whoalways found Charms in Virtue, 
was ſenſible of the Merit of his Governor: He lov'd 
him, was inſeparable from him, and receiv'd his Advice 
with a Docility, which, at his tender Age, was a 
preſage he wou'd be poſſeſs d of that Fund of Wiſ- 
dom which now renders him worthy of his Throne. 

While the young Prince was under the Conduct 
of the Women, God was pleas'd to touch the Heart 
of the late King his Father: That Monarch, who 
happen'd to be born a Lutheran, was converted to 
the Roman Catholick Religion, and not long af- 
ter elected King of Poland ; and his Majeſty be- 
ing convinc'd of the Purity of the Religion which 
he had embrac'd, was inclin'd to make a Convert 
alſo of the Prince his Son. Nevertheleſs, ſuch was 
the Reſpect the King had for her Royal Highneſs 
his Mother, that he was loth that auguſt Princeſs 
ſhou'd be an Eye-witneſs of the young Prince's 
renouncing a Religion which ſhe had taught him, 
and to which ſhe was ſtrenuouſly attach'd: He 
reſolv'd therefore to remove him, and ſent him to 
Francfort to be preſent at the Coronation of the 
Emperor Charles VI. His Companion in this Jour- 
ney, was M. de Miltitz; but as this Gentleman's 
Attachment to Luiber's Doctrine made the King 
apprehenſive that he wou'd thwart his Views, 1 
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recall'd him, and appointed the Count de Caſta, and 
the Baron de Hagen, to be his Son's Governors. 
Ihe Count who was a Polander and Palatine 
of Livonia, was not only of noble Birth, but a 
Gentleman of ſolid Piety, profound Learning, great 
Probity and as much reſpected for his Principles as 
belov'd for his good Behaviour and Politeneſß 5 
The Baron de Hagen was of a Family of ſome 
Diſtinction in the Electorate of Triers: He was Am- 
baſſador from the King at the Emperor's Election, 


and at his Coronation at Francfort : His Behaviour 


was more grave than the Count de Cofta's, but he was 


not inferior to the Count for Learning, Integrity, 
and good Senſe. | 
Under the Conduct of theſe two Gentlemen, the 
Prince ſet out to viſit a part of Germany and 7taly, 
where he embrac'd the Roman Catholick Religion 
his Profeſſion of which, was however for a long time 
as private as it 1s now exemplary ; for he did notde- 
clare his alteration of Religion *till after the Death of 
her moſt Serene Highneſs his Grandmother, who ' 
died the firſt of July 1717. During this the Prince 


made the Tour of France, where, tho? he travell'd 


under the Name of the Count de Miſuia, Lewis 
XIV. caus'd all the Honours to be paid ta him which 
were due to the Son of a great King. | 
The Court of France was charm'd with that Po- 
liteneſs, that noble Modeſty, and that Fund of Wiſ- 
dom which accompany'd this Prince's Actions and 
Converſation : They admir'd him and were ſorry for 
his De re. He travelPd a ſecond time to Italy, 
where he acquir'd thatfine Taſte of Men and Things 
and that Knowledge of Architecture, Painting, and 
other curious Arts, which is ſo uſeful for great 
Princes. Germany, upon the return of this Prince, 
bleſs'd itſelf for having given him birth, and offer*d 

up Prayers that all its Princes might be like him. His 
Royal Highneſs ſtay'd a conſiderable while at Vienna,

Notlong lon after the Prince's Return to Dreſden, Au-

Daughter of the late Emperor Joſeph. The Count 
de Flemming, Prime Miniſter and Velt-Marſhal of 


Saxony, ſolemnly demanded the moſt ſerene Arch- 


 dutcheſs in Marriage; and the Prince repair'd to 
Vienna to eſpouſe her. The Ceremony was per- 


form'd in the C Chapel of la Favorita, with all the 
Pomp ſuitable to pi gre eat a Match. Some Days af- 
ter this, their Royal Highneſſes ſet out for Dreſden, 
where they were receiv'd with an unparalle]Fd Mag- 
nificence. Auguſtus II. the moſt ſplendid of Kings, 


and a Prince who had the beſt Fancy for ordering; 
of Entertainments, outdid himſelf 5 he thought 


nothing too good for celebrating the Nuptials of his 
ſo worthy a Son, with a Princeſs whoſe Anceſtors, 
were all Emperors. 


The Rejoicings having laſted 40 Days, the King 


ſet out for his Kingdom, leaving the Prince Regent, 


as he always did whenever he went from Nis Electo- 
rate.

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In 1726, the Prince himſelf took a Journey to 
Poland, to which Country he had once before ac- 
companied the King his Father in 1711, but then 
made no long ſtay. There he won the hearts of 
the chief Nobility, who from that moment thought 
him worthy of ſucceeding one day to their Gover- 
nor, the Great Auguſtus. They were pleaſed to 

ſee, that he honour'd their Countryman, the Count 
Sulkowſki, with his Confidence, and they thought 
it a happy Omen for their Nation, bleſſing their 
Stars, that the Prince diſtinguiſhed Virtue in one 
born among themſelyes, „ 

His Royal Highneſs being convinced that of all 
the Sums laid out by Princes, there gre none leſs li- 
able to cenſure than what they expend in Buildings, 
undertook that of Yermſderf, which he afterwards 
calld Hubertſbourg ; and he finiſh'd that great Work 
in a little time, by the aſſiſtance of the King his Fa- 
ther: For, in ſhort, it: would have been impoſſible 
for his Royal Highneſs to have defray'd all the Ex- 
pence of it himſelf. It was already very wonderful 
to ſee with what Prudence he directed his F inan; 


ces. His Revenue being ſettled, his Expence was 


ſuitable to his Rank; he had a numerous Houſhold, 
his Hunting r e was ſumptuous, yet he did 
good to all that made their neceſſity known to him; 


his Charities were truly Royal, every body was 


paid; the Noblemen and the Tradeſmen receiv' d 
Accounts were ſo regularly kept and diſcharged by. 
as, Count Sullouſti, that the Prince was never in 
debt. | 3 
The Prince commonly ſpent the Seaſon for hunt- 
ing the Stag at Huberiſbourg, and employ'd the re- 

inder of his time at Dreſden, in all manner of 
Exerciſes, being admired in every Action, for the 
Grace, Strength, and Dexterity with which he per- 
form'd it, as well as for the Sohrjety and Regularity

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of his Manners for he kept as regular Hours then, 


as he does now. 

Auguſtus III. never knew what it was to be idle 
or vicious. Such is his Chaſtity and Fidelity to his 
auguſt Spouſe, that he never gave her the leaſt Rea- 
ſon ſo much as to ſuſpect his Honour. He games 
only for amuſement, and never plays ſo high that 


the loſs of the Stake can put thoſe out of temper 
who have the honour to be of his Party. But of 


all the Virtues of Auguſtus III. there is none, moſt 
certainly, which has made him more the Favourite of 
Heaven, than the inviolable Reſpect he always ma- 
nifeſted for the King his Father, who tenderly lov'd 
him; and never was a Son, Heir to ſo powerful a 
Dominion, more affected for the loſs of a Father, 
than he was when he heard of the death of his. 
His Affliction was impreſs'd deeply on his Counte- 
nance, when he receiv'd the homage of his capital 
Go at his firſt appearance in publick z and to this 
very day, he is ready to melt in tears at the fight 
of any Obje& that calls him to mind ; for which 
zen the People of Dreſden, rather than renew his 
Sorrow, forbear the mention of a King whom Eu- 
rope has plac'd in the Rank of its greateſt Men. 
Prince FxEDERIic AvGusTVs, when he became 
Elector, did not Hes his Manners, but retain'd the 
ſame Piety, the ſame Regularity. He kept moſt 
of the Servants of the late King his F L and 


ſettled Penſions on thoſe whom he thought fit to 


diſmiſs. His firſt Care, when he came to the Elec - 
torate, was to provide himſelf with Miniſters, 
whoſe Candor and Sincerity were above Envy it 
ſelf. For this purpoſe, he call'd to his Cabinet 
Council, the Count de Gabaleon-Wackerbarth-Sal.- 
mour, M. de Baudiſſin, the Count Sulkowſkt, and 
M. de Brubl; to the two laſt of whom he commit- 
ted the Direction of Affairs. |

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All Saxony applauded this Choice, and doubted 
not of being very happy under the Reign of a 
Prince, who was capable of forming ſo true a Judg-: 
ment of Perſons for his Miniſters, But what the 
Saxons ſaw with extraordinary Satisfaction, was the 
ſure Proof the King gave of his Gratitude and E- 
ſteem for Virtue, in recalling M. de Miltitx, here- 
tofore his Governor, who be ſame Years paſt was 
retired to his Eſtate. This Gentleman wou'd- fain 
have been excus'd from returning to Court, alledg- 
ing his great Age, and his being a Stranger to Bu- 
ſineſs; when his Majeſty ſent him word, that he 
required no more at his hands than what his Health 
wou'd permit; that he knew his Probity, his Love 

for his Country, and his Attachment to himſelf ; 
that therefore he was willing he ſhou'd be near his 
Perſon, and aſſiſt him with his Advice, which he 
knew wou'd be ſolid, by what he gave him when 
he had the charge of his Education. In this man- 
ner FRED ERIC AuGusTus, by the diſplay of his 
Gratitude, an uncommon Virtue (eſpecially among 
Princes) encourag'd his Courtiers to do what might 
alſo wu them 8 to it. NN 

Theſe great ities procur'd him the Suffrages 
of the RI Part of the Republic of Po- 
land which choſe him for King. His Majeſty ha- 
ving ſent the Count de Gabaleon-Wackerbarth-Sgl-- 
mour, and M. Baudiffin to Warſaw, with the Cha- 
rater of Plenipotentiaries, to take, care of his In- 
tereſts, theſe Miniſters found the Paliſſßh Lords ve- 

much divided ; Foreign Gold, with the Intrigues, 
Cabal, and enſnaring Promiſes of a Miniſter who 
was laviſh of it; all this had corrupted a great 
number of them, and others were oppreſs d. and 
muſt undoubtedly have ſubmitted to Violence, if 
they had not had a very great ſhare of Courage and 
Love to their Country. God, who never aban- 
dons the Virtuous, was their Support and — 
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Protector, as well as the Shield of the Plenipoten- 
_ tiaries, whoſe ſacred Character could not guard them 
from all manner of Outrage. And tho? the Blood 
of the Jagellons, which flows in this Prince's Veins, 
tho? his being the Son of one of the greateſt Kings 
that Poland ever had, as well as his own Dignity 
of 'a Sovereign, ought to have ur'd him the 
Reſpect of all the Poles, yet every Perſon and Thing 
belonging to him at Warſaw, was maltreated. Such 
at that time, the unhappy Fate of Poland; 
Oppreffon and Tyranny having ſucceeded the 
glorious, mild, and peaceful Reign of Auguſtus IT. 
Mean time, thoſe generous Noblemen who had 
fo bravely | ſtood up in the defence of the Liberties 
and Honour of their Country, after having tried all 
their Efforts to reclaim their wandering Brethren, 
found they could not ſucceed, and therefore broke 
up; after which, they met in the very fame Place 
where Henry de Valois had been elected, and there 
they choſe and proclaim'd Avevsrus Elector of 
os King of Poland. They then ſent a Depu- 
tation to his Majeſty, to intreat him to come im- 
mediately, with the Queen his Conſort, to take poſ- 
ſefion of the Throne, The King comply'd with 
their Intreaty, and ſet out from Dreſden, after ha- 
ving returnd ſolemn Thanks to „the ſove- * 
reign Diſpoſer of Crowns, and of the Fortune of 
Ki

ſties received the grand Deputation from Poland;

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Some time after this auguſt Ceremony, which, 
in Poland, is abſolutely neceſſary and eſſential for a 
King Ele&, the Queen return'd to Saxony; but the 
King Raid at Cracow, where he held a Diet, in 
' which he made ſeveral Regulations for reſtoring the 
Tranquillity of the Kingdom. When the Diet was 
ended, his Majeſty march'd towards Dantzic, 
which the Ruſſians, his Allies, had inveſted, in or- 
der to drive out the Primate and his Adherents, 
who were retir'd thither. 

But after a March of ſeveral Days, which the 
Severity of the Weather render'd very painful, his 
Majeſty yielded to the Inftances that were made to 
him from Saxony, to aſſiſt in Perſon at the opening 
of the Aſſembly of States which he was under a. 
neceſſity of calling; and he returned to Dreſden, 
where his Arrival caus'd an inexpreſſible Joy. 
Mean time the Army, under the Command of the 
Prince of Saxe- Mei eiſſenfels continued its March to- 
wards Dantzic. 

The King was accompanied t number 
of Poliſh en ling ies unable 
to oppoſe the Rage of the Primate's Party in their 
ſeveral Countries, came to ſeek ſhelter in Saxony, 
Where his Majeſty-recerv*d them, and ſtill entertains 
them, in a manner which cannot but convince them 
of his Gratitude, and give them greater H he 
what Favours they may expect, when the

The King, after his return from Cracow, fl" 
mon'd the States of his Electorate, and open'd the 
Aſſembly with the uſual Ceremonies. He was ſeat- 
ed on his Throne, accompanied by the chief Lords 
of his Court, wel the Poliſh as Saxons, M. de 
Miltitz, his Privy Counſellor, fat on the Right- 
hand of the Throne; and, in the King's Name, 
made a Speech to the States, wherein he declared to 
them that his Majeſty intended to make. no Inno- 

* 1 vation 
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vation in the Affairs of Religion, but to let his 
Proteſtant Subjects enjoy their Privileges, as they 
had been. granted and confirmed to them by the late 
King. Then he told them the Motives which had 
engag' d the King to call them together, and deman- 
ded the neceſſary Subſidies for defraying the extra- 
ordinary Expences which his Majeſty had been ne- 
ceſſarily involved in thro* the Calamities of the 
Time, M. de Heſter, Adminiſtrator of the Office 
of hereditary Marſhal of Saxony, return'd an An- 
fwer in the Name of the States, and ſpoke with 2 
Dignity, and all the Decorum due to 4 auguſt an 
Aſſembly. He aſſur'd the King of the reſpectful 
and inviolable Fidelity and Attachment of his Sub- 
jects to his ſacred Perſon. And in truth, tis im- 
poſſible for a People to be better affected to their 
Sovereign, and more diſpoſed to contribute to every 
thing that is capable of augmenting his Glory, 
The King's voluntary Declaration to his States 
that he would make no Innovation in the Affairs of 
Religion, won the Hearts of his Subjects to ſuch a 
degree that there is not a Saxon who would make 
any ſcruple to ſacrifice his Life and Fortune for his 
Service. And the faid Declaration does equal Ho- 
nour to the Juſtice of the Monarch, and the Wiſ. 

dom of his Miniſters. | 755 
While the King was employ'd with his States in 
ſecuring the Happineſs and Tranquillity of Saxony, 
his Majeſty received Advice, that his Army, after 
having join'd the Ruſſians, had obliged the Dant- 
zickers to ſurrender, and that the Poli Lords of 
the eontrary Party petitioned for leave to remove to 
ſome Place where they might pay him their ho- 
mage. The King, in imitation of the great Empe- 
ror whoſe Name he bears, after having made a con- 
queſt, thought, like him, of nothing more than 
to make thoſe happy whom the Fortune of War had 
ſubmitted to his Arms. His Majeſty did not take 
, Len any 
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any advantage of his Victory, but forgetting paſt 
Offences, repair'd to the Abbey of Oliva, near 
Dantzic, where he receiv'd the Submiſſion of the 
Dantzickers, and the Allegiance of the Lords that 
were the Primate's Adherents. By his Modeſty 
and Goodneſs, he charm'd the Vanquiſhed, and 
' convinced them of their Obligation to pay him that 
Eſteem which before perhaps they did not think 
was their Duty to grant to him. The Greatneſs 


of his Soul, which inclines him to ſympathize 


with the Misfortunes of the Unhappy, hinder'd 
him from entering Dantzic, the deſolate State of 
that City being ſo afflicting a Scene to him, that he 
cou'd not bear to ſee it. The Dantzickers, by their 
ſubmiſſion, were become his Subjects; their pre- 
fent Misfortunes, and their M 

him to fuch a degree, that he was fearful of being 
put in mind of them, and refus'd to appear a- 
mong them, crown'd with thoſe Laurels which he 
had reap'd by their defeat. So much Modeſty, 
worthy of the moſt glorious Triumph, gain*d him 
the Prayers of the People, in which his Majeſty 
ſaw more Charms, than he wou'd have found 


in Trophies, and the moſt ſtately Triumphal 


Arches. | 

The King having provided for the preſſing Ne- 
ceſſities of his Kingdom, return'd to his Electo- 
rate, where the States continued their Delibe- 
rations ever fince his Abſence. Now that his Ma- 
jeſty is return'd, the Care of the State is almoſt his 


conſtant Employment. His Recreations are either 


taking the Air on horſeback, Hunting, the Halian 
Opera, or elſe going to Concerts, which theQueen, 


who is a great Lover of Muſic, cauſes to be per- 


form'd in her own Apartment. Their Majeſties 
generally dine together, and admit the Nobility of 
both Sexes to their Table.

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There, the King obſerves that Temperance which 
ſo much becomes ſovereign Princes. All his Hours, 
as has been already obſerv'd, are regulated; and all 
his Actions accompany'd with Devotion, good Or- 
der, and Equity. Never did King better diſcharge 
that ſacred Character; being always firm and tran- 

il, Danger cou'd never Highe him. He accep- 
ted the Crown, tho? he ſaw he cou'd never fix it on 
his Head without infinite Pains, Peril, and Cares. 
The Advantage he had gain'd over his Enemies 
did not ſeem to have fluſh'd him; he was ſorry he 
had. not been able to reclaim them by gentle Me- 
thods, and aſcribes the happy Succeſs of his Arms 
ſolely to Providence. 

Thus have I given youa very imperfect Account 
of the Virtues and Actions of a King, which plain- 


ly denote that the perfect honeſt Man (a Title not 


unworthy even of the ſacred Majeſty of Kings) 
forms his Character. As for his Stature, *tis ſuch 
as, one wou'd think, thoſe ought to have who are 
born to command. He has a robuſt and vigorous 
Conſtitution, a ſound: Judgment, a happy Memo- 
ry, a generous and beneficent Soul, the neceſſary 
Conftituents of the Hero and the Chriſtian. His 
Conduct is regulated by a great Attachment to the 
Principles of Religion. His Aim and his Appli- 

cation are to render his Subjects happy; and he on- 
y longs for Peace that they may taſte the Fruits 

O. it. 

As to her MajzsTY the Queen, the Name of 
that auguſt Princeſs, whom Heaven has endowed 

with all manner of Virtues, to be the worthy Wife 
of a King, is Maria Jos FRA, who was born 
the 8th of December 1699, and is the eldeſt Daugh- 
ter of Joſeph Emperor of the Romans, and of Wil- 
helmina Amelia of Brunſwic-Lunenbourg- Hanover. 
Her Marriage to the King, then the Prince Royal, 
was celebrated at Vienna, the 20th of Auguſt * 9,

and I ſhall proceed next to their Royal Highneſſes 
the Princeſſes. 
. Her Royal Highneſs Many-AnzLia, their Ma- 
jeſties eldeſt Daughter, was born at Dre/den; the 
24th of September 1724. Sheè is fair, very well 
ſhaped; and has the Air of her Mother. Her Fea- 
tures are regular; and tis heartily to be wiſh'd that 
the Small-Pox may ſpare them. The Care the 
Queen takes of her Education is fo well beſtow'd 
on her that ſhe is much better form'd than Prin- 
ceſſes of her Age generally are: | 

 Mary-ANNE-SoPHIa was born the 24th of i 
guft 1728. She is brown, and likely to be much ad- 
mir'd for her Beauty. There is ſomething in her Phy- 
fiognomy ſo. ſubtle and witty that ſhe has already 
ſecur'd the Suffrages of the Courtiers, 
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The Princeſs Maxy-JostPHa was born the ah 
of November 1731. Heaven has been pleas'd to 
grant her a ſhare of Beauty with all the Princes and 
Princeſſes her Brothers and Siſters. 

l ſhou'd make ſome mention of all the Princes 
and PRINCESS ES of the BLooD, viz. all the moſt 
ſerene Dukes, Princes and Princeſſes of the F amily 
of Saxony, particularly thoſe who are deriv'd from 
the Albertine Branch, as deſcending with the King 
from the Elector Jobn⸗ George I. who form'd the 
four Branches, viz. the Electoral Branch, and thoſe 
of Weiſſenfels, Merſbourg, and Zeits, But as this 
is only an Epitome of Auguſtus ITPs Court, I ſhall 
only take notice of thoſe Princes who refide there; 
viz. Joun-Aporrnus Duke of Saxe-WEISSEN= 
FELS, and the me CHRISTINA of SAxk- 
WelsskxrEISs. 

The Duke, who was s born September 4, 168 5 
is of a good Stature. His Air, Behaviour, and 
way of thinking, denote. his Birth; and never 
was Prince more worthy of being ſo. He is be- 
neficent, generous; and all the Qualities which at- 
tract Love and Eſteem are united in his Perſon. 
After having ſpent his early Days in the Service of 
Heſſe-Caſſel, he enter'd into that of the late King; 
and in the ſeveral Campaigns which he made in Ger- 
many, Italy, Flanders, and Poland, he always ſig- 

_ naliz'd his Valour; and particularly not long ago, 
when he ſupported the Reputation of the King's 
Arms before Dantzic in a conſpicuous manner. 
His Goodneſs, his Modeſty, and his Care to diſtin- 
guiſh true Merit, gain him the Love and Venera- 
tion both of the Officers and Soldiers. This Prince is 
actually a Lieutenant-General in the Emperor's Ar- 
my, General of the Saxon Horſe and Foot, Colonel 
of the Life-Guards, and of a Regiment of Foot, 
and Knight of the Order of the Vbite-Eagle. He 
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is the Widower of Caroline Princeſs of Saxe-yſe- 
nach, and profeſſes the Lutheran Religion. 

The Princeſs CHRISTINA of SAxE-WEISSEBN- 
FELS, Who was born the 27th of 7uly 1690, ad- 
heres to the Roman Catholic Doctrine, Prince A.. 
bert her Father being a Convert to that Commu- 
nion. She 1s of a good Stature, has a grand Ma- 
jeſtic Air, and her Behaviour is graceful and polite; 
Her moſt ferene Highneſs receives all that draw 
near to her with Reſpect and Kindneſs, and de- 
monſtrates her high Birth only by diſcharging the 
Obligations of it. She is fo firmly attach'd to the 
Queen by the Bands of Love and Virtue that ſhe 
is careſs d and diſtinguiſn'd by her; and all the 
Court honours and reſpects her more out of Inclina- 
tion than Duty. 1 5 I 
Tou will not perhaps be ſorry to know the 
Names, Sc. of the late King's legitimated Natural 
Iſſue, who are rank'd immediately after the Princes 
of the Blood. They are four Sons and three, Daugh- 
ters; of whom J ſhall now give you an Account; 
and who were their Mothers. | 
I. Count Maurice of Saxony is the eldeſt of the late 
King's Natural Children, by Aurora Counteſs of 
Koningſmark; the moſt worthy of her Sex in Europe 
to be the Miſtreſs of a great King; and of all the 
King's favodrite Ladies, ſhe kept longeſt in his Fa- 
vour, ſo that after her Retirement the acquitted her, 


ſelf ſo well that ſhe continued in the poſſeſſion o 

his Majeſty's Eſteem and Regard. She is ſtill liv- 
ing, and after having been a Prioreſs of the Imperial 
Lutheran Abbey of Quedlinbourg ſhe role to be the 
Abbeſs. The Count is a Lieutenant-General, and 
Colonel of a Regiment of Foot in France. i 
2. The next is the Count Rotoſſti or Rutoꝛoſti, Lieu- 
tenant-General, and Colonel of the Crown-Guards, 
who owes his Birth to the King's tender Paſſion for 
Fatima a Turkiſh Lady who was taken priſoner ve-

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ry young, and fell to the ſhare of M. Schoning; © 
Lieutenant-General in the Service of the Elector of 
Brandenbourg, who carried her to Berlin, and had 
her baptiz'd without altering her Name, tho' ſhe 
afterwards went by that of Madame de Spiegel. Ma- 
demoiſelle de Flemming, known by the Name of 
Brebentau, having married the Palatine of that 
Name, took a fancy to her, obtain'd her of M. de 
Schoning, and carried her with her into Poland, 
where from a Slave ſhe became the King's Miſtreſs, 
tho? Madame Brebentau did not perceive it till Fati- 
ma's Waiſt betray*d her. She had as much Wit as 
Beauty, and every body faid ſhe deſerv'd her For- 
tune. Nevertheleſs, ſhe did not enjoy it long; for 
Madame de Lubomirſti, who was Wife to the Great 
Chamberlain of the Crown, ſtole away the King's 
Heart from her. The Count Rutowufti is a Major- 
General of the King's Forces, Colonel of the Life- 
Guards, and of a Regiment of Foot, and Knight of 
the Order of the Yhite- Eagle. This Nobleman 
very much reſembles the late King his Father, ha- 
ving his Strength, Dexterity, Valour and Polite- 
neſs. He had his Education in France, and from 
thence went into the Service of Victor Amadeus the 
late King of Sardinia. Then he enter'd for a little 
while into the Service of the King of Pruſſia, and 


at length fix d himſelf in that of Saxony, when he 


ſignaliz'd his Valour at the Siege of Dantzic, and 
afterwards made the Campaign as a Voluntier in the 
Imperial Army on the Rhine. As for his Religion, 
he profeſſes the Roman Catholic. 

3. The third of the late King's Natural Sons is 
George Prince de Teſchen, otherwiſe call'd the Che- 
valier de Saxony, whom he had by Madame de Lu- 
bomirſki above mentioned, who was Niece to the fa- 
mous Cardinal Radjouſti Archbiſhop of Gneſna, 
and Primate of Poland. After this Lady had in- 
dulg'd the King's Paſſion ſhe got a Divorce from 


Prince 
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Prince Lubomirſti, and took the Title of the Prin- 
ceſs de Teſchen, which was granted to her by the 
Emperor. This Son of her's was brought up in the 
Roman Catholic Religion. He is a Colonel in 
the King's Service, and Knight of the Order of 
the White-Eagle, He is a well-ſet Man, has a 
noble Air, and ſupports his Title by a great 
ſhare of Valour and good Senſe. He is perfect 
Maſter of military Architecture, and has great Ta- 
lents for War, which he cultivates to ſuch a degree 
that his very Amuſements are the Study of what a 
great Captain ought to know. This Deſire of his 
to be qualify d ſome day or other for the Command 
of an Army engag'd him, at his return from the 
Siege of Dantzic, to repair to the Army of Prince 
Eugene of Savcy to improve himſelf in the Art of 
War under that Great Maſter, h 
4. The fourth and youngeſt of the Natural Sons 
of the late King of Poland is the Count de Coſel, 
Knight of the Order of the Hh:ite-Eagle, whoſe 
Mother was the Counteſs de Cofel; which Lady is 
alſo Mother to the Counteſſes of Frieſſand * and 
Moſcbinſi f. The Count is a tall handſome Youth, 
modeſt and reſerv'd, and more prudent than might 
be expected from his Years. This Nobleman, 
who does not diſparage his Birth, is now making 
the Campaign upon the Rhine in the Imperial 
Army. He is of the Lutheran Communion, 
Madame de Coſel is of the Family of Bruchſtorſ, 
and a Native of Holſtein, She was Maid of Ho- 
nour to the Dutcheſs of Wolfembuttle, when the

M. de Hoym married again, and Madame took the 
Title of the Counteſs de Cœſel; but this Lady at 
once loſt the King's Favour and her Liberty into 
the bargain, and is kept cloſe Priſoner in a Caſtle, 
where ſhe has nothing to do but to indulge her me- 
lancholy Reflections upon the Revolutions of her 
Fortune “. | 

The NATURAL DAUGHTERS of the late Kin 
are, 1. The Counteſs of Bilinſti, (Siſter of the 
Count Rutouſti) who was born in Poland as well as 
her Brother, and educated in the Romen Cathoiic 
Religion. Augiuſtus II. gave her in Marriage to the 
Count Bilinſti. The Counteſs's frequent Ailments 
obliged her to go to Paris for her Health; fo that

Madame de Co/e! may thank no body but her ſelf for her 
Diſgrace; for when ſhe was in Royal Keeping, ſhe had the aſ- 
ſurance to threaten the King more than once that if ever he 
abandon'd her ſhe wou'd piſtol him. The King, who knew her 
to be a Woman that always kept her word, thought it his beſt 
way to be beforehand with her, tho' it was not till ſome time 
after that he caus'd her to be arreſted. Madame de Coſel, who 
was retir'd to Berlin, did not diſſemble her Chagrin ; and *tis 
faid ſhe declar'd in publick that the King ſhould pay dear for 
being fo falſe to her: Threats which his Majeſty wou'd 
perhaps have deſpis'd, if Madame de Coe! had not refuſed to 
give him back a Promiſe which he had made to her of mar- 
rying her in caſe the Queen ſhou'd die. Mean time the King 
defir'd of the King of Pruſſia to give orders for arreſting her, 
Which was done accordingly ; and Madame de Coſel was carried 
under a Guard to Saxony, where ſhe remain'd a Priſoner till the 
death of the King. But we have been told by the publick 
News-Papers that ſhe obtain'd her Liberty in 173431 
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2. The Counteſs of Orſelſta, who was born at 
Warſaw, of one Renard a French Woman, and bred 
up in the Roman Catholic Faith: She is of a good 
Stature, and very charming. Of all the late King's 
legitimated Children his Majeſty ſeem'd to be fond- 
eſt of this, She was at firſt very much neglected, 
and 1t did not appear that the King ever intended ta 
own her. But Count Rotoffei ſeeing her at War- 
Jaw in a Plight too mean for her Birth took the 
freedom to mention her to the King her Father, and 
told him that ſhe merited ſome Kindneſs from him: 
The King thereupon deſir'd to ſee her, and ſhe 
came into his Preſence in the Amazonian Habit, 
which was her favourite Dreſs, The King thought 
ſhe reſembled him very much, and not being able 
to reſiſt the tender Impreſſions of Nature he em- 
brac'd her, and calPd her his Daughter. At the 
ſame time he order'd the whole Court to acknow- 
ledge her in. that Quality, gave her a magnificent 
Palace, with Diamonds without number, and ſettled 
great Penſions on her. Tis certain, in ſhort, that 
never was Daughter more like her Father; ſhe had 
the ſame Features, Temper and Genius. It was 
impoſſible for her to be handſomer with a more 
grand Air. She is fond of Magnificence, Expence, 
and Pleaſures. One of her Diverſions is to dreſs in 
Mens Apparel. It was in this Habit that I ſaw her 
the firſt time, when ſhe was on horſeback, in a pur- 
ple Habit embroider'd with Silver, and wore the 
blue Ribband of Poland. Being all alone, I could 
not learn who ſhe was, but really took her to be ſome 
young Foreign Nobleman whom I had not yet ſeen. 
never beheld any body. fit better than ſhe did on 
horſeback, or have a more amiable Air; inſomuch, 
that many Ladies would have been glad of a Lover 
fo handſome. The ſame evening I ſaw her at the 
Ball, where ſhe was ſtill dreſs'd like a Man, only 
her Habit was more rich than it was in the morn- 
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ing, and her diſheve]Pd Locks of Hair hung down 
in fine Curls about her Shoulders; ſo that Cupid 
himſelf was not more tempting when he appear'd 
before hebe. Her good Mien, and the graceful 
Air with which I ſaw her dance a Minuet, made 
me inquire who this pretty Youth was? Count 
Notoſſei, who overheard me, made anſwer, The

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ment, and the Goodneſs of her Temper, have pro- 
cured her both Love and Reverence. 
Having now treated of the Princes of the Royal 
Family, I proceed to give you an account of the 
chief Noblemen of the Court; and in the firſt place, 
of the Mix IST ERS of the CaBINET.——--Theſe 
are, 1. Waldemar Baron de Lowendabl Grand Mar- 
ſhal, Knight of the Saxon Order of the White Ea- 
gle, and of the Daniſh Order of the Elephant, wha 
by his Poſt of Grand Marſhal holds the firſt Rank 
at the Court of Saxony, becauſe the EleQor is Arch 
Grand-Marſhal of the Empire. He is a Dane by 
birth, and deſcended from a Count of Guldenlowe, 
a natural Son of the Blood-Royal of Denmark. He 
ſpent his youthful Days in the Service of the & ates- 
General, and was made a Captain in the Blue Guards; 
which he afterwards quitted, and went into the Ser- 
vice of the Emperor Leopold, and diſtinguiſh'd 
himſelf in quality of a Lieutenant-Colonel in 1683, 
at the raifing of the Siege of Vienna; after which 
he return'd to Denmark, where he ſerv'd with Ho- 
nour. But leaving that Court upon ſome Diſguſt, 
he came into Saxony, where Auguſtus II. declared him 
Preſident of the Chamber, which Office he held 
when the King of Dexmark recall'd him home. It 
was with the Approbation of his Maſter the King of 
Poland that he return'd to Copenhagen, where his 
Daniſh Majeſty gave him the Command of his Army 
in Norway againſt the $wedes; which Commiſſion he 
diſcharged with ſo much Honour, that he was dignify*d 
with the Order of the Elephant, as he had already been 
by that of Dannebroc. He might, had he pleaſed, 
have enjoy'd the greateſt Offices in Denmark; but 
he had promiſed Auguſtus II. not to forſake him, ſo 
that he refus'd all the Advantages which Frederic IV. 
offer'd him, and return'd into Saxony. After the 
death of the Count de Phlug, the late King ap- 
pointed him Grand Marſhal, which Office he full 
N 


| Bravery that he was ſcarce return'd from Poland, 
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executes with Honour. Tho' he is now advanced 
in years he has a ſound Conſtitution, and the Air, 
Behaviour, and Way of Thinking of a Man of his 
Quality. Being aftable and polite, he does the Ho- 


nours of the Court in a Gentleman-like manner, for 


which the Courtiers reverence him, and the King 
profeſſes an eſteem for him. His Majeſty is the 
fixth King whom this Miniſter has ſerv'd. He has 
married to his ſecond Wife a Lady of the Family 
of Rantzau, in the Country of Holſtein, who bears 
a valuable Character, and 1s as polite as can be de- 
fired, ſpeaking French as well as if ſhe was born at 
Verſailles. The Grand Marſhal has two Sons by 
his firſt Marriage with a Lady of Revenclau: his 
youngeſt, viz. Woldemar Baron de Lowendabl is 
Major-General of the King's Armies, Inſpector-Ge- 
neral of the Saxon Infantry, and Colonel of a Regi- 
ment of Foot. He was fourteen years old when 
the Grand Marſhal ſent him to Denmark; where he 
made a Campaign at Sea under Admiral Tordenſchild. 
At his return to Dreſden he carried a Muſket, and 
afterwards paſs'd through all the ſubaltern Degrees. 
When he was but a Lieutenant he accompany'd Ge- 
neral Seckendorf to Vienna, where the Marſhal Count 
Guido de Staremberg gave him a Company in his Re- 


. giment, and he diftinguiſh'd himſelf in a particular 


manner at the Sieges of Temiſwaer and Belgrade, 
and in Sicily. Since that, he enter'd into the Ser- 
vice of Augyſias II. who gave him a Regiment, 
Afterwards he made two Campaigns as a Voluntier 
with the Imperialiſts in Corfica; and upon all 
occaſions manifeſted that. Valour, Skill, and Pru+ 
dence, as he did lately in the Defence of Cracow; 
where, with a weak and fickly Garriſon, he not only 
made a vigorous ſtand againſt the Attacks of the

2. Anthony Count de Lutzelbourg, who is by birth 
a Lorrainer, and an exemplary Profeſſor of the Ro- 
man Catholic Religion, is Lieutenant-General of the 
Forces, Knight of the Order of the Whzte-Eagle, 


and General of the Horſe. He is pretty tall, and 


has a chearful Countenance, with a Fe" eaſy Be- 
haviour which ſhews the Man of Quality. His 
Merit procured him the Honour of being the King's 
Governour after the Deceaſe of the Count de Cota, 
which Poſt he held *till his Majeſty came of age, 
when he was appointed Steward of his Houſhold, 
and was as much eſteem'd by their Royal High- 
neſſes as he is valued by the Courtiers, and beloy'd 
by the Domeſtics of the Prince who are under his 
command: but his frequent Ailments oblig'd him 
to quit that Office: Nevertheleſs he was laſt year at 
Vienna, where he received for the King his Maſter 
the Inveſtiture of his Feudatory States of the Em- 
pire, and concluded the Treaty of Alliance till ſub- 
ſiſting between the two Courts. 

3. Henry-Frederic Count of Friefland, is Great 
Chamberlain, General of the Infantry, Lieutenant- 
General of the King's Forces, and Knight of the 
Order of the White-Eagle. He is deſcended from 
a Family which has for a long time been of illuſ- 
trious Rank in Saxony. He ſpent part of his Youth 
in the Service of Peter the Great, Czar of Muſcovy, 
and fignaliz'd his Valour very much at the Battle of 
Pultowa; where Charles XII. King of Sweden in a 
few Hours loft all the fruit of nine years Toil, and 
of an infinite number of Victories. Soon after _ 
great Battle he ſhew'd his Wiſdom to be 
his Bravery at the Battle of Pruzh; which ng 
it did not turn out ſo much to the Czax's Honour, 
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was altogether as fortunate to him, ſince it extricated 
that Prince out of the worſt ſcrape that perhaps ever 
King was reduced to. He enter'd afterwards into the 
Service of the late King; who being ſenfible of his 
Merit, raiſed him to the greateſt Dignities of his 
Court, and married him to one of the Daughters 
that he had by the Counteſs of Coe. The Great 
Chamberlain, who has the Looks and Behaviour of 
a Man of Quality, thinks and acts too like a No- 
bleman. Few Perſons ſurpaſs him in Politeneſs and 
Learning: He is perfe& Maſter of ſeveral Languages, 
and of every thing that forms the Miniſter and the 
General. He loves Literature and the Arts, and 
was always their Supporter. He lives handſomely, 
and has ſuch a Preſence as commands the Veneration 
of all that have to do with him. | 
4. Joſeph Count de Gabaleon-Wackerbarth Sal- 

mour, the adopted Son of the Velt-Marſhal Au- 
guſtus Chriſtopher Count de Wackerbarth who ſuc- 
ceeded Marſhal de Flemming in the chief command 
of the Troops in Saxony, and was not only Mar- 
' ſhal, but a Miniſter of State, Grand Maſter of the 
Artillery, Governour of Dreſden, and Knight of 
the Order of the Y/hite-Eagle, The Father was 
born of a good Family in Mecklembourg ; but from 
his very youth he attach'd himſelf to the Elector of 
Saxony; and by his own Merit, and the Friendſhip 
of his Predeceſſor Count Flemming, he was raiſed ta 
the chief Poſts in the Army and the Court. In 
170g he had the Command of the Saxon Troops 
before Tournay, as he had in 1715 before S!rahlſund, 

when *twas beſieged by the Kings of Denmark and 

Pruſſia, and defended by Charles XII. King of Swe- 

den. M. de Wackerbarth was made Count of the 

Empire by the King his Maſter, while that Prince 
was Vicar of the Empire, after the death of the 

Emperor Zoſeph. After being grac'd with this Dig- 

| | nity, 
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nity, the Count de Wackerbartb was employ'd in 
ſundry important Negociations, eſpecially at Vienna; 
where he married a Piedmonteſe Lady, the Dowager 
of Charles Margrave of Brandenbourg, Brother to 
Frederic 1. King of Praſſia, who when he was but 
very young at the Univerſity of Turin, married her 
by the Left-hand, as you know is the Faſhion a- 
mong our Princes when they marry below them- 
ſelves. However the Lady went by the Name of 
Madame de Brandenbourg to the very day that the 
Count de Wackerbarth married her, being ſo proud 
of the Title that ſhe was reſolv'd never to part with 
it *till ſhe was married _ Notwithſtanding the 
advantageous Offers made to her from the King of 
Pruſſia to engage her to renounce it, her refuſal of 
which was the more generous becauſe *twas at a time 
too when ſhe was in narrow Circumſtances; yet her 
conſtant Anſwer was, that nothing in the Univerſe 
ſhould tempt her to debaſe herſelf; and that ſhe had 
rather be poor, and paſs for the Wife of the Margrave 
of Brandenbourg, than be rich, and paſs for his Miſ- 
treſs. Before ſhe became Madame de Brandenbourg 
ſhe was the Widow of a certain Count de Salmour, 
by whom ſhe had a Son whom ſhe engaged the 
Count de Wackerbarth, when the married him, to 
adopt for his own. I confeſs I never faw this Lady; 
for at the time of my former Voyage hither the 
was at Vienna; and now ſhe is dead. They talk 
of her ſtill as one of the acuteſt Women of her 
time. But to return to the Marſhal ; he is very ci- 
vil, lives with great Splendor, and his Houſe is o- 
pen to all Foreigners. He was mighty intimate with 
the Count de Flemming, Prime Miniſter and Favou- 
rite of the King; ſo that they fully contradicted the 
Proverb, That Fire and Water can't agree; for Count 
Flemming was lively almoſt to the Degree of a Fury, 
whereas the Count de Wackerbarth, on the contrary, 


abounded 
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abounds with Phlegm *. We go back now to his 
adopted Son Foſeph above-mention'd, a Piedmonteſe, 
at preſent one of the Miniſters of the Cabinet +. 

He is alſo Knight of the Order of the Mhite- 
Eagle, and Governour of his Royal Highneſs 
the Prince Royal and Electoral. He bears the 
Name and Arms of Wackerbarth, by reaſon of 
his being adopted as above by the Velt-Marſhal 
his Father-in-law; upon whoſe death, he ſuc- 
ceded to his Eſtate: He took to arms betimes; but 
having receiv'd a Wound in the Foot, which he 
feels to this day, he was oblig'd to quit a Profeſſion 
in which he diſtinguiſh'd himſelf, and apply'd 
afterwards to Affairs of State. The late King ſent 
him to the Courts of Bavaria and Vienna, where he 
ſupported the Prerogatives of his Character with 
Dignity;, and gain'd the extraordinary Eſteem of 
their Imperial Majeſties and the Miniſters. Augu/- 
tus II. recall'd him from Vienna, and ſent him to 
Rome, to the new Pope Clement XII. The Romans, 
thoſe Maſters in the Art of Politics, were ſoon con- 
vinced that this Miniſter knew more than they could 
teach him: They admired the Prudence and Reſolu- 
tion with which he behav'd when the Shirri pre- 
ſum'd to invade the Franchiſe of his Quarter; and 
all own'd that the moſt experienced Minifter could 
not have better ſupported the Honour of his Mafter. 
At his Return from Rome, the late Bs to the Sa- 
tisfaction of all Men, appointed him Governour to 
Prince Frederic, the preſent Prince Royal and Elec- 
toral; the Count having all the neceſſary Qualifica- 
tions to fill that Poſt with Honour: For beſides a 
„ | good

| 74 Count de Wackerbarth Salmour diſtinguiſh'd himſelf; 
in the year 1733, when the new Elector ſent him Commiſſary 
Plenipotentiary to Poland; where he manag d the Intereſts of his 
Maſter ſo well, that he was choſe King. 
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Share of Religion, he is a Gentleman of known 
— great Experience in Buſineſs, and abun- 
dance of Good- nature, Politeneſs, and Modeſty: 
And he is not only deeply learn'd, but always ſtu- 
dious how to anſwer the great Truſt repoſed in him 
by their. Majeſties; and as the Method he takes to 
inſtruct the Prince has won him his Royal High- 
neſs's Eſteem and Friendſhip, fo it cannot fail of 
procuring him one day the Praiſe and Gratitude of 
thoſe who are concert d for the Glory of the Royal 
F amily. N 
When Fi vis UI. came to the Government he 
ſent the Count, with M. de Baudiſſin, in Quality of 
his Plenipotentiaries, to the Republic of Poland ;; 
in which Poſt he anſwer'd the Expectation which 


the King had of his Capacity. His Wiſdom got the 


better of all Oppoſition; and he had the ad vantage 


of triumphing over the Intrigues and Cabals of the 


Primate. After the King had been proclaim'd the 
Count ſwore, in his Majeſty's Name, in the Chureh 
at Warſaw, to —— of the Pala Conven- 
za drawn up by the Members of the Republic; and 
then accompanied the Grand Deputation of the Po- 
lib Nobility to Tarnowitz.. I. was he that made 
anſwer, in the Name of their Majeſties, to the Ha- 
rangues of the Biſnop of - Cracoty declaring the Re- 
public's, Acknowledgement of his Title, and their 


Obedience. And the Anſwer he return'd was in 


the two Languages in which the Prelate addreſs d 
him: He ſpoke in Latin for the King, aud in Freuch 
for the Queen. 

The Count being n to Dreſden. ſince their 
Majeſties Coronation, is wholly talcen up in the E- 
ducation of the Prince Royal; and his care of him

corrupt. He is a Native of Holſtein; and ſpent his 
early Years in the Service of Sweden, and afterwards 
in that of the Duke his Sovereign, who gave him a 
Regiment, with which he ſerv'd all the laſt War in 
the Netherlands, in the Poſt of Major-General. Au- 
guſtus IT. calling him to his Service, made him Lieu- 
tenant-General of his Forces, and then General of 
the Cavalry. When Auguſtus ITT. came to the Go- 
vernment he ſummon'd him to his Cabinet-Council, 
and ſent him as his Plenipotentiary to Poland, where 

he had a hand in every Tranſaction for the Ad- 
— * Honour of the King. He afterwards 
comminded the Army which his Majeſty was ob- 
1 ged to carry into his Kingdom for the Defence of

ral, he ene en him in his Travels, and there 
acquir d 
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acquir'd a good Fund of Knowledge. His great 
Sobriety, his Aſſiduity, his Application to the diſ- 
charge of his Duties, his Senſe, and his fincere 


Attachment to Religion, won his Maſter's Heart, 


of which he keeps poſſeſſion even to this day 
with a Diſtinction that does him the more Honour, 
becauſe he derives it from the King's thorough con- 
viction of his Merit; 

The Count is of a good Stature, has a noble and 


modeſt Air, and a Candor in his Converſation and 


his Actions, which is very engaging. He is civil, 
and makes no other Uſe of his Favour but to do as 
much Good as he can, without prejudicing the In- 


tereſts of the King whom he ſerves with Grati= 


tude, Affection, and Zeal. He is a generous Mi- 
niſter, and his Houſe is open to all Perſons of 
Diſtinction. 

After he had ſerv'd as a Page, he was by the late 
King .nade a Gentleman of the Bed- Chamber; and 
not long after that, his preſent Majeſty, who was 
then ſtill Prince Royal, declar'd him Director of 
his Hunting Equipage, and truſted him with the 


Management of his Domeſtic Affairs. The late 


King alſo m— him one of his Chamberlains. 
At the fa 

commanded an Independent Company. He diſ- 

coverd ſo great Application, and ſuch a happy 

Genius for the Art of War, that the late King, 

whoſe Penetration nothing cou'd eſcape, took it for 


a good Omen, and gave him a Regiment of Foot. 


Thus did the Count make his way towards the 
ſplendid Fortune which he now enjoys. M. de Brubl 
reſigning his Poſt of Great Maſter of the Wardrobe, 
ſoon after the King's Acceſſion to the Government, 
his Majeſty gave that Poſt to his Favourite. He 
afterwards call'd him to his Cabinet Council; and 
at his Coronation, he made him Knight of the. 
Order of the White Eagle. After the Court's Re- 

Vol. I. K turn 
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turn from Cracow, the Count went to the Army 
before Dantzic ; where he gave demonſtration of 
his being as good a Soldier as he is an able Stateſ- 
man. It being not compatible with his Miniſtry 
to be long abſent, and Dantzic being on the point 
of capitulating, he went to give the King an ac- 
count of the Succeſs of its Siege, and the Proſpe- 
rity of his Arms. He accompanied his Majeſty to 
the Abbey of Oliva, and by his Prudence contri- 
buted very much to put ſuch Poliſb Lords in mind 
of their Obedience, who had thought of being ex- 
empted from it. And his only View being more 
and more to deſerve that Favour with which the 
King honours him, and being defirous of havin 
it in his power to ſerve him, as well in his Armies, 
as in his Cabinet, he went laſt of all to the Imperial 
Army, in order to quality himſelf for a Command 
under Prince Eugene of Savoy. | 
To complete the good Fortune of this Count, 
he married a Lady, who, beſides her Birth and per- 
ſonal Charms, has a Character which gains her the 
Applauſe and Veneration of all that know her, 
She is hereditary Baroneſs of Stein; and when he 
marry'd her, ſhe was Lady of Honour to the 
Queen. They are both Members of the Roman 
Catholic Church. | 
7. Henry de Bruhl, Knight of the Orders of 
Poland and Pruſſia, a Member of the Privy-Coun- 
eil, Preſident of the Chamber of Finances, Direc- 
tor General of the Exciſe, and Vice-Preſident of 
the Taxes, is the Son of Joby de Brubl, who 
was of the Privy Council to Auguſtus IT. and Grand 
Marſhal and Director of the Privy Council to the 
Duke Regent of Saxe-Meiſſenfels. He is by Birth 
a Saxon, and has a Brother who is Knight of the 
Teutonick Order. He made great progreſs at 
Leinfic in the Belles Lettres, and in the Exerciſes 
ſuitable to a Perſon of his Extraction. His Recre- 
ations 
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ations there, were Muſic, and Converſation with 
| Perſons of his own Taſte. He ſometimes made 
Verſes, which were eſteem'd for the bright Thoughts 


in them, and the Harmony of the Verſification. 
When he quitted Leigſic, he was enter'd Page to 


the late King : In this Poſt he behaved with ſo 
much Sobriety and Aſſiduity that his Majeſty 
ſoon diſtinguith'd him from the Crowd, admitted 
him to Familiarity with him; and finding he had 
a ſound Judgment, a quick Apprehenſion, a Pe- 
netration beyond what might be expected from one 
of his Age, and that he was a Perſon of Diſcre- 
tion, and inviolable Secrecy, join'd with a noble 
Freedom, and ſuch a happy way of expreſſing 
himſelf as to render the moſt difficult Subjects 
eaſy and pleaſant ; he readily judg'd that ſuch a one 


was fit to be employ'd in great Affairs. He had a 


mind to inſtru& him; and having nominated him 
one of the Gentlemen of his Bed-Chamber, he 
had him under his Eye. M. de Brubl improv'd 
ſo well from the Leſſons of this great Mafter, fo 
thoroughly ſtudy'd his Humour, and ſo exactly 
ſuited himſelf to his Genius, that he made himſelf 
neceſſary. His Application, his Love to Buſineſs, 
and the Eaſe with which he diſpatch'd it, won him 
the intire Confidence of Auguſtus II. who declar'd 
Him Great Matter of the Wardrobe, and a Privy 


Counſellor; and to him he moreover committed 


the Direction and Regulation of Affairs, Foreign 
and Domeſtic. Never had the King ſhewn more 
Affection or Eſteem for any of his Favourites 
yet this Nobleman took ne'er the more State upon 
him for it, but living always humble, polite, and 
ready to do Services, he made himſelf Friends, 
and ſecur'd himſelf by that means againſt all the 
Hatred and Envy with which Courtiers are very 
ready to treat thoſe who are in Power, | 
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When the King of Pruſſia went to the Camp at 
Zeithaim, he conferr'd his Order of the Black 
Eagle upon M. de Brubl: The late King alſo ho- 
nour'd him with that of the White Eagle; but this 
was ata time when this Miniſter had no Reliſh for 
Honours, and wou'd have been glad to have 
renounc'd them for ever, if he cou'd thereby have 
prolong'd the Days of a Maſter ſo worthy of Im- 
mortality. _ . | 

It was in thoſe laſt Moments, when the Profeſ- 
fions of Friendſhip cannot be ſo much as ſuſpected, 
that Auguſtus II. gave his Favourite his Order, as 
a certain Token that he retain'd a value for him 
even to Death. This great King having finiſh'd 
his glorious Career, M. de Brubl, without ſuffer- 
ing himſelf to be too much caſt down, knowing 
that an Ocean of Tears was too little to ſhed for 
the Loſs he had ſuſtain'd, thought of nothing more 
than paying the due Devoirs to the deceas'd Sove- 
reign, and to the Prince, his Son and Succeſlor. 
Having therefore caus'd the Corpſe of the former 
to be embalm'd, and put a Seal upon all the Effects 
which belong'd to him, beſides ſecuring the Jewels 
and Papers of Conſequence ; he came to Dre/den to 
join the Elector, now King of Poland, who received 
him with ſuch marks of Kindneſs, as were enough 
to have put the deceas'd Monarch out of the Mi- 
nifter's Thoughts, if his Gratitude had not dictated 
to him, that ſuch a King and ſuch a Maſter ought 


never to be forgot, 


The King confirm'd him in all the Employments 
and Honours which he had held by the Favour of 
Auguſtus II. and moreover appointed him one of 
the Miniſters of his Cabinet. Some time after 
this, his Majeſty declar'd him Preſident of the 
Chamber of Finances ; conſequently, this great, 
this true King, by diſtinguiſhing Merit, did farther 
Honour to the Memory of his auguſt Father, *

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he did what that magnanimous Prince wou'd have 
undoubtedly done for his Favourite. TY 

At this time the Miniſter refign'd to the King 
his Office of Great Maſter of the Wardrobe, which 
his various Occupations did not permit him to ma- 
nage with that Care he thought was neceſſary. 
After the Return of the Court from Cracow, 
whither this Gentleman had accompany*d the King, 
he marry*d the Counteſs de Co!lowrat, one of the 
Queen's Ladys of Honour, whoſe high Birth was 


ſupported with ſuch perſonal Qualities as can never 


be enough commended. The Bride being a Roman 
Catholic, the Ceremony of the Marriage was per- 
formed at Moritzbourg, in preſence of their Ma- 
jeſties, by the Biſhop of Cracow, Never was a 
Couple better match'd ; the Lady's Perſon being 
a Collection of Charms, and M, de Brub/ a Man 
of as noble Preſence as one wou'd with to ſee; 
which he generally ſets off with a rich Dreſs of a 
good Fancy. No body at Court ſurpaſſes him in a 
generous way of living; for he keeps a noble Table, 
and at his Houſe Perſons of Diſtinction have their 
Aſſemblies. This Miniſter has ſomething ſo at- 
tracting in his L.ooks and Behaviour that he eaſily 
wins the Hearts of People who are the moſt 
indifferent to him, He is fo polite, affadle, and 
engaging, that he liſtens attentively to thoſe who 


lay their Wants before him, returns them courteous - 


and diſtin Anſwers; and whenever he is con- 


ſtrain'd to give a Denial, he does it in ſuch a man- 


ner as plainly demonſtrates his Concern that *tis 
not in his power to oblige, And *tis owing to this 
Good-nature of his, and to the Kindneſs with which 
he treats his Inferiours, that he can boaſt of poſſeſ- 
ſing the Love and Veneration of the Public. 

n ſhort, the Count de Solltouſti who has the firſt 
place in the Cabinet, and this Gentleman who has 
the ſecond, are the Miniſters who decide all Affairs 
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with the King's good Pleaſure. They are Gentle- 
men who know nothing of 'Jealouſy nor Envy ; 
and, as they a& from one and the fame Principle, 
ſo they have both the ſame View, which is to in- 
creaſe, if poſſible, the Glory of the King, and the 
Happineſs of the Government. 

The Office of all the abovemention'd, as Mi- 
niſters of the Cabinet, is ſo eminent at this Court 
that it gives thoſe who are inveſted with it the Pre- 
cedence of all the Generals, both of Horſe and 
Foot. 

Beſides theſe, there are three other Miniſters of 
the Cabinet, who, tho? retir'd from Court, enjoy 
the Rank and Penſions annex'd to the Miniſtry. 
They are the Count de Manteuffel, the Count de 
Promnitz, and the Marquiſs de Fleuri. 

Earneſt Count de Manteuffel, Knight of the 
Order of the White Eagle, is deſcended of a Fa- 
mily which has been for a long time of diftinguiſh'd 
Rank in Pruſſian Pomerania. He was Gentleman 
of the Bed- Chamber to Frederic I. King of Pruſſia. 
Certain Ballads being handed about at Court, which 
were inſulting Lampoons _ the Count de War- 
temberg, the King's Prime Miniſter and Favourite, 
M. de Manteuffel was charged with heing the Au- 
thor of em; who knowing that the Favourite 
wou'd not put up with the Affront, retir'd to 
Sauony, where the Count de Flemming, who then 
bore the greateſt ſway at the King of Poland's Court, 
receiv'd him as his Countryman, and employ'd him 
in foreign Affairs; which he managed with the 
Approbation both of his Majeſty and the forei 
Miniſters he had to treat with. M. de Manteuffel | 
kept in with the Favourite without giving into 
the Flattery which that Miniſter expected from his 
Creatures; and while the King was Vicar of the 
Empire, he made M. de Manteuffel a Count of the 

Empire. His Majeſty had ſome time before 5 | 

nour* 
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nour'd him with the Order of the White . 
and preferr'd him to his Cabinet Council; and after 
Marſhal Flemming's Death, M. de Manteuffel had 
the principal Direction of the foreign Affairs. But 
this able Miniſter, and one of the chief Ornaments 
and Confidents of the late King's Court, reti'd from 
it in 1730, to his Eſtate in Pomerania, and now re- 
ſides at Berlin; where he ſtill enjoys a Penſion of 
24000 Crowns, or 12000 Rixdollars, which was 
ſecur'd to him by the preſent Elector. It adds to 
his Character that after he was retir'd, the Want 
of him was lamented. 58 

He is pretty tall, well ſet, has a grand Air, and 
is one of the handſomeſt Men that I have ſeen. 
His Behaviour is noble and eaſy, he has a good 
Fund of Learning, an extraordinary Memory, and 
ſuch a Happineſs of expreſſing himſelf that when 
he talks he never fails to give Pleaſure. He lives 
nobly, and when he was at Dreſden his Houſe was 
open to all Perſons of Diſtinction and Merit. He 


marry'd a Baroneſs of Pludouſta, who is, as well as 


himſelf, of the Lutheran Religion. 5 

Erdmann, Count de Promnitz, is more at his 
Eſtate than at Court; he is alſo Knight of the Order 
of the White Eagle. He marry'd a Princeſs of 
Saxe-Meiſſenfels. He always diſtinguiſh'd himſelf 
by his Zeal, and his Attachment to the Royal Fa- 
mily z of which he gave Proofs by raiſing an 
Independent Company at his own Expence, for the 
Service of the late King, which he ſent to re- 
inforce his Majeſty's Troops in the Camp before 
' Zeithaim : And for the ſame Uſe he has fince rais'd 
a Regiment of Horſe. | 


Francis Vicardel, Marquiſs de Fleur: and de 


Beaufort, is a Savcyard. He was the King of Sar- 
dinia's Miniſter, and his Envoy to the Court. of 
Vienna, when the late King of Poland invited him 
into his Service, admitted him to his Cabinet Coun-

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cil, and made him a Knight of his Order. This 
Miniſter is endow'd with all the Talents that can be 
deſir'd in a Man who has an Employment. He 
has an agreeable Aſpect, engaging Manners, a juſt 
Diſcernment, a quick Apprehenſion, and a very 
even Temper. But his frequent Ailments diſa- 
bling him from the Exerciſe of his Talents, he de- 
ſir d, and obtain'd leave to retire to his Eſtate in 
Savoy; and the late King, who had always a great 
and noble Soul, being defirous that he ſhou'd be a 
Witneſs of his Goodneſs and Royal Magnificence, 
ſecur'd the Enjoyment of his Penſions to him ; 
which the preſent King has alſo been pleaſed to con- 
firm, 

Another of the Cabinet Miniſters, who was alſo 
formerly Prime Miniſter to the late King of Poland, 
was the Count de Hoym, deſcended from one of 
the principal Families in Saxony, and Brother to the 
Gentleman that marry'd Madame de Co/el. I knew 
him intimately before he was advanced to the Mi- 
niſtry, at Paris, and at Vienna, as well as here at 
Dreſden. You muſt have ſeen him in Sileſia, where 
he has a very fine Eſtate. There is not a Miniſter 
at this Court more civil, more learned, or a better 
Friend to learned Men. During his long Reſi- 
dence at Paris as Ambaſſador from the King of 
Poland, his Houſe was open to all Men of Learn- 
ing as it is now at Dreſden; and he had the ſplen- 
did Title given him of the Mecænas of Saxony *. 
r | ark They 


He was diſgrac'd in 1731, upon which he retir'd to his 
Eftare. The Cataſtrophe of this Gentleman is fo tragical an 
Incident that it will be proper to give a ſhort but true Hiſtory 
of it, as it is related in the following Circular Letter, wrote 
by the King of Poland's Order, to his Miniſters abroad, for 
the Information of all the Foreign Conrts. The Letter 
was dated at War/aw, the 12th of May, O. S. 1736, as fol- 

sin, 
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They who are actually PRivy CounstLLoRs, 
or Min1sTERs OF STATE here, are eight in num- 
ber. They are deſcended from ſome of the beſt 
Families in Saxony, and profeſs the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion. The Detail of their Characters, their Ex- 
perience, and their Merit, wou'd oblige me to 
tranſgreſs the Limits of this Work, were I only to 
treat of thoſe who are bound by their Employments 
to attend the King's Perſon, and who compoſe his 
Majeſty's Houſhold.

The GREAT CHAMBERLAIN; who is at 
preſent Henry-Frederic Count of Friefland. Tis he 
that receives the Ambaſſadors and other foreign Mi- 
niſters, and introduces them to an Audience of the 
King. He has under him the ſeveral Chamber- 
lains. | 
III. The MasrER of the Horse, Mexander- 
Joſeph Count de Sulkowſiz, is in poſſeſſion of this 
Office, which is one of the beſt and nobleſt Em- 
| ploymenc- 
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ployments at Court, the Perſon who is inveſted 
with it being ſerv'd by the King's Equipages and 
Livery, and having the diſpoſal of all the inferior 
Offices appertaining to the Stables. He has under 
him the Equerries, the Prickers, and all the Work- 
men employ'd for the Service of the Stables, and 
the making of the Equipage 

He that is the only chief E. Equerry i is Adolphus de 
Bruhl, one of the King's Chamberlains. He offi- 
ciates in the abſence of the Maſter of the Horſe, is 
Brother to Henry de Brub! Miniſter of the Cabinet, 
and reſembles him in Candour and Integrity. His 
Honeſty, which is imprinted on his very Counte- 
nance, reflects a Luſtre on all his Actions. He is 
ſo ſenſible of the Charms of Friendſhip that he ful- 
fils all the Obligations of it; and beſides thoſe Qua- 
lities of the Mind, he makes an agreeable Appear- 
ance, is dextrous in his Exerciſes, has a ſolid Reliſh 
of the Arts and Sciences, is perfect Maſter of Mu- 
fic, and plays on ſeveral Inſtruments. 

He was heretofore in the ſervice of the Duke 
Regent of Weiſſenfels, and next in that of the 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar, who had ſuch an Eſteem 
for his Merit that to him he referred the Direction 
of his Court. Nevertheleſs he left this Prince, and 
enter'd into the ſervice of the late King, who con- 
ferr'd thoſe Employments on him which he now 
enjoys. Since he came to Court, he married a 
young Lady of Quality of the Family of Opelen, 
whoſe Fortune and Charms into the bargain made 
her ſuch a conſiderable Match that ſhe did not want 
Suitors. 

IV. The GREAT HunTsMan. The Gentleman 
who at preſent poſſeſſes this Office, one of the moſt 
lucrative at Court, is Charles de Leubnitz. It gives 
him the Superintendance over all the Officers of the 
Venery, in which Number are included the Ran- 
gers, the Verdurers, the Gentlemen and Pages,

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and above a hundred Huntſmen or other Perſons 
depending on them. The Great Huntſman is a 
Proteſtant, as well as his Lady, who is of the Fa- 
mily of Schaurot. . 

V. The GREAT MasrER of the KiTcnens is 
Adolphus Baron de Seyffertitz, of a Family which 
has been for a long time diſtinguiſhed in this Elec- 
topate. His firſt Step at Court was in the Employ- 
ment of Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber. Auguſtus 
II. at the requeſt of the late Czar Peter the Great, 


plac'd him Governor to the Czarowitz when that 


young Prince came into Germany. He continued 
in this Poſt till after the Marriage of the Czarowitz 


to the Princeſs of Brunſwic-Wolfembuttle-Blancken- 


bourg. After his return to Saxony he accompanied 
the late King to Berlin, when his Majeſty together 
with Frederic IV. King of Denmark, went thither 
to make a viſit to Frederic I. King of Prufia. In 
1711, M. de Seyffertitz was appointed Marſhal of 
the Embaſſy which Auguſtus II. ſent to Francfort, 


for the Election of an Emperor. His Imperial Ma- 


jeſty Charles VI. at the Ceremony of his Corona- 
tion, made him a Knight of the Empire, and at 
length the late King made him one of his Chamber- 
hins, and then Great Maſter of the Kitchens, which 
Office he manages with Dignity and Politeneſs. 
He married a Lady of the Family of Haxthauſen, 
Widow of the Count de Beichling the Great Faul- 


coner. They are both of the Lutheran Commu- 


nion. 

In the abſence of the Grand Marſhal, the Great 
Maſter of the Kitchens officiates, and at the grand 
Ceremonies wears like him a Staff tipp'd with Silver 
gilt.

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VI. The GREAT CUPBEARER is John Adolphus 
de Haugwitz, a Gentleman of good Extraction.

He is a handſome Man, has a noble Mien, performs 
all forts of Exerciſes with a Grace and with Dexte- 
rity, and does the Honours of the Court in a beco- 

| ming manner. He is of the Proteſtant Religion, 
and married to a Lady of the Family of Beiſt.

In the abſence” 
of the Grand Marſhal and the Maſter of the Kitch- 
ens, he officiates for them, and at great Ceremonies 
he carries like them a Staff of Silver gilt. 

VII. The GREAT FAuLCONER is an Office 
held by Anthony Count de Moſchinſki, a Poliſh No- 
bleman, and a Roman Catholic. He was formerly 
Page to the King, and attended his Majeſty in his 
Tours to France and Italy, where he acquir'd great 
Politeneſs, and a very engaging Deportment. At 
his return to Dreſden, he was made one of the Gen- 
tlemen of the Bed-Chamber to the King, who was 
then the Prince Royal. Afterwards the late King 
appointed him one of his Chamberlains ; and when 
the Count de [7/zthumunhappily loſt his life at War- 
ſaw, his Majeſty who had given his Office of Great 
Chamberlain to the Count de Frieſſand, beſtow'd 

that of Great Faulconer which was held by that 
Nobleman, upon the Count de Moſchinſti, who was 
'd almoſt at the ſame time with the Order of

fited the principal Courts of Europe, where he con- 
tracted that polite Turn which is ſeen in his Beha- 
viour. He is a handſome Man, has a noble Air, 
and his Demeanour is anſwerable. He knows a 
great deal, and performs all the academical Exer- 
ciſes very well. He married the Daughter of the 
General Count de Flemming Governor of Leipfic, 
who was a rich Heireſs, and to be valued for the 
Qualities of her Mind. The Marſhal of the Court 
and his Lady are both of the Lutheran Commu- 
nion. His Office joins him in Commiſſion with the 
Grand Marſhal, the Great Maſter of the Kitchens, 
and the Great Cup-Bearer ; and like thoſe Officers 
he carries the ſhort Staff of Silver gilt at the grand 
Ceremonies. *TI'is commonly he that makes the 
Court-Entertainments.

1. Henry Rodolph de Schonfeld, Lord of Lowenitz, 
is the King's firſt Chamberlain. He has a fine Pre- 
ſence and Behaviour, and a ſweet and amiable 
Temper. He keeps a handſome Table and Equi- 
page, ſuitable to his Fortune. He attended the 
King, by his Majeſty's Order, to Cracow, and laſtly 
to Oliva. 


2. Helmuth de Pleſk is of a Family in the Dutchy 


of Holſtein, of ſome Note for their great Eftate 
there, and for the Rank they bear at the Court of 
Denmark, where ſeveral Lords of Plz are in 
the Miniſtry. The Gentleman here mention'd is 
actually the King's Envoy Extraordinary to the 
Court of Denmark. 

3. Auguſtus-Henry Gottlob, Count de Callenberg, is 
of this Electorate, where his Family has for a long 
time enjoy*d a conſiderable Rank, and a fine Eſtate. 
He has been the King's Envoy Extraordinary to 


the Courts of France, Bruſſels, Cologn, Triers, and 


the Elector Palatine, to notify the Death of the 
late King, and the Acceſſion of their preſent Ma- 
jeſties to the Electorate. He marry*d the Counteſs of 
Boſe, lives nobly, and adorns the Court by his Polite- 
neſs. He is of the Proteſtant Communion. 

4. Fohn-George de Carlowitz is of the ſame Re- 
ligion. He is a Saxon, and marry'd to Mademoi- 
ſelle de Neiiſch. He has a peculiar Talent of gain- 
ing the Love of all Mankind; which he owes to 
his Travels, and to his natural Genius. 


5. Frederic-Auguſtus de Brandſtein, after 3 


finiſh'd his Studies at Wittenberg, travelbd to g

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papa, to the principal Countries of Europe. At 


his return the late King declar'd him a Gentleman 


of his Bed-Chamber, and ſome time after one of 
his Chamberlains. He is well deſcended, and what 
is convenient for a Courtier, he adheres to the Re- 


ligion which is upermoſt in the State. 


6. Detler-Henry d Einſiedel, Brother to the Marſhal 
of the Court, honours his Name by his perſonal 
Qualities. He is a handſome tall Gentleman, has 
a grand Preſence, and few Gentlemen ſurpaſs him 
in Good-Manners, Addreſs, and polite Literature. 
He ftudy'd at Wittenberg, and afterwards made a 
Viſit to the principal Courts of Europe: The laſt 
he made was to that of Sweden, whither he was 
ſent by the King to notify the Death of his late 
Majeſty, and the Acceſſion of his preſent Majeſty 
to the Electorate. 

7. Sigiſmond d Arnim, is not only one of the 
King's Chamberlains, but Colonel of a Regiment 
of Horſe. He is of an antient Family which has 


Lands in Luſatia. His Employments are owing 


both to his Birth and perſonal Merit. He is of the 
Religion of the Country. | 
8. Maximilian, Count d' Herzan, is of Bohemia. 


The late Counteſs his Mother was the Queen's firſt 


Lady of Honour, and attended her Majeſty hither 
from Vienna. He is able to cut a Figure at Court, 
but is abſent above half of his time; and is a Ro- 
man Catholic. 
9. Cbarles-Cbriſtian de Minckwitz, is a Gentle- 
man of a fine Mein. As he has been a great 
Traveller, he has acquir'd a great ſnare of Know- 
ledge and Politeneſs. He was born a Saxon, but 
has embreac'd the Roman Catholic Faith; tho' he 
has defeated himſelf by it of the Reverſion of 
a conſiderable Inheritance. | 
10. Henry- Auguſtus de Breitenbauch, is a Gentle- 
man of fine Senſe and Manners ſuitable to his Ex- 
I traction. 
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traction. Such is his good Taſte and Skill in Mu- 
fic that he has been ſingled out for the Direction 
of the King's Pleaſures. He is of the Communion 
of the Country, and marry'd to a Lady of the Fa- 
mily of Schonberg. = 

11. Nicholas-Schwizinſki is a Native of Poland; 
he has valuable Qualities, and a great Attachment 
to the Roman Catholic Religion. | 

12. N. N. de Sebgutt-Staniflawſki is of a Fa- 
mily which was formerly poſſeſsd of a great Eſtate 
in Silęſia, with the Title of the Counts de Sehgutt, 
till the Conqueſt of the Country by the Teutonic 
Knights, when his Anceſtors remov'd to Pruſſia; 
and ſpreading afterwards in Poland, they aſſum'd 
the Name of Staniſſauſci, as what was more agree- 
able to the Poles. This Chamberlain is a Perſon of 
ſtrict Honeſty and Integrity, without any manner 
of Guile. He ſpent his Youth at the Academy of 
Berlin which was erected by King Frederic I. and. 
afterwards enter'd as Gentleman of the Bed-Cham- 
ber to Auguſtus II. who not many Years after made 
him a Chamberlain of Poland, and put him upon 
the Eſtabliſhment of Saxony; and when the preſent 
King came to the Government, he continued him 
in his Employment. His Majeſty alſo made choice 
of him to attend him to Cracow, and laſtly to O- 
liva. 

XII. Of the STxwarD of the Quezn's Hous- 
HOLD, Since the Queen's Arrival at Dreſden, there 
have been four Stewards of her Majeſty's Houſhold. 
The Count de Diedrichſtein was the firſt that 
had this Place, which he reſign'd for the Grand 
Priory of Bohemia. His Succeſſor was the Count 
de Konigſegg who actually commands the Empe- 
ror's Army in Lombardy. This General being re- 
calPd to Vienna, was replac'd by the Count de Mra- 
tiflau, and he by the Count de Walaſtein who 
lately quitted that Poſt to go and take Poſſeſſion = 
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the Office of Landſbauptmann, or Intendant of Si- 
lefia, which was conferr'd on him by the Emperor. 


The Count de Wratiflaw, who has the care of his

XI II. The Queen's r Lady of Honour, is The- 
reſa Baroneſs of Stein, and Counteſs Dowager of

Count de Collowrat her Huſband was Great Cham- 
berlain of Bohemia, and one of the chief Noble- 
men of that Kingdom. This Lady, his Relict, is 
a Roman Catholic, and 1s fuch in an exemplary 
manner. Thoſe Ladies who want to kiſs the 
Queen's Hand, or to p their Duty to her, muſt. 
apply to this Lady, who introduces and preſents 
them. She has the Precedence before all other 
Ladies, and only yields it to the Princeſſes of the 
Blood, 

XIV. Of the Governeſs of the Ladies of He- 


mnour, and of the Ladies of Honour themſelves. In 


the Abſence of the firſt Lady of Honour, the 
Governeſs of the Ladies officiates. The Baroneſs 
Dowager of Rohr worthily fills this Station, and 
has under her {ix Ladies, two of whom, viz. the 
Counteſſes of Walaſtein and Kokerſowitz, are Ladies 
of the Bed- Chamber; a Title which procures them 
Admittance to the Queer? s Cloſet. All the Ladies 
of Honour muſt always appear in the Court-Dreſs. 
Their manner of Living is ſuch that it obliges Ca- 

lumny itſelf to reſpect them.

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Tho? the Poliſb Lords cannot be put upon the 
Eſtabliſhment of the Court of Saxony, that there 
may be nothing in common between the two States, 
yet it may be thought inexcuſable not to mention 
in this place Jobu-Alexander Ligſei, Biſhop of Cra- 
COW, Duke of Servia, and Great Chancellor of 
Poland; not only becauſe this Prelate, who is de- 
ſcended from one of the beſt Families in the King- 
dom, was appointed Biſhop-of Cracov by the late 
King, but becauſe he has given fignal Proofs of his 
Gratitude and Attachment to the auguſt Family of 
his Benefactor. The Virtues of this Gentleman in- 
title him to Reſpe&: He is pious without Hypo- 
criſy, generous without Oftentation, magnificent 
without Pageantry, officious meerly for the Pleaſure 
of obliging, a Courtier without Servility, a Man 
ſtrictly attachꝰd to his King and his Country, learned 
without being poſitive, a great Orator, a good 
Biſhop, and a wiſe Miniſter, always ready to em- 
brace a good Propoſal, and firm to ſupport it, la- 
borious, vigilant, acting only out of Principle, and 
by conſequence ſuſceptible of Friendſhip, and ſcorn- 
ing Revenge. The late King, out of his Eſteem 
for the Qualities of this Prelate, made him Biſhop 
of Cracow, Great Chancellor of Poland, and ho- 
nour'd him with his Order of the White Eagle. 
By this means he ſo rivetted him to his Intereſt, and 
to that of the Prince his Son, that after his Majeſty's 
Deceaſe, his moſt Reverend Highneſs directed 
Affairs in ſuch a manner that the Republic choſe 
his Son for their King. Auguſtus II. being pro- 
claim'd accordingly, the Prince and Biſhop was ap- 
pointed Head of the Embaſſy which the States of 
the Kingdom ſent to the new Monarch at Tar- 
nowitz, to carry him the Diploma of his Election. 
He ſpoke upon this occaſion with a noble Elo- 
quence, rendering to their Majeſties all due Reſpects, 
and yet maintaining 5 Dignity of the moſt Serene 

3 Re- 
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Republic. Having diſcharg'd this Commiſſion, he 
went before the King to Cracow, made his Entry 
there, and took poſſeſſion of the Biſhoprick. Some 
days after this, he conſecrated and crown'd their 
Majeſties in his Metropolis. When the King return'd 
to Saxony, the Prelate followed him, and attended 
him to Oliva; and *twas he that received the Al- 
legiance and Homage of the Dantzickers to his 
Majeſty. He 1s fince come hither to rejoin the 
Court, is belov'd, reverenc'd, and every one does 
Juſtice to his Virtues. | | 

Charles-Lewis, Prince of Holſtein-Beck, Colonel 
In the Service of the King, and Knight of the 
Order of the White Eagle, is the ſecond Son of the 
late Lewis-Frederic Veldt-Marſhal of Pruſſia, Go- 
vernour of Koning ſberg, and Knight of the Order of 
the Elephant. This Prince marry'd Anne Counteſs 
of Orſelſea, the legitimated Daughter of the late 


ng. 

. Prince de Lubomirſti, Sword- 
Bearer of the Crown, Lieutenant-General of the 
King's Forces, Colonel of the Life-Guards, and 
Knight of the Order of the White Eagle, is de- 
ſcended from a Family of very great Diſtinction in 
Poland. After he return'd from his Travels, bein 
attach'd to the Court of Auguſtus II. he marry*d 
the Daughter of the Count de Fitztbum, who was 
Great Chamberlain; a Lady of ſuch Beauty, ſuch 
perſonal Charms, and ſuch fine Senſe, that ſhe en- 
gages the Veneration of all that know her. Prince 
Lubomirſki is a jolly handſome Man, very polite, 
thinks and acts agreeable to his Birth, has a good 
ſhare of Literature, and is perfect Maſter of Muſic. 
He lives in a handſome manner very ſuitable to his

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The Princeſs of Teſchen is a Poliſh Lady, and 
ally'd to the greateſt Families in the Kingdom. 
Her Uncle was the famous Cardinal Radjowſtr, 


Ar ch- 
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Archbiſhop Gneſna, and Primate of the Kingdom. 
She was formerly marry'd to Prince Lubomirſki, 


Great Chamberlain of the Crown; but the Mar- 


riage was diflolved, fo that ſhe quitted the Name 


of Lubomirſki for that of Teſchen, which ſne 


ſtill bears, tho* ſhe afterwards marry'd Prince 
Lewis of Wirtemberg. This Princeſs ſupports her 
Rank with Dignity, has a grand Air, is reſpected 
for a noble diſtinguiſtd and engaging Beha- 
viour, and lives in ſo handſome a manner, that ſhe 
is one of the moſt ſhining Ornaments of this Court. 

Joſepha Counteſs de Lagnaſco is the Daughter 
of the Count de Wallenſtein, who was Great Cham- 
berlain to the Emperor Foſeph, and one of the moſt 
worthy Noblemen of the Imperial Court, by E- 
leonora Counteſs of Loſenſtein; a Lady whoſe Me- 
mory is with Juſtice rever'd by all Vienna. The 
Counteſs de Lagnaſco was the Widow of Count 
Thaun, when ſhe marry'd the late Count de Lag- 


naſco, Miniſter of the Cabinet to Auguſtus II. 


General of the Saxon Cavalry, Captain of the Horſe- 
Guards, and Knight of the Order of the White 
Eagle. Since that Nobleman's Deceaſe, which 
was in April 1732, his Widow has always liv'd at 
Dreſden ; where ſhe enjoys the Efteem of their 
Majeſties, and the Veneration of the Courtiers. 
This Counteſs is Miſtreſs of ſeveral Languages to 
Perfection, thoroughly underſtands Mufic, and 
ſings with Grace and Method. Her noble generous 
way of living, and her graceful and diftinguiſh'd 
Behaviour cannot be expreſs'd, nor indeed equalPd 
to any thing but the Goodneſs of her Temper. 
The late Count de Lagnaſco was of a good Stature, 
and his Behaviour polite and civil. I think you 
know that he was of a Family in Piedmont of ſome 
Diſtinction. How, or when he firſt enter d into 
the Service of the King of Poland, I cannot tell 
you; but I know that he preſently inſinuated him- 
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ſelf into his Maſter's Favour, by his very great 
Aſſiduity, agreeable Temper, and by a vaſt Com- 
plaiſance to enter into his Pleaſures. He eſtabliſn'd 
himſelf ſo firmly in the King's Favour that the 
Count de Flemming look'd upon him as the only Ri- 
val he had to fear, and therefore he never much 
lik'd him. The Count e Lagnaſco was employ'd 
in ſeveral Embaſſies ; and when he had finiſh'd that 
at Rome, which was his laſt, there was a Talk that 
he was to go Ambaſſador to Vienna, and that the 
oung Count de Wacterbart was to go to Rome. 
Frm farther acquaint you that M. de Lagnaſco 
was happy in all reſpects, even in Marriage, not 
only with his firſt, but his ſecond Wife, who, when 
he marry*d her, was a young, rich, briſk Widow. 
His firſt Wife was the Daughter of the Count de 
Noyelles, Lieutenant-General in Holland, a Lady 
of great Virtue, eſteem'd by all the People at the 
Hague, and poſſeſs'd of a conſiderable Eftate, of 
which, dying young, and without Iſſue, ſhe made 
her Huſband ſole Heir. 
Francis, Count de Montmorency, is a Name too 
well known to ſpeak of his Extraction. He was a 
Colonel in France when he went into the Service of 
Auguſtus II. who receiv'd him with that De- 
monſtration of Efteem which that King was fo 
ready to grant to Perſons of Merit. His Majeſty 
firſt appointed him Major-General of his Forces, 
and ſome time after he declard him a Lieutenant- 
General, and Captain of his Horſe-Guards. At 
that time the Count marry'd Madame Pot/chin, Wi- 
dow of the Great General of Lithuania; a Lady 
whoſe Birth, Qualities, and Fortune, recommended 
her for a very conſiderable Match. The Counteſs 
de Montmorency, in the time of her former Huſband, 
went to Paris for the Recovery of her Health, 
and receiv'd extraordinary Honours at the French 
Court, where ſhe was admir'd for her ates.

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the Delicacy of her Sentiments, and the Eaſe with

leſia, ſhe will carry with her the Eſteem of their

XVI. Of the Foreign Miniſters who reſide at 
h this Court. 

Francis-Charles Count de Wratiſlaw, one of 
the Emperor's Privy Council, and Knight of 
the Orders of Ryſia and Poland, reſides at this 
Court in quality of Ambaſſador from his Imperial 
and Catholic Majeſty. He 1s deſcended from one 
of the greateſt Families in the Kingdom of Bo- 
hemia, and a Family which has given wife Mini- 
ſters to the auguſt Houſe of Auſtria. This Gen- 
tleman has been for a long time in the Management 
of the moſt important Affairs: He was Ambaſ- 
ſador for the Kingdom of Bohemia to the Dyet of 
the Empire at Ratiſbon: From thence he went in 
the ſame Character to Poland, where he was preſent 
at the Dyet of Grodno. The Emperor afterwards 
nam'd him Great Maſter of the Houſhold to the 


Princeſs Royal and Electoral, now Queen of 


Poland. The Count having worthily acquitted 
himſelf of that Office, was for ſeveral Years Am- 


baſlador * 
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baſſador at Ruſſia, where he concluded that happy 
Alliance ſubſiſting between the two Empires, and 
acquired the Eſteem of the Empreſs, who ho- 
nour'd him with her Order of St. Andrew; Au- 
guftus II. having before given him that of the White

This Miniſter, ſince his Return from Muſcouy, 
has moreover been charg'd by the Emperor with 
important Commiſſions to the Courts of Pruſſia, 
Brunſwic, and Holſtein. At length he is come back 
again to this Court, as Ambaſſador from his Im- 
perial and Catholic Majeſty; and officiates alſo as 
Great Maſter of the Queen's Houſhold. This 
Nobleman is of a middling Stature, of a happy Phy- 
ſiognomy, is civil, beneficent, and loves Grandeur 
and Pleaſures, but does not abandon himſelf to 
them ſo far as to neglect the Intereſts of his Maſter, 
whoſe Affairs he negociates with a noble Candour 
which has render'd him as much eſteem'd at the 
Courts where he has reſided, as he is beloved for 
his Affability and Politeneſs. His Wife is the 
Counteſs of Kinſti, whoſe Father was Great Chan- 
cellor of Bohemia, under the Emperor Leopold, and 
whoſe Brother is now in that Office under the moſt 
Auguſt Charles VI. 
 Hermann-Charles Keyſerling, Plenipotentiary Mi- 
niſter from the Empreſs of the Ryans, is of a 
Family of Note in Courland. He ſtudy'd at K- 
ningſverg in Pruſſia. After he had viſited the prin- 
cipal Courts of Germany, and return'd to his own 
Country, he was made Gentleman of the Bed- 
Chamber 'to the Dutcheſs of Courland, Anne of 
Muſcovy, the preſent Empreſs, who employ'd him 
in ſeveral Commiſſions to the Courts of Pruſſia and 
Poland. Nevertheleſs he quitted her Service for 
one of the judicial Offices in that Country. 
When Arne came to the Throne, the States of 
. Courland deputed M. Key/erling to that * 
who

who offer'd him an Employment at her Court, and 
appointed him Vice-Preſident of the Chamber of 
Juſtice of the Ruſſian Empire. Some time after, 
ſhe made him Preſident of the Academy of Sci- 
ences at Peterſbourg, and ſent him to this Court, 
where he diſcharges his Miniſterial Office with uni- 
verſal Approbation. The Wife of this Minifter is 
the Daughter of the Staroſt Forchs, who, for oppoſing 
the Pretenſions of a certain Power which challeng*d 
more Reſpect, was aſſaſſinated at Mittaw. Both 
he and his Lady are of the Lutheran Communion. 

FJobn-Hartwig-Erneſt, Baron of Bernſdorff, 
Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber to the King of 
Denmark, and his Majeſty's _ at this Court, 
is of a Family which is poſſeſs'd of a fine Eſtate in 
Mecklembourg, and has given an able Miniſter to 
the Houſe of Hanover. The Envoy, of whom 
mention 1s here made, does honour to his Charac- 
ter, and behaves with a Prudence not inferior to 
Miniſters of the greateſt Experience. 


By the Detail I have now given you, Sir, you 
muſt have obſerv'd that the chief Employments 
of the Court are in the hands of Foreigners, and 
that Saxons have little to do in Affairs of State, 
for which they are oblig'd indeed to the Count de 
Flemming. This vain, haughty, and imperious 
Miniſter expected every one ſhou'd truckle to 
him. He found that Foreigners were much more 
ſubmiſſive than the Saxons, who are by nature 
ſtately, and Enemies to Slavery in any ſhape, 
Count Flemming being dead, it's probable that the 
Saxons will be more employ'd than they have been; 
and indeed they have Capacities equal to any Na- 
tion in the World. They are well made, robuſt, 
agile, laborious, good Soldiers, — Courtiers. 
They have naturally more Spirit than the Frenchallow 
to the Germans ; they improve in the Sciences, and 

in

in bodily Exerciſes, and they have good Writers 
among them upon all ſorts of Subjects; witneſs the 
Works of M. Leibnitz, the famous Philoſopher, 
and of Thomaſius, one of the moſt able Civilians of 
his time. The Saxons are addicted indeed to all 
Pleaſures in general, but to none ſo much as the 
Bottle and Gaming. They love Pomp and Ex- 
pence, and are naturally not very engaging, being 
exceedingly ceremonious, and affecting more than 
all the Germans to ape the French, with whom they 
ſympathiſe very much, particularly in their Fond- 
neſs for new Faſhions, their Forwardneſs to make 
new Acquaintance and Friendihips, and perhaps 
too in their Readineſs to fall out with them upon 
every trivial Occaſion. | 

Since I have ſpoke ſo much of the Men, I muſt 
alſo give you ſome account of the Saxon Women. 
They are all of a fair Complexion, and there are 
among them the fineſt Faces in the World. They 
are generally well ſhap'd too, which is what they 


are chiefly taken notice of for : They are tall and 


ſlender ; they dance well, and have a ſurprizing 
genteel Air, which they take great care to improve 
by rich Dreſs. One Fault I find with 'em is, that 
they are very affected, and that they have too much 
Action when they talk. As to their Tempers, 
they are reckon'd to be good-natur'd ; but then they 
are ſubtle and crafty. They love Dreſs and Orna- 
ment more than all Women that I ever ſaw. The 

are lively and gay, and paſſionately fond of Dan- 
cing and Merriment. When they are told that 
they are handſome, they are ſo far from being ſur- 
priz'd that they look upon it as a Compliment due 
to them. When once they love, they love with 
Tenderneſs; and there are among them ſuch Ex- 
amples of Conſtancy as wou'd eclipſe even a Cleo- 
patra, or a Clelia. Theſe heroic Sentiments of 
Love they learn from Romances, which they are 
vaſtly 
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vaſtly fend of: But this muſt be faid to their Ho- _ 


nour, that Gallantry does not take up ſo much of 
their Time and Thoughts as to make them negle& 
their Buſineſs; for they are laborious, dextrous, 
and amuſe themſelves with all forts of Work. They 
do every thing too with a good Grace; and in a 
word it may be added to their Praiſe, that a Saxon 
Woman wants nothing more to make her amiable, 
but an Inclination to acquire that Character. 
Pleaſures and Recreations commonly attend the 
Ladies ſo cloſely that in treating of the one I 
can't but remember the other ; and the Inhabitants 
of Dreſden are ſo much devoted to Pleaſures, that 
I think J ought to put them into a ſeparate Article. 
When the King is at Dreſden there are Pleaſures in 
abundance, ſuch as Plays, Maſquerades, Balls, 
Feaſts, Running at the Ring, and Races on Sleds, 
Turnaments, Hunting-Matches ; but when the 
King is in Poland there's a very great Vacuum. 
The Electoral Prince and Princeſs are often at 
 Wermftorff, alias Huberiſbourg; and even when 
their Royal Highneſſes are in Town, they are 
pretty retir'd : They ſee Company while they are 
at Dinner, but for the reſt of the day none come 
near them beſides the few that have the honour of 
their Confidence, The reſt are ſcatter'd up and 
down the Town to the great Diſappointment of 
Foreigners that happen then to be here ; for there's 
no body keeps open Houſe, they being all ſelect 
Societies to which *tis very difficult to gain admit- 
tance. If one is invited to dine with ſome Lord 
of the Court, one has a good Dinner *tis true, but 
after Dinner is over a Man knows not how to be- 
ftow himſelf, One is ſure of finding Company no 
where except at the Houſes of Madame de Breben- 
tau the Widow of the Great Treaſurer of Poland, 
and of the Counteſs de Lagnaſco; nor are their 
Houſes always open, for Madame de SY is 
| Olten 
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often ſick, and Madame de Lagnaſco often abroad, 
or engag d in Parties with the Electoral Princeſs, 
and then one knows not where to go; for there's no 
Play to be ſeen, and as for the young People, they 
amuſe themſelves with the common Pleaſures of 
that Stage of Life; they drink, they game, and 
do ſomething more. 

When the King is at Dreſden, the People par- 
take in moſt of the Pleaſures of the Court, the ge- 
nerality of the Entertainments which the King 
gives being public. Plays and Maſquerades are 
free for any People of Faſhion; there's nothing to 

y, and all divert themſelves as they like beſt. 

he Citizens Wives are more tractable here than 
in any Town in Germany: They love to imitate the 
Ladies of ity, and *tis ſometimes as good as a 
Comedy to ſee what Airs they give themſelves. 

They are extremely fond of Drefling, which Luxu- 
rious Taſte extends even to Wives of the Me- 
chanics, and of the Livery ; ſo that were a Stranger 
to come hither on a Sunday or a Holiday, when 
every body is dreſs'd, he wou'd be tempted to think 
that Plutus had ſcatter'd all his Wealth among theſe 
People; and a very great Nobleman, who tis like 
was not aequainted with the God Plutus, returning 
home once from Dreſden, told his Wife that he was 
come from a City to which the Devil had carry'd all 
the Money. | 

The Parſons here do indeed cry aloud againſt 
theſe Abuſes, but the worſt on't is, that like the 
Clergy in many other Places, they preach what they 
don't practiſe; and while they are declaiming againit 
Luxury and new Faſhions, they ſuffer their Wives 
and Daughters to be the firſt to ſet off their Charms 
with the gayeſt and the neweſt Patterns. | 

While = ſpeaking of the Paſtors, I muſt be 


a little more particular. Theſe Gentlemen ftand 
very high in the Opinion of the Laity, and = 
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ready to think themſelves Biſhops. Having ſuch 
Notions as theſe in their Heads, they anathematiſe - 


all that are not Lutherans : The Catholics and the 
Reform'd, or, to ſpeak as they do, the Papiſts and 
Calviniſts, all Chriſtians in ſhort who are of a con- 


Opinion to thoſe charitable Ecclefiaftics are 


damn'd without Mercy. Yet by the Appearance 
of theſe ſevere Judges, one would think they 
preach'd only Peace and Paradiſe ; and they have 
ſuch a meek, humble, modeſt, and timorous Air, 
that you wou'd be apt to take them for Saints. 

A few days ago I had an Adventure with one of 
thoſe Clergymen, which I will acquaint you of 
becauſe I think it may give you an Idea of their 
Character; for he that ſees one of them ſees all. 

I happen'd to be making a Viſit to a Luthe- 
ran Lady, who paſſes for a very devout one: 
There was already a pretty deal of Company, and 
who ſhou'd come in to add to it but a Minifter that 
was a Doctor, and by conſequence a Man of Im- 
portance; as ſuch too he was received by the Miſtreſs 
of the Houſe, who ſaid to me as ſoon as ſhe ſaw his 
Face, You wwill now ſee a holy Man. The good Man, 
or Saint, as he wou'd be reckon'd, enter*'d the Room 
with his Eyes caſt downward, making profound 
Reverences, and proſtrating himſelf in ſuch a manner 
as if he had ſaid Domine non ſum dignus. At laſt, 
after a great many Compliments, he fate down, was 
filent for a few Moments, and then he ſpoke. His 
Words were all ſacred, and his Sentences ſuch as 


if the wiſe Man himſelf had ſpoke with his Lips: 


God be praifd was in every Phraſe, and he was 
hearken'd to with as much Attention as an Oracle. 
I liſten'd to him firſt like the reſt, but at length I 
thought I might as well talk to a pretty young 
2 that ſate juſt by me. The Doctor offended 
to ſee the little Regard I paid to what he faid, 
enquir'd of the Miſtreſs of the Houſe who I was.

She told him my Name, and withal that I was once a 
Calviniſt, but that I was turn'd Papiſt. What a 
Thunder-ftroke was this to the Doctor! He threw 
himſelf to the back of his Chair, lifted up his 
Eyes to Heaven, ſigh'd, and cry'd out, Das FO 
erbarme, 1. e. God help us. Then tranſf ported by a 
Fit of Zeal, he turn'd about to me and aſk'd me 
what had induc'd me to embrace a Religion which 
he treated as Idolatry ? I told him that I did not 
think he need to give himſelf any Trouble about 
my Converſion, fince according to his Syſtem I was 
damn'd when a Calviniſt as well as when a Catholic. 
The Caſe is not quite the ſame, ſaid the Miniſter 
but to turn Papiſt ! cry'd he, to adore Baal! to be- 
come a Diſciple of Antichriſt ! alas! it were better 
to be a damn'd Calviniſt! J own that I had much 
ado to help laughing outright at the Miniſter's im- 
pertinent Zeal ; yet I had the Diſcretion to contain 
myſelf, for I had a mind to ſee to what length he 
wou'd carry his ſanftify'd Rant. He ſaid indeed a 
great deal, and becauſe I made no Anſwer, he 
thought he had convinc'd me, if not touch'd me to 
the quick. He was actually applauding himſelf for 
the good Work he had wrought upon my Soul, 
when I told him that he ought not to conclude 
from my Silence that he had convinc'd me; that it 
neither conſiſted with my Character nor my Temper 
to diſpute about Religion, that I left every Man to 
his own Opinion, and that I knew which to adhere 
to. What Blindneſs is bere! cry'd the Doctor a- 
gain, What a mad Papiſt are you? If you will not be 

our Communion, return to the Religion which 
you have abandon d, in which there is ſome Hopes at 
leaſt that God will pardon you.

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Popery ; and then he went away, leaving the Com- 
pany more ſcandaliz d than edify*d by his Zeal. 
'ormerly the Preachers had the Pleaſure of vent- 
ing their Choler in the Pulpit, but the King by a 
wiſe Decree, which indeed ought to be followed in 
all Countries, has confin'd them to the Preaching of 
the Goſpel, and to treat of Controverſial Matters no 
farther than is meerly neceſſary for the People's In- 
ſtruction. For the reſt, the Parſons need not fear 
being ſoon ſupplanted, for the Saxons are hearty 
Lutherans; and if they tolerate the Catholics *tis 
becauſe they can't help it. They have excluded 
them from Offices in the Courts of Judicature, 
and from the Privilege of enjoying Lands; but 
they have not been able to keep them out of Places 
in the Miniftry, or at Court, nor from Employ- 
ments in the Army, which are three very engaging 
Articles to make Proſelytes among the Gentry, 


Thus, Sir, you have all that I can fay to you 
relating to Dre/den and Saxony. Tis now high time 
to put an end to my Legend.

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LETTER VI. 


. Weimar, Sept. 5, 1729 


EFORE I write you an account of what 
B became of me when TI left Dreſden, I ſhall 
endeavour to give you the Intelligence you 
defire concerning the late Count de Flemming, Prime 
Miniſter and Velt-Marſhal of Saxony. That Noble- 
man was of a goad Extraction, being deſcended of 
a Family which pretends to derive its Origin from 
that of Flemming, which has been of conſiderable 
Rank for a long time in Scotland, Sweden, Germany, 
and Poland. My Lord Wigtoun is the Chief of that 
Family in Scotland. 

Fames-Henry Count de Flemming, whoſe Pour- 
traiture and Character you defire of me, was born 
the 8th of March 1667, His Father was Pre- 
ſident of the Regency of Stargard, the Capital of 
Pruſſian Pomerania, who had three Sons, of whom 
this Count was the ſecond. He had an Education 
ſuitable to his Birth. He ſtudy'd firſt at Francfort 
upon the Oder, and afterwards at Utrecht under 
the celebrated Grevius, where he learnt Latin to 
ſuch a degree that he always ſpoke it with very great 
Eloquence. After he had finiſh*d his Studies he 
enter'd into the Service of Brandenbourg, where the 
Baron de Span, his Uncle by the Mother's fide, was 
Velt-Marſnal. His firſt Preferment was to a Pair 
of Colours; but in a little time he had a Company 
given him, which he commanded at the Bittle of 
Orbaſſan in Piedmont, In 1694, he . 2 

| ieu- 
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Lieutenant-Colonel into the Service of Fohn-George 
IV. Elector of Saxony; upon whoſe Death, and 
the Succeſſion of Frederic-Auguſtus, Flemming ob- 
tain'd a Regiment, and accompany'd the new E- 
lector into Hungary, where he commanded the 
Emperor's Army againſt the Infidels during the 
Campaigns of 1695, and 1696. There it was that 
Flemming kill'd in a Duel the Baron de Lovel, who 
was Lieutenant-Colonel in the Service of Saxony. 
In 1697, he was ſent into Poland, where, by the 
Intereſt of his Couſin- german, the Daughter 
of Velt-Marſhal Span of Berlin, Wife of M. 
Brebentau Palatine of Marienbourg, who died 


Great Treafurer of Poland, and by the Credit of 


Benedict Sapieba he had the Happineſs of getting 
his Maſter choſe King of Poland. This Negoti- 
ation obtain'd him the Poſt of Major-General, and 
laid the Foundation of his Fortune. In 1700, he 
was made a Lieutenant-General, and in that Qua- 


lity laid fiege to Riga, which the King of Sweden 


oblig*d him to raiſe. In 1702, he marry*d S2pieha, 
a Daughter of one of the chief Noblemen of Li- 
thuania, He was wounded the ſame Year at the 
Battle of Cl:/chhoff, at which time the King of Sweden 
being every where victorious, demanded that the 
King of Poland ſhou'd deliver up Flemming to him: 
But upon this he retir'd to Brandenbourg, till King 
Staniſlaus had made Charles XII. eaſy. Flemming 
being return'd to Saxony, fought a Duel with M. 
de Schulembourg, who giving him a Fall, inſiſted 
that he ſhould beg his Life; but Flemming got 
out of this ugly Scrape by a ſcuryy Joke, and 


 Schulembourg gave him his Life. The latter was a 


younger Lieutenant-General than Hemming, but in 
every reſpect his Rival, and wou'd have been a 
Marſhal if his Fortune had been as good as his Va- 
lour. At the Battle of Frauenſtad in 1705, where 
he was defeated by * Swedes, Schulembourg mm 
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164 Count FLEMMING, 


ted the Service of Saxony and went in to that of Venice. 
By this means Flemming, who had now no Rival 
left, was made a Marſhal, and happen'd to be at 
Dreſden when the King of Sweden made that ſtrange 
Viſit to the King of Poland; at which time, if Au- 
guſtus had been as ungenerous as Flemming, Charles 
wou'd have been detain'd. Many People accuſe 
Flemming of having perſuaded the King his Maſter 
to deliver up Patkul : This I can't pretend to af- 
firm, but that there was a mortal Antipathy betwixt 
him and the Miniſter of Ruta is certain; for the 
latter having preſented a Memorial to the King of 
Poland, ſetting forth the wretched condition of the 


Muſcovite Troops in the Pay of Saxony, concluded 
it with theſe Latin Words,

Which Memorial, when Flemming had read, and 
found himſelf not hays well us'd in it, he took a Pen 
and underwrote theſe Words, | | 


MaLEDixIsTI, ET DAMNABERIS, 


After the Diſaſter which Charles XII. met with 
near Pultowa, Flemming contributed very much to 
the Re-eſtabliſhment of King Auguſtus in Poland, 
He confirm'd the Alliance betwixt his Maſter and 
the Czar, made Peace with the Confederates, and 
concluded another Alliance with Denmark, The 
Czar and the King of Denmark honour'd him with 
their Orders of Knighthood, and he had that of 
Poland before. He went Ambaſſador to the un- 
ſucceſsful Congreſs at Brunſwic, and was afterwards 
at Hanover to attend George I. King of Great Bri- 
tain, When the King of Sweden return'd to Po- 
merania, Flemming left no Stone unturn'd to draw 
the King of Pruſſia into his Maſter's Alliance. He 
had ſome Years before procur'd him the Sequeſtra- 
tion of the Town of S etin, and *twas lucky — 

Ss ON 
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for him that the Pride and Obſtinacy of the King of 
Sweden obliged the King of Pruſſia to declare himſelf 
his Enemy. At that time Flemming was rather a 
Courier between Dreſden, Berlin, and Warſaw, 
than an Ambaſſador and Prime Miniſter, which 
Dignity he enjoy'd after the Death of the Prince de 
Furnſtemberg his Predeceſſor. When the Peace of the 
North was ſettled, Flemming went Ambaſſador to 
Vienna, where he concluded the Marriage of the 
Electoral Prince of Saxony with the Archdutcheſs, 
eldeſt Daughter to the Emperor Fo/eph, tho? the 
Contract had been ſettled before by the Count de 
Wackerbarth, who it may be ſaid had the Pains to 
negotiate it, and Flemming the Glory of finiſhing it, 

At this time Count Flemming had reſign'd all the 
Salaries of his Employments in Saxony, and only 
reſerv*d to himſelf the private Perquifiites and the 
Franchiſe of the Poſt-Offices ; and his Journeys, 
which were very frequent, were all at the Expence 
of the King. It was about this time that he caus'd 
his Marriage with Sapicha to be diffolv'd, and 
marry'd one Radzevil, by whom he had a Son, 
who was but a Year and a half old when the Count 
dy'd at Vienna, to which place he was return'd with 
the Character of Ambaſſador. He left all his E- 
ſtate to this Child, without making any Intail on 
his Family; ſo that when his Son dy'd, who did 
not long ſurvive him, his Eſtate went to Madame 
de Flemming, who by marrying again carry'd the 
Bulk of jt into another Family. They ſay that his 
Inheritance was worth ſixteen Millions of Crowns, 
excluſive of what he had expended during the 
Splendor of his Fortune, which laſted thirty Years, 
or thereabouts. Whether Richelieu and Mazarine 
got greater Eſtates, I cannot fay ; but in Germany 
there is not an Inſtance of one ſooner acquir'd, 
more reſplendent, and better ſupported than his 


was, He was Prime Miniſter, Velt-Marſhal of

Saxony, and Maſter of the Horſe of Lithuania; by 
which Offices he gain'd immenſe Sums. He made 
conſiderable Purchaſes in Sileſia and Poland, but 
very little in Saxony. Whether he left any thing 
to the King is not ſaid ; tho? he ought really to have 
made him ſome Reſtitution, and he might naturally 
have given up with a good Grace what he cou'd 
not but foreſee wou'd be taken by force from his 
Heir. As it was juſt that his Succeſſion ſhou'd 
paſs thro* the Purgatory of a Chambre Ardente, the 
King eſtabliſn'd one, which *tis ſaid has adjudg'd 
eight Millions to his Majeſty, and the fame to his 
Widow ; which 1s a very fair Dividend. 

Count Flemming was taller than ordinary, but a 
handſome Man ; he had very regular Features, a 
hvely. Eye, a diſdainful Sneer, a haughty Air, and 
he was really proud, and beyond meaſure ambi- 
tious. He was generous to a degree of Oſtentation, 
and always aim'd to do ſomething to be talk'd of. 
He was vigilant, laborious, indefatigable, allow'd 
himſelf little Sleep; and whenever he took a 
Debauch, a Nap of two Hours ſet him to rights 
again, It was no more for him to go from a De- 
bauch to Buſineſs, than from Buſineſs to a De- 
bauch; and he never fatigu'd himſelf, but diſpatch'd 
the greateſt Affairs with ſo much Eaſe as if they 
were only a Diverſion. He lov'd to banter, but did 
not always make uſe of the Terms ſuitable to his 
Character; and Perſons who did not dare to anſwer 
him again were commonly the Butts of his Raillery. 
He was polite when he had a mind to it, but in the 
general Courſe of his Behaviour he carry'd an Air 
fitter for a Captain of Dragoons than for a Marſhal 
and a Prime Miniſter, He never did a thing for 
any body without ſome View; he ſcrupl'd neither 
Cunning nor even Perjury, and provided he could 
gain his Ends, all ways were alike fair to him. All 
his Life -time he took care to do his own 3 

| 4 
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firſt, and then his Maſter's the King's; and I queſtion 
whether I do him any Injuſtice if I fay that he was 
the King of Pruſſia's Miniſter, much more than the 
King of Poland's, 

This, Sir, is all that J have to ſay to you concern- 
ing Count Flemming. I have told you very nakedly 
what I always thought of him, and I don't believe 
that I have miſtaken his Character. Be this as it will, 


my Deciſion is of too little Weight to do either 


Good or Harm ; the Publick will always judge of 
him according to their beſt Information. I pro- 
ceed now with the Narrative of my Travels. 


After I had ſet out from Dreſden J went to A.- 
tenbourg in hopes of finding the Court of Gotha 
there, which I had been told, intended to ſpend 
the Remainder of the fine Seaſon there ; but it was 
ſet out the Night before for Gotha, where I hope 
to ſee it to-morrow. 

The City of Al TEN BOUR is the Capitalofa Coun- 
ty of that Name, of which the Duke of Saxe- Gotha 
is the Sovereign. This Prince has a Palace there 
which makes a handſome Appearance, but I ſhall 
ſay nothing more of it becauſe I neglected to go 
and fee it. The Peaſants of the County of Alten- 
bourg are the richeſt in Germany, and may almoſt 
vye with thoſe of Holland. I have been aſſur'd 
that ſome of them have given 20 or 30000 Crowns 
in Marriage with their Daughters ; and like the 
Dutch Peaſants, they take care to match-them ta 
none but the Sons of ſubſtantial Farmers. 

As I left Altenbourg I came upon a fine Cauſey 
with a Row of Trees on each fide, which brought 
me to the Frontiers of the County. I afterwards 


fell into very bad Roads all the way to Leipfic, where 


I ſtay'd but a very few Hours, and proceeded the 
ſame day to MEexszBouRG, This City was much 


more conſiderable formerly than now. It was the

See of a Biſhop, but was ſeculariz d by the Treaty 
of Paſſaw in favour of the Houſe of Saxony. Its 
Situation is charming, with Gardens and Meadows 
all round it, and its Walls are waſh'd by the River 
Sala. The great Church which was formerly a Ca- 
thedral is a Gothic Building, where there is a ſtately 
Tomb of the Emperor Nodolph of Schwartzbourg, 
who dy'd after he had loſt one Hand in a Battel he 


— with the Emperor Henry IV. with whom he 
was Competitor. This Prince a few Moments be- 


fore he expir'd, took up his Hand that was cut off, 


and holding it up to thoſe who were about him, 
ſaid to them, Behold this Hand; *tis the ſame that 
I lifted up when I promi d Faith and Allegiance to 
any Emperor and Lord; but by your Advice and In- 


Sigation I have not kept my Promiſe to him, for 


which you will ene day give an account to God. Some 
time after this unfortunate Prince's Death, the Em- 
peror Henry IV. coming to Merſebourg and 
a view of Rodolphus's Tomb, of which he admir'd 
the Magnificence, certain F latterers told him that 
the Tomb ought to be deſtroy'd as too pompous 
for a Rebel; but the Emperor ſcorning ſuch a piti- 
ful Revenge, made anſwer, Wou'd to God that all 
my Enemies were thus pompouſly inter rd. 

The City of Mer/ebourg is the Reſidence of a 


; Duke of = Houſe of Saxony, who is Sovereign of 


all the Country that formerly — _ Bi- 
ſhoprick, which enables him to keep lendid 
Conre®. The next day after my A I — d the 
Honour to pay him my Compliments, and had a 
very ſatisfactory Reception. The Prince conducted 


me into a Hall which was hung with Baſs-Viols 


from the Bottom to the Top, in the ſame manner 
as an Arſenal is with Helmets and Breaſt-Plates. In 
the middle of the Hall there was a Viol which was 


di-

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difting 
Cieling, and there was a Ladder ſet which ſuch as had 
the Curioſity to take a particular View of it were oblig*d 
to aſcend, for ſurely it was the moſt ſtately Inſtru- 
ment of the kind that ever was made. The Duke 
made me take particular notice of it, and was pleag'd 
with the Admiration which I expreſs'd of it. He 
regaPd me alſo with ſome Airs upon another Baſs- 
Viol which he calPd his Favourite, and which was 
but one fourth part as big as the other. 

After this Concert I din'd with the Duke and 


guſh?d from the reſt. It reach'd up to the very 


Ducheſs, This Princeſs is the Daughter of the ' 


late Prince of Naſſau- Iaſtein, than whom there 
cannot be a more amiable Lady. She has an Air 
of Mildneſs, Goodneſs and Prudence diffuſed over 
all her Features; and her Wit is of the ſame 
Stamp as her Beauty, amiable without Parade and 
Oſtentation. Some of her Courtiers aſſur'd me that 
her Mind is as charming as her Perſon. If that be 
true, which I am loth to doubt of, this Princeſs de- 
ſerves a more ſplendid Fortune than what ſhe enjoys. 
After Dinner, I was one at a Match of Quadrille 
with the Ducheſs, and at night there was dancing, 
and I never faw any body dance with a better Grace 
than this Princeſs. The Ball held till the Night 
was faradvanced, when there was a grand Supper, 
which was no ſooner over than I took leave of the 
Duke and Ducheſs and retir'd to my Quarters, with 
a deſign to ſet out in a few Hours and proceed in 
my Journey. At my Lodgings I found a Gentle- 
man from the Duke, who faid to me, That as he 
was paſling by he ſaw my Men packing up my 
things, and that therefore he came in purely to 
+ wiſh:me a good Journey. He aſſured me that 
he had a ſecret Kindneſs for me; that I might 
* ſafely take his Word; that he was Sincerity it 
* ſelf; and that he wiſf'd 500000 Devils might 

_ + twiſt his Neck if he was not heartily my Friend: 

' . 


And. 
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© And to give you proofs of it, ſaid he, ] will treat 
* you with ſome Trifle, ſuch as a Dram of An- 
© niſeed, Orange-Water, or Ratafia. Upon my 
* Word my Apothecary has what is choice good ; 
© he lives but at the end of the Street; Come, I 
* will ſhew you the way to his Houſe.” 

While he harangu*d me in this manner he reel'd, 
being ſo drunk that he cou'd not ftand. I thank'd 
him therefore for his Love, and told him that I did 
not drink Drams, but that if he had a mind to any 
Liquor of that ſort, I would ſend for ſome for him; 
and ] bid my Landlord fetch it. The Apothecary, 
as ill luck would have it, was not yet got up. 
Soho, here, ſaid my new Friend, there is nothin 
to drink but Aquavitæ; here, Land lord, a Glaſs 
of Brandy, Pipes and Tobacco. You muſt have 
ſomething, ſaid he, to be doing.“ Every thing 
he call'd for being brought, my Gentleman drank 
two or three Glaſſes of Brandy, and ſmoak'd 
as many Pipes of Tobacco. I hop'd to fee him 
tumble down, and by conſequence to pet rid 
of him, when he took it into his head to call for 
ſome Diſhes of Tea that I had order'd to be made 
for my ſelf, and which made him ſo ſober that 
he recover'd his Reaſon. I laid hold of this 
happy Interval (for I heard him calling out for 
Brandy, which I apprehended would occaſion a Re- 
lapſe) and talk'd to him about his Maſter's Baſs- 
Viols; upon which, without much Intreaty, he 
faid to me, You know, Sir, that every Man al- 
< moſt has his particular Whim, Princes as well as 
private Perſons. One is an Admirer of Magnifi- 
« cence, another of Troops, anda third of Miſtreſſes. 
As for my auguſt Maſter, his Fancy runs only 
on Baſs-Viols, and whoever ſollicits him for an 
Employment or any other Favour can't do better 
than to accommodate his Arſenal with one of theſe 
* Inſtruments. That very large one, ſaid he, which 
you ſaw in the Room where all his Viols are, was 

pre- 
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5 preſented to him by one who wanted to be a 
Privy-Counſellor; his Petition was granted, and 
had he aſk'd for any thing elſe he might have 
© had it” This officious Gentleman told me a great 
many other Particulars which let me into the very 
Chronicle of the Court of Merſebourg; but I don't 
trouble you with it becauſe the Truth is not to be 
told at all times. 

My Equipage being ready, I ſet out for Naum- 
BOURG, Where I arrived at Noon. This City was 
formerly the See of a Biſhop. Its ancient Cathedral 
is ſtill ſtanding, and tho* Latheran, has a Chapter 
and Canons who muſt prove their Nobility both by 
the Father's fide and Mother's fide, by fixteen De- 
ſcents. When this Biſhoprick was ſeculariz'd it 
was faid that no Catholic Prince could ever be 

ſſeſsd of this State. Therefore when the laſt 

ke of Saxe-Zeits, Adminiſtrator of Naumbourg, 
turn'd Catholic, the King of Poland as eldeſt of 
the Saxon Family and Executor of the Pacta or 
Conventions made between the Princes of that Fa- 
mily, took poſſeſſion of Naumbourg. The Duke's 
being reconciled to the Lutheran Communion was 
to no purpoſe, the King did not reſtore his Domi- 
nions to him, but {till poſſeſſes them, tho? he is more 
a Catholic than the Duke of Zeits perhaps ever 
was. You know that this Prince has left a Ne- 
phew who would have been his Heir, if he had not 
been a Catholic and a Prieſt. This is the Prince 
who, I acquainted you from Dreſden, was Biſnop 
of Konigſgratz in Bobemia. He was born a Lutheran, 
as are all thoſe of his Family. His Uncle the Car- 
dinal of Saxe, Brother to the Duke of Zeits, made 
him embrace the Roman Catholic Religion when 
he was very young, and afterwards perſuaded him 
to enter into Eccleſiaſtical Orders, by which ſtep 
he deprived his Nephew of the glorious Prerogative 
of being a Sovereign Prince, and transferr'd his 
| Rights

Rights to the King of Poland his diſtant Couſin. 

Naumbourg is famous for its Fairs, which next 
to thoſe of Leipſic, are the moſt conſiderable in Sax- 
ony. The Suburbs of this City are almoſt all Vine- 
yards; but why, I know not, for the Wine is fo 
deteſtably bad that they give it away in a manner 
for nothing. 

Finding nothing at Naumbourg which was worth 
my while to ftay there for, I only chang'd Horſes 
and came hither. As one approaches this Place, 
we meet with Corn-Fields and Hop-Grounds in- 
ſtead of Vines, and the Country riſes into Hills, fo 
that one does not ſee the Town of WEIMAR till we 
are juſt upon it. This City which is not more con- 
ſiderable than Naumbourg, is the Reſidence of the 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar, who has a Palace here which 
does not want for Magnificence, and tho? unfiniſh'd,' 
has an air of Grandeur. The Connoiſſeurs in Ar- 
chitecture highly extol the grand Stair-Caſe there, 
which two Perſons may aſcend and deſcend at the 
fame time without meeting one another, and yet al- 
ways keeping each other in view. It conſiſts of two 
Flights of Stairs upon one _—_ laid one over - 
the other in the fame Well of a ſquare Form. The 
Curious who have obſerv'd it, admire it, becauſe 


there are few ſuch to be ſeen. 


The great Hall which is an oval, is beautiful, 
but not lightſome enough. There are the Pictures 
of all the Dukes of Saxe-Meimar at full length, from 
the firſt Duke that ever was down to the Father 
of the preſent. They are all drawn on Horſeback, 
and done by no mean Hand. 

In the ſame Palace is the Duke's Library, which 
tho? not very large, conſiſts of ſundry ſcarce Books, 
*Tis open twice a week, when the Curious are not 
only permitted to peruſe them, but even to borrow 


them, upon leaving a Note with the A ; 
| he 
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The Duke of Weimar ſpends very little Time in 
his Capital, but cel reſides at a Seat which 
he has caus'd to be built about a League out of 
Town. He has given it the Name of Belle-Vue, 
becauſe of the fine Proſpect which it commands 
from the Apartments of the firſt Story. The 
Houſe is ſmall and not very commodious, ſo that 
the chief Beauty of it is its Situation, which is very 
charming. The Gardens which are begun upon 
very good Plans will be beautiful when finiſh'd, 
as well as the Pheaſant- Walk and Menagerie where 
there are Turkys and all forts of Fowl. 
The Duke of} Weimar's Name is Erneſt- Auguſtus : 
He is the eldeſt of the Zrneftine Branch which loſt 
the Electorate when Charles V. was Emperor. He 
marry'd a Princeſs of Anhalt-Cothen, who I have 
been told, was a Lady of diftinguiſh'd Merit. She 
dy'd and left him a Son and three Daughters, | 
The young Prince is about ten Years of age *. 
He can neither hear nor pronounce well, and is 
withal of a very tender Conſtitution. The Phy- 
ſicians ſay it ſignifies nothing, and that as he grows 
up he will acquire a Freedom of Speech. But I 
queſtion it, and am apt to think rather that thoſe 
Diſciples of ÆAſculapius will ſend him into the other 
World. The only Hopes of any Male Iflue of 
Weimar are founded upon this Child, The Duke 
of Saxe-Eyſenach who is the next a-kin has no Chil- 
dren ; fo that the Dominions of Weimar and Eyſe- 
nach too are ready to devolve to the Family of Saxe- 
Gotha. The Duke of Weimar's Subjects teaze him 
very much to marry, but the Prince does not ſeem 
to be ina Humour to ſatisfy them; for I have often 
heard him fay that he can't bear the mention of 
Marriage. | 
No 


This Prince dy'd in 1732, 
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No body preſumes to go to Belle-Vue without 
being ſent for, except only on Mondays when poor 
People are permitted to go thither with their Pe- 
titions which they deliver to the Secretary, and he 
gives them to the Duke. Perſons of Quality whe- 
ther Foreigners or others that have a mind to ſpeak 
with the Duke, apply for it to the Marſhal of the 
Court, but are ſeldom admitted to an Audience. 

The Duke has rarely any other Company at Belle- 
Yue but two young Ladies whom he calls his Maids 
of Honour, and three young Women, Citizens 
Daughters, who go by the Name of his Chamber- 
Maids ; a Major of his Troops, and the Officer of 
his Guard, who is a Lieutenant or an Enſign. I had 
forgot to mention the Baron de Brubl who is the 
Duke's Favourite and his Mafter of the Horſe. 

Tis with theſe Perſons that the Prince paſſes his 
Time. He wakesearly in the Morning, but makes 
it late before he riſes; for he takes his Tea in Bed, 
and ſometimes plays on the Violin. At other times 
he ſends for his Architects and Gardeners, with whom 
he amuſes himſelf in drawing of Plans. His Miniſters 
alſo come to him while he is in Bed to talk upon Buſi- 
neſs. About Noon he gets up, and as ſoon as he is 
dreſs'd, fees his Guard mount, which conſiſts of 33 
Men, commanded by a Lieutenant or an Enſign. He 


exerciſes his Soldiers himſelf, and corrects them too 


when they commit any Fault. This done he takes 
the Air, and at two or three o' clock fits down to 
Table, where the two Maids of Honour, the Maſter 
of the Horſe, the Major, the Officer of the Guard, 
and even Foreigners if any happen to be there, are 
of the Company. The Dinner holds a long while, 
and 'tis ſometimes three, four, and five Hours before 
they riſe from Table. The Glaſs never ſtands til] 
hardly, and the Duke talks a great deal, but the 
Converſation is commonly on Subjects that are not 
very agreeable. When Dinner is over they drink 

| Coffee, 
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Coffee, after which the Duke retires for a few Mi- 
nutes, and then plays at Quadrille with his two 
young Ladies and the 12 but ſometimes he 
does nothing but ſmoak Tobacco, and he often re- 
tires to his Chamber where he amuſes himſelf with 
Drawing, or elſe playing on the Violin till he goes 
to Bed. 

There ſcarce a Week paſſes but the Duke gives 
an Invitation at leaſt once or twice to all the 
Perſons of Quality of the Court, and all the Officers 
of his Troops, at which time there are two 
Tables ſpread, where they dine, play, ſup, and af- 
terwards dance till next Day. 

The Duke's Troops conſiſt of a Battalion of 700 
Men, a Squadron of 180 Troopers, and a Com- 
pany of Cadets on horſeback. His Infantry con- 
fiſts of pick'd Men. Since the famous Bernard de 
Weimar who was Penſioner to Lewis XIII. King of 
France, no Duke of Weimar had ſo many Troops, 
and really they muſt be chargeable to the Duke 
whoſe Revenues *tis ſaid don't exceed 400000 
Crowns. This Prince has made a Treaty with the 
King of Poland, whereby he engages to aſſiſt the 
King with his Battalion whenever his Majeſty thinks 
it neceſſary for his Service; in which Caſe the King 
promiſes to give that Battalion the ſame Pay as he 
does his own Troops. Mean time the Duke is 
obliged to clothe them all according to the Pattern 
which is ſent to him from Dreſden; and indeed their 
Clot hes are very rich, eſpecially thoſe of the Officers 
and Cadets, which are fo bedaub'd with Gold and 
Silver Lace hat a Foreigner who comes to Weimar 
cannot but admire it. | 212 5 

The Duke's Family is very numerous, for beſides 
the Prince his Son and the three Princeſſes his 
Daughters, he has a Siſter, and a Mother-in-law, 
who is a Princeſs of Heſſe-Hombourg : Mean time he 


has

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has a numerous Court, and may boaſt that ſome of 
them are Perſons of very great Merit. 

The Gentleman who is at the Head of Affairs is 
the Baron de Reinbabe, who has the Title of Preſi- 
dent of the Council of State. He is a Perſon of a 

Family in Silęſia, has very great Abilities, and 
withal ſo much Good- nature and Modeſty as are 
ſeldom to be met with. When he was young he 
travell'd very much abroad, where he learnt what 
was valuable in every Country that he came to. 
He ſpeaks ſeveral Languages well, is a great Hi- 
ſtorian, a learned Civilian, and a good Poet. Not- 
withſtanding the Buſineſs that goes thro? his Hands, 
and his Care of a numerous Family, he is always al- 
moſt at his Studies, and never better pleas'd than when 
he is in his Library; yet he is no Enemy to Plea- 
fures, but enjoys them without abandoning himſelf 
to them, and takes them as they fall in his = 
without purſuing em. To finiſh his Character 
will add what was faid of him by a Prince who 
knew him intimately : If Probity was intirely loſt 
in the reſt of Mankind, ſaid he to me, I think I ſhowd 
be ſure to find it again in the Baron de Reinbabe. 

The Baron de Schmiedel is Marſhal of the Court 
and Director of the military Cheſt. He is a Per- 
ſon of great Piety, whoſe Aſpect is not indeed the 
moſt engaging, yet a very good Man to have to do 
with. He 1s a fincere Friend, loves to do a kind 
Thing, is exact in the Duties of his Offices, an E- 
nemy to Vice, and very much attach'd to the In- 
tereſts of his Maſter, tho he does not always pleaſe 
him becauſe he has not the Talent of Diſſimula- 
tion ſo neceſſary at Courts. 

The Baron de Studenitz a Silefian is a Privy- 
Counſellor, and Prefident of the Chamber. He 
was formerly in the Service of the Duke of Saxe- 
Barbi, and afterwards he enter'd into that of the 
Duke of Saxe-Hillurgſbauſen, whoſe Finances he 
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directed for ſeveral Years, in which he acquired a 


Reputation, and came to Weimar where he was con- 


tinued in the ſame Employment. He is a Gentle- 
man of very great Learning and Integrity, and 


having travelPd a long time in his Youth, very well 
knows how to carry himſelf. 

M. de Hering is of a noble Family in the Coun- 
try of Anbalt-Cothen. He is the Duke's Aulic 


Counſellor, a Gentleman of Worth, and both 


Learned and Polite. He is on the point of leaving 
this Court, which will be a Loſs to the Duke that 
he will not eafily repair. 


M. de Brubl the Duke's Mafter of the Horſe and 


Favourite, is a Saxon. His Birth, good Qualities, 
and eſpecially his ſweet Temper render him very 
worthy of a Sovereign's Favour. Yet I doubt 
whether, notwithſtanding ſo much Merit, he has a 
firm Footing in the Duke's Friendſhip ; he has too 
much Candor, too much Sincerity, and 1s too zea- 
lous to do Services; and perhaps alſo too much at- 
tach*d to the Intereſts and Honour of his Maſter ; 
for tho* theſe Qualities have the Appearance of 
Virtues, yet they are ſometimes Errors in the Eyes 
of Princes. | 


Thus, Sir, have I 2 you the Names of the 
moſt diſtinguiſh'd Perſons at the Court of Weimar. 


I ſet out to-morrow for Gotha. I hope for a Line 
from you at Wurtæbourg, and don't propoſe to

SIR, Gotha, Sept. 9, 1732. 


Set out from Weimar at 5 of clock in the Morn- 
1 ing and by eight was at Erfurt, where I 

walk d about an Hour, and came at Noon to 
Gotha. 

*Tis all a flat Country abounding with Corn, 
In time of Rain the Roads are ſo bad that ſome- 
times it takes up a whole Day to come from Erfurt 
to Gotha. ERFURT is a City belonging to the Elector 
of Mentz, is the Capital of Thuringia, and may be 
rank*d among thoſe of the ſecond Claſs in Germany. 
Its Inhabitants are almoſt all Lutherans, yet the 

rincipal Churches belong to the Catholics. Er- 
fart is fortified with good Ramparts, and by a Caſtle 
on a Hill which abſolutely commands the Town. 
There is always a good Gariſon in the Place which 
conſiſts of the Emperor's Soldiers and thoſe of 
Mentz ; and the Elector has a Governor here with 
the Title of Stadtholder, who preſides in the Re- 

ency. 
« a which is not near ſo big as Erfurt, is a 
City fituate in the middle of a fine fruitful Plain, 
ſo that which way ſoever one approaches it, one 
always perceives the Caſtle or Palace of the Duke, 
which ſtands on an Eminence by itſelf, and has a 
Proſpect of a vaſt Extent of Country. This Caſtle, 
which i one of the biggeſt in Germany, was built 
by Erneſt Duke of Gotha, ſurnamed the Pious ; "op

cauſed both that and the Town to be encompaſſed 
with Ditches and Ramparts. To the Glory of this 
Prince, he undertook and finiſhed theſe Great 
Works, at a time when Germany was ſo impove- 
riſned by inteſtine Wars that few of its Princes 
were able to erect Palaces.* 

As of all the Saxon Princes of the Erneſtine 


Branch, the Duke of Gotha is the moſt powerful, 


ſo his Court is of all the Saxon Courts, next to that 
of Dreſden, the moſt Numerous and the moſt Mag- 
nificent. | ; 


* The chief Trade of this Town is in Moad, of which they 
have three ſorts. The firſt they ſow about Chriſtmas, the next 
in the Spring, Summer, and Harwveft, of which they have 


three Crops, and the third grows wild. This Herb is ſuch a 


ſovereign Balſamic, that it cures Wounds almoſt with a touch, 
if taken in time. It reſembles Plantain, but has a longer Leaf. 
The Roots fatten and improve barren Ground exceedingly, and 
being brought over to England, with Clover, Cingue-Foil, &c. 
grows with good Succeſs in Northamptonſhire, and other Places. 
In the Duke's Palace there is a Chamber of valuable Rarities, 
and a noble Library, of which the late Duke caus'd a Catalogue 
to be publiſh'd of the MSS. that the Learned might know where 
to have recourſe to them. The Perſon he imployed to form it, 
was Dr. Cyprianus Eccleſiaſtical Counſellor and Aſſeſſor in the 
Conſiſtory of Gotha. They are for the moſt Part the MSS. of 
Eccleſiaſtical Authors, Ancient and Modern, eſpecially the lat- 
ter. There is a great Number of Papers and Letters in the 
Latin and German Languages, concerning Luther's Reforma- 
tion, and ſeveral MSS. of the vulgar Tranſlation of the Bible. 
There is a correcter Copy than that at Leipfic, of the Works of 
Lafantius ; another of St. Auſtin's Treatiſe of the City of God, 
which belonged to Villigiſe Archbiſhop of Mentz, about the year 
1009 ; another of the ancient Capitularies of the Kings of 
France, with the Salic Laws, and the Laws of the Lombards, 
Almains, &c. There are thirty one MS. Volumes containing 
the Abridgments of the Lives of the Emperors of the Weft, and of 
the —— their Pictures and Medals, and thoſe of their Families, 
the whole collected in 1550, by Janes de Strada of Mantua, 
The Medals are very well deſign'd, and Occo the famous Anti- 
quary affirms in a Letter quoted by M. Patin, that every Figure 


on them coſt a Crown the engraving. There is a particular 


MS. which contains a Collection of Tracts by certain Greek 
Chymiſts concerning the deſirabie 47 of making Gold. For the 


_ reſt the Curious are referred to the Catalogue it ſelf, 
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Nevertheleſs the Subjects of the Duke of Gotha+ 
are the leaſt burthen'd with Taxes of any in Ger- 
many. To this Prince's wiſe Management of his 
Finances is owing not only his own Happineſs, 
but that of his People too, by whom he is ador'd ; 
and really he treats them more like a Father, than 
a Sovereign ; and never makes them ſenfible of his 
Power, but when he is to do them Juſtice, He is 
a kind good Maſter, eaſy of Acceſs, temperate in 
his way of Living, gives very great Application to 
the Affairs of his Government, loves Reading, un- 
derſtands Books, and knows every thing which a 
Prince ought to be acquainted with. As to his 
Perſon, he is handſome and comely; is civil in his 
Deportment, but reſerv'd; and therefore ſeldom 
ſpeaks to Strangers, if he can help it; but ende: - 
vours firſt of all to know thoſe he has Buſineſs with, 
and when he has found out their Character, talks 
with them upon ſuch Subjects as he thinks they are 
beſt acquainted with. He keeps regular Hours, 
riſes at ſeven o'clock, firſt ſpends an Hour in 
Prayer, and the reading of ſome pious Treatiſe ; 
and then gets himſelf dreſs'd, and gives Audience 
to his Miniſters, or to other Perſons that defire it. 
At Noon he dines with the Ducheſs his Wife, the 
Princes his Children, and other Perſons of Diſtinc- 
tion ; ſtays about an Hour and a half at Table, and 
then takes a Walk in the Gardens of the Palace, 
or if the Weather does not permit, he employs him- 
ſelf in his Cloſet, or ſpends the Time in reading 
till five o'clock. Then he goes to the Houſe of 
ſome Perſon of Diſtinction at his Court where all 
the Nobility have an Aſſembly, and plays at 
Ombre, after which he returns to his Palace, ſups in 
the manner that he din'd, and at nine o'clock retires. 

There is a Drawing-Room at Court three times 
a Week when the Company meets in a great _— 
| where

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+ This Prince who was Frederic II. died in 1732, March 12, 
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where they make Parties at Ombre and Piquet. 
At ſeven o'clock a large Table is ſpread, which 1s 
free for all the Company. Then a Carver cuts up 
the Victuals, which are handed to that, and to all 
the Gaming-Tables that are cover'd with Napkins. 
Thoſe who don't play may fit down at what Table 
they like beſt. The Duke, the Ducheſs, or the 
Princes, generally do Foreigners the Honour to ad- 
mit them to their Table. During the Supper there 
is a Concert of Muſfic, and at nine o'Clock all the 
Company retires. ' 

The Duke by his Marriage with Magdalen- Au- 
guſta of Anhalt-Zerbſt, has ſeven Sons and two 
Daughters * : The eldeſt is the Hereditary Prince, 
who has been twice in Paris, and once in 1taly, 
England, Holland, Denmark, Sweden, and at all the 
Courts of Germany, in which Travels he has acquir'd 
a great deal of Politeneſs, and valuable Know- 
ledge. I had the Honour of making my Compli- 
ments to him both at Paris, and the Hague, and 
found him of ſuch a Temper as induces me to 
think that the Subjects of Gotha will be as happy 
hereafter under his — as they are under 
that of the Duke his Father. He was lately mar- 
ried to his Couſin- German Louiſa-Dorothea of 
Saxe- Meinungen, a very lovely young Princeſs, 


who, with all her Graces and Charms, has abun- 


dance of Good-nature and Modeſty. 

The Duke has all the Great Officers common ta 
other Sovereigns. The Count de Ronaw is Great 
Marſhal, and the chief Man at Court. They give 
him here the Character of Favourite ; whether he is 
ſuch I know not, but this I know, that he is not

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unworthy of it. I was very well acquainted with 
him at Ratisbon in 1720; he was not then in any 
Place, and expreſſed a Friendſhip for me; and now 
that I ſee him here in a Poſt, I find him the ſame 
Man as at Ratisbon, always a Friend to his Friends; 
which for a Favourite is a very great Character. 
The Duke's Revenues are computed at a Mil- 
lion of Crowns a year, with which he maintains 
near 3000 Men of regular Troops.

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As the Town of Eyſenach offers nothing at all to 
View which is worth a Traveller's Attention, I ſet 
out the ſame Day for Ful DE, where I arrived the 
next, You know, that this City is the Capital -of 
the Principality of Fulde, the Sovereign of which is 
an Abbot, a Prince of the Empire, and Chancellor 
to the Empreſs. The preſent Sovereign is Adol- 
phus Baron of Bahlberg, who was choſe by the 
Chapter of the Abbey Church in 1726, in the 
room of Conſtantine Baron of Buthler, who died 
ſuddenly, and not without ſuſpicion of Poiſon. 
Fulde is a dirty little Town open on all fides, and 
| has nothing remarkable but the Abbey Church, and 
the Prince's Palace, which arc two Freeſtone Build- 
ings that make a very grand Appearance. The 
Abt of the —.— * furniſh'd. 
The laſt Abbot being a Man of good Underſtand- 
ing and great Views, ' cauſed this Palace to be fo 
adorned as to demonſtrate the Wealth of the 
Abbey. 0 | 
- The Prince Abbot has a Grand Marſhal, a Maſ- 
ter of the Horſe, a Marſhal of the Court, ſeveral 
Privy and Aulic Counſellors, a Number of Gentle- 
men, a Company of Horſe-Guards well cloathed 
and well mounted, a Regiment of Foot Guards, 
eight Pages, a Number of Footmen, and ſeveral 
Sets of Horſes. He gives a rich Livery, and in a 
word, his Houſhold is | wn and magnificent. There 
are very few Sovereigns in Germany whoſe Table 
is better ſerved ; for there is plenty of every thing, 
particularly delicious Wines, of which they tipple to 
ſuch Exceſs that in a very little time they are not 
capable of diſtinguiſhing their Liquor. There are, 
I believe, the hardeſt Drinkers here in Europe; and I 
being on the other hand but a Milkſop, thought 
that Fulde was not a Country for me to pitch my 
*Fent in. I dined with the Prince, went home 
drunk to my Quarters, ſlept ſound, and next 2 
: et 
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ſet out for Wurtzbourg, where I am happily arriv'd 


after having gone through ſuch horrible bad Ways, 
and met with ſuch diſmal Lodging, that I wiſh my 
Enemies were but condemned to travel this Road 
four times a Year. 

Here I make myſelf amends for the Mortification 
which I met with coming hither. WurTzBOURG 
is a conſiderable City though not very large. The 
Main divides it into two Parts. It is the Reſidence 
of the Prince Biſhop of Wurtbourg Duke of Fran- 
conia. The Perſon who now enjoys that great Dig- 
nity is Chriſtopher Francis de Houtten *. He was e- 
lected by the Chapter to ſucceed ohn Philip Fran- 
cis Count de Schonborn, who was one of the greateſt 
and moſt magnificent Prelates that perhaps ever filPd 


the Epiſcopal See of Wurtbourg. This Prince, in 


the five Years time that he has been Biſhop, has 
done more things for the Embelliſhment of J/urtz- 
bourg than ten of his Predeceſſors put together. He 
has furniſhed. one Part of the Town with new For- 
tifications, and has laid the Bafis of a ſtately Pa- 
lace - which will be one of the greateſt, the com- 
pleateſt and moſt regular Fabrics that we have in 
Germany ; he having for that end conſulted the 
moſt ſkilful Architects, and ſent for the moſt cele- 
brated Sculptors from 1taly. As he was a paſſio- 
nate Admirer of the Arts and Sciences, and per- 
fectly underſtood them, eſpecially Architecture; he 
choſe the beſt Parts of all the Deſigns that were 
reſented to him, and from them he compos'd the 
Plan of the Work, which was executed with 
ſuch diligence that in fouß Years time two thirds 
of the Building were rooft. His unexpected Death 
put a ſtop for a while to this Great Work. The 
preſent; 


* His Succeſſor was Frederic Charles Count de Schonborn 
Biſhop of Bamberg and Vice-Chancellor of the Empire, who 
was before his Competitor. In 1734, he reſigned the Poſt of 
Vice-Chancellor, and retired to his Biſhoprick. 
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preſent Biſhop took it in hand again, but after hav- 
ing made conſiderable Alterations in thoſe great and 
magnificent ory the Work advances fo ſlowly 
that when it will be finiſhed no body knows. 

The deceaſed Biſhop Schonborn has alſo cauſed a 
Chapel to be built near the Metropolitan Church, 
which he has lined with very uncommon Marble 
brought for the purpoſe from Italy at a very great 
Expence. Braſs, Gilding, and every thing that can 
render a Chapel ſuperb, has been employed in it in a 
very curious Manner. This ſtately Edifice is as yet 
imperfect, and will require great Sums to finiſh it. 
As it was deſigned for the Burial-Place of the Bi- 
ſhop and his Family, it is to be preſum'd that the 
'Houſe of Schonborn, now ſo rich and ſo power- 
ful, will not ſuffer a Monument to lie unfiniſh'd 
which is to perpetuate the remembrance of its Gran- 
deur. | | 
The Great Hoſpital founded by a Biſhop whoſe 
Name was Julius, is worth ſeeing.  *Tis a ftately 
Building which looks more like the Palace of a 
Prince than a Hoſpital. Four hundred Perſons of 
both Sexes are maintained in it. There are two fine 
Halls which are particularly made uſe of upon Holy 
Thurſday. In the one, the Biſhop performs the Ce- 

remony of waſhing the Feet of the Poor, who are 
_ afterwards ſumptuouſly feaſted in it; and in the other, 
he regales his Chapter, and all his Family. 

The Caſtle ſtands upon an Eminence on the other 
fide of the River which we paſs overa Stone Bridge, 
adorn'd like that of St. Angelo at Rome, with twelve 
fine Statues repreſenting To many Saints. This 
Caſtle is a oY Place, and entirely commands the 
Town. The Form of it is quite irregular, it con- 
"fiſting of ſeveral Buildings erected by ſeveral Bi- 
ſhops. Thoſe Prelates always liv'd in it, till the 
lat, who, while he was building a new Palace in 
the Town, lodged in a neighbouring . 

ouſe 
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Houſe, from whence he could ſee how the Work 
went on. The Apartments of the old Caftle 
are ſpacious and noble. I found in them all that 
Furniture with which they were adorn'd for the Re- 
ception of the Archducheſs Mary-Elizabetb, when 
that Princeſs came to Wurtzbourg in her Way to 
the Government of the Netherlands. I have not ſeen 
richer Furniture at the Palace of any Prince of the 
Empire. r 
In this Caſtle there are two things that are well 
worth ſeeing; the Arſenal and the Vault; the one 
full of all the Stores invented by Mars and Bellona, 
for the Deſtruction of Mankind, and the other fur- 
niſn'd with every thing to ſatiate the Thirſt of an 
Army of Drunkards. If ever you come hither and 
ſhould have the Curioſity to viſit theſe Magazines 
of Mars and Bacchus, I adviſe you to begin with 
the Arſenal, eſpecially if you can get ſome Courtier 
to go with you; for theſe Gentlemen tho' very 
civil, think, that the leaft thing which a Foreigner 
ought to do for them is to brei his Reaſon to 
them in this Vault. I am ſure, I wt by dear Ex- 
tence. Three Days ago I told the Biſhop that T 
ad a mind to ſee the Caſtle. This Prince was fo 
complaifant as to order one of his Gentlemen to go 
with'me. My honeft Companion fearing, *tis like, 
that a Converſation ſete- a-tete would be too melan- 
choly, choſe two Topers to bear us Company, whom 
Silenus would not have difown'd for his Children. 
Being a Stranger to the Virtues for which thoſe 
Gentlemen were eminent, I put myſelfentirely under 
their Direction without the leaſt Apprehenſion of my 
Misfortune. When they had ſhewed me the Apart- 
ments, the Arſenal, Fortifications, and every thing, 
they carried me at laſt into the Vault, which 1 
found illuminated like a Chapel wherein I was to 
lie in State; and indeed, my Funeral e fen 
were perform'd in Pomp, for the Glaſſes ſer Aa 
„e a 
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inſtead of Bells, and Torrents of Wine guſh'd out in- 
ſtead of Tears: At length, after the Service was over, 
twoof the Prince's Heydukes carry*d me toa Coach, and 
from thence to Bed; that was my Tomb. Yeſterday 
I roſe again, but ſcarce know at this Moment whe- 
ther I am quite come to myſelf, Tis true that 
this does not give me much Concern, for ever ſince 
J have been here, I have followed the laudable 
Cuſtom of getting drunk twice a-day. You per- 
ceive that I am improv'd by my Travels, and that 
I am apt enough to learn the pretty Manners of 
the Countries where I make any Stay. I fancy that 
ou will find me very much alter'd for the better. 
There is nothing that accompliſhes a Man ſo much 
as travelling ; judge you of this by the Life which 
I lead here. | 
I riſe at ten o'clock, my Lungs very much 
inflam'd with the Wine I drank the Night before: 
I take a large Doſe of Tea, dreſs myſelf, and then 
o to make my Compliments to the Biſhop. The 
| de Pechtelſheim the Marſhal of the Court in- 
vites me to dine with the Prince: He promiſes, nay, 
and ſometimes ſwears too that I ſhall not drink. 
At Noon we ſit down to Table. The Biſhop does 
me the honour to drink two or three Healths to 
me. The Baron de Zobel, Maſter of the Horſe, 
and the Baron de Pechtelſbeim, toaſt the ſame num- 
ber to me, and I am under a neceſſity of drink: 
to no leſs than fourteen Perſons at the Table; fo 
that I am drown'd in Liquor before I have din'd. 
When the Company riſes, I wait on the Prince to 
his Chamber-Door, where he retires, and I think to 
do the fame, but I find an Embargo put upon mein 
the Antichamber by the Maſter of the Horſe, and 
the Marſhal of the Court, who with great Bumpers 
in their Hands drink the Prince's Health to me, 
and Proſperity for ever to the moſt laudable Chapter 
of Wurtzbourg. I proteſt to them that I am the 
Biſhop's 
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Biſhop's moſt humble Servant, and that I have a 
very great Veneration for the moſt laudable Chap- 
ter, but that to drink their Healths wou'd deſtroy 
mine, and therefore I beg they wou'd excuſe my 
pledging them; but I may as well talk to the 
Wind ; theſe two Healths muſt be drank, or I ſhall 
be reckon'd no Friend to the Prince and his Cha 
ter. If this were all my Taſk I ſhou'd be well off 
but then comes M. de Zobel, one of the moſt in- 
trepid Carouſers of the Age, who ſqueezes me by the 
Hand, and with an Air and Tone of perfe& Cor- 
diality, ſays to me, You love our Prince ſo well that 
you can't refuſe drinking to the Proſperity of the il- 
luſtrious Family of Houtten. And when he has 
made this moving Speech, he takes off a great Glaſs 
to witneſs his Zeal 2 the Life of his Maſter; after 
which an officious Heyduke brings me a Glaſs, and 
being infected with the Gouſt that prevails at this 
Court, aſſures me that this Wine cannot poſſibly do 
me Harm, becauſe *tis the very ſame that the Prince 
drinks. By a Perſuaſion, founded on ſo juſt an 
Inference, I have the Courage to venture on 
t'other Glaſs, which is no ſooner drank but I reel, 
and can drink no more; when in order to finiſh 
me M. de Pechtelſheim, one of the honeſteſt Gentle- 
men living, but the ſtauncheſt Wine-bibber that I 
know, accoſts me with a Smile, and fays, Come, 
dear Baron, one Glaſs more to better Acquaintance. 
I conjure him to give me Quarter, but he embraces 
me, kiſſes me, and calls me Herr Bruder, (his dear 
Brother.) How can a Man withſtand ſuch tender 
Compliments! At laſt I put myſelf ina fit Poſture 
to run away ; I ſneak off, ſteal down the Steps 
as well as I can, and ſqueeze myſelf into a Sedan 
which carries me home; where my People drag me 
out like a dead Corpſe, and fling me on a Bed, as if 
the next thing was to lay me out. I ſleep three or 
four hours, awake in a perfect Maze, put myſelf 

| to 
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to rights again, and prepare to make Viſits, or to 
receive them; but whichſoever I do, I preſently 
find myſelf in ſuch a pickle again, that I cannot 
walk alone. There's no ſuch thing as Converſa- 
tion here betwixt one Friend and another without 
the Bottle; ſo that I am tempted to think the In- 
habitants of this City are deſcended from Silenus, 
and that the old Sot left them the Faculty of hard 
drinking for a Legacy, as St. Hubert bequeath'd 
to his Family the power of curing a Frenzy. 
1 ͤdin'd yeſterday with the Reverend the Scots 
Benedictine Fryars who gave me a hearty Welcome, 
and an excellent ſort of Liquor calPd Stein Wein, 
or Stone-Wine, probably becauſe it grows on a 
Rock ; which is the only time that I have departed 
from the Regimen I keep to here, I mean that I 
was not drunk. The Houſe of theſe Benediines is 
one of the five Houſes which form a ſort of a Re- 
public in their Order, and which, without depend- 
ing on their General, chuſe a Preſident out of their 
number who has the direction of all their Affairs. 
Theſe five Houſes are in five different Towns, v1z. 
at Vienna in Auſtria, at Ratiſbon, Wurtzbourg, at 
Doway in Flanders, and at Dieulegarde, near Pont- 
a-Mouſſon in Lorrain. 

Theſe Benedictines put me in mind of the Re- 
verend Fathers the Jeſuits, who have a very fine 
Houſe in this City : Theſe are they who are Direc- 
tors of the Univerſity, and inftrut the Youth 
with a Zeal which cannot but confound their Ene- 
mies. 3 

The Prince and Biſhop lives in v t Splen- 
dor, and is one of the nw 3 3 Spi 
ritual Sovereigns. His Dominion includes ſeventy 
Bailywics, and his Country is the fineſt and fruit- 
fulleſt in Germany. The only thing that is ſcarce 
here is Money, and this is owing to their want of 
Trade, and to the great number of _—_ — 
5 rieſts 
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Prieſts who ingroſs all to themſelvs. The Biſhop 
has 50000 Crowns a-year for his Privy-Purſe. The 
Chamber is oblig'd to maintain him in every thing. 
It furniſhes his Wardrobe, his Table, and pays 
his Houſhold and his Troops, which actually con- 
fiſt of 3500 Men, who are commanded by General 
Eib, the Governour of Wurtzbourg. In time of 
War the Biſhop has no leſs than 10000. 

The Court is numerous, and I can aſſure you 
that upon Feſtival-Days *tis very magnificent, 
On St. Quilian's Day, who is the Patron of Wurtz- 
bourg and Franconia, the Biſhop repairs with a great 
Train to the Metropolitan Church. Six of the 
Biſhops Coaches drawn each by fix Horſes, begin 
the March, attended by- twenty four Footmen 
and fixteen Pages; and above fourſcore Gentle- 
men richly dreſs'd walk before the Biſhop's 
Coach, guarded by two Files of Halbardiers. The 
Maſter of the Horſe and the Marſhal of the Court 
walk by the ſides of the Coach, the latter bearing 
the Sword of the Duke of Franconia with the 
Point uppermoſt ; and the Coach is ſurrounded by 
Heydukes, and followed by a company of Life- 
Guards. | 

The Biſhop of Wurtzbourg has one Prerogative 
which the other Biſhops have not ; for while he of- 
ficiates his Great Marſhal bears the Sword of the 
Duke of Franconia naked and upright till the 
Conſecration of the Elements, and then he puts it 
up in the Scabbard, and carries it before the Prince 
with the Point downwards; which is a Diſtinction 
I take to be altogether as extraordinary as that 
of the Abbot and Count de Gemblours, the firſt 
Nobleman of the States of Brabant, who has the 
Privilege of, celebrating Maſs with his Boots and 
Spurs on, 5 
The Biſhop's ordinary Expence is perfectly ſuit- 
able to the Dignity of a great Prince; and his 
1 Table, 
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Table, which is commonly ſpread for eighteen 
Gueſts, is ſerv'd with a Magnificence to the degree 
of Profuſion; not that this Prince affects Pomp, 
but becauſe he is oblig'd to conform to the antient 
eftabliſh*'d Cuſtoms of his Court. This Prelate 
gives very great Application to the Affairs of his 
Government, for which purpoſe he riſes early in the 
Morning: When he is dreſs'd he ſpends ſome time 
in Prayer, and then confers with his Miniſters, or 
with the Chiefs of the ſeveral Tribunals. At ten 
o'clock he hears Maſs, and afterwards goes to 
Council : At Noon he dines, and after having fate 
an Hour and an half at Table, he retires, and 
ſpends the Evening with his Family, which is nu- 
merous, and compos'd of Perſons of Worth. In 
Carnival-time he makes great Entertainments twice 
or thrice a-week for all the Nobility of Wurtæbourg, 
and there is ſometimes a Ball and even Maſquerades 
at Court. In the Winter time Perſons of Rank have 
Aſſemblies for Gaming; and during the Carnival 
there's a Ball three times a-week in a Houſe kept 
by the Undertaker, at which they beſpeak Places 
beforehand, and where Foreigners are admitted 
gratis, All this wou'd be pretty enough if the 
Company was not ſometimes diſturb'd by People in 
Liquor, tho? *tis true that ſuch are not very chagrin- 
ing to the Natives, who are us'd to ſuch Sights; 
and the very Ladies, who elſewhere fly ſuch Cod: 
pany, do not ſeem to have a ſtaunch Averſion to 
them. Foreigners have reaſon to applaud the Ci- 
vilities both of the Prince and his Courtiers. As 
for my own part Iam infinitely oblig'd for the Re- 
-=_ they have been pleas'd to ſhew to me. The 
rince heaps his Favours on me, and the Nobility 
their Courteſies. If it were not that one is forc'd to 
drink hard, I ſhou'd like the Town very well. 
Two Days hence I ſhall ſet out for Anſpach, 2

SIX, Auſpach, Sept. 29, 1729. 


CAME in one day from JYurtzbourg to Ax- 
spAch, which is twelve Miles, and paſs'd 
thro? two or three little Towns not worth na- 

Anſpach is the Capital of the Margraviate fo 


call'd, and the Reſidence of the Margrave of Bran- 


denbourg, Chief of the ſecond Branch of that Fa- 
mily ſettled in Franconia. Tis a ſmall but pretty 
Town, and very well built. It has no Fortifica- 
tions, and is only ſhut in by Walls ſurrounded with 
Walks which form a Bulwark. The Prince has a 
large Caſtle or Palace building here, which when 
finiſh'd will be magnificent. The late Margrave, 
Father of the preſent, had begun to build it accord- 
ing to the Models of an Ialian Architect; but as 
he did nothing to anſwer the Opinion conceiv'd by 
the Germans that the 1talians are the beſt Architects 
in the World, perhaps becauſe he was oblig'd to 

teh up old Walls for the ſake of ſome Rooms ; 
Madame the Margravine Regent, Mother of the 
young Margrave, continued what her Huſband 
began, but. chang'd the Architect, and makes uſe 
of the Baron de Zochau to carry on thoſe Works; 
who, tho* oblig'd to conform to what was done 
by the 1talian, has ſucceeded much better than that 
Foreigner. Madame the Margravine Regent has like- 

Vol. I. 8 wiſe 
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wile caus'd ſome noble Gardens to be laid out ; and 
this Princeſs ſpares no Coſt for embelliſhing the 
Town of Anſpach. | 

The Margravine Regent * is of the Family of 
MWurtenberg, and may be compar'd for Beauty with 
the fineſt Princeſſes in the World. Being left a 
Widow at twenty nine Years of Age, ſherenounc'd 
all Pleaſures, and thought of nothing but the F- 
ducation of her Son, and the Affairs of her Re- 
gency; both of which Duties this Princeſs diſ- 
charges in ſuch a manner that her Subjects bleſs her 
Government, and the young Margrave cannot but 
have very great Obligations to her. 

Madame the Margravine, beſides a charming 
Perſon, has a ſparkling Wit and a ſolid Judgment, 
which ſhe has taken care to cultivate by great read- 
ing, and maintains by a Piety and Charity truly 
Chriſtian. There is in all her Actions ſuch Polite- 
neſs, and ſo much Good- nature, as gain her the 
hearts of all Perfons. In fine, without flattering 
this Princeſs, I can aſſure you that her Life is a 
Pattern of Virtue. She is wean'd from all the Va- 
nities of the Age; ſhe wears neither Gold nor 
Lace, and has given her Diamonds, which were of 
very great value, to her Son. She 7 ſo retir*d 
to her Apartment that ſhe is never ſeen but at 
Church, at Table, or when ſhe gives Audience 
which ſhe never refuſes to any body unleſs when ſhe 
is tir d. She is inceſſantly employ'd, and takes De- 
light in it. She is her own Miniſter, and her Coun- 
ſellors are only the Executioners of her Orders. 

*Tis pity that Germany is ſo ſoon like to loſe a 
Princeſs who does her Country ſo much Honour : 
The Margravine is in ſo declining a Condition

oung Margrave, and match'd him to Frederica- Louiſa, ſecond 
Daogheer of the King of Pruſſia. COS | 
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that there's no hopes of her Recovery: The Phy- 


ſicians have actually told her ſo; but the Princeſs, 


far from being terrify'd at the fad Tidings, re- 
ceiv'd it like a Chriſtian Heroine: God gave me my 
Life, ſaid ſhe to her Phyſicians, he will take it from 
me when he pleaſes, his Will be done. She continnes 
to live in the way ſhe always did; and the Ap- 
proach of Death, which ſhe ſees advancing to her 
with flow Pace, gives her no Trouble nor Tre- 
mor; but ſubmitting to the Decrees of Providence, 
ſhe waits with Reſignation for that awful Moment 
which often makes the ſtouteſt Hearts tremble. 

The young Margrave is actually at Paris, ſo 


that I cou'd have given you no manner of Account 


of this Prince, if J had not had the Honour to 
ſee him two Years ago. He was born the 12th of 
May, 1712. He is a handſome, comely, lively 
Man, has an extraordinary Memory, and if Age 
matures his Underſtanding, bids fair to be one day 
a Prince of a ſublime Genius. His Governour was 
M. de Bremer, a Gentleman of Livonia ; and his 
Præceptor M. Neukirch , celebrated for ſeveral 
Eſſays in Poetry. ? 
Notwithſtanding the Reform which Madame the 
Margravine made in her Court when ſhe came to 
the Regency, *tis ſtill very numerous. The Count 
de Caſtel is the firſt Man at this Court, and has the 
Title of Lord Steward. His Lady commonly at- 
tends Madame the Margravine, and does the Offices 


of Lady of Honour without affecting the Title. 


M. de Bremer, the Baron de Sectendorf, and the 
Baron de Zochau, are Privy Counſellors; and the 
Baron de Kinſberg is Marſhal of the Court. As to 
the Troops the Margravine Regent only keeps up 


2 ſuch 


* This was Benjamin Neukirch. He put Telemachus into 
Verſe, and was the 5 of a great many other Works, which 
ſhew that the German Language is capable of conveying as ſine 


Sentiments as thoſe which are more us'd by Authors. He dy'd 


lately at Anſpach. 
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ſuch a number as is neceſſary to furniſh her Quota to 
the Empire, and to guard her Perſon. 

The viate of Anſpach is very much inter- 
ſperſed with Woods, which makes it a fine Country 
Ge Hunting, Tis faid that it brings in 500000 
Crowns every Year to its Sovereign. The 1 
Towns are Anſpach and Schwabach, in which Ma- 
nufactures are erected that do great Prejudice to 
the City of Nuremberg. a 
I think I ought not to omit acquainting you 
with two things which are fondly believ'd by the 
common People, and which the Landlord of the 
Houſe where I quarter'd affirm'd to me to be Facts. 
The one is, that there are no Rats in all the Coun- 
try of Anſpach, fince one of the Family of the Rat- 
killing St. Hubert paſs'd that way. The other is of 
the ſame Tenor, and admitted for a certain Truth 
by every Subje& in the Dominions of the Houſe 
of Brandenbourg, viz. When any one of this Fa- 
mily dies, whether Prince or Princeſs, a Woman 
inWhite always appears juſt before in the Palace. I 
know not whether you ever heard any thing con- 
cerning this Propheteſs of Ill Luck. Be that as it 
will, the Story which is told of her is this : 

Joachim II. Ele&or of Brandenbourg having a 
mind to enlarge his Palace at Berlin, wanted to 
buy in ſeveral Houſes; but an old Woman, the 
Owner of one of thoſe Houſes, reſolv'd not to ſell 
it to him upon any Terms. The Elector finding 
her ſo obſtinate ſent her the Purchaſe-Money and 
turn'd her out of it; upon which the old Woman 
ſwore in a Rage that ſhe wou'd be an eternal Plague 
to Joachim and his Poſterity. They pretend that 
the good Lady keeps her Word, and that ſhe 
haunts all the Palaces of the Brandenbourg Family. 
Let I never heard any body at Berlin ſay they had 
ever ſeen her there, tho? that is the Place where ſhe 
vuggnht naturally to have taken up her head — 
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My Landlord added to theſe fine Stories that the 
Margravine would not die yet a while becauſe 
the Woman in White had not yet appear'd to any 
body at Court. |

SIX, Carlſbad, October 10, 1729. 


HEN I took leave of the Court of An- 
ſpach, I was honour'd with a precious 
mark of the Margravine's Goodneſs, 
Viz. a weighty Gold Medal; and now I am 
again upon my Journey. I was not many hours 
in travelling from Anſpach to Nuremberg, thro' a 
Country extremely ſandy, but very well cultivated, 
and interſ{pers'd with conſiderable Villages which in 
our Country wou'd be reckor'd Towns. 

So much has already been faid by others of the 
City of NuReMBERo, that I have very little to add 
to it. I aſſure you this Town is the moſt diſagreeable 
Place in Europe to live in. The Patricians are the 
People of the firſt Rank there, and lord it like the 
petty Nobles of Venice. The Government here 
too has very great Reſemblance with the Venetian, 
and they have a fort of Doge. In ſhort they are 
very much like the Frog in the Fable that ſtrove 
to ſwell itſelf to the Size of the Ox. Of theſe Pa- 
tricians ſome are very rich, but they are ſo rude 
that no body viſits them, and they ſcarce vifit 
one another, Perhaps you will aſk me what I mean 
by the Term Patricians? *Tis this; they are Gentle- 

" FS” | men: 
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men : There are Patrician Families old enough to 


diſpute Antiquity with any of the Nobility what- 


ſoever, and who were formerly admitted into all 


the Chapters. But now the caſe is otherwiſe ; for 
the Nobility not only exclude them out of the 
Chapters, but diſpute their being Gentlemen ; pre- 
tending that they derogate from the Title by their 


Magiſtratical Offices. Such is, you know, our Ger- 


manic Vanity; the things which are honourable in. 
other Countries, are with us diminutive: The 
Court, the Sword, and the Church, are the only 
Profeſſions that a Gentleman can follow: If he has 
not the Talents proper for one or other of theſe, or 
if Fortune frown upon him, he had better be out of 
the World than take any Offices of the Magiſtracy 
upon him, or enter into Trade: He had better 
beg Alms nobly than marry beneath himſelf. But 
T ſhall not here ſet up for a Cenſor of the Germanic 
Cuſtoms. Let us talk of Nuremberg. This City 
has 6 Gates, 12 Conduits, and 118 Wells. Of 
the Churches St. Laurence's is the biggeſt : There's 
a great many Reliques in it, particularly a part of the 
Manger in which our Saviour was laid, a piece of 
his Garment, and three Links of the Chains which 
bound St. Peter, St. Paul, and St. Fobn. As the 
Lutherans make no great account of thoſe Reliques, 
they wou'd do well to give them to ſome poor 
Catholic Convent which would thereby ſoon be 
enrich'd. 

You know that the Government here is altoge- 
ther Evangelical, 7. e. Lutheran, The Catholics 


have a ſmall Church in the Houſe of the Teutonic 


Order: The Calviniſts go to Church in the Terri- 
tory of Anſpach; but the eus are not . tolerated 
becauſe *tis faid they formerly poiſoned the Wells, 
They live in a Place not far from Nuremberg, but 
come to Town every Morning, paying ſomething 
for their Entrance, have an old Woman ſet over 
them 
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them who is commonly both their Guard and their 
Guide, and are permitted to trade and trick 
wherever they can till Night, when they are obliged 
to retire. 

In the Church of the Hoſpital is kept Charle- 


main's Crown, ſaid to weigh fourteen Pounds, the 


Sceptre and the Globe, in ſhort all the Ornaments 


of Empire except Charlemain's Sword faid to have 
been brought from Heaven by an Angel, the ſame 
very likely that carry'd the holy Vial and the 
Oriflamb to France, That Sword is kept at Aix la 
Chapelle. 

The Trade of Nuremberg is very much fallen 
off ; for beſides that the Toys and Knick-knacks 
which were formerly made in this City are much 
out of faſhion, eſpeciallyin Germany, the Manufactures 
which the Margraves of Bareith-An/pach have ſettled 


in their Domintons do conſiderable Prejudice to 


Nuremberg. 

The Inhabitants of this City may be, (at leaft I 
think *em ſo) the honeſteſt People in the World, but 
they are the moſt horrible Complimenters that I 
know. I cou'd not ſet my Foot in a Shop, but the 
Maſter, the Miſtreſs, the Children and the Appren- 


tices waited on me into the very Street thanking 


me for the Honour I had done them. My Land- 
lord too who ſaw me go in and out twenty times 
a day, receiv'd me always with great Ceremony, 
and aſk'd me how I did. And when I went out 
he pray'd me not to leave his Houſe long in Con- 
tempt, without honouring it with my Preſence. 
Nuremberg is the richeſt and moſt potent Imperial 
City next to Hambourg. The Domain of Nurem- 
berg is even much larger than that of Hambeurg, 
but the latter bears the Bell for Wealth. Tis ſaid 
that Nuremberg has ſeven other Towns in its Ter- 
ritory, with 480 Villages and Pariſhes. Yet for 
O 4 all 
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all this tis not a rich City; for the Patricians pocket 
all the Money, and the Citizens are poor. 

Next Day after my Arrival at Nuremberg ſet 
out for Chriſtian-ERLAN EN, a Town in the Mar- 
graviateof Brandenbourg-Bareith which owes its flou- 
riſhing State to a Colony of French People who fled 
out of France on account of their Religion. 

Forty Years ago Erlangen was but a little Village 
in the middle of a Foreſt of Fir-Trees. The Mar- 

rave Chriſtian giving ſhelter to the French who 
2 their Country after the Revocation of the Edict 
of Nantz, aſſign'd them Erlangen to ſettle in. 
When they cut down the Woods they built the 
Town, to which they gave the Name of Chriſtian- 


Erlangen, in Memory of Chriſtian their Benefactor. 


All the Streets are in a ſtrait Line. The French 
have ſet up all ſorts of Manufactures here, and 
have made it one of the prettieſt Towns of Germany. 
Madame El;zabeth-Sophia of Brandenbourg, ſecond 
Daughter of the Elector Frederic-William, and 
third Wife of the Margrave Chrifian Founder of 
Erlangen, caus'd a very handſome Palace to be 
built in the great Square of this City, to which 
there are noble Gardens. Tis at preſent occupy'd 
by Sophia of Saxe-Weiſſenfels, Widow of the laft 
Margrave of Bareitb. This Princeſs was to have 
dwelt at Neuſtadt, which was ſettled on her for her 
Dowry ; but as *tis a loneſome, melancholy, ſcoun- 
dre] Place, the Margrave Regent was willing ſhe 
ſhould live at Erlangen. The Margravine Dowa- 
ger was one of the moſt beautiful Princeſſes in the 
World, of which ſhe ſtill preſerves the fair Remains, 
and none can have an Air more grand. She lives 


at 


* This Princeſs was the Dowager of the Duke of Cour land, 
when ſhe marry'd the Margrave Chriſtian who was very old. 
Aſter his Death ſhe marry'd the Duke of Saxe-Meinungen whom 
ſhe has ſurviv'd. She reſides at Coburg in Franconia. She never 
had but one Son, and that was he who marry'd the preſent Cza- 

rina, but dy'd ſoon after his Marriage, 
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at Erlangen with all the Dignity becoming her 


Rank. Foreigners are very well received at her 
Court, and particularly by the Princeſs herſelf, who 
for Politeneſs has few Equals. 

From Chriſtian-Erlangen I went in leſs than a 
Day to Bamberg, tho' I ſtay'd two or three Hours at 
FoRcHEiM a Place in the Biſhoprick of Bamberg, 


whoſe Buildings appear'd to me to be old and out 


of repair. 

The Biſhoprick of Bau RERO is thefirſt Biſhoprick 
of the Empire, The Biſhop is Suffragan to no Arch- 
biſhop, He depends only as to Spirituals upon the 
Holy See, and receives the Pall as an Archbiſhop. 
He has moreover this Diſtinction, that the Electors 
are his great Officers as they are thoſe of the Empire, 
and he has the Privilege of ſummoning them to 
come and do the Duties of their Offices on the Day 
of his Inſtallation. I have not heard that any Bi- 


ſhop ever made uſe of this mighty Prerogative, for 


the Retinue which thoſe great Officers would bring 
along with them might be a Charge to him. The 
great Privileges which this Prelate enjoys are coun- 
ter-balanc'd by one Mortification ; for if the Elec- 
tors happen to chuſe an Emperor who has no Do- 
minions, the Biſhop of Bamberg would be oblig'd 
to yield him his Epiſcopal City and Palace. *Tis 
faid that the Emperor has the ſame Right to Rome, 
and that if he ſhould chuſe that ancient City of the 
World for his Reſidence, the Pope wou'd be oblig*d 
to yield him the Palace of the Vatican and to retire 
to that of St. John de Lateran. But I really think 
that the Holy Father and the Biſhop of Bamberg 
will not be ſo ſoon turn'd out. 

The late Elector of Mentz, Lotharius Francis de 
Schonborn who was alſo Biſhop of Bamberg, em- 
belliſh*'d the City with a new Epiſcopal Palace, a 
great and ſtately Building that ſtands on an Emi- 


nence, 
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nence, from whence there is an extenſive Proſpect 
of various Beauties. 

The City of Bamberg is very well built, and has 
beautiful Churches. Herein is to be ſeen the Tomb 
of the Emperor Henry II. and his Wife the Empreſs 
Cunegonda, This Princeſs lies at the right Hand 
of her Huſband, becauſe ſhe kept her Virginity to 
her Death. Was not this abuſing the Sacrament of 
Marriage ? 

The Biſhop who fills the Epiſcopal See of Bam- 
berg is Frederic-Charles, Count de Schonborn, Vice- 
Chancellor of the Empire. This Prelate being Mi- 
niſter of State to the Emperor commonly reſides at 
Vienna, and is now there, ſo that I have nothing 
to ſay to you of his Court; but I reckon I ſhall be 
able to giveyou ſome Account of him after I have 
paid my Reſpects to him at Vienna. 

The Neighbourhood of Bamberg is very agreea- 
able, but as one comes to it from Nuremberg thro? 
a certain Foreſt of Fir-Trees, it ſtrikes a Man with 
Horror to find an Avenue to it a quarter of a League 
in length form'd by Wheels and Gibbets. This, at 
firſt ſight gives a Stranger no very great Idea of the 
Honeſty of the People; but he 1s of another O- 

inion when he comes to know that theſe expos'd 
alefactors are for the moſt part Foreigners. The 
Biſhoprick of Bamberg is contiguous to ſeven or eight 
different States, and the Town it ſelf lies in the 
greateſt Road of all Germany, which is the Reaſon 
that 'tis ſo infeſted by Rogues from all Quarters. 
In the time of the Elector of Mentz, Bamberg was 
their Ne plus ultra, for that Prince gave them no 
Quarter : Being an Enemy to Wickedneſs and one 
of the greateſt Juſticiaries that we have had in Ger- 
many, he ſent all to the Gallows that deſerv'd Hang- 
ing. 
About a League out of the Town the Biſhop has 
a charming Pleaſure-Houſe; but there is nothing in 


all 
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all Germany more magnificent than the Caſtle of Pou- 
MERSFELDEN belonging to the Count de Schonborn, 
which 1s three Leagues from Bamberg. Francis Lo- 
tharius de Schonborn Ele&or of Mentz caus'd this 
ſtately Fabric to be built, the whole of which 
forms a great Body of Building flank*d by two Pavi- 
lions with two advanc'd Wings. The whole is re- 
gularly built, and decorated with well- fancy'd Archi- 
tecture. The Entry is ſupported by ſeveral Colon- 
nades, where the firſt thing that preſents it ſelf is 
the grand Stair-Caſe, which is extraordinary mag- 
nificent, and perhaps one of the beſt contrived in 
Europe. This Entry leads into a Salon which ſerves 
as a Paſſage to the Garden; *tis in form of a Grotto 
adorn'd with ſeveral Fountains, Columns, and Sta- 
tues of Marble: The Cieling is painted as well as 
the Sky-Light of the Stair-Caſe, and the Arches of 
the principal Apartments. They are all painted by 
Hands that the Elector ſent for on purpoſe from 
Italy. I don't give you the Particulars of the great 
Salon, nor of the Apartments, becauſe it would take 
up a Volume. The whole are laid out with Art, and 
furniſh'd with great Choice, Judgment and Splendor. 

The Stables anſwer exactly to the Caſtle which 
they front. They are built in form of a Half- 
Moon with a Pavilion in the middle, which is an 
oval Salon, from both Sides of which you ſee all the 
Horſes, The Mangers are of Marble in form of 
Shells, and the Racks of Iron neatly wrought in 
form of a Baſket or Scuttle. 

The Salon in the middle of the two Stables is 
painted in Freſco, and looks one way to the Court, 
and the other to the Riding-Houſe, where the E- 
lector us'd to ſee the Horſes manag*d belonging to 
the Studs of his Biſhoprick near Yowkos, one of 
the beſt in Germany. | 

The Gardens of Pommersfelden are very anſwer- 
able to the Magnificence of the Buildings: In a 

| I word, 
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word, every Thing belonging to this fine Houſe is 
worthy of it. The Builder of it had ſublime Ideas: 
He ſpared no Coſt to leave Monuments of his Gran- 
deur and Wealth to Poſterity, and has made a 
Houſe of Pommer felden which really ſurpaſſes ſame 
Royal Palaces. But *tis time to take you out of 
this fine Place and to carry you back to Bamberg. 
There is a good Number of the Nobility ſettled 
in this Town. The Chapter conſiſts of Perſons of 
Quality: It has the Right of chuſing the Biſhop; and 
'tis he who governs in the Abſence of the — 
Such a Reſort as here is of the Nobility makes the 
Time paſs away agreeably; but they drink as hard 
here as at Fulde and Wurtzbourg, ſo that it looks as 
if Drinking was an inſeparable Function of the Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Courts. Having ſome Relations in this 
Town I ftay'd there three Days, during which I 
had the Pleaſure of Drinking every Day with one 
of my Couſins out of a great Goblet of ſolid Gold 
which weigh'd to the Value of a thouſand Ducats. 
You can't imagine how well the Wine went down 
out of a Cup of that Value. I heartily wiſh'd that 
my Couſin wou'd have dealt by me as Fo/eph did by 
Benjamin, and that he had put up his Cup in my 
Portmanteau, provided he wou'd not have ſent to 
fetch me back again, as the Governour of Egypt did 
his Brother; but this was what my dear Couſin did 
not think fit to do. He made me drink my Skin- 
full of Wine, and only wiſh'd me my Pockets full 
of Gold. | | 
From Bamberg I went to BaRE1TH the Reſidence 
ot the Margrave of Brandenbourg. The elder of the 
two Branches of that Family ſettled in Franconia. 
John George Elector of Brandenbourg divided his 
Dominions between his three Sons : He left the E- 
lectorate with its Appendages to his eldeſt Son, and 
youu the Margraviate of Culmbach to Chriſtian his 
tecond Son, and that of Anſpach to his third Son. 
| | Chriſtian 
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Chriſtian form'd two Branches, that of Bareith 
and that of Culmbach. The Branch of Bareith be- 
came extinct in 1726, by the Death of George-Wil- 
liam, whoſe Widow lives at Erlangen. 1 Fre- 
deric- Charles Margrave of Culmbach his Coufin, 
ſucceeded him. This Prince has five Children, viz. 
two Princes and three Princeſſes. He marry*d 
Dorothy of Holſtein-Beck at Berlin in 1709. I had 
then the Honour to ſee him : He was a Prince of a 
noble Aſpect, very civil, good-natur'd, and tem- 
perate, and a Lover of Books and Men of Learning. 
He did an Act of Generofity that perhaps is not 
to be parallePd, and which I relate to you as the 
moſt authentic Teſtimony that can be of his Good- 
nature and Integrity. | 

His Predeceffor had left an empty Exchequer 
and e many Debts; and the Margrave at his 
Acceſſion to the Regency was oblig'd to pay the 
King of Pruffia 460000 Florins, upon condition 
that his Majeſty wou*d renounce any Pretenſions he 
might have to the Margraviate, by virtue of the 
Reſignation of all Rights to the Succeſſion which 
had been made by the Margrave of Culmbach his 
Father, in favour of Frederic I. King of Pruſſia. 
To raiſe this Sum on People already overburden'd 
by the common Taxes, was to ſeek their Ruin. 
The Margrave in pity of their miſerable Condition, 
choſe rather to borrow this Money of the States of 
the Circle of Franconia at great Intereſt, When he 


found himſelf in peaceable poſſeſſion of his Domi- 


nions by the Payment made to the King of Pruſſia, 
he undertook to pay off not only his own, but the 
Debts of his Predeceſſor. To enable himſelf to do 


this, 


* The Hereditary Prince who is the eldeſt, marry'd the 
Princeſs Royal of Pruffia in 1731. 

+ The eldeſt of the Princeſſes, Sophia-Chriſtiana- Louiſa was 
marry'd in 1731 to the Prince Alexander de la Tour and Taxis. 
She lately embrac'd the Ramiſb Religion. 
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this, he began by turning off his Court, kept but a 
ſmall Number of Counſellors and Gentlemen, and 
diſbanded 3000 Men of the Troops which the late 
Margrave kept in pay to no purpoſe. He reduc'd 


his Table to the greateſt Frugality ; his Clothes were 


plain, and he avoided Magnificence and Gaming. 
Some time after this, he made another Reform in 
his Houſe, and kept up but a ery ſmall Number 
of Domeſtics. He eſtabliſh'd a Council of Regency, 
and to fave the Expence which his Rank as a Sove- 
reign would have engag'd him in whether he wou'd 
or not, he left his Dominions, and went to live in- 
cognito with the Hereditary Prince his Son at Ge- 
neva, I believe that both of them are actually at 
Montpellier*, He is reſolv'd not to return to his 
Dominions till all his Debts are paid off. Mean 
time his Subjects wiſh for his Return with Impa- 
tience, for he has ſuch a Kindneſs for them, and 
governs them with ſuch Mildneſs that they look 
on him as their Father and Benefactor. This Re- 
tirement of the Margrave from the Splendors of So- 
vereignty is the more to be commended becauſe tis 
abſolutely voluntary: e was not at all oblig'd to pay 
the Debts oſ his Predeceſſor; for they were of ſuch 
a Nature as not to be rank'd among the Debts of 
the Government. Nevertheleſs it was his Pleaſure 
to do it, and he choſe rather to abridge himſelf of 
the Charms of Sovereignty than that People, whoſe 
Faith in the Government had made them part with 
their Money, thou'd loſe their Debts. Such a glo- 
rious Action as this, is in my Judgment equal to the 


Laurels of twenty Victories: This was owing to his 


Virtue, whereas Victory is generally the Conſequent 
of Chance and Fortune. 
You will eaſily imagine that while the Sove- 
reign is abſent this City is not very gay. It ap- 
pear d 
* The Margrave and the Prince are now return'd to Bareitb, 
Where they live with all the Splendor of Sovereignty. 
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pear'd to me the more melancholy becauſe I had 
ſeen it in the time of the late Margrave, at whoſe 
Court there was continual Feaſting and Jollitry. 
The City of Bareith is inferior to Erlangen. 
The Margrave's Palace is a great old Pile, but not 
very commodious, and meanly furniſh'd. This 
Prince has a very pretty Houſe, a League from 
Bareith, calPd the Hermitage, which was built by 


Order of the late Margrave. 


It ſtands in the middle of a thick Wood, in 
which there are a great many Pavilions built, with- 
out any Symmetry indeed, but very - ingeniouſly 
contriv'd within for the Uſe to which they ſerve, 
When the late ve.came to the Hermitage, 
he and his whole Court were in the Dreſs of Her- 
mits. There were certain Hours in which the Her- 
mit Brothers went to pay 
Siſters, who liv'd in the Pavilions. The Brothers 
and Siſters who gave each other Collations, were 
ſubje& to certain Rules from which they could not 
be diſpenſed but by the Remiſſion of the Superior 
of either Sex, who were then the Margrave, and 
his Lady the Margravine. In the Evening they 
met again in the Hall of the Caſtle, where they 
ſupp'd ; and that every thing might be done ac-

The eldeſt of the Brothers is a Major- 
General and Colonel of Foot in the Service of the 
Emperor, and the two others are in the Service of 
Denmark. The two Princeſſes are marry'd, one to the 
Prince Royal of Denmark, the other to George-A!- 
bert Prince of Eaſt-Friefland. So that the intire 
Family of Brandenbourg-Culmbach conſiſts of Prin- 
ces and Princeſſes — the Number of twelve.

Whoever would be well accommodated at Carls- 
bad muſt carry three things thither with him, his 
own Bed, Wine, and Cook; tho* a Foot-boy may 
ſerve for the Cook, becauſe one is genetally invited 
by the Bohemian or Ayſtrian Noblemen, who al- 
ways keep a great Table, and love Company to dine 
with *em. | 

The Inhabitants of Carlobad are generally Ar- 
mourers, who work very neat and vaſtly cheap. 
At the Seaſon for uſing the Waters, Merchants flock 
hither from all Parts, and Carlsbad is v to 
many great Towns. I had a great deal of Amuſe- 
ment during the two different Seaſons that I paſs d 
there, and I contracted a World of good Acquain- 
tance, who, I hope, will be of Service to me at

a SI R, Prague, November 1x, 1729. 
HAVE now been a Month in this City, yet 
1t ſeems but as a Day ; for I find infinite Amuſe- 
ments here, and a thouſand things that I like, 
only I want your Company. The City of PRacus 
is ancient, and has been time out of mind, the Seat 
of the Kings of Bohemia. Tis without diſpute 
one of the biggeſt Towns in Europe. Tis encom- 
paſs'd with Ramparts, and as well fortified as a Place 
of that Extent can be, and commanded by ſeveral 
Hills, which *tis impoſſible to level. This City is 
divided by the River Molde or Muldaw, into two 
Parts, viz. Old Prague and Little Prague; and du- 
ring the Courſe of the laſt Century, it ſuffer'd the 
eft Cruelties that a City can poſſibly undergo 
a time of War. The Archduke Leopold Biſhop 
Paſſau ſurprized and plunder'd the leſſer Part, 
and would have done the ſame by the old Town, 
if the Emperor Matthias King of Hungary had 
not come in time to relieve it. Nine Years after 
this, Prague was again plunder'd by thoſe who were 
moſt concerned to preſerve it; I mean the Impe- 
rialiſts, who, after the Battle at Veiſſenberg, near 
Prague, wherein they defeated Frederic Elector 
Palatine whom a Party had choſe King of Bohemia, 
enter'd the City, and carried off ineſtimable Booty. 
Prague was uſed no better in 1631, by the Elector 
of Saxony, after that Prince made himſelf Maſter of 
Bohemia, The Great Waſſtein of ſo much Note —

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huis Glorious Actions, and his Tragical Exit, reco- 
ver'd Bobemia from the Saxon in 1632, and took 
attack d it, and took the leſſer Prague; but could.

thereupon retired; and carry'd o 
At length the Peace of Weſtphalia reſtored Tran- 
quillity to Bohemia and the City of Prague, which 
has been ſubject ever ſince to the Houſe of Auſtria 
and the Kingdom which before was Elective, bad 
the Mortification to become Heredita x. 
The Situation of Prague is pleaſant in the midſt 
of Gardens and fine Fields; and *tis adorn'd with 
noble Buildings, of which the Houſes of the Counts 
T/chernin and Sternberg are as fine as any. The 
urniture of the former is extremely rich; there is 
a Gallery adorned with excellent Pictures, a Cahi- 
net of choice Porcellane with entire Services of the 
fineſt Indian Lacca; and another Room full of fine 
Arms and other Curioſities; Count Sternberg's 
Houſe is not ſo large, yet better contriv'd.; and in 
Rome it ſelf would paſs for a fine Palace: But there 
is one built by the late Count de Gallaſcb, who died 
Viceroy at Napies, that bears the Bell above all. 
You know that Nobleman was prodigiouſly rich 
and 1 He ſpared no Coſt in his Build- 
ings. *Tis pity the Houſe is not well ſituate; butit 
certainly would be ſo, if the young Count de Gal- 
laſch was of the ſame Way of Thinking with his 
Father, who intended to have had five or fix * 
Hovels belonging to it pull'd down to the ground; 
by which means he would have had a fine Square. 
The Convents of both Sexes are another Orna- 
ment of this Great City. The Houſe of the Reve- 
rend Fathers the Jeſuits is one of the moſt magni- 
ficent. They have lately cauſed a Church to be

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ſeen out of Haly. If you were but here, we would 
go together and ſee all thoſe Buildings. I would 
carry you firſt of all to the Cathedral, which is in 
leſſer Prague, on the Top of the Hill calld Ratf- 
chin, and from thence we would go and take a 
View of the Caſtle which is upon the ſame Hill. 
The Metropolitan Church is a very ancient Struc- 
ture, which was burnt down by the Swedes, and is 
only rebuilt in part. Its Magnificence and Beauty 
conſiſt in the thickneſs of its Walls and Arches ; 
and the Architecture of this Church is ſuch that I 
fancy it would appear Gothic to the very Goths 
themſelves. Tis in this Cathedral that the Kings and 
Queens of Bohemia are conſecrated. The Archbiſhop 
of Prague*s Office is to perform the Unction upon 
both ; but the Abbeſs of St. George, whoſe Abbey 
as alſo upon the Hill of Razſchin, is to place the 
Crown upon the Head of the Queen, and in this 
Function ſhe is aſſiſted by the Wives of the Great 
Officers of the Crown. | 


In this Metropolitan Church are preſerved with 


great Veneration the Bodies of a couple of Saints 
extremely dear to the Bohemians. The one is St. 


Menceſlaus King of Bohemia, the other St. Fohn Ne- 
pomucene. The latter was very lately canonized by 
Pope Benedi# XIII. at the Requeſt of the States of 
this Kingdom, who were at the whole Expence of 
the Ceremony, which was performed in the Church 


of St. Jobn de Lateran at Rome with extraordinary 
— .. | 


The Story of this Saint is very ſingular: He was 
Confeſſor to the Wife of that cruel] Emperor Wence- 


flaus, who was depoſed by the Electors. That 
Prince being jealous of his Queen enjoined St. John 
Nepomucene to reveal that Princeſs's Confeſſions to 
him. He employed Preſents, Prayers and Threats, 
to perſuade the Saint to make this Diſcovery, but 
all to no purpoſe; upon which he cauſed him my 
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caſt headlong from the Bridge into the River of 
Molde. The Body was ſeen floating at ſome diſ- 
tance from the Place, attended with five Stars 
ſwimming on the Water ; then he was added to the 
Number of the Saints and Martyrs, and his Corpſe 
was taken out of the River, and carried with Pomp 
to Prague, where it was interr'd in the Church of 
Dain in the old Town, of which he was a Canon. 
His Corpſe being found ſome Years ago, his Tongue 
appearing to be as freſh as ever, was taken out of his 
Mouth and put into a Silver Gilt Box ; the Body 
was encloſed in a ſtately Coffin, and the whole carried 
with great Ceremony to the Cathedral. An Altar be- 
ing erected in the middle of the right Wing of the 
Choir, there the Saint was interr'd in a Tomb of 
Silver Gilt; and the Tongue put into a ſort of Ta- 
5 bernacle where it has wrought and does ſtill works 
t Miracles.

tho? I ſhould have thought all this feaſible enough 
without a Miracle. The Princeſs de Schwartzenberg 
had not been married many Years before ſhe had a 
Daughter ; her Husband had not ſeen her for four- 
teen Years after this, during which ſhe had no Chil- 
dren.

As to Count Martinitz there ſeems indeed to be 
better colour for a Miracle in his favour. He had 
been married fourteen or fifteen Years, and his Lady 
never given the leaſt Sign of Teemingneſs. She 
was in good plight of body, her Husband liv'd 
with her, and they went together ſeveral times to the 
Baths of Carlsbad, but all had ſignified nothing. The 
Count longing paſſionately for a Son had perform'd 
more than nine days Devotion ſucceſſively, for he 
went the laſt Holy Year to Loretto and to Rome. 
But Heaven deaf to his Cries granted him no 
Heir; at laſt knowing not what Saint to pray to, 
his Lady propos'd, that they ſhould go and worſhip 
nine days together at the Tomb of St. Nepomucene, 
They ſet out, they arrive at Prague, they proſtrate 
themſelves before the ſacred Tomb. Soon after, 
Madame de Mertinitz proves with Child, and at 
nine Months end is delivered of a Son. You may 
ſay whatever you pleaſe, but ſuch a Favour ſure 
was worth ſome Lamps of ſolid Silver before the 
Saint's Tomb; and the Count de Martinitz full of 
Zeal and Gratitude has given ſome that are very 
magnificent. | m 
The Bohemians have fo great confidence in St. 
Fohn de Nepomucene, that they have almoſt forgot 
St. Wenceſlaus their old Patron. There is no Church 


where St. John has not a Chapel, no Bridge without 


his Effigy; every body Gentle and Simple, Men and 
Women, wear his Picture as if it were the Badge of 
an Order, hanging to a ſtraw-colour'd Ribbon, and 
you would ſwear that all the Bohemians were 
Knights of St, Louis, In ſhort, St. 3 is 
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the only Saint in vogue; and Preſents are heap'd 
upon him to ſuch a degree that if it continues 
much longer, he will be as rich as our Lady of 
Loretto. 

The Palace or Caftle which joins td the Cathedral is 
a great Building compoſed of ſeveral Main Bodies 
without Symmetry or Architecture. The Apartments 
are but low and plain, but here is one of the moft 


beautiful Proſpects in the World, The great Hall 


in which. the Royal Feaſt is kept on the Day of 
the Coronation of the Kings is the largeſt of the 
kind, next to the ſpacious Hall of Weſtminſter. 
The Palace-Gardens are large, but have nothing to 
recommend them beſides their Situation. The Tri- 
bunals of the Regency meet in the Palace : The 
firſt of theſe conſiſts of Stadtholders who are of the 
Emperor's Privy Council. They are to the Num- 
ber of twelve, and repreſent the Sovereign. Moſt 


of them are the great Officers of the Crown, There 


muſt be always two of them private Gentlemen to 
take care of the Intereſts of the Gentry againſt the 
Nobility ; for you muſt know that the Princes, 
Counts, and Barons, who compoſe the Nobility, 
form a ſeparate Body here, and would think it a 
Diſparagement to be call'd Gentlemen; tho? Henry IV. 
King of France counted it an honour to be the firſt 
Gentleman in his Kingdom, and King Francis I. 
whenever he affirmed a thing, faid, Upon the Word 
of a Gentleman. | | 
The Chief of the Council of the Stadtholders is 
call'd the Great Burgrave, whoſe Dignity is the 
higheſt in the Kingdom. He repreſents the Perſon 
of the Emperor, and 1s inferior to none but the 
Chancery of Bohemia which always attends the Em- 
ror. | 
| * The Bridge over the Muldaw which joins little 
Prague to the old Town, is one of the longeſt and 
moſt ſubſtantial Bridges in Europe, It has on both 
dul T4: ſides 
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ſides the Statues of ſeveral Saints, which if they 
had been done by a better hand, would have prov'd 
an Ornament. There is a Crucifix alſo which is 
8 to be of Gold, and to have been erected 
ormerly at the Expence of the Jews, purſuant to

1 are the only Sectaries that are tolera- 
ted in Bobemia. There are ſome Huſſites ſtill ſubſiſt- 
ing, but they keep ſo cloſe, that the Government 
does not ſeem to know that there are any at all. 
I was aſſured that in Prague alone there were no 
leſs than 80,000 Jes; whether there are quite ſo 
many, I know not; but tis certain they are very 
numerous. Their Quarter in the old City forms 
a little ſeparate Town. They have all the Trade 
in their own hands, follow all forts of Callings, 
and by their receiving all old- faſhion'd things in

If we except Rome, Paris, and London, . 1s 
no City where there are more Gentry, or a Gen- 
try that is more wealthy : Every body here lives 
prang z and in no Part of the World do the No- 
ility keep greater State, or take more Pride in their 
Subſtance. They are polite and civil to Strangers, 
whom they know to be Perſons of Quality. For 
my own part, I like them prodigiouſly ; and I can 
ſafely ſay it, I have hardly met with a Foreigner 
way has not the fame Notion of Progue that I have. 
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There is not a Gentleman in this Country but 
has ſeen at leaſt Holland, France and Italy, and indeed 
they are under ſome neceſſity of — for the 
Education they have at home is none of the beſt. 
But they don't travel as People of their Birth and 
Fortunes ought to do, They are commonly at- 
tended by a ſort of Governors, who make it their 
Profeſſion to ramble abroad with young Gentlemen, 
and are for the moſt part Walloons, Luxemburghers, 


Lorrainers, or Liegeois, Soldiers of Fortune, with- 


out Education, and without Manners ; who think 
*tis enough for their Pupils to ſee Houſes and 
Churches, and having not the Courage or the Ca- 
pacity to put themſelves forward, or even to ſhew 
their Heads, don't care that their Gentlemen ſhould 
keep 3 They tell young Maſter, that my 
Lord his Father, who put him under their Care, 


recommended CEconomy to them; that they might 


game at Aſſemblies, but that *tis not well to play 
while they are travelling: Therefore the Spark is 
obliged to keep in his Quarters, or if he is perhaps 


permitted to go to the public Shews, even this Plea- 


ſure, becauſe it is not to be had without Money, 
muſt be taken in Moderation; the Governor's Aim 
is only to crib all he can, and fink his Pupils Money 
into his own Purſe. This is ſo true that I have known 
ſome who never eat Suppers, yet always brought 
them to Accompt ; many of em get a Profit by 
every thing they buy, and they make ſuch hard 
Bargains that *tis ten to one if they don't chouſe 
the Merchant as well as their Pupil. If the Gover- 
nor does not like the Place they come to, he muſt 
be gone, tho? it were the moſt proper Town in the 
World to form the young Gentleman ; for the Go- 
vernor only writes to the Father or Mother that 
the Air did not agree with their Son, and that 
therefore he had remoy*d him.

With a Mind thus 
adorn'd, the young Man, after eighteen Months or 
two Years Abſence abroad, returns hon The Go- 
vernor has two or three thouſand Florind, and ſome- 
times more as a Gratuity, beſides his Stipend. A- 
gain, the worthy Mentor makes a Bubble of the Fa- 
ther who truſts his Son with him, and behold now, 
he is ready for another Tour. One would think 
that, inſtead of travelling in this manner, it were 
better to ſend abroad for the Plans of all the Towns, 
I am ſure *twould be cheaper; the Parents would 
have the comfort to ſee their Sons at home, and they 
would alſo have wherewithal to furniſh a little Box 
in the Country. 

There are no People of Quality in the World 
more addicted to an — way of Living than 
thoſe of Prague, which is the Reaſon that for all 
their immenſe Revenues they are ſometimes over 
Head and Ears in Debt; but by good Luck they 
have a Settlement which prevents them from total 
Ruin: For moſt of their Lands are intail'd for ever 
on the eldeſt Son of the Family, ſo that he can nei- 
ther *** nor incumber them without the * 

ent 
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ſent of the whole Family, and of the King himſelf, 
which is a Thing very hard to be obtain'd. When 
an eldeſt Son of a Family has ſquander'd his Free- 
hold, and runs himſelf more and more in debt, the 
Creditors, and ſometimes the Parents themſelves, 
preſent a Petition to the King and deſire a Sequeſ- 
tration. The King after being inform'd of the 
Lift of the Debts, and of the Majorat (which is the

names Truſtees for the Adminiſtration of the Eſtates 


of the Spendthrift, who is allow'd a Penſion till 


all the Debts are paid. There's another very good 
Eftabliſhment here for ſecuring the Sale of Landed 
Eſtates and Mortgages. Every Nobleman gives in 
a Particular of his Eſtate to a Tribunal which is 
calPd the Landtaffel, where the ſame is regiſter'd. 
When a Perſon wants to borrow Money or to make 
a Sale, the Lender or the Purchaſer has recourſe to 
the LandtaffePs Office, where he ſees whether the 
Lands are incumber'd; and if the Borrower's Debts 
don't exceed two Thirds of the Price at which 
they are rated by the Landtaffel, he may lend his 
Money very fafely. | 
Tho' the Bohemians are brave and good Soldiers, 
yet they don't love the Service, I mean the Gen- 
try : Moſt of them prefer the Civil to Military 
Employments, and a private Life to Poſts in the 
Army or at Court. They are fo us'd to be abſolute 
Maſters at their Eſtates where the Peaſants are their 
Slaves, and to be hamag'd like Petty Sovereigns by 
the Burghers at Prague, that they don't care to re- 
fide at Vienna, and to be oblig'd like other Subjects 
to pay their Court to the Sovereign and the Minifters. 
As ſoon as a Gentleman of Bohemia comes of Age, 
he is oblig'd to take an Oath of Fidelity to the 
Emperor as his King ; which is a Law as much 
binding om the Nobility as the Gentry ; and none 
gf lem dare to go out of the Kingdom without ex- 
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reſs Leave from the Emperor, on the Penalty of 

orfeiting his Eſtate. When the Noblemen are re- 
turn'd from their Travels to France and Italy, they 
put in to be Chamberlains, not ſo much for the ſake 
of engaging themſelves to Attendance at Court as 
to procure a Precedency for their Wives, it being a 
Cuſtom with moſt of *em to marry as ſoon as they 
come of Age. Afterwards they aim to be Counſel- 
lors of State, and Stadtholders, and this is the Ne 
plus ultra of their Preferments. The Counſellors 
of State challenge the Title of Excellency : But this 
1s what thoſe who are not of that Denomination, 
and of as good Families as themſelves, ſcruple to 
allow them, ſo that generally ſpeaking they have it 
only given them by their Domeſtics and Dependants. 
So that one may ſay of their Excellencies what the 
Ducheſs of Elbzuf of the Lorrain Family ſaid in 
France concerning the Princes of Bouillon, that they 
were Domeſtic Highneſſes, becauſe none but their 
own Servants give them the Title of Highneſs. 

Of all the great and wealthy Families, thoſe of 
Lobkowitz, Kinſki, Schlick, Collobradt, and Marti- 
nit are the only ones that make a Figure at the 
Imperial Court. *Tis true there are ſeveral other 
Noblemen at Vienna who have Lands in Bohemia, 
but then their Families are not originally deſcended 
from that Kingdom. 

The KXinſti's Family is actually the moſt ſplendid 
at Court. There are five Brothers of it in Employ- 
ments. The eldeſt is the Great Chancellor of Bo- 
bemia *, The ſecond who is calPd Count Stephen, 
is Great Marſhal of Bohemia, a Miniſter of State, 
and the Emperor's Ambaſſador at the Court of 
France T. The third, Count Philip, is the Empe-

His fickle State of Health oblig'd him ta quit this Employ- 
ment, in which he was — by the Count ds Collabradt, 
who in 1734 was made Vice-Chancellor. 

+ He is return'd to Vienna ſince 1732. 
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ror's Miniſter Plenipotentiary to Great Britain; 
and the two youngeſt are in the Army, where one 
of them is a Lieutenant- Colonel. Count Philip 
was ſent Ambaſſador when but twenty nine Years 
old. He has demonſtrated by his Conduct that 
Wiſdom does not always ſtay for Age, and that he 
is the worthy Son of one of the greateſt Miniſters 
that * the Emperors Leopold and Foſeph ever had. 
The City of Prague is a very great Loſer by his 
Abſence, for he liv'd there with Splendor, and his 
Houſe was always open, particularly to Foreigners, 
For my own part I receiv'd ſuch Civilities there as 
I ſhall never forget. 

AsT have told you that the Nobility of Bohemia 
are the richeſt in the Empire, I muſt alſo acquaint 
you that the Peaſants there are miſerable to the laſt 
degree; their Perſons, and all they have, are at the 
Command of their Lord. The poor Wretches have 
often not a Bit of Bread to eat, in a Country which 
is one of the moſt plentiful in Europe for all forts of 
Proviſions. They dare not go from one Village to 
another to work, nor learn a Handicraft without 
their Lord's Conſent. So much Subjection keeps 
the poor Creatures always trembling and humble, 
ſo that if you do but ſpeak to em they are ready to 
lick the Duſt off your Feet. The Severity with 
which theſe People are us d is really terrible, but 
*tis as true on the other hand, that gentle Uſage has 
no Effect upon em; for they are exceſſtvely lazy 
and ſtubborn, and being moreover us d to harſh 
Treatment from Generation to Generation, Blows 
ſcarce terrify them, tho? tis the only way to make 
em good for any thing. 4

Winter they have Races in ſtately Sledges: There 
is great Maſquerading, and they dance till they are

the Balls at the Hay-Market in London.

The Gentry meet at Night in a Garden belonging 
to the Prince de Schwartzenberg, where they game, 
chat, and walk up and down, after which they al- 
ways go to ſome Houſe or other to ſup. When 
one hasa mind to go to the Country, we are ſure of 


a good Reception, and the longer one ſtays the

H E Court of VIENNA conſiſts of ſo many 
Princes and Noblemen that it cannot be 
deny'd to be the greateſt aud moſt mag- 
nificent Court in Europe. Nevertheleſs Ceremonies, 
and the Etiguette, a Name by which they call an- 
cient Uſages, give it an Air of Conſtraint that is to 


be ſeen no where elſe. There's a univerſal Out-cry 


againſt the latter, and even the Emperor ſometimes 
ſeems to be diſturb'd at it, yet tis obſerv'd as ſtrictly 


as if it was an Article of Religion, and nothing 


cou'd ſet it aſide but an Oecumenical Council. 

Notwithſtanding this, a Foreigner of Quality 
— ſuch he muſt be here) finds Advantages at this 
Court which he does not meet with either at Paris 
or London, I mean Opportunities of making Ac- 


quaintance. After a Perſon has been to wait on 


eir Imperial Majeſties he need only be introduc*d 
into one ſingle Family to be ſoon made known to 
all the reſt, with this Advantage too, that go where 
you will, they ſpeak the German, French, Italian,

_ *Tisa very eaſy matter to be admitted to kiſs the 
Hands of their Imperial Majeſties, and even to ob- 
tain a private Audience of em; for there needs no- 


thing more than to give in your Name to the Em 


peror's Great Chamberlain and the Empreſs's Great 
Maſter of the Houſhold: When you kiſs their 
Hands you bend one Knee to the Ground; and the 
Time fot it is generally when their Majeſties 
paſs by to Dinner. But private Audiences are 
attended with more Ceremonies. The Great 
Chamberlain having appointed the Hour of meeting 
in his Antichamber, which is commonly five o clock 


in the Evening; he repairs thither at that Time, and 


introduces to the Audience; and if he be abſent; 
*tis done by the Chamberlain in Waiting. The Ce- 
remony obſerv'd is this: The Emperor ſtands up 
under a Canopy, leaning with his Back againſt a 
Table, and an Arm- Chair by his Side. A Screen of 
red Velvet with Gold Fringe is plac'd at the En- 


trance of the Room, ſo that the Emperor is not per- 


ceivd at the opening of the Door. Behind this 
Screen near the Door, ſtands the Great Chamber- 
lain. As ſoon as the Perſon comes in ſight of the 


Emperor he bends the Knee, which he repeats as 


he advances a little farther; and again when he 
eomes near to his Imperial Majeſty. To theſe. Ge- 
nuflexions the Emperor gives a Nod of the Head, 
hearkens very attentively to the Perſon who ad- 
dreſſes him, and returns a ſuccinct and gracious 
Anſwer. Then the Perſon kneeling with one Knee 


on the Ground kiſſes his Majeſty's Hand, after 


Which he retires, going backwards and making three 


Genuflections as he did at Entrance. The ſam@ 


Ceremonies are obſerved at an Audience of the 


Vo. I, . Empreſs, 
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Empreſs, who gives it ſtanding juſt as the Emperof 
does, with this Difference only that the Emperor 
isall alone, and the Empreſs is attended with one of 
her Ladies of Honour, who nevertheleſs ſtands off 
at ſuch a Diſtance that ſhe can't hear what is ſaid. 
The Emperorcommonly eats with theEmpreſs and 
the Arch-Ducheſſes. But there are particular Days, 
ſuch as the Inſtallation of the Knights of the Golden 
Fleece, when the Empreſs herſelf is not allow'd to 
fit down at Table with his Imperial Majeſty. The 
Dinner is commonly in the Emperor's Apartment, 
and the Supper at the Empreſs's. At Dinner two 
Chamberlains hold the Ewer for their Majeſties to 
waſh, and the Steward, or in his Abſence the Great 
Chamberlain preſents them the Napkin, which is 
done after the manner of Spain, with one Knee on 
the Ground. The Number of Diſhes at the Em- 
ror's Table is forty eight, and the ſame at the 
mpreſs's ; but tho* their Majeſties eat together 


they are each ſerv'd by their own Officers and Cooks. 


They commonly drink both together at the firſt 
Time; and till they have drank, the Ambaſſadors, 
Courtiers, and Ladies all wait at Dinner. Aſter 
the Emperor has drank, the Steward, the Mafter 
of the Horſe, the Great Chamberlain, and the Cap- 
tain of the Guards receive his Orders: The Lady 
of Honour in Waiting and the Empreſs's Steward 
receive her Orders in like manner. None remain 
in the Room but the Officers neceſſary for the Ser- 
vice, and ſome curious People who are not us'd to 
ſee Sovereigns eat. On Sundays, Saints Days, and 
Days of Gala, which is the Name they give here to 
Days of Feſtival and Ceremony, the Dinner is at- 
tended with Muſic. I forgot to acquaint you that 
the Emperor is always cover'd at Table, and that 
when he puts his Hat on the Ambaſſadors put on 
theirs,

At Supper the Lady of Honour who is in wait- 
1g preſents the Napkin, and the Ladies of the 
Bed-Chamber not only carve and hand the Victuals 
but taſte both the Meat and the Wine. The Pages 
carry the Diſhes and Plates, and fetch the Wine from 
the Beaufet which they give to the Ladies, and they 
to their Majeſtice. During the Supper as well: as 
at Dinner all the Gentlemen and Ladies ſtand up; 
ſo that here neither Princes nor Princeſſes have 
any Diſtinction ſhew'd them, but all Ranks are 
levelPd and confounded, and no body fits down in 
preſence of the Sovereign. 
On the Days of Gala the Court is extremely gay 
and nothing is to be ſeen but Gold and Diamonds: 
The Days of this kind that are celebrated with moſt 
Splendor are thoſe of St. Charles and St. Elizabeth, 
the Name-Days of the Emperor and Empreſs; 
The Emperor who commonly drefles very plain, 
is cover'd all over with ee upon St. Eligabeth's 
Day. And as for the Empreſs, her Apparel is 
commonly rich, and fo loaded with Jewels upon 
St. Charles Day that ſhe can ſcarce ſtand under it. 
Except on chene Days of Gala the Court dreſſes 
very plain. Tis true that theſe Days are very fre- 
quent, and that conſequently plain Clothes are not 
very much wore, for if it be a Holiday; or the Birth- 
Day of ſome Miniſter, or if ſome Lady of Diſtinc- 
tion ſends but for a Surgeon to bleed her, tis enough 
to put the whole City in Gala. Theſe Galas may 
be divided into three Claſſes; the Court Gala which 
is univerſal both for the Nobles and Plebeians 
the Grand Gala which is kept in the City is for the 
Feſtival of ſome Miniſter ; and the third and laſt is 
the Little Gala, which is when the Ladies are let 
blood. A Huſband makes a Gala here for his 
Wife, the Wife for her Huſband, the Children for 
their Parents, and Brothers and Siſters for one ano- 
ther; ſo that to be ſure two Thirds of Vienna are 
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always in Cala; which made a French Jeſter ſay, 

*twould take up a great deal of Brimſtone to cure 
the Auſtrians of the Gale * However, they take 
care not to appear in this domeſtic Gala before the 
Emperor and Empreſs, becauſe it would be reckon'd 
a Diſreſpect to them. 

On the great Feſtival- Days the Emperor goes 
with a grand Retinue to St. Stephen's Cath : 
He takes up one whole Side of the Coach, and the 
Empreſs fits fronting him. Their Majeſties are pre- 
ceded by the Chamberlains and Knights of the 
Golden Fleece on horſeback : The Pages and Foot- 
men walk bare-headed immediately = the Coach 
of the Maſter of the Horſe, and their Imperial Ma- 
jeſties Coach is guarded on each fide by a File of 
Archers, and attended by the Coaches of the Arch- 
Ducheſſes and the Ladies. Then the Horſe-Guards 
appear with their Kettle-Drums and Trumpets, and 
the March is closd by the Pope's Nuncio and the 
Ambaſſadors with their Train which conſiſts of 
three magnificent Coaches and fix Horſes each. 

On Corpus Chriſti Day the Emperor accompanies 
the Holy Sacrament, when the Streets thro? which 
the Proceſſion paſſes are cover'd with Planks. Their 
Imperial Majeſties repair in the Morning with great 
Attendance to St: Stephen's Cathedral, and after aſ- 
fiſting at Divine Service join in the Proceſſion, The 
Emperor is immediately follow'd by the Empreſs, 
who is accompany'd by all the Ladies in rich 
Dreſſes, which renders this one of the moſt mag- 
nificent Proceſſions in the World. 

The ſame Honours and Reſpects are paid to the 
Empreſs Dowager as to the Empreſs Regent. She 
has her ſeparate Houſhold, and her own Guards. 
She has an Apartment in the Palace, but commonly 
lives in a Convent of her own founding in one of 
the Suburbs, and does not come to Town except on 


the great Feſtivals or for ſome extraordinary Func- 
* This Word in French ſignifies a Scab, 
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tion. Tou know, without doubt, that the Empreſs 


Dowagers can never quit Mourning; their Apart- 
ments muſt be always hung with Black, and their 
Coaches and Liveries are of the ſame Colour: Nor 
can they be preſent at any Play, Ball, or Concert. 
In ſhort by loſing their Huſbands they muſt re- 
nounce the Pleaſures of this Life. Theſe ſevere 
Obligations on a Widow are fully diſcharg'd by the 
Empreſs Dowager. Being retir'd to a Convent 
where ſhe is almoſt continually proftrate before the 
Altars in Prayer and Supplication, ſhe makes her 
Manſion a Place of Piety and Peace, and never ap- 
rs in public but when Conveniency requires. 
This Princeſs was always an Example of the moſt 
uncommon Virtue. In the Life-time of her Huſ- 
band the Emperor 7e/eph, ſhe lov'd Pleaſures and 
Grandeur ; but when ſhe became a Widow ſhe re- 
nounc'd all, and only employ'd herſelf in Works of 
Piety, and in the Education of the two Arch-Du- 
cheſſes her Daughters, whom ſhe has now the Com- 
fort of ſeeing marry'd to two powerful Princes of 
the Empire *. There's not a Perſon that draws 
near her Imperial Majeſty but admires her eminent 
Qualities. I have not yet had the Honour this 
Journey of caſting my ſelf at her Feet, but the firſt 
Time I was here I had the Advantage of pay- 
ing my Duty to her at Schonborn, where ſhe 
then paſs'd the Summer. I was receiv'd by her 
with ſuch Proofs of her Kindneſs as charm'd me, 
and which I ſhall always remember with Pleaſure 
and Reſpect. This Princeſs is the Daughter of 
Fohn-PFrederic Duke of Brunfwic-Hanover and of 
Henrietta-Benedittine Princeſs Palatine. After the 
Death of the Duke her Father who left no Son, 
ſhe went with the Ducheſs of Brunſwic to France 
where this Princeſs. was very glad to retire to her 
Siſter the Princeſs of Conde. The Empreſs who was 
Q 3 then 
The EleQoreſſes of Bavaria and Saxom. 1 | 
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then the Princeſs Amelia, ſpent ſome Years in 
France, where ſhe learned the Language and Po- 
liteneſs of that Nation to perfection, and in ſhort 
acquir'd that Merit and Virtue for which ſhe is now 
ſo much admir'd, and which perhaps have con- 
tributed equally with her illuſtrious Extraction to 
gain her poſſeſſion of the firſt Throne in Chriſtendom, 

The Marriage of her elder Siſter to Renaud d Eſte 
Duke of Modena obli ging the Ducheſs of Brunſwic 
to leave France, and go and ſettle at Modena, the 
Princeſs Amelia follow'd her alſo into Italy. She had 
no Reaſon to be ſorry for her leaving France, and 
rejecting the Addreſſes of a French Nobleman who 
had preſum'd to court her, for not long after her 
Arrival at Modena ſhe was marry'd to the King 
of the Romans, afterwards the Emperor Foſeph. 

This Empreſs is not only endow'd with the Chri- 
ſtian but all the Moral Virtues, and there are few 
Princeſſes of a more generous Soul, of greater Cou- 
rage, or of a Genius more 3 more refin'd, or 
more adornid. There was a Time when ſhe might 
be rank'd among the moſt beautiful Princefles of 
Europe: the till retains all the Marks of it; 
and therewith preſerves ſuch a Majeſtic Air that 
whenever I behold her it revives the profound Ve- 
neration I have for her ſacred Perſon. 

The Emperor Charles VI. is of a middling Sta- 
ture, and in good Plight of Body: He is of a ſwarthy 
hale Complexion, has a briſk Eye, and thick Lips, 
for which laſt his Family in general have been re- 
markable. This Monarch is the ſecond Son of the 
Emperor Leopold by Eleonora of Newbourg, and the 
fifteenth Emperor * of his Family. Being deſign'd 
when a Minor for Succeſſor to Charles II. King of 
Spain, he had a grave Education ſuitable to the 
Frople m__ he was one Day to govern. This

I conform to the Opinion of almoſt all the Hiſtorians, who 
do not pace Frederic the Fair i in che Liſt of the r "Sp 
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made him contract an Air of Seriouſneſs, which, to 
thoſe who have not the Honour of Acceſs to him, 
ſavours of Severity; yet he is affable and very hu- 
mane. He hears thoſe with Attention that 1 
to him, and his Anſwers are full of Good-nature, 
When he attain'd to an Age hardly ripe enough for 
the Crown of Spain, he met with various Fortune in 

that Kingdom; but he ſupported himſelf in ever 
Event with an heroic Magnanimity, being al- 
ways ſubmiflive to the Will of that Providence 
which he knew was the Maſter of the Fortune of 
Kings. The Adverſitys with which it pleas'd God 
to try his Patience by the Siege of Barcelona which 
he carry'd on in Perſon, and by the Loſs of the 
Battle of Villa Vicioſa, only ſerv'd to confirm his 
Conſtancy, and his natural Integrity, a Principle 
which renders him even more venerable than the 
Splendor of his Crowns and the vaſt Extent of his 
Power. Heaven, which always rewards Virtue, 
has granted this Monarch one of the beſt and moſt 
fortunate Reigns that any Emperor has had fince 
Germany has been the Seat of Empire. He wants 
nothing to crown his Happineſs but a Male Heir, 
which is ſo much the Deſire of the People, as well 
as of the Emperor and the moſt virtuous Empreſs 
the World ever ſaw, that God grant he may have 
one. 

This Princeſs is deſcended from the auguſt Houſe 
of Brunſwic, to which Europe is at this Time ob- 
lig'd for two Empreſſes“, one KingF, and a 
Queen ||. She is the Daughter of — Rodolph 
Duke of Brunſwic-Blankenbourg ** by Chriſtiana- 
Louiſa Princeſs of Oetingen, of whom I gave you

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an Account in my Letter from Blankenbourg. The 
Character of this auguſt Princeſs for her Affability 
and Goodneſs is ſo well known in the World that 
tis needleſs to ſpeak of it here. You know likewiſe 
how beautiful and handſome ſhe was when ſhe was 
marry'd to the Emperor. And notwithſtanding the 
Pimples i in her Face and her preſent Corpulency ſhe 
may ſtill be reckon'd in the number of the beautiful 
Princeſſes. Such an Air of Modeſty, Mildneſs, and 
Majeſty, accompanies every-thing ſhe does, as in- 
ſpires thoſe that approach her with equal Courage 
— Reſpect. Her Duty is her Law, and her prin- 
cipal Cue is ta pleaſe the Emperor whoſe Wiſdom 
ſhe knows to be ſufficient to govern his Dominions, 
and to him ſhe therefore leaves all Affairs. Indeed 
ſhe 1s very earneſt with him to get Favours for thoſe 
ho petition her, which ſhe thinks a Happineſs to 
obtain, and ſhe beſtows them in ſuch manner as is 
very affecting to the Receivers. This Princeſs is 
charitable, generous, and magnificent. She main- 
tains her Dignity without Conceit, and ſupports her 
ſolid Piety without Oſtentation. She was educated 
in the Lutheran Religion, but abjur'd it at Bamberg 
when ſhe came thither in her Way to be marry*d 
to the Emperor, then King of Spain, and is now 
2 good Catholic, yet without any Hatred to the 
Proteſtants ; being convinc'd that the Love of one's 
Neighbour is one of the Duties which God moſt 
ſtrictly enjoins upon Mankind, and that Charitable- 
neſs and good Examples are the beſt Means to re- 
concile thoſe to the Church who are ſeparated from 
it. 

In the fame ſublime Sentiments of Virtue does 
the Empreſs educate the Archducheſſes her Daugh- 
ters, and thoſe young Princeſſes are like to make 
worthy Proficients. The eldeſt Archducheſs Mary 
Thereſa is brought up in the agreeable Proſpect of 
being one day Miſtreſs of the vaſt Deike Fg 

Hp. 
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ſeſſed by the Emperor T. This young Princeſs has 
very much of the Air of the Empreſs her Mother 
and if Heaven deſigns her for the Sovereignty 
of the Empire, God grant ſhe may alſo reſemble 
her in her Virtues! 
The Emperor has three Siſters. The eldeft is the 
Archducheſs Mary Elizabeth Governeſs of the 
(Auſtrian) Netherlands ; the ſecond is Mary Anne 
Queen of Portugal ; and the third is the Arch- 
ducheſs Mary Magdalen, who *tis faid is intended 
to be Governeſs of Tirol. The intire Auguſt Houſe 
of Auſtria conſiſts at preſent of the ſacred Perſon of 
the Emperor and of eight Princeſſes “, of whom 
three are married; and God grant it may be aug- 


mented by the Birth of a Prince; for without ſet- 


ting up here for a zealous Subject, I don't think that 
the Houſes of Auſtria and Bourbon ought ever to be 
extinct, both of them having made the Fortunes of 
an infinite Number of Gentlemen. 


The Emperor's ordinary Paſtime (when he has 


a Deſire to unbend his Mind from Affairs of State, 


to which he applies with all the Earneſtneſs of a 


Monarch that loves his People) is Hunting, or 
Shooting at a Mark; and the Empreſs is generally 
a Sharer in his Diverſions. His Imperial Majeſty 


goes ſometimes alſo to the Riding-Houſe, where he 


exerciſes himſelf in Riding: At other times Muſic 
is his Amuſement, which the Monarch not only 
performs by Book, but is alſo a Compoſer ; and 
ſome Years ago an Opera was ated here of his com- 
poſing. All the Actors as well as the Dancers and 
the Muſicians of the Orcheſtre were Perſons of Qua- 
lity. The Emperor himſelf made one, and the 
two eldeſt Archducheſſes his Daughters danced. 


The Spectators were the Empreſs Regent and the 


Empreſs Dowager, and every Actor had the Li-

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berty of carrying two of his Kindred or intimate 


Friends. 
Tho? their Imperial Majeſties are very fond of 
Muſic they have ſeldom more than two Operas in a 
Year, viz. on the Days of St. Charles and St. Eliza- 
beth, and ſometimes the ſame Operas are play'd 
again during the Carnival. At this time which is 
devoted to Mirth, there 1s a Ball at Court, and on 
the Fleſh-days there is commonly a great Maſque- 
rade repreſenting a Country-Wedding. In the Pa- 
lace there is a very magnificent Theatre, which in- 
deed is almoſt the only thing there that is worth 
ſeeing, for the Imperial Palace is ſo wretched a 
Manſion that few Monarchs are lodged worſe than 
the Emperor. The Furniture too is old-faſhion'd 
and not very rich, which is ſomewhat unaccounta- 
ble, becauſe the Wardrobes are full of coſtly Pieces 
of Tapeſtry, ſtately Pictures, and other fine Goods 
which probably they are reſtrained from making uſe 
of by the Etiquette, The Emperor's Pleaſure- 
Houſes are no better than his Palace in the City. 
The Caſtle of the Favorita which is in one of the 
Suburbs, is a great Building full of Turnings and 
Windings like the Street which it looks into, and 
has more of the Appearance of a great Convent of 
Capuchin Fryars than of the Dwelling of a Prince 
who is the Head of ſo many Sovereigns. The Gar- 
dens are as mean as the Houſe, and only conſidera- 
ble for their Extent. Laxembourg is ſtill very much 
inferior to the Favorita ; but the Court is there no 
more than a Month or fix Weeks, during the 
Hunting of the Heron. The Miniſters that are 
obliged to attend the Emperor thither have Houſes 
there, which though not very grand, are commo- 
dious. When a Perſon goes to Laxembourg to pay 
a Viſit to the Court he is under a Neceflity of re- 
turning to Vienna for a Bed, which is a very great 
Inconveniene x. BR, 
| | The 
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The Emperor Joſeph had begun a very fine 
Flows at Schouboru about a League from Vienna, 
ut did not live to finiſh it; and the Empreſs 
Amelia to whom the Emperor gave it, inſtead of 
carrying on the Works which her Husband had 
begun, lets it run to ruin; which is great pity, for if 
that Building had been finiſh'd the Emperor wou'd 
not have had a Verſailles, but he woy'd at leaſt have 
had a Manſion-Houſe ſuitable to his Dignity. Tis 
faid that a new Palace is going to be built for the 
Emperor; which, if true, *twere to be wiſt'd that 
better Architects may be employ'd in it than thoſe 
who have had the Direction of the new Stables and 
of St. Charles's Church, which are Buildings lately 
erected with very great Expence, but without any 
Taſte. The Stables are a Range of Buildings of a 
vaſt Length, divided into ſeven Pavilions which 
appear at firſt ſight to be ſo many different Houſes. 
The middlemoſt Pavilion which is defign'd to lodge 
the Maſter of the Horſe is much higher than the 
other fix, which ſink gradually on the two fides. 
Nor are the inner Rooms hetter contriv'd; for the 
Horſes ſtand all in one Row, and the Stable is fo 
narrow withal, that one is every minute in danger 
from the Horſes Heels; which is purely owing to 
the Indiſcretion of the Architect, who having ground 
enough and to ſpare might for the ſame Expence 
have made ſomething grand and noble. | 
Whether the ſame Architect that built the Stables 
had the Direction likewiſe of St. Charless Church, 
is what I know not; but if they are two different 
Men their Head-pieces are very much alike. This 
Church would perhaps have been admir'd in the 
Days of the Golbs, but in ſo refined an Age as the 
preſent, one cannot look on it without being ſorry 
for the Sums of Money laid out in it. 
This bad Taſte as to Buildings prevails too much 
at Vienna, not but that there are Hotels and even

moſt uncommon Creatures that the four Parts of 
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Palaces in which the Rules of Architecture are ob- 
ſerv'd, but then the Builders are got into ſuch a wa 

of ornamenting and charging their Houſes wit 

Scuplture as is altogether contrary to the noble 
Simplicity of the ancient Architecture. The Palace 
of Prince Eugene of Savoy is ſtately, but ſituate in a 
narrow Street with a very little Court before it. 
The Stair-caſe is very well contriv*d were it not too 
much confin'd. The Apartments of the firſt Story 
are as well laid out as the Ground wou'd admit of. 


We enter firſt into a ſpacious Salon adorn'd with 


__ Pictures repreſenting the chief Victories of 
rince Eugene over the French and the Turks. In 
the two Rooms next to this are very rich Hangings 
wherein the Maker Devos at Bruſſels has very cor- 
rectly delineated the whole Military Science. The 
Bed-chamber beyond that has a Set of Furniture of 
green Velvet richly embroider'd with Gold and Silk, 
In the ſame Room there is a Luſtre of Rock Cryſtal 
which is ſaid to have coſt 40,000 Florins. All the 
other Furniture 1s extraordinary magnificent, and 
wou'd be cry*d up at Paris it ſelf, where it muſt be 
allow'd a Taſte for fine Furniture prevails more than 


any where. 


The Palace of Lichtenſtein is bigger than that of 
Savoy, and not leſs magnificent. Tis worth ſeeing 
were it only for its Paintings. I paſs over the Ho- 
tels of Schwartzenberg, Daun, Diedrichſtein, Har- 
rach, and ſevhral other noble Edifices, leſt my Let- 
ter ſhou'd ſwell into a Volume. 

The Palaces of the Suburbs are infinitely more 
grand than thoſe of the City, and they have both 
Court-yards and Gardens. The moſt noble are the 
Palaces of Tyaulſbeim, Rofrano, Schwartzenberg, 
Altheim, and Eugene of Savoy, This laſt eſpecial- 
ly is a ſuperb Structure with magnificent Gardens, 
a fine Orangery, and a Menagery ſtor'd with the 


the 
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the World can furniſh. Tis in this fine great Houſe 
that Prince Eugene paſſes the beautiful Seaſon of the 
Year. There is not ſo fine a Sight as an Aſſembly at 
this Prince's Houſe, for not only the outer Court, in 
which there's a fine Piece of Water, but the Gardens 
are illuminated by an infinite Number of Lanthorns 
made in form of a Bowl of extraordinary white Glaſs, 
which caſt a very great Light and make a glorious 
appearance, The Aſſemblies at this Prince's Houſe 
are always very numerous, for his Birth, Employ- 
ments and Intereſt, draw a great Court to him. 

Prince Eugene is of a inidaling Stature, and well 
made. His Air is extremely ſerious, and his De- 
portment grave and reſerv*d ; but notwithſtanding 
that Reſervedneſs he is a hearty Friend to his Ad- 
herents. He is a thorough Judge of Merit, and 
loves to diſtinguiſh it. He is perfectly genteel 
and civil, very polite to the Ladies, ref} and 
ſubmiſſive to his Lord and Maſter, but without 
Flattery or Servility. He is generous and noble in 
every thing excepting his Apparel. He is an Enemy 
to Oſtentation, Ceremonies, and Conſtraint. In his 
youthful Days he lov'd Pleaſures, but he abandon'd 
them as ſoon as he was animated with a Thirſt for 
Glory. He was born in France, but left that King- 
dom in 1683, out of diſguſt that he was no more 
taken notice of, and came to Vienna juſt before the 
Turks laid fiege to it. He made the Campaign as 
a Volunteer, and diſtinguiſh'd himſelf in ſuch a man- 
ner that the Emperor Leopold gave him in De- 
cember following that Regiment of Dragoons which 
ſtill goes by his Name. When the Siege of Vienna 
was rais'd, he ſerv'd in Hungary under Duke Charles 
of Lorrain, and Maximilian Emanuel Elector of Ba- 
varia. The firſt time that he obtain'd the Command 
of the Imperial Army was in 1697, when he began 
with the Victory at Zenta whereby 22,000 Turks 

loft their Lives; a Loſs which they could not rc 
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cover, and which put them upon ſuing for tlie 
Peace that was to them at Carlotmitæ in 
1699. The Prince afterwards commanded in Italy, 
Germany, Flanders, and laſtly in Hungary; and 
wherever he went Conqueſt attended him. To give 
you a Detail of his Atchievements would be to an- 
ticipate the Hiſtory which is to immortalize them, 
and to which you will not take it ill if I refer you. 
As to the Dignities and great Employments of this 
Prince, he 1s Chief Counſellor of the Council of 
Conferences ; Prefident of the Aulic Council of 
War ; Commander in Chief or Lieutenant-General 
of the Armies of the Emperor and Empire; his 
Imperial Majefty's Vicar-General in 1taly ; Colonel 
of a Regiment of Dragoons ; and Knight of the 
Golden Fleece. All his Employments may be 
worth about 300,000 Florins a year to him. Beſides 
this, he has a conſiderable Eftate in Hungary and in 
the Neighbourhood of Vienna, which brings him in 
about 100,000 Florins per Ann. more. He holds 
thoſe Lands by the Emperor's Bounty who gave 
them to him as a Reward for his important Ser- 
vices. t Mn

O. S. dy'd on the 10th of April 1736, O. S. fo ſuddenly, that 
when his Gentleman went that Morning, as uſual, into his 


Chamber to awake him, he was found dead in his Bed. He had 
been the day before very gay with Company whom he en- 
tertain'd at Dinner, and made not the leaſt Complaint of any 
Ailment, tho' he had for ſome time before been fo indiſpos'd 
that he did not venture abroad. Tis ſuppoſed that he was 
choak'd by an immoderate Defluxion of Rheum with which he 
was now and then troubled. His ſudden Death caſt the City 
and Court of Vienna into ſuch a Conſternation as did prodigi - 
ous Honour to his immortal Memory. On the 15th, after ha- 
ving lain three days in State, he was interr'd in the Tomb of 
his Nephew Emanuel Prince of Saviy, (which the Princeſs of 
Sawoy Counteſs of Soi ſſans caus d to be erected in the Metropoli- 
tan Church of St. Stephen) with all the Military Honours, and 
all the Magnificence due to his illuſtrious Birth, and to thoſe im-

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The Marſhal Count Guido Staremberg is one of 
thoſe Gentlemen alſo who deſerve particular reſpect 
for their Virtue. He 1s deſcended of a Family

At the Congreſs of Utrecht which was open'd not 
long after, the Count de Zinzendorf aſſiſted as the 
Emperor's firſt Ambaſſador. He afterwards went 
to the unſucceſsful Congreſs of Soiſſons, and from 
thence to Verſailles, where he ſucceeded ſo well with 
the Cardinal de Fleury that he kept him tight in 
thoſe pacific Sentiments which the Enemies of his 
Trahquillity, if not of his Glory, aim'd to make 
him give up.

The Count de Schonborn, Biſhop of Bamberg and 
FWurtzbourg, Vice-Chancellor of the Empire, is the 
fourth Counſellor of the Conferences *. You know, 
Sir, that the Schonborn Family has given us ſeveral 
worthy Gentlemen; but I may venture to ſay, with all 
due Regard to the Memory of thoſe great Men, and 
without flattering the Vice-Chancellor, that of all the 
Family he has the greateſt Capacity for Buſineſs, the 
moſt generous Temper, and the moſt engaging and 
moſt civil Behaviour. As this Prelate has not his 
Equal at Vienna for Grandeur and Riches, ſo he has 
not his Fellow for Magnificence. The Emperor 
has a ſingular. Eſteem for him. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor has the Chancery of the Empire under him, 
and no body above him but the Emperor, and the 
Elector of Meniz, who is the Great Chancellor 
of the Empire. 

The Count de Konigſeck, Vice-Preſident of the 
Aulic Council of War, is the fifth Counſellor of the 
Conferences. This Nobleman, whoſe Extraction 
is from a Family of Diſtinction in the Empire, is

The Count de Metſch, Vice- Prefident of the Aulic-Council 
of the Empire, ſucceeded him in the Office of Vice-Chancel- 
lor; and the Count A4loyfus-Thomas Raimond of Harrach-Rob- 
ran, heretofore Viceroy of Naples, hereditary Maſter of the 
Horſe of Upper and Lower A»/ria, Marſhal of the States of

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and enter'd into the Service of the Emperor Exo. 
pold; in which he had not been many Years before 
he had a Regiment of Foot, and the Emperor Fo- 
ſepb made him his Caunberlain. He alſo gave him 
the Government o Mantua, from whence he was 
recall'd by Charles VI. and ſent to take Poſſeſſion 
of the Netherlands in the Name of the Emperor; 
to whom they were evacuated for that purpoſe by 
the Maritime Powers. The Count de Konigſeck, 
during his Adminiſtration of the Netherlands, con- 
cluded the Barrier Treaty with the States-General.

Knight of the Golden Fleece. His Functions are 
the fame with thoſe of the Lieutenant of the Police 
at Paris, and nothing makes the Difference but 


the Title; only it mutt be obſerv'd that the Stadt- 


holder is always a Perſon of noble Extraction, and a 
Gentleman of the Army, whereas the Lieutenant 
of the Police at Paris is often of mean Extraction, 
but always a Gentleman of the long Robe.

The Siege of Vienna being foreign to my purpoſe 

I ſhall fay nothing of it. You know that it was 
raiſed by the Aſſiſtance that was brought to it by 
the brave Fohn Sobieſki King of Poland; who de- 
feated the Tiyrks on the 12th of September, 1683, 
and return'd home laden with Glory and Booty, 
having made himſelf Maſter of all the Grand Vizier's 
Equipage. Upon this occafion he faid a pleafant 
thing in a Letter which he wrote to the Queen his 
Wife, who had not a very implicit Faith in the Max- 
ims of Seneca on the Contempt of Riches; * You 
* ſhan't fay when I come home, as the Tartary 
Women do to their Huſbands when they return 
from the Army without Booty, Lou are not a Map 
* for. me, becauſe you come empty-handed; for the 
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Grand Vizier has made me ſole Heir of all he had.“ 

Lou need not be told that this was the ſecond 
time the Turks were forc'd to raiſe the Siege of 
Vienna; for Soliman the Sultan befieg'd it in the 
Reign of Charles V. but with no better Succeſs 
than Kara Muſtapha. Tis true that the Diſap- 

intment he met with was not ſo fatal in its Con- 

uence to the Sultan as the other was to the Vizier 
of Mabomet IV. who was ſtrangled at Belgrade when 
Mabomet was there: And the Head of this Miniſter 
is till to be ſeen in the Arſenal at Vienna. The Tranſ- 
I:tion of this Tarki/b Relique hither from Belgrade 
was pretty extraordinary. Some Years after Rara 
Muſtapbha had been ftrangled, when the Germans 
took Belgrade, the Soldiers being inform'd where the 
Grand Vizier was bury'd, apen'd his Tomb in hopes 
of Treaſure, but found nothing except the Body in 
its Shirt, on which there were ſeveral Arabic Cha- 
raters, and an Alcoran. The Governour being 
told of it, remember'd that this very Grand Vi- 
zier, when he laid Siege to Raab, which he was 
oblig'd to raiſe, ſaid, That if he took the Town 
he wou'd have the Head of its Biſhop cut off, who 
was then the Count Leopold de Collonitz, and fend 
it to the Sultan, to be reveng'd of that Prelate for 
taking Money out of the Convents, and encquraging 
the Gariſon therewith to make a yigorous Reſiſt- 
ance, The Governour of Belgrade remembring, I 
fay, the Menaces of the Grand Vizier, thought it 
wou'd be a very agreeable Preſent to the Count de 
Collonitz, now a Cardinal“, to ſend him the Vizier's 
Head and Body too, together with the Shirt and 
Alcoran; and he put up the whole very neatly 
min a Cryſtal Shrine, adorn'd with Silver Plates, 
and ſent it accordingly to his Eminence; who not 
thinking this odd Preſent a proper Relique to be de- 
poſited in his Chapel, gave it to the Arſenal here at 
2 He was Uncle to the Cardinal Collonitz ABp of Vienna, 
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Vieuna, where I have both ſeen the Muſſulman and 
felt him. I wou'd fain have pluck d ſome of the 
Hairs of his Muſtachio, but the Guardian of the pre- 
cious Treaſure watch'd my Fingers too narrowly. 
They ſay that a piece of the Halter by which a Man 
hangs himſelf is lucky, and why mayn't there be the 
ſame Virtye in the Muſtachio of the Grand Vizier ? 
Be it fo or not, *twill always deſerve an honourable 
Station in ſome Cabinet of Rarities. 

Since the Siege of Vienna this City is much in- 
larg'd. Its Fortifications are ſo augmented too that 
if the Turks ſhou'd ever be prompted by their ill 
Fate to beſiege it again, they wou'd find a ſtouter 
Reſiſtance, and a greater number of their Muſtachios 
ſindged than they imagine. 

The Emperor has lately given new Luſtre to his 
Capital, by prevailing with Pope Benedict XIII. to 
erect it into an Archbiſhoprick. Several Biſhops, 

rticularly the Archbiſhop of Paſſaw, have diſmem- 
bord their Dioceſes to aggrandiſe its Juriſdiction. 
The Cardinal de Collonitx is the Perſon whoat pre- 
ſent enjoys this Dignity, which gives him the Cha- 
racter and Rank of a Prince. | 

The Roman Catholic is the only Religion exer- 
cis'd in Vienna, and in all Auſtria; but the Mini- 
ſters of the Proteſtant Crown'd Heads have the Li- 
berty here, as well as elſewhere, of keeping a Cha- 
pel. When the holy Sacrament or the Viaticum is 
carry'd to any ſick Perſon, *tis always attended b 

who oblige all People tht meet it to kneel. 
T have ſeen the Emperor, when the Viaticum was 
paſſing by, alight out of his Coach and accompany 
it to Church. This Prince, and indeed all thoſe of 
his Family, always paid a very great Devotion to 
the holy Sacrament of the Altar. Of this Pbilip IV. 
King of Spain gave a very edifying Proof; for this 
Monarch going the very day that the King his Father 
dy'd, from the Palace of Magridto the Monaſtery. of 
St. Zqronimo del Paſſo in a cloſe Coach, that he Ms 
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be incog. alighted out of it to accompany the Via 

ticum which they were carrying to a fick Man 
whereupon the Conde Duke 4*Olivarez told him, 
That the King his Father was ſo lately dead that 
he ought not to have been ſeen in public. My 
Lord, ſaid the King, this Cuſtom cannot excuſe me 
from paying that Worſhip to God which I owe him, | 
It may be ſaid of the auguſt Houſe of Auſtria, 

That as few Princes equal them in Piety, fo there 
are few that equal them in Birth. There may be 
Families that have been longer grac'd with the 
Diadem ; but of theſe there are very few that have 
fuch great Alliances. There is no King, and not 
many Sovereign Princes but what are related to 
them ; and there are very few Kingdoms to which 
the Houſe of Auſtria has not given Queens. Tis 
now 300 Years that it has been Miſtreſs of the 
Empire; and ſince Albert II. it has given thirteen 
Emperors to Europe ſucceſſvely. One of the Prin- 
ceſſes of Auſtria had ſo many great Relations that 
I cannot help mentioning her. This was the Em- 
preſs Mary, Wife to the Emperor Maximilian, Son 
to Ferdinand I. This Princeſs was Siſter to Philip 
II. King of Spain, and the Daughter, the Wife, 
the Daughter- in- lw, and the Mother of five 
Emperors; the Grand-daughter, the Daughter, 
the Siſter, and the Aunt of four Kings of Spain; 
and the Mother: in- law of two Kings, viz. Charles 
IX. King of France, and Philip II. King of Spain. 
A modern Author ſays that the Origin and Kin- 
dred of this Princeſs infinitely ſurpaſſed thoſe of 
Agrippina, who, according to the Report of Tacitus, 
was the Daughter of Germanicus, the Siſter of Ca- 
ligula, the Wife of Claudius, and the Mother of 
Nero. But when I conſider how perfect a Maſter 
you are, both of Hiſtory and Genealogy, I ought 
to beg your Pardon for my Impertinence in troubling 
you with theſe Inſtances. 0 AF 
_ | What 
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What remains for me now, is to communicate 
ſome Remarks to you which I have made upon the 
Auſtrians in general. I ſhall begin with the Wo- 
men, whom 1 ſhall paint to you, as Burrhas ſays, 
with the Freedom of a Soldier, who is not the beſt 
Limner. 


The Women here, as in all other Countries, are 


either handſome or ugly. In general they are rather 
handſome than pretty, for they are dull Beauties. 
They are all tall and well ſhap'd they walk well, 
but when they curt'ſy, do it in ſuch an aukward 


manner, that one wou'd think their Backs were in 


danger of breaking. In their Dreſs they affe& 
Finery rather than a good Fancy. T'wo or three 
excepted, there's none that lay on the Red, much 
leſs the White, and Patches are very little worn; 
in a word, they have nothing about them that de- 
notes Coquettry. . As to their Humour, they are 
reckon'd frank, tho? not eaſily made familiar; they 
are naturally vain, and like all our German Women, 
pretty reſerv*d, and not ſo fond of Gallantry as 


they are of Gaming, Luxury, and Magnificence. 
Such is their Indolence that they concern them 


ſelves no more about their Houſhold Affairs than if 
they were Strangers. They know no Books but 


their Prayer-Books, are extremely credulous, and 


give into all the Externals of Religion: This makes 
their Converſation ſometimes infipid ; and unleſs 
now and then a Love-Story fallsin, Rain and Fair- 
Weather are their general Topics. They have at 


leaſt as great a Conceit of Vienna as the Pariſians 


have of Paris; for out of Vienna they think there's 
no Salvation. But all theſe little Defects are re- 
pair'd by an uncommon Greatneſs of Soul, and Ge- 
neroſity. They are hearty Friends, and warm Pro- 
tectors of thoſe whoſe Intereſts they eſpouſe. When 
they are in love, their Paſſion is ſincere ; and inſtead 
of ruining their Lovers, there are ſome who have 
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made the Fortunes of thoſe to whom they have 
taken a Fancy. Upon this Head I have been told, 
that in the Reign of the Emperor Joſepb, when 
Gallantry was more in vogue than 'tis now, there 
was a Lady, who being in love with a Gentleman, 
and having a mind to make his Fortune without the 
Cenſure of the Public, thought fit in an Aſſembly 
where her Spark cut at Baſſet, to punt againſt him. 
She ſet a Bett, without telling a Soul how much ſhe 
ſtak d. Her Huſband coming into the Room 
where they were at Play, ſhe roſe up, took the 
Marks that were againſt her, threw them on the 
Ground, and ſaid to the Banker, loud enough to 
be heard by her. Huſband, I owe you, Sir, 40000 
Florins. The Huſband in a very great Surprize 
aſk'd what was the matter? I have been ſuch 
4 Fosl, ſaid ſhe, pointing to the Banker, as to loſe 
40000 Florins to Monſieur N. You have reaſon 
to chide me; but however my Debt muſt be paid. The 
Huſband indeed grumbled very much, and faid he 
wou'd not S hat! reply'd the 'Wife, wort 
you pay the — 2 ? It 55 fare the worſe with 

you if you dowt, for I am reſolvid to Pay bim in ſome 
Coin ar other. The Huſband perceiving his Wife 
ſo reſolute, and that if he did not depoſite the 
Money it wow'd ſubject him to the Loſs of what 
was more precious, choſe rather to part "with the 
Caſh ; and indeed he had no reaſon to repent of it, 
for the Lady's Heart was ſo won by it, that ſhe 
renounc'd the Sight of her Lover from that Mo- 
ment, and made a very ſober Wife. 

This, Sir, is all I h have to give you concerning 
the Temper of the Women, Let me tell you 
_ alſo how thay ſpend their Time, They riſe late. 
As ſoon almoſt as their Eyes are open, they call for 


Chocolate, and ſend to — Huſbands to know 


who they have invited to Dinner, and whether there 


18 Lana for any more Gueſts, If 2 
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not like the Company, ſhe ſends notice to ſome 
Lady of her Acquaintance that ſhe intends to dine 
with her ; but if there be room at home, as a polite 
Huſband always takes care to leave ſome at the Diſ- 

fal of his Wife, ſhe ſends an Invitation to whom 

e pleaſes, After this ſhe dreſſes and goes to 
Maſs; for here the Ladys are all ſo devout that 
there's none but what hears at leaſt one Maſs 
in a day. There they read in five or fix different 
Prayer-Books, kiſs all the Pictures that are at the 
head of the Prayers, and very devoutly toſs their 
Beads. After the Office is over they commonly 
chat a quarter of an Hour in the Church. Then 
they go abroad and make ſome friendly Viſits, or 
elſe go home to receive them. At theſe Viſits they 
hear all the News in Vienna. During this they have 
all a little Box of Indian Lack upon their Knees, in 
which they thread Gold till Dinner-time. When 
that's over, they drink Coffee or play at 2uinze 
till Night, when they go to Court. From the 
Empreſs's Apartment they adjourn to the Aſſem- 
bly, where they divert themſelves at Piquet, or at 
Quadrille; and then retire, undreſs themſelves, 
go to Supper, and thence to Bed, well pleaſed to 
think with what Indolence and Idleneſs they have 
ſpent the Day. | 

The Women of the ſecond Claſs, in which I 
include the Gentlewomen that have no Titles of 
Honour, viz. the Wives of the Aſſeſſors, Refe- 
rendaries and Agents of the Court, diſcover ſuch 
an Air of Plenty and Proſperity as is remarkably 
ſurprizing. Their Houſes are richly furniſh'd, and 
their Tables well ſerv'd. If a Referendary has a 
mind to a nice bit, no body muſt offer to take it; 
and the beſt of every thing is what they are ſure to 
lay hands on. Belly-Cheer is one of thoſe things 
which the Auſtrians generally think of moſt : They 
require a great many Diſhes, and thoſe Wr 
ey 
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They are ſo very much accuſtom'd to this Profuſion 
of Eatables that I have known ſome young People 
in Auſtria affirm they don't know what good Eat- 
ing is in France, becauſe they don't ſerve up a 
couple of Loins of Veal in one Diſh. Different ſorts 
of Wines are what they are alſo very much us'd to; 
which certainly is very expenſive becauſe foreign 
Wines pay conſiderable Dutys ; yet nothing leſs will 
ſerve them than eight or ten ſorts of Wine, and Ihave 
been at Houſes where there have been no leſs than 
eighteen. They place a Note under every Plate 
expreſſing the ſeveral ſorts of Wine at the Beaufet. 

The Burghers and common ſort of People mi- 
mick the Nobility as far as their Purſes will afford; 
and it may be ſaid that no Nation in the World 
is ſo extravagant as this. | | 
The Auſtrians are naturally proud and haughty; 
and expect all Mankind ſhould ſtoop to them. As 
their Sovereign 1s the firſt in Rank among the Chri- 
ſtian Princes, ſo they think theirs to be the chief 
Nation in the World. Nothing is more vain nor 
more inſupportable than a young Auſtrian, whoſe 
Father is in any Rank at Court. They are in- 
toxicated with Pride and Preſumption; and as they 
know themſelves to be rich, and their Fathers to be 
great Lords, they think they may deſpiſe all the 
World, and lay afide that courteous and polite Beha- 
viour which would ſo well become their Birth. Yet 
what I here obſerve to you concerning the young 
People is not ſo univerſally true as not to admit 
of great Exceptions, which is the Caſe of every 
thing aſſerted in the general. 

The Court is not without Ladies who are much 
to be valued. The Empreſs Regent honours with her 
Confidence Madame the Counteſs de Fuchs, whoſe 
Huſband was Minifter of State to the Emperor, 
and his Plenipotentiary at Hambourg, where he 
dy'd. This Counteſs 1s Siſter to the Count de 
* | | Molard, 
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Molard, Steward of the Emperor's Kitchens. She 
is a very polite Lady, and is ſo far from being en- 
vy'd for being a Favourite that all Perſons of Di- 
ſtinction agree ſhe deſerves it, becauſe ſne ſupports 
it with Modeſty, and makes no other Uſe of it but 
to do good. 
Madamoiſelle de Klenck has a very great ſhare in 
the Favour of the Empreſs Dowager, which I take 
to be a Reward due to her long Services, and to 
her Merit. She is chief Maid of Honour to that 
Princeſs, and has been engag'd to her ever fince ſhe 
has been at Vienna. If the Character of a thorough 
Gentlewoman may be attributed to any of the Sex, 
Madamoiſelle de Klenck deſerves it more than any 
other, it being impoſſible for a Perſon to have more 
Integrity, and more Generofity. 

The Counteſs Dowager of Altheim, of the Pig- 
natelli Family, in regard to whoſe Rank I ought to 
have mention'd her firſt, if I obſerv'd a very ſtrict 
Order in my Writings, is a Native of Spain. 
The Count d Altheim marry'd her at Barcelona. 
Her Beauty was the more admir'd in Spain beauſe 
ſne was fair. This Lady has a noble Air, and has 
a Genius capable for Affairs of the greateſt Conſe- 
quence. Their Imperial Majeſties pay her great 
Diſtinction, and all the Courtiers honour and re- 
ſpect her ſo that now in her Widowhood ſhe con- 
tinues in good Credit, and almoſt as much Autho- 
rity as ſhe had when that great Favourite her Huſ- 
band was living. 

The Nobility of Auſtria, and of all the Empe- 
ror's Hereditary Dominions, are ſo fond of the 
Title of Count that the Gentlemen buy and ſollicit 
it as eagerly as if it was a great Eſtate. Tis well 
for them that the Diſpatch of their Patents does not 

coſt much; for the greateſt Privilege which this brings 
them is all a Chimæra. Theſe Counts may be ſaid 

to hold the ſame Rank among the ancient Lon 
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of the Empire as the King's Secretaries in France 
do among the Gentlemen of good Families. 
As for Gentlemen, they are ſo common here that 
there are ſcarce any others to be ſeen. All the 
Agents of the Court, and all the Referendaries pro- 
cure themſelves a Title, tho' I know not why; for 
neither they nor their Wives dare to rank them- 
ſelves among the Prime Nobility. This Madneſs 
of theirs to be enobled is {6 common, and ſo eaſy 
to be gratified, that I have known a Man, who was 
formerly Meſſenger to the Emperor Foſeph, pur- 
chaſe the Title of Baron; and his Children begin to 
mix with the Graud Monde. | 
Theſe, Sir, were all the Remarks that I made 
upon the Auſtrians. I muſt give you a few Parti- 
culars concerning the Emperor's Perſon. I have 
already faid ſomething to you of his Character: 
What follows is to ſhew you how grateful he is, 
and how friendly, Virtues which are the more to be 
eſteem'd in him becauſe they are not the moſt fa- 
miliar to great Men. 0 | 8 
The Emperor ſhows all poſſible marks of Gra- 
titude to thoſe Spaniards who adher'd to him while 
he was at Barcelona. He has loaded them with 
Wealth and Honours; and if it's poſſible for one's 
native 3 to be forgot, he has put them in a 
Situation to forget theirs. This particular Good- 
neſs of the Emperor extends to all that followed his 
Fortunes in Spain; whom he diftinguiſhes upon all 
Occaſions, and does them good preferably to his 
other Subjects. As to Friendſhip, no Monarch 
ever had more for any Favourite than Charles had 
for the late Count d*Alrheim, his Maſter of the 
Horſe. This Nobleman was the Emperor's Page, 
when he was only  Arch-Duke ; and he attended 
that Prince to Spain, where his Care, his Services, 
his Aſſiduity, and above all his Honeſty and his In- 
tegrity, won him the intire Confidence of the young 
9 . 
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Monarch. When this Prince became Emperor he 
rewarded the Count with Honours, Wealth, and 
Dignities. He lov'd him as long as he liv'd, and 
his Memory is ſtill dear to him. As ſoon as he dy'd, 
the Emperor declar'd himſelf Guardian to his Chil- 
dren, gave Orders in what manner they ſhou'd be 
brought up, and now treats them much more like 
his own Children than his Subjects. But what 
wou'd you fay of the Emperor's tender Love for 
the Empreſs? Some time ago this Princeſs being 
dangerouſly ill, the Emperor not only ſent for 
his Phyſicians, and conjur'd them to employ all their 
Art to fave her Life, but promis'd them Rewards 
ſuitable to that Service, and actually watched with 
her ſeveral Nights to ſee her take the Remedies 
they preſcrib'd. Does not a Conjugal-Love fo 
perfect, deſerve to be rewarded by the Birth of an 
Archduke? Adieu, Sir, If I were Emperor, you 
ſhou'd be my Count d Altheim ; but in the Con- 
dition Iam in, you are the Perſon whom I honour 
moſt of all Mankind; and am, &c, 
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LETTER: XIV. 


SIR, Munich, Fan. 5, 1730. 
S I came hither from Vienna, I ſtay'd two 
Days at LinTz, the Capital of Upper Au- 
| ſtria. This City lies on the Danube, over 
which there is a worn Bridge. *Tis a little 
Town, but well built, and has fine Churches. Its 
Inhabitants are thriving, and they drive a great 
Trade in Linnen Cloth. *Tis the Refidence of a 

t many Perſons of Quality, and of the Regency 
of the — of Aich * Count de Thirheim 
is the Chief. This Nobleman lodges in the Im- 
perial Palace, which ſtands upon an Eminence, and 
commands the City. The Building is commodious 
enough, but not ſo magnificent. The Emperor 
Leopold ſtay'd here during the Siege of Vienna; till 
not thinking himſelf ſafe in it he retir'd to Paſ- 
ſaw. The Neighbourhood of Lintz is very agree- 
able. All the way hither from Vienna the Danube 
is lin'd on both ſides with Vineyards; but from 
Lintz to this Place, inſtead of Vines, there are 
Plantations of Hops. 

Municn, in the German Tongue Munchen, 
ſtandsin the middle of a large Plain, and in the Cen- 
ter of Bavaria, of which it is the Capital City. The 
Walls of it are waſhed by the River er; *tis a ſmall 
Town, but better built than fortified, for within 
theſe few Years ſeveral fine Houſes have Wr 

| > | | p 
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rais'd in it. The Elector's Palace is one of the 
biggeſt Piles of Building in Europe, but it wants a 
great deal of being ſo handſome a Structure as Miſſon 
and ſeveral other Authors have repreſented it; for 
its Magnificence conſiſts principally in its Bulk. The 
chief Front, which looks towards a very narrowStreet, 
has the Reſemblance of a fair Convent; to which the 
Image of the Virgin Mary over the great Gate con- 
tributes not a little. That for which *tis held in moſt 
Eſteem is the great Apartment which is calPd the 
Emperor's Apartment. The Connoiſſeurs in Painting 
admire the Pictures in the great Hall, which repre- 
ſent both Sacred and Prophane Hiſtory, and are per- 
formed by the Hand of Candi, TheChimney-piece 
in the ſame Room is very much eſteem*d : Amon 
other fine Figures with which it is adorn'd, there's a 
Statue of Porphyry that repreſents Virtue holding a 
Spear in the Right Hand, and inthe Left a gilt Palm- 
Branch. In 1632, when Guſtavus Adolphus King of 
Sweden made himſelf Maſter of Munich, he thought 
this ſo beautiful a Room that he was ſorry he could 
not get it tranſported to Stoctbolm. In the Reign 
of Ferdinand Mary, Grandfather to the preſent 
Ele&or, great part of the Palace of Munich was 
reduc'd to Aſhes, which Accident was, *tis faid, 
the Occaſion of that Prince's: Death; for being at 
Straubingen when he received the ſad News of the 
Fire, he took Horſe immediately and rode with ſuch 
Fury to Munich that he receiv'd a Fall which in 
a little time prov'd his Death. 

The preſent Elector Charles- Albert-Cajetan has 
embelliſh*d the Palace with a new Apartment, which, 
tho? not ſo big as the Emperor's, exceeds it in Mag- 
nificence. Tis adorn'd with noble Pictures, an- 
tique Buſts, and Vaſes plac'd upon * Tables of very 

8 2 | great 
In the Beginning of the Year 1730, this Apartment was 
burnt down by a Fire which broke out in the Night- time; ſo 


that the Elector and Electreſs had like to have been burnt in 
their Beds, and ſcarce any of the fine Furniture was ſav'd. 
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great Value; and among other Things there's the 
Picture of the Virgin done by St. Luke. 

There's a ſecret Paſſage from the Palace thro? 
little Galleries to all the Churches and Convents in the 
Town.. The neareſt Church is that of the Theatins, 
which together with their Monaſtery was built by _ 
Marla-Adelaide of Savoy Wife to Ferdinand-Mary, : 
The Fryars of this Convent muſt be twenty ſeven 1 
in number, and all Men of Quality. They ſubſiſt F 
by charitable Donations; but dare not aſk Alms, and 
muſt wait for ſuch Proviſions as Providence ſhall 
pleaſe to ſend them. When they have ſuffer'd ex- 
treme Want at any Time for three Days together, 
they are permitted to ring a Bell as a Token of their 
Diſtreſs; but it has been obſerv'd that this never 
happen'd above twice ſince their firſt Eſtabliſhment, 
becauſe the Electors are too charitable to let them 
want. The Tomb of the Princes of Bavaria is in 
the Church of theſe honeſt Fryars. 

The Church of our Lady 1s the parochial Church 
of Munich. In it is the ſtately Tomb of the Em- 
peror Lewis of Bavaria who dy'd of Poiſon. Tis 
adorn'd with a great many fine Figures of Braſs and 
Marble. In this Church the Elector on the 24th of 
April lat inſtituted the Order of St. George, by 
Authority of Pope Benedict XIII. The Ceremony 
was perform'd with a vaſt deal of Pomp, and the 
Elector of Cologn officiated at the High Maſs. 
The Promotion conſiſted of three Grand Priors, 
fix Grand Croſſes, a Commander, and fix Knights. 
Some time after this firſt Promotion the Elector 
made a ſecond, in which he appointed one Grand 
Croſs, and nine Knights. *Tis faid there will 
ſpeedily be a third Promotion of eight more Knights, 
the whole Number being to conſiſt of forty “. 

| The 
The Order conſiſts at preſent of a Grand Maſter who is the 
Elector, and two Grand Priors, who are the Electoral Prince 


and Dulce Ferdinand, ſix Grand Croſſes, nine Commanders, 
and ſcveral Knights, | 
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The Elector intends to annex Commanderies to 
his Order. They who are admitted indo it muſt 
2 Proofs of their Extraction from ſixteen De- 

ents; and this is fo ſtrictly obſerv'd that his moſt 
Serene Electoral Highneſs, as Grand Maſter of the 
Order, has renounc'd all Power of granting any 
Diſpenſation from it. According to the Statutes of 
this Order all the Knights are oblig'd to be Catho- 
lics, to defend the Faith and the Church, to pro- 
tet Widows and Orphans, and to practiſe all the 
Chriſtian Virtues. The Badge of the Order is a 
large Sky-blue Ribbon border'd about the breadth 
of an Inch with a black and white Stripe ; and at 
the end of the Ribbon hangs a Croſs ename]Pd with 
blue, in the middle of which there 1s a St. George. 

The Church and Convent of the Reverend Fa- 
thers the Jeſuits are two very magnificent Structures. 
The Roof of the Church which 1s one ſingle Nave 


is a Work of Skill and Ingenuity, wherein the 


Apertures are contriv*d with very great Art; for 
which reaſon, the Curious look upon this Fabric as 
a Maſter- piece of Architecture. 

The Church of the Reverend Fathers of St. Auſtin, 
tho? but of a moderate Size, contains Beauties that 
are not always to be met with in greater Fabrics. 
The Pictures with which it is adorn'd are highly 
eſteem'd, and good Judges agree there are few that 
can parallel them. 

Tho' the Houſes of Munich are all very well built, 
there are few that can be cad Hotels or Palaces. 
The Count Pioſas a Piedmonteſe has caus'd one to be 
built of late Years which is a conſiderable Structure 
with regard to the true Proportions of its Outſide, 
and to the ingenious Diſtribution of the Apart- 
ments, which have fine Decorations and good Fur- 
niture. 


The Court of Bavaria obſerves moſt of the 


Cuſtoms of the Court of Vienna in matters of Cere- 
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mony, but as for the reſt, their Way of living is 
different; here being more Freedom, and more Di- 
verſion. | 
The Ele&or Charles-Albert delights in Pleaſures 
and bodily Exerciſe, and acquits himſelf therein 
with a Grace. He is a comely Perſonage, and has 
a grave, noble, and majeſtic Air, fo that he is taken 
for a proud Man; yet few Princes are more gra- 
cious and more civil to Strangers, and to his Sub- 
jects alſo he is eaſy of Acceſs. He was full of Life 
and Spirit when he was a Prince, and now that he is a 
Sovereign is become ſedate and moderate. He is 
genteel, talks French, Italian, and Latin well, is 
Maſter of Hiſtory, and perfectly acquainted with 
the Intereſt of Princes in general, and that of his 
own Family in particular. He ſticks to Buſineſs, 
and above all ſeems to be very carneſt in redreſſin 
his Finances which he found in great Diſorder 
when he acceced to the Electorate. The Elector 
was born the 6th of Auguſt, 1697. He is Son of 
Maximilion- Emanuel famous for his Victories and 
for his Diſgrace, and of There/a-Cunegunda-Sobieſht, 
Daughter of Jobn Sobieſki King of Poland. When 
Charles came into the World he had a Brother liv- 
ing who was born of the Arch-Ducheſs Mary-Maxi- 
milian, Emanuel's firſt Wife. This young Prince 
who all Europe expected wou'd be the Succeſſor of 
Charles II. King of Spain, dying at Bruſſels the 6th 
of February, 1699, Charles thereby became the E- 
lectoral Prince: He was bred up at Munich with 
- four of his Brothers, but both he and his Brothers 
ſurrender'd Priſoners to the Emperor Jeſeph after 
the Battle of Hochſtet, which ſubjected all Bavaria 
to his Imperial Majeſty. That Monarch had the 
young Princes remov'd to Gratz where he caus'd 
them to be treated in a manner not ſo ſuitable to 
their high Birth as to their decay*'d Fortune. When 
Feſeph dy*d, his Succeſſor Charles VI. ugd the Prin- 
ces 
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ces with leſs Severity, caus'd them to be honourably 
attended, and ſent them Maſters to inſtru& them; 
and upon the Peace of Raſtadt which reinſtated the 
Elector Maximilian- Emanuel in his Dominions, the 
Princes his Children were reſtor'd to him. They 
finiſh'd their Studies at Munich, after which the E- 
lector ſent the four eldeſt to Rome, where the ſe- 
cond, whoſe Name was Duke Philip, dy'd not long 
after he had been choſe Biſhop of Munſter and Pa- 
derborn. Charles returning from Italy went to Vi- 
enna, made the Campaign of Belgrade, and ſome 
Years after that, he marry'd Mary-Amelia-Aune of 
Auſtria, the late Emperor Joſeph's ſecond Daughter. 
In 1725, Charles and his three Brothers were at 
Fontainbleau, at the Marriage of Lewis XIV. and 
next Year he ſucceeded his Father who dy*d at Mu- 
nich lamented as he was ador'd by his Courtiers. 

The Electoreſs who is a little Woman, very much 
reſembles the Empreſs her Mother, and has more 
Vivacity than is common to the Princes of the 
Houſe of Auſtria. She prefers Hunting to all other 
Pleaſures, and there are few Days but ſhe partakes 
of that Diverſion with the Elector, who, as well as 
the Princes his Brothers is fond of it. 

The Elector has by his Marriage two Princes 
and two Princeſſes. The eldeſt of the Sons who 
has the Title of the Electoral Prince is cal?d Maxi- 
milian-Foſeph, and was born the 28th of March, 
1727. His moſt ſerene Electoral Highneſs's three 
Brothers are Duke Ferdinand, the Elector of Cologn, 
and the Biſhop of Freiſingen and Ratiſbon. Of theſe 
Princes Duke Ferdinand is the only one who re- 
fides at Munich, His moſt ſerene Highneſs is a 
Lieutenant-General, and has a Regiment of Cuiraſ- 
ſiers in the Emperor's Service. He is alſo a Knight 
of the Golden Fleece, and Grand Prior of the Order 
of St. George, He marry'd Mary- Anne-Caroline of

The ſecond is dead. | 
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Newbourg, by whom he has two Sons and one 
Daughter. I have already told you that he was 
educated with the Elector his Brother, with whom 
he made the Campaign of Belgrade, travell'd ſeve- 


ral times to 1taly, and laſt of all to France, where 


thoſe Princes were admir'd for their Splendor, their 
Politeneſs, their good Taſte, and their fine Under- 
ſtanding. One ſhan't find a Man more affable than 
Duke Ferdinand who 1s even ador'd at Munich, 
and is dearly beloved by the Elector his Brother, 
The Ducheſs his Wife who is the beſt-natur'd Prin- 
ceſs in the World makes grand Entertainments, 
and is particularly civil to Strangers. 

The Biſhop of Freiſingen and Naliſbon ſpends 
more of his Time at Munich than in his Dioceſe. 
He 1s a Prince of great Penetration, Spirit and V1- 
vacity, 1s generous, liberal, and charitable, ex- 
tremely civil, and 'tis impoſſible to be acquainted 
with him without adding Love to that Reſpect 
and Veneration which are due to his Birth — 
Character. He enter'd very young into Orders, 
and was conſecrated Biſhop by his Brother the E- 
lector of Cologn. Twas thought at firſt that he 
wou'd have made but an indifferent Eccleſiaſtic, 
but he has demonſtrated that he knows how to re- 
concile the Gravity of a Prelate with the Magna- 
nimity of a Temporal Prince, 

The Court of Bavaria is without diſpute the 
moſt gallant, and the politeſt in Germany. We 
have a French Comedy here together with Balls 
and Gaming every Day, and a Concert of Muſic 
three Times a Week, at which all the Company is 
maſk'd; and after the Concert there's Gaming and 


Dancing. Theſe public Aſſemblies, at which the 


Elector and the whole Court are preſent, bring in 
a great Revenue to the Elector's Valets de Qhambre ; 
for befides the Money which every one pays at 
Entrance, they are alto paid for the Cards, and are 
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eoncern'd in almoſt all the Banks ; ſo that thoſe 
Domeſtics have almoſt all the Caſh of the Nobility, 
with whom they don't ſcruple neither to rank them- 


ſelves. Beſides theſe noiſy Pleaſures we have others 


that are more tranquil, I mean thoſe of civil Society. 


Of this kind there's more here than in the other 


Towns of Germany; but more ſtill among the Fo- 
reigners that are in the Elector's Service than amon 
the Bavarians ; for theſe are generally proud, tho? 
*tis certainly more owing to their Opinion that it 
gives them a good Air to be ſo than to their Tem- 
per; and they actually become more ſociable when 
they are made ſenſible that their grand Airs are not 
aſtoniſhing. 

The Title of Count is as common here as at Vi- 
enna, and the Bavarian Counts have no greater 


Privileges than thoſe of Auſtria, for they are as 


much Subjects as the meaneſt Gentlemen. I find 
that thoſe in Places, and who bear any Rank at Court 
are much more polite than others. The Counts de 
Wirbeim, Torring, and Freiſing who have the chief 
Employments are ſo civil that I believe there's 
few Foreigners but will give them their Encomium. 

The Elector has a very large Houſhold, and a 
number of great Officers. I'll mention ſome of 
them to you, 

The Count Maximilian de Torring-Seefeldt. is 
Steward of the Ele&or's Houſhold, a Miniſter of 
State, and Knight of the Golden Fleece, This 
Nobleman who is advanc'd in Years, is good-na- 
tur'd and civil, ſpeaks little, is naturally grave, not 
fond of Pomp, and lives retir'd in the middle of a 
Court, but when he makes any Entertainment 
does it with Grandeur. He never once abandon'd 
the Elector Maximilian Emanuel his former Maſter, 


but follow'd him in his Fortunes both good and 
bad, 


The 
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The Count Sigiſinond de Thirbeim is Great Cham- 
berlain, a Miniſter of State, and Grand Croix of the 
Order of St. George. He is very tall, and tho? 
his Air is not the moſt affable, he is courteous and 
civil. He lives very nobly, and does the Honours 
of the Court very handſomely ; conſequently he is 
generally beloved and efteem'd. He was Governor 
of the Elector, who, contrary to moſt Princes that 
are not apt to retain an Eſteem for thoſe who once 
had the Care of their Education, gives great Proofs 
of his Regard for the Count de Thirheim. 

The Count Maximilian de Fugger is Grand Mar- 
ſhal *. As he does not live at Munich, I have no- 
thing particular to tell you of him. 

The Count Maximilian de Preyſing Maſter of the 
Horſe, Preſident of the Chamber of Finances, a 
Miniſter of State, and Grand Croix of the Order of 
St. George is a very polite Nobleman, but ſerious 
and prave to the laſt degree. *Tis difficult for any 
Man to be more attach'd to his Religion, to have 
more Candor, and to be more upright than this 
Minifter. His Probity has brought Envy upon 
him, but it has procur'd him the Elector's intire 
Confidence, of which however the Count makes no 
farther Advantage than is requiſite for his Maſter's 
Buſineſs. He is accus'd of being cloſe- fiſted, and of 
diſſuading the Elector from giving Gratuities ; but 
*tis agreed that he is very charitable to the Poor. 
Tis a hard matter for a Miniſter who has the Di- 
rection of the Finances to pleaſe every body, and 
he is commonly the Butt of public Cenſure. 

The Count de Rechberg Great Huntſman +, Mi- 
niſter of State, Prefident of the Council of War, 
Lieutenant General, and Grand Croix of the Order 
of St. George, is Commander in Chief of the E-

be preſent Grand Marſhal is the Count Gaudentz de Rech- 
berg, a Grand Croix of the Order of St. George. 
+ The Baron de Freyfing is at preſent Great Huntſman. 
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lector's Forces: He accompany'd the late Elector to 
France where he acquir'd the Reputation of an ex- 
perienc'd ſkilful General. 

| Jenatius-Joſeph Count de Torring is a Miniſter of 
State, Grand Maſter of the Artillery, and a Grand 
Croix of St. George. He follow'd the late Elector 
into France, and after that Prince was reſtor'd he 
went as Miniſter Plenipotentiary to the Imperial 
Court, where he negotiated the Marriage of the - 
preſent Elector with the Archducheſs, youngeſt 
Daughter to the late Emperor Zoſeph. | 

I cou'd tell you of many other Perſons of Diſ- 
tinction at the Court of Bavaria, only I fear that 
being too particular wou'd tire your Patience. The 
Miniſters who bear the greateſt Sway are the 
Counts Maximilian de Preyſing and de Torring, and 
M. d' Unertel. The firſt is Director of the Finan- 
ces; the ſecond has the Province of Foreign Af- 
fairs; and the third takes care of Affairs Domeſtic 
and Military. Theſe three Miniſters are the Arbi- 
ters of Bavaria, and to them the Tribunals of the 

ſeveral Provinces muſt apply. 

Bavaria is divided into four Cantons or Provin- 
ces, viz. the Cantons of Munich, Burghauſen, Land- 
ſtrut and Straubingen. Each of theſe Provinces has | 
a Regency or Parliament ; and an Appeal lies from 1 
Sentences therein paſs'd to the Elector's Council of f 
State. 14 

*Tis certain that Bavaria is one of the beſt States 
in the Empire. Tis ſaid that it brings in ſeven 

Millions of Florins, and I have been aſſured by 
Perſons who have Opportunities of being inform'd 
of the State of the Finances that there was a time 
when the late Elector received eleven Millions per 
Ann. The Riches of Bavaria are owing to the 
Exportation of Salt and Corn, and to the Conſump- 
tion of the Beer brew'd in the Country, which is as 


good as any in the World. Tirol, and the Country 
of 
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of Salizbourg, have almoſt all the Corn which they 
ſpend from Bavaria, and the Elector has a Florin 
for every Sack that is exported. Another thing 
which is a Treaſure to Bavaria is the Fir-Trees, a 
Wood that ſerves for every Uſe that can be ima- 
gin'd, whether for Building, or for Houſhold-Stuff. 
There is not a Province in the Empire where Pro- 
viſions are cheaper, and in the mean time there's a 
vaſt Home-Conſumption ; for beſides that the Ba- 
varians lovegood Eating and Drinking, the Country 
is very populous ; and *tis computed that the Inha- 
bitants of Munich alone are above 40,000. 

Of all the Sovereigns in Europe, next to the Kin 
of France, the Elector of Bavaria has the fnek 
Pleaſure-Houſes, for which he may thank the Elec- 
for his Father who had a wonderful good Fancy 


and Judgment. 


N YMPHENBOURG a ſhort League from Munich is 
a charming Place. The Caſtle 1s to be ſeen a great 


way off by reaſon of its Situation in the middle of 


a great Plain, ſo that from the Apartments of the 


ſecond Story one diſcovers a vaſt Tract of Coun- 


try, and an infinite number of Rural Beauties that 
are in the Neighbourhood of Munich. Mary-Ade- 
laide de Savoy (Mother to Maximilian- Emanuel ) 
who was extremely fond of the Arts and Sciences, 
and knew them perfectly well, was the Perſon who 
laid the Foundations of that Caſtle. The Man that 
ihe employ'd to build it was an 1talian Architect 
whom ſhe ſent for out of '[taly for the purpoſe. 
But all this Palace conſiſted only of one great Pa- 
vilion. Maximilian- Emanuel thinking the Caſtle 
too ſmall, cauſed ſeveral Manſions to be added to it, 
together with fine Stables and grand Gardens; in 
Mort, he put the whole into that magnificent Con- 
dition we ſee it in at this day. His moſt ſerene 
Electoral Highneſs lets the Pavilion ſtand in pure 
reſpect to the Memory of his Mother who _— 

ut 
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but 'tis pity he does; for tis much higher than the 
reſt of the Edifice, and is no good Ornament to 
the main Building. In order to give you a more 
perfect Idea of this Houſe, Iwill tell you that it looks 
towards a great and magnificent Canal terminated at 
each end by a ſpacious Baſin adorn'd with Water-works 
and double Rows of Trees on each ſide Which form 
the Avenues. We enter into the Caſtle by an A- 
ſcent of Marble Steps: The firſt Room we come to 
is a very great high Salon adorn'd with Architec- 
ture of Plaiſter of Paris very well executed. From 
each fide of this Salon there is a Paſſage into ſeveral 
Apartments of which I ſhall not ſtop to give you 
the Detail, becauſe I don't think it in my power 
to convey a ſuitable Idea to you of the Richneſs of 
the Furniture, and all the fine things that are in it. 
Imagine only that the late Elector who had an 
exquiſite Taſte, and a noble Soul, ſpar'd no 
Coſt to adorn theſe Apartments, I pais to the 
Gardens which one enters from the Great Hall by 
a Deſcent of Marble Steps. The firſt thing that 
ſtrikes the Eye is a Parterre of a vaſt Extent, at the 
Entrance of which there is a great Baſon ornament- 
ed with a Group of Figures of milld Lead gilt 

with Water-Gold repreſenting Hora receivin 
Flowers from Nymphs and Cupids. At the end of 
the Parterre there is one of the moſt agreeable 
Woods in the World, which is cut by three Walks 
in form of a Gooſe's Foot. The middlemoſt fronts 
the great Pavilion of the Caſtle, and has a large 
Canal in the middle of it of which one can't fee the 
end: *Tis terminated by a fine Caſcade form'd by 
ſeveral Blocks of Marble, and adorn'd with fine 
Statues. The ſecond Walk on the right hand leads 
one to the Mall which forms a Semi-Circle, and is 
one of the fineſt and longeſt I ever ſaw. At the 
Entrance of this Mall there is a Pavilion call'd Pa- 
goaebourg (the Caſtle of the Pagode ;) *tis two Stories 
high 
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high, and built in form of the Pagodes Temples, 
I believe there never was any thing prettier, All 
the Furniture of this little Palace is Indian, of a 
charming Contrivance and Elegancy ; and the whole 
is ſo well laid out that notwithſtanding the ſmall- 
neſs of the Houſe, the Elector has every Conveni- 
ence in it that can be deſir d. Over- againſt Pagode- 
Bourg on the other fide of the Canal in the third 
Walk is Badenbourg (the Caſtle of Baths) which isa more 
conſiderable Building, and has all the Beauty of the 
Modern Bagnios. The Baths are ſpacious and lin'd 
with Marble. There is an Apartment conſiſting of 
ſeveral Pieces adorned with Stucco, and Pictures re- 
preſenting Venus in the Bath, Diana in the Water with 
her Nymphs, and the other Subjects of the Fable. The 
whole Apartment glitters with Gold, and the Fur- 
niture of it is rich, and of a charming Fancy. This 
beautiful Houſe is ſurrounded with fine Pieces of 
Water adorned with Caſcades and Statues. Theſe 
Baths wou'd moſt certainly deſerve a particular De- 
ſcription, and I am angry with myſelf for not being 
able to give it, 

Tis certain that next to the Gardens of Ver- 
ſailles, there is none ſo magnificent as thoſe of 
Nymphenbourg , which is a Place that Art and Na- 
ture ſeem to have joined their Forces in order to 
render noble and agreeable. | 

The Caſtle of Schleiſbeim is a more regular Build - 
ing than that of Nymphenbourg, and makes fo grand 
an Appearance that I don't know any Houſe in 
Germany that can compare with it. The great 
Stair-caſe and the Salon in the large Apartment are 
the only Pieces in their kind. They are fac'd with 
Marble, and painted in a moſt correct and beautiful 
manner. | 

Taco, Furſtenriet and Starenberg are Houſes fit 
for the Solacement of a Great Prince, and will be 


Teſti· 
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Teſtimonies to Poſterity of the Elector Maximiliau- 
Emanuel's grand and happy Taite. 

Of all the Elector's Houſes Nymphenbourg is that 
where the Court reſides moſt. It is as well a Hunt- 
ing- Houſe as a Pleaſure-Houſe, by reaſon of a Park 
in the Neighbourhood which is eight Leagues in 
Compaſs, and cut out into a great number of ſine long 
Roads. Here the Elector comes to rouze the Stag; 
and there is a little Park adjoining to the Gardens, 
which, as well as the adjacent Fields, abounds with 
Pheaſants, Partridges, and all other Game of that 
ſort. 

When the Court is at Nymphenbourg the Electreſs 
has a Drawing-Room there three times a Week 
where there is Gaming, and when that is over the 
Ladies ſup with their Electoral Highneſſes, who 
ſometimes admit Gentlemen of their Court to their 
Table, but commonly all Foreigners. They who 


prefer taking the Air to Gaming, find open Calaſhes 


every Evening drawn by two Horſes, at the bottom 
of the Steps on the ſide of the Garden: A Gentle- 
man drives the Calaſh, two Ladies ride in it, and a 
Gentleman ſtands behind. And ſuch as prefer the 
Water find very neat Gondolas finely gilt upon the 


Canal at their Service; ſo that there is no want of 


any thing to add to the Pleaſures of all ſorts in this 
inchanting Place. ä ; 

Werel to enumerate to youall the various Pleaſures 
of this Court I ſhould never have done. For the pre- 
ſent I ſhall confine myſelf to theſe already mention- 
ed. I am reſolved to ſet out in three or four days 
for Stutgard. I ſhall lie at Aug/bourg, and at Ulm. 
A Froſt which has held for a Month without ceaſ- 
ing has made the Roads ſo hard that J hope I ſhall 
roll along finely. I expect to hear from you at 
Stutgard, Pray take care that I be not diſappoint- 
ed, and believe that I am very ſincerely, &c.

LETTER XV.

K HERE is nothing remarkable between 


Munich and Augsbourg except it be the fine 

Abbey of FuxsTBNTELIDT, which is in 
Poſſeſſion of the Bernardin Fryars. It was founded 
by Lewis the Severe Duke df Bavaria to attone for 
his Wickedneſs in putting Joan of Brabant his 
Wife unjuſtly to Death. The Hiſtory of Bavaria 
relates the Fact thus: Joan was a very beautiful 
Princeſs. Her Husband who was doatingly fond 
of her being obliged to take a Journey, put her under 
the Guard 4 of one of his Aunts. While he was gone 
Joan wrote frequently to her Husband, and ſome- 
times to his Prime Miniſter and Favourite. One 
day ſhe put her Letters into the hands of a Do- 
meſtic, charging him to deliver them as they 
were directed; but the Man made a Miſtake, and 
gave the Letter which was for the Duke to his Fa- 
vourite, and that which was for the Miniſter to the 
Duke. Lewis thought that his Wife's Style was 
too obliging to a Subject, and was even mad with Jea- 
louſy. He firſt kilbd his Favourite, and then ta- 
king Horſe poſted to Donawert where his Wife 
was. He came to the Caſtle in the Night-time, 
murder'd the Porter with his own hand, put his 
Aunt and all with whom he had left his Wife in 
charge to Death; and then like another erog, 
cauſed the unfortunate Joan to be beheaded. The 


e after this barbarous Action, the Hairs of 


Lewis” 8 
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Lewis's head turn'd gray, tho' he was but twenty- 
eight years old; which Accidegt made him ſenſible 
his Guilt and of the Inndence of his Wite, 
As his Barbarity was great ſo was his Repentance; 
He went on foot to Rome to beg the Pope's Abſo- 
lution for his Sins, and obtain'd it on condition that 
he wou'd cauſe a Church to be built, and found a 
Monaſtery in his Dominions. Lewis returning 
from Rome founded the Abbey at Furſtenfeldt. 
The firſt Eſtabliſhment was only for eight Fryars; 
but the Piety of. the Princes of Bavaria having 
wrought upon them to beſtow. their Favours upon 
this Houſe, it now maintains thirty Fryars and an 
Abbot, whom the Monks have the Prerogative to 
chuſe out of their own Body. Theſe. good Fathers 
are actually erecting a very ſtately Church, and _ 
enjoy all the Conveniences of Life. 

The Country between Munich and Augsbourg i is 
level and intermix' d with Woods and Plains. Aves- 
BOURG Which is a Biſhop's See, and an Imperial City, 
is the Capital of Sabia, and one of the biggeſt and 
handſomeſt Towns in Germany. A ſmall Branch of 
the Leck paſſes thro? it, and ſupplies it with plenty 
of Water. The Streets of Augsbourg are broad, ſtrait 
and lightſome; the Houſes well built, and many 
of *em full F Paintings. The Inhabitants look up- 
on Auguſtus to be the Founder of their City. Tis 
true that Emperor ſent a Colony thither, but the 
Town was founded before. It is not ſaid what 
Name it went by before the Name of Auguſta 
Vindelicorum was given it to diſtinguiſh it from the 
other Towns that bore the Name of Auguſta. The 
clearing up of this difficulty 1s what I ſhall leave to 
the Antiquarians, and confine myſelf to the Tranſ- 
actions at. Augsbourg for about two hundred years 

ſt. What will render this City for ever famous, 
is the Confeſſion of Faith which the Proteftant 
Princes preſented here to the Emperor Charles V. 
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in the year 1530. Tho' the Proteſtants were at 
that time very powerful in Augsbourg they cou'd 
not keep their ground, for they were drove out by 
the Bavarians , but Guſtavus Adolphus reſtored them 
in 1632, fince which time they have kept their 
Footing there, and ſhare the Government with the 
Roman Catholics. In 1687, the Emperor, Spain, 
the United Provinces, and the Electors of Saxony, 
Brandenbourg, and the Palatinate concluded that 
famous League at Augsbourg againſt Lewis XIV. 

who was beginning to inforce the Claim of the 
Ducheſs of Orleans his Siſter- in-Law to the Succeſ- 
ſion of the Elector Palatine Charles-Lewis, who 
was that Princeſs's Brother. In 1690, Fojeph 
Archduke of Auſtria King of Hungary, the eldeſt Son 
of the Emperor Leopold, was conſecrated and crown'd 
King of the Romans at Augsbourg, at which Cere- 

mony the Emperor, the Empreſs, the Electors of 
Mentz, Cologn, Triers, Bavaria, and the Palatinate 
were perſonally preſent. 

In 1703, the Elector Maximilian of a 
made himſelf Maſter of Augsbourg in one Week's 
time. This City had demanded and obtained a 
Neutrality, but having afterwards received an Im- 
perial Garriſon the Elector made uſe of that Pre- 
tence to lay Siege to it. He caus'd the Fortifica- 
tions to be demoliſh'd, foreſeeing, no doubt, that he 
ſhou'd not be able to keep the Place. Augsbourg 
was ſet free again by the Battle of Hoch/tet, and ſtill 
enjoys its Freedom under its own Magiſtrates, 
the Biſhop having no Authority in the City as 
to Temporals. The preſent Biſhop is of the Fa- 
mily of Neubourg, and Brother to the Elector Pala- 
tine. This Prince has the fame Goodneſs of Tem- 
der which is ſo natural to all his Family. As his 

iſhoprick is not one of the moſt conſiderable in 
German, ſo his Court is none of the biggeſt, out 
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his Houſhold is well regulated, and every thing con- 
ducted in it with Order and Splendor. 

The Chapter of the Cathedral conſiſts of Perſons o 
Quality who are oblig d to make Proof of their No- 
bility. The Canons have the Prerogative of chu- 
ſing their Biſhop, who like all the Prelates of Ger- 


many is a Sovereign Prince. He dwells at Aug/- 


Bourg, tho' he ought to reſide at Dillingen. The 
Epiſcopal Palace is old, and not very commodious : 
It joins to the Cathedral which is a Gothic gloomy 
unwieldy Fabric, but its Ornaments are very rich. 
The moſt conſiderable Building is the Town- 
houſe, a very ſubſtantial Pile built all of Freeſtone 
except the Portico, which is of Marble. The Rooms 
are very fine, and the great Hall eſpecially is to the 
laſt degree magnificent. The Walls are cover'd with 
Paintings, being ſuch Emblems and Devices as have 
relation to the Government. Nothing can be more 
beautiful than the Cieling which conſiſts all of Com- 
partments whoſe Frames are carv'd and gilt in an ex- 
traordinary manner, the whole enrich*d with Pic- 
tures and other Ornaments perfectly well diſpos'd. 
Before the Townhouſe there's a very ſtately Foun- 
tain, where, among other fine Figures of Braſs, the 


Statue of Auguſtus which 1s repreſented in a moſt 
noble Attitude is highly eſteem'd. 


The City of Aug ſbourg is in my Opinion ſome- 


thing like Antwerp with regard to the Spaciouſneſs 
of the Streets and the Subſtantialneſs of its Buildings; 
and formerly when the Yenetians were Maſters of al 
the Commerce, it reſembled it in Trade; for As 

bourg was then the Staple for Merchandize, which 
was from thence tranſported to a great part of Eu- 
rope. But fince London and Amſterdam are become 
the Warehouſes of the whole World, and the Com- 
merce of Venice decays, the greateſt Trade of Augſ- 
burg conſiſts in Goldſmiths Wares, with which this 
City furniſhes Germany, Poland, and in general 
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almoſt all the North. Theſe Wares are muck 


cheaper here than elſewhere, and when the Patterns 
are fturniſt*d People are well ſerv'd. Notwith- 
ſtanding the Decay of its Commerce there are ſeveral 
very rich Families; but whether any can do what 
Fugger did to the Emperor Charles V. is a Queſtion. 
That Monarch paſſing thro* Hug. ſbourg lodg'd at 

Fugger's Houſe, who entertain'd him like an Em- 
peror. The Fewel he burnt in every Chimney 
was Cedar, and after the Repaſt which was extra- 
ordinary ſumptuous, Fugger took a Bond for a very 
conſiderable Sum which the Emperor ow'd him, and 
threw it into the Fire. 

The Nobility aſſemble commonly every Even- 
ing at the Three Kings Inn where I quarter. There's 
a very ſine Hall well lighted, where they game, club 
foraSupper,and after Supper dance. Be not ſcanda'iz'd 
that the Nobility have their Aſſembly at an Inn, 
it being one of the beſt Houſes in Germany and the 
molt ſuperb Inn in Europe. There's very good At- 
tendance. I have ſupp'd at it twice, and one can- 
not-be better accommodated in any Houſe whatſo- 
ever. | 191125 

From Aug/bourg I came to ULM another Impe- 
rial City, Tho? all the Country is even, yet *tis 
very tireſome to Travellers becauſe of the Pave- 
ment of the Cauſeys; but Thanks to the Snow 
which has levell'd the Ways, I have not been much 
incommoded; tho' on the other hand I had like 

to have been loſt in the Snow, ſuch a quantity of it 
having fallen for two Days that one could not di- 

ſtinguiſn the Roads. I found my ſelf at a Poſt- 
Stage where my Guide, tho? he was a Man that had 
grown grey in the Buſineſs of Poſtilion upon the 

lame Road, did not know the Way. I was in Dan- 
ger every Moment of tumbling into ſome Ditch, 
when juſt as we enter'd a certain Valley my 
Poſtilion ſounded a Horn to give notice to any 
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Carriages or Horſes that might happen to meet us 
to make way, when a Voice from the Hollow calPd 
out to the Poſtilion, Who's that? Stephen? Ob! 
cry*d the Poſtilion, 1s it you, Chriſtopher ? God be 
thank'd that I met with you Then turning towards 
me, he ſaid with an Air of Satisfaction, Now you 
are out of all Danger, for heres a blind Man that 
will conduct us to the Place we are going to. I 
thought the Droll jok'd with me, but we had not 
gone many Yards farther before I really ſaw a poor 
Wretch who could notſez, yet offer'd to be my Guide, 
and promis'd he would conduct me very well. I abar- 


don'd my ſelf to him, and he walk'd fo faſt before 


my Chaiſe that the Horſes follow'd him in a gentle 
Trot till we came ſafe to the Stage. There he told 
me that *twas fifteen Years ago that he loſt his 
Sight by the breaking of an Impoſthume in his Eyes, 
after having ſuffer'd ſuch horrible Pains for two 
Months that he bleſs'd himſelf for the Loſs of his 
Sight; ſo that when Iaik*d him if he was not very 
much concern'd at it, he faid that at firſt it made 
him melancholy for ſome time, but that he always 
comforted himſelf by the Remembrance of the Tor- 
ture he had undergone in the Loſs of his Sight, and 
that he thought it were much better to be blind and 
to have his Health than to ſee, and ſuffer the Pains 
that he had endur'd ; but that now he was fo us'd 
to his Condition it gave him no Concern, In- 
deed, when I aſk'd him, if he ſhould not be very 
glad to recover his Sight? he ſaid, Yes, if it were 
poſſible; but that if he muſt undergo the fame Pains 
to recover it as he had felt in the Loſs of it, he had 
rather by a thouſand times continue blind. When 
I told him of my Surprize that he ſhould find out 
the Way better than thoſe who ſee, he told me 
that fince he had been blind he came regularly on 
Sundays and Saints Days to the Place where we 
were to hear Maſs, and that therefore the Road 
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was become very familiar to him. He added, that 
he ſometimes went alone to beg three or four 
Leagues from his Village which was a quarter of a 
League from the hollow Way where I met with 
him. I ſent the Man away, after giving him ſome 
Relief; and could not but admire the divine Pro- 
vidence, which tho? it had afflicted the poor Wretch 
with what to me ſeems more terrible than Death, 
gave him Strength to bear his Misfortune with, Pa- 
tience. - 

The City of Ulm is not above half as big as Aug/- 
bourg, but is much better fortify'd. The Danube 
which waſhes its Walls, becomes navigable at this 
Place, and a Boat goes from hence every Week for 
Vienna, which is a great Eaſe to People who are 
not in a Condition to lay out much Money ; for it 
coſts but a Creutzer, which is one Penny a German 
Mile. Tho” the City of Ulm maintains a very nu- 
merous Gariſon, and is very well fortify'd, and fur- 
niſned with a good Arſenal, the Elector Maximi- 
lian of Bavaria took it by Surprize in 1702; it be- 
ing a Place neceſſary for him to ſecure his Domi- 
nions on that Side, and to facilitate the Paſſage of 
the French Troops that were to join his Army. 
General Thungen robb'd him of this Conqueſt the 
ioth of Sept. 1704, after about a Week's Siege. 
Then it was that Ulm became again ſubject to its 
Magiſtrates who are all Lutherans, The Catholics 
cannot enjoy Offices, but have ſeveral Churches. 
This City drives a great Trade in Linnen, but few 
of the Gentry live here except the Patricians who 
are not more ſociable than thoſe of Nuremberg and 
Augſbourg. The Burghers and the Women in par- 
ticular go dreſs'd like thoſe at Aug ſbourg. To ſee 
them go to and come from Church is next kin to 
ſeeing a Maſquerade, and *tis certainly one of the 
moſt diverting Sights in this City, where really I 
did not give my ſelf time to be tir d, for I ſet out 
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again the very next Day after I came, and arrived 
in this Town, where I have now reſted my ſelf a 
couple of Days. 

STUTGARD lies in the middle of a Valley ſur- 
rounded with Vineyards. *Tis pretty large, has 
Streets broad and ſtrait, but the Houſes are of 
Timber. Tis the Capital of the Duchy of Wir- 
temberg, and was formerly the Reſidence of the 
Sovereigns of the Country; but Eberhard-Lewis 
the preſent Duke of Virtemberg eſtabliſhed his 
Seat ſome Years ago at * Ludwig /bourg, a new City 
and a new Palace of his own building. 

The Duke's Caſtle is an old Structure of Free- 
ſtone, compos'd of four Piles of Building, flank*d 
at each Angle by a Tower. The Walls of it are 
waſl'd by Ditches which give it the diſagreeable 
Air of a Priſon. The Ducheſs who is the Duke's 
Wife, and Siſter to the Margrave of Baden-Dourlach 
has an Apartment in this Palace, You know that 

this Princeſs and her Huſband don't live well to- 
gether. The Prince ꝶ about twenty Years ago 
preferr'd a Miſtreſs to her|, who certainly has 
neither the Beauty, nor the Merit of the Ducheſs. 
The Princeſs is remarkably patient under the In- 
difference of a Huſband, and the Contempt of the 
moſt haughty Rival that ever was. The frequent 
Viſits paid her by her 2 Son are all the Comfort 
ſhe has. The Court neglects her, no body dares 
714 to 

* He dy'd 4r. 1733, and leaving no Children, his Son and 
Grandſon dying before him, was ſucceeded by Charles- Alex- 
ander, the eldeſt of his Couſin-Germans, the Son of Duke Fre- 
deric-Charles, who had been his Guardian till the Year 1693. 
The Duke Eberhard-Lewis was 57 Years of Age. 

F The Duke was reconcil'd to her two Years before ſhe dy'd, 
and tho' ſhe was no leſs than fifty Years of Age, it was reported 
for a good while that ſhe was with Child. 

|| This was the Counteſs 4e Grawenitz, Since the Duke's 
Death the Duke Regent has commenc'd a Proſecution againſt 


her, and ſhe traverſes from one Court to another for that Protec- 
tion which every one denies her, 
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to go near her, and whoever pays the Ducheſs the 
Reſpects that are naturally due to her, is ſure to 
incur the mercileſs Hatred of the Miftreſs. I may 
be able perhaps to give you a farther Account of 
this Princeſs and her Rival when I have been at 


Ludwig ſbourg, whither I propoſe to go to-morrow, 
and where I hope for a Line from you.

LETTER XVI. 


a Ludwig burg, Feb. 2. 1730. 

H E Duke of H/irtemberg is a Prince of a 

| middling Size, and before he grew ſo fat 

| was very well ſnap'd. He is genteel, af- 
fable, and well-belov*d, and few Princes treat their 
Courtiers with more Familiarity. He has been one 
of the beſt Dancers of his Time. He alſo fits per- 
fectly well on horſeback, and performs all bodily 
Exerciſes with infinite Gracefulneſs, and incompara- 
ble Dexterity. He takes pleaſure ſometimes in 
driving his own Coaches, and I have ſeen him drive 
eight Horſes without a Poſtillion, and manage them 
with as much Eaſe as if there was but one Horſe in 
tie Harneſs. He is a Prince that loves Magnificence, 
is generous, gallant, and amorous. Tho? tis above 
twenty Years that he has kept one and the fame 
Miſtreſs, he is as paſſionately fond of her, and gives 
as ſhining Proofs of it as ever. During the laft 
| War his moſt Serene Highneſs commanded the 
Army of the Empire on the Upper Rhine. He has 

| an 
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an only Son marry'd to Henrietta of Pruſſia, 
Daughter of the Margrave Philip, Brother to Fre- 
deric I. King of Pruſſia. This _ Prince 1s 
called the hereditary Prince. He 1s ſhort of Sta- 
ture but handſome. He has one of the beſt Tem- 
pers that can be deſir'd in a Sovereign, being hu- 
mane, good-natur'd, affable, and civil. It may 
be faid that the Father and the Son are the two 
liteſt Men at the Court of Wirtemberg. The Fa. | 
ther has ſpent ſeveral Years in Holland, Lorrain, 
Geneva, Turin, ltaly, and France. When he re- 
turn'd from his Travels he went and marry*d at 
Berlin. He has an only Daughter who is very 
amiable. The hereditary Prince is vaſtly fond of 
Grandeur, Dancing, Plays and Muſic : He fatigues 
himſelf very much, and commonly rides ſeven or 
eight Horſes in a Morning. His tender Conſtitu- 
tion and the little Care he takes of it make me ap- 
prehenſive he will not live to be an old Man *. 
The hereditary Princeſs has an Air of Grandeur 
and Majeſty ſuitable to her Rank. She is tall and 
handſome, has a noble Mien, and tho? ſhe is not a 
regular Beauty, *tis certain that ſhe has a very good 
Look. She is extremely grave, and does not ſeem 
to take a great Share in the Pleaſures of the Court. 
She ſeems to be moſt of all taken with Dreſs, and 
her Apparel is not only ſplendid but well- fancy'd. 
Her Royal Highneſs, which is a Title given her 
becauſe ſhe 1s the Daughter of a King's Brother, 1s 
extremely gracious and civil to all Mankind, but 
particularly. to thoſe whom ſhe knew at the Court 
of Pruſha. She does me the Honour to diſcourſe 
with me ſometimes. I find ſhe thinks very juſtly, 
and that her Sentiments are very agreeable to her 
Birth. This Princeſs is of the Calviniſt Religion, 
and ſhe keeps a Chaplain who preaches to her in 
her own Apartment; ſo that now while the Prince

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Alexander de W irtemberg is here, there are three 
Chapels in the Caſtle of as many different Reli- 


gions. 


The Couneſs de Wurben is the firſt Lady at Court 
next to her Royal Highneſs. She has been the 
Duke's ſole Favourite for a long time. She is Gra- 
denitꝝ by Name, and is deſcended of a noble Fa- 
mily in Mecklembourg, The Duke firſt fell in love 
with her when ſhe was but a Girl. She had the 
Aſſurance after ſhe had been ſome Years in Favour 
to inſiſt that the Duke ſhould get a Divorce from 
the Ducheſs his Wife, by whom he had a Son, 
and marry her. When the Ducheſs was inform'd 


of her Rival's Demand ſhe ſued for the Emperor's 


Protection, and obtain'd it. That Monarch ſigni- 
fied to the Duke that he would do well to remove 


his Favourite, who was therefore oblig'd to retire 
to Sroiſſerland. The Duke who could not bear her 
cout of his Sight, followed her thither and ſtay*d there 


with her for ſome time, but at laſt being oblig'd to 
return to his Dominions, and not being able to take 
Madamoiſelle de Gravenitz to him without re- 
viving the juſt Suſpicions of the Ducheſs, he look'd 
out for a Huſband for his Miſtreſs. The Count 
ae NMurben a Gentleman of a good Family, and in 
mean Circumſtances, but a very eager Stickler for 
the Favours of Fortune at any rate whatſoever, made 
an offer to marry Madamoiſelle de Gravenitz, She 
was beſtowed upon him with a Penſion of 24000 
Florins, and the Character of the Duke's Envoy Ex- 
traordinary to the Imperial Court. Heengag'd never 
to make uſe of the Huſband's Prerogative and never 
to require of his Wife to leave the Court. Upon this 
Condition he obtain'deven before he ſet out for Vienna 
the Office of Landiboffmeiſter or Lord Lieutenant 
of W irtemberg, which is the higheſt Dignity in the 
Country, When the Marriage was concluded, 


Madam de Wurben returned to Stuigard, where — 
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had Lodgings in the Palace. All her Aim was to 
inſult the Ducheſs, in hopes of provoking her to 
commit ſomething ſo outragious as might embroil 
her with the Duke, and make him reſolve never to 
forgive her; but this Princeſs equally virtuous and 
prudent, and always patient, bore all this Mortifica- 
tion without murmuring. The Miſtreſs, who could 
not endure to ſee her in the Palace, obtain'd an Or- 
der from the Duke for her Retirement to the Eſtate 
which was ſettled on her for her Jointure ; but the 
Ducheſs would never comply to it, ſaying, that if 
ſhe had not been unfortunate enough in the Loſs of 
her Huſband ſhe would not retire to her Jointure. 
This Refuſal, how reaſonable ſoever it was, affronted 
the Duke who acquainted the Ducheſs that he did 
not look upon her any longer as his Wife, and gave 
orders that ſhe ſhould be treated no longer as a 
Sovereign. During this, Madam de Wurben be- 
came a Widow ; whereupon all the Hopes reviv'd 
that ſhe had preſumed to entertain when a Maid. 
She perſuaded the Duke to leave Stutgard, and to 
found Ludwig ſhourg, As ſoon as this Houſe was 
in a Condition to be occupy'd the Duke and his 
Miſtreſs came and liv'd in it. There's no ſort of 
Intrigue which this Favourite has not try'd to put 
herſelf in the Ducheſs's Rank, but hitherto ſhe has 
not been able to ſucceed. Mean while ſhe enjoys 
all the Honours of a Sovereign. *Tis at her A- 

ments that the Court is kept. Whenever the 
Duke plays *tis there, and there it is he diets. In 
ſhort ſhe is treated in every thing upon a par with 
her Royal Highneſs, Her Excellency (which is 
the only Title given to this imperious Favourite fince 


the Death of her Huſband) is drawing on to fifty 


Years of Age, and yet carries a mighty Sway. She 
employs all the Remedies imaginable to cancel the 
Injuries which Time has done to her Complexion, 
and alſo to conceal her natural Temper; for Artifice 


and 
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and Diſſimulation are the Compounds of her Cha- 
racter. She is ſo eager in amaſſing of Riches that 
ſhe makes it her chief Bufineſs. While ſhe pretends 


a mighty Reſpect for the Duke, ſhe expects like 


another Aftarte that every Knee ſhould bend and 
tremble before her, As ſhe is the Reſervoir of 
Favour, greater Court is made to her than to the 


Duke himſelf, and Woe be to thoſe that dare to 


diſoblige her ! I muſt own however that ſhe knows 


how to behave as well as any Woman in Germany, 


when ſhe has a mind to ſhew her Politeneſs. The 


worſt on't is that ſhe is not always fo inclin'd ; for 


ſhe has been ſo long us'd to give herſelf great Airs 
that they are become habitual to her. The prin- 
cipal Offices of the-Court are diſtributed among her 
Kindred or Creatures. Her Brother the Count de 
Gravenitz is Grand Marſhal and Prime Miniſter, 
J hardly ever ſaw a handſomer Man: I muſt alſo 
do him the juſtice to declare that he is as civil as his 
Siſter 1s haughty. Some Years ago the Duke ob- 
tain'd for him the Dignity of a Count of the Em- 
pire, in which Quality he was admitted alſo at the 
Dyet, and he has a Scat there on the Bench of the 
Counts of Swabia. His Authority is never oppos'd 
but by his Siſter, to whom he will not always be 
obedient. Tis ſaid their Diviſions have ſometimes 
gone ſo far that the Favourite has done all in her 
power to turn out her Brother, and he has try'd 
all Ways in his turn to remove his Siſter, but the 
Duke has always been ſo good as to reconcile them. 
The Prime Minifter and his eldeſt Son are honour'd 
with the Order of Pruſſia. There is no Court in 
Europe where there's ſuch a Variety of Orders and 
Ribbons. The Duke bears alternatively the Danifþ 
Order of the Elephant, the Pruſſian Order of the 
Black Eagle, and his own Order which is that of 
St. Hubert. | 

The 
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The Hereditary Prince has the Order of Pruſſia 
and that of the Duke his Father. 

The Prince Charles- Alexander wears the Fleece, 
and the Order of Wirtemberg*, Prince Lewis his 
Brother wears the Poliſb Order of the White Eagle. 

The Baron de Schunck heretofore the Duke's Mi- 
niſter of State, and at preſent Great Bailiff of a Baily- 
wie, is Knight of the Order of Dannebrog. 

IT ſhould never have done were I to give you the 
Names of all the Knights of the Order of St. Hubert, 
and the many petty Sovereigns that have been the 
_ Grand Diaftery. © =o 4 | 

The Duke's particular or Cabinet-Council is com- 
pos'd of the Hereditary Prince and the Counts de 
Gravenitz, Father and Son, the Baron de Schutz, 
and M. de Pollnitx T7. There are many other 
Counſellors of State, but not being admitted to the 
Cabinet-Council they are not in ſo much Eſteem 
as the others. 

His moſt Serene Highneſs keeps the Eſtimate 
of his Forces to himſelf. I think that he has now 
4000 Men without reckoning his Life-Guards, 
which are two Companies, the fineſt of all the 
Guards in Germany. One of theſe Companies is 
commanded by the Lieutenant-General Baron de 
 Phul, and the other by a Count of Witgenftein. 
They are dreſs'd in yellow, and are only diſtinguiſh'd 
by the Facing of their Clothes and their Bandeliers,

The Court of Wirtemberg is one of the moſt nu- 
merous in Germany. 

There's a Grand Marſhal, who as I have told 
you is the Count de Gravenitz, Brother to the Fa- 
vourite. - | 
A Marſhal of the Court, who is ſecond Son to 
the Grand Marſhal. | 

A Travelling Marſhal, who is Brother-in-law to 
the Prime Miniſter. 

A Great Cup-bearer, who is the Baron de Fran 
kenberg. | | 

A Maſter of the Horſe. 

A Great Huntſman. 

Four Chamberlains. 

A Number of Gentlemen of the Bed-Chamber. 
and Gentlemen of the Court. 

Two Captains of the Guards. 

A confiderable number of Counſellors of State 
and Aulic Counſellors, 

Twenty Pages, all Men of good Families. 

And finally. a great many Footmen, and Officers 
of the Kitchen, Pantry, and Buttery. 

The Duke's Stables are the beſt furniſh'd of any 
in Europe. One ſhall not ſee finer Horſes, or any 
that are better manag'd. The Hunting Equipage 
is alſo very magnificent; and I don't know one 
thing that is wanting. His Highneſs keeps a Com- 
pany of French Comedians to whoſe Performance 
every body is admitted gratis. We have often 


18 
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is an Aſſembly at the Favourite's Houſe every day, 
where the Company plays at Piquet, Quadrille, and 
Pharo; ſo that here are all the Pleaſures of a great 
Court. The Duke's Table is ſerv'd with very great 
Coſt and Delicacy, and is commonly ſpread for 
ſixteen Gueſts. The Duke ſits at the upper end, 
between her Royal Highneſs and her Excellency. 
The Gentlemen are plac'd according to the Rank 
which they derive from their Employments, and 
the Ladies according to the Offices which are borne 
by the Huſbands. 


There's a Ceremonial obſerv'd here which is not 


known in any other Court, viz. the Duke's Mini- 
ſters give place to no Foreigner, unleſs he be a 
Minifter like themſelves to ſome Prince, or un- 
leſs he be a Count of the Empire. Theſe have 
ſo diſtinguiſh'd a Rank at this Court that all who 
are not Counts muſt give place to them. A Count 
of the Empire, tho? he be a Cadet in the hundredth 
Generation, a Lieutenant or an Enſign, as it ſome- 
times happens, in the Duke's Service, takes place of 
all Miniſters and great Officers who are not Counts, 
This is a Regulation which her Excellency made 


after her Brother was created a Count, to the end 


that her Family might have the more Honour, and 
that the greater Reſpe& might be paid to her own, 
Dignity of Counteſs without a County. 

I have told you that the Duke had transferr'd his 


Reſidence from S$/utgard to Ludwig/bourg, and the 


reaſon which made him abandon the Capital of his 
Dominions; but why he preferr'd the Scituation of his 
new Town to a hundred others that he might have 
choſe more agreeable, is what I cannot account for. 
Lupw1GcsBOURG is remote from any River, great 
Roads and Foreſts. The Duke at firſt only built 
a ſmall Manſion-Houſe with two advanced Wings, 
ſo diſpoſed that the Court lay between the Houſe 
and the Garden; but he has ſince made great Ad- 


ditions 
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ditions to it, and 1s actually building a large Man- 
fion between the Court and the Garden, to which 
the Wings of the former Building are to be joined. 
One Friſoni, an Italian, has the Direction of theſe 
Works; in which it appears that he is a much bet- 
ter Maſon than an Architect. The new Building 
runs ſo far out that it diſcovers all the Effects of it. 
The Front of the Manſion conſiſts of three Stories, 
including the Ground-Floor; but on the Garden 
fide there are only two of a moderate Height, ſo that 
one wou'd take this Building rather for an Orangerie 
than for the Palace of a Sovereign. The great 
Stair-caſe is dark, the Apartments want Light, the 
Chambers are long and narrow, and have very few 
Out-lets. However, this ſingle Building was under- 
taken by Friſoni for 500000 Florins, excluſive of ſeve- 
ral ſorts of Materials with which he was furniſhed. 

The old Manſion, which fronts the new, is not 
near ſo large, tho' it is three Stories high every way. 
The Apartments are ſmall and too inconvenient to 
| hve in, yet no Coft has been ſpar'd to adorn them; 
Carving, Gilding, and Painting being employ'd in 
them with more Profuſion than Judgment. The 
Furniture is rich, but of a very odd Fancy. The beſt 
thing in all the Palace is the Chapel, which would 
every where be reckon'd a fine noble Structure. But 
notwithſtanding all the Faults which are obſerv'd 
in the Palace, it muſt be allow'd that whoever lives 
to ſee it finiſh'd will find it a magnificent Piece of 
Work. In the Gardens there are ſeveral Terraſſes, 
which riſing by degrees one above another, intirely 
bound the Proſpect of the Palace. *Tis certain that 
when the Duke's Architects ſaw this Prince reſolute- 
ly determin'd to build at Ludwig/bourg, they ought 
at leaſt to have advis'd him to place his Palace at 
the very Spot where his Gardens end : In this caſe 
it would have ſtood in the middle of a Plain, the 


Apartments would not have been cramp'd ** 
ut- 
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Buttreſſes, with which the Palace is encompaſs'd, and 
the Gardens wou'd have had a gentle Deſcent ; and 
fora very little Expence there might have been a fine 
Piece of Water at one end, betwixt them and a 
Coppice, which is a Walk for Pheaſants. 

The City of Ludwig /bonrg is as irregular as the 
Palace; and its Scituation, which is very diſadvan- 
tageous, will always render it a very incommodious 
Town, becauſe of the unevenneſs of the Ground. 
Moſt of the Houſes are of Timber, and lightly 
built; for thoſe who build them do it with an IIl- 
will, either out of Neceſſity, or to pleaſe the Duke 
who ſeems to be fond of building. This Prince 
has ruin'd Sutgard, and will never make a good 
Town of Ludwig /bourg ; for if the Court was ab- 
ſent from it but one Year, *twou'd be one of the 
meaneſt Villages in Virtemberg. This Town is in 
no reſpect very agreeable. The Nobility here don't 
ſeem very fond of Strangers, and there are no En- 
tertainments but what are made by the Duke. 
No body here, not even the Prime Miniſter keeps 
a Table; and all the Expence of the Courtiers is in 
their Dreſs, and their Horſes. Yet there 1s nota 
Prince of the Empire who gives handſomer Salaries, 
except the EleQors ; ſo that the Caſe is the very re- 
verſe here to what it is at almoſt all other Courts, for 
here People grow rich, whereas elſewhere they are 
beggar'd. I have known Perſons that came to this 
Court in mean Circumſtances, and in a few Years 
got Eſtates. The Duke is by nature generous and 
beneficent, and wou'd be more ſo if his Liberality 
was not curb'd. He has given ſeveral Gentlemen 
Materials for building gratis; and the Houſes 
were no ſooner up but he purchas'd them, and paid 
as dear for em as if he had not contributed a Shil- 
lng towards raiſing them. I have been aſſur'd that 
his moſt Serene Highneſs's Revenues amounted to 
tour Millions of Florins. *Tis certain that he is 

Yor. I, U Maſter 
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Maſter of one of the fineſt Countries in all Ger- 
many; a Country which has n of every thing, 
but Money is ſcarce by reaſon of the Fertility of 
the neighbouring Provinces, viz, the Palatinate, 
Bavaria, Franconia, and Aſace. The People are 
deſirous of a War upon the Upper Rhine, in hopes 
of putting off their Commodities. 

The Lutheran is the only Religion tolerated in 
the Duchy of Wirtemberg, tho the Duke has per- 
mitted Friſoni the Director of his Buildings to erect 
a Chapel for the Uſe of the Catholic Workmen 
whom he has ſent for from Taly to build the Pa- 
lace; which Chapel however is deſign'd to be de- 
moliſh'd as ſoon as the Works are finiſh'd : But I am 
rather inclin'd to think that the Court itſelf will one 
day have a Catholic Chapel; for if the hereditary 
Prince ſhou'd happen to die without Male-Iflue, 
Wirtemberg will fall tothe Share of Prince Alexander, 
(Couſin- german to the Duke) who has embraced 
our Religion ; and who having Children by the 
Princeſs of Tour and Taxis whom he marry'd at 
Bruſſels, ſees them brought up in the Catholic Faith.

Since I wrote the above, the Counteſs de Wurben 
is fallen under Diſgrace, which I have been told 
happen'd by this means. 

'The Duke's Carriage to his Miſtreſs had been 
cold for ſome time, when the King of Pryffia came 
to Ludwig ſlourg and exhorted him to be reconcibd 
to his Wife, in order to get Heirs. The Duke 
cou'd not perſuade himſelf to take the Ducheſs 

in; but however the King's Repreſentations 
revail'd ſo far as to put him quite out of conceit 
with his Miſtreſs. He juſt kept up a bare Ac- 
quaintance with her, and that was all; which ſhe 


1 Per- 
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rceiv'd, and made no ſcruple to try the moſt ex- 
traordinary Methods to maintain herſelf in Favour. 
The Duke having been blooded in her Preſence, 
the ſecreted a Napkin ftain'd with his Blood. What 
Uſe ſhe propos'd to make of it I know not, but 
the carry'd it to her Apartment. The Duke's 
Valets de Chambre miſſing the Napkin acquainted 
their Maſter of it. M. de Roder, a Gentleman of 
the Bed-Chamber, and a Favourite of his Highneſs, 
ſaid that no body cou'd poſſibly take it but the 
Counteſs, and that to be ſure ſhe did it for no good. 
The Duke orderd M. de Roder to go to the 
Counteſs's Apartment and enquire into the Fact. 
Roder aſk*d for the Napkin. The Counteſs deny'd 
her having it; but Roder affirmed he ſaw her take 
it, upon which ſhe was in a Paſſion with him, and 
told him ſhe wou'd make him repent of his Ill- 
manners to her. Roder made * 12 that all the 
Airs ſhe gave herſelf were out of Seaſon, that her 
Reign was over, and that he wou'd oblige her to 
return the Napkin, The Counteſs not us'd to te 
talk*d to at ſuch a rate, was frighten'd, and reſtor d 
the fatal Napkin, which completed her Ruin. The 
Duke, when inform'd by his Favourite of what had 
paſg'd, ſent an Order to the Counteſs not to ftir 
from her Apartment : And this Prince ſetting out 
ſoon after for Berlin, charg'd the hereditary Prince 
his Son to command Madamoiſelle 4e Wurben to re- 
tire to her Eſtate. The Counteſs obey'd, and being 
indulg'd to carry what ſhe had a mind to along with 
her, retir'd to a Territory of hers depending im- 
mediately on the Empire, not many Leagues from 
Ludwig ſhourg. There it was that ſhe heard of the 
Duke's Reconciliation with the Ducheſs, upon 
the Duke's return from Berlin. This News ex- 
tremely ſhock*d her, becauſe ſhe always flatter'd. 
herſelf that the Prince wou'd return to her: And 
perceiving now that ſhe had no Hopes of being re- 
U 2 ſttor'd 
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ſtor'd to Favour by the power of her own Charms, ſhe 
had a mind to try what ſhe cou'd do by I know not 
what Charm in the Magic Art. To carry her Point 
ſhe was under a neceflity of having a little of the 
Duke's Blood; and ſhe wrote to his Valet de Cham- 
bre, promiſing him great Rewards if he cou'd pro- 
cure her ſome. What does the Domeftic but carry 
the Letter to the Duke? who immediately gave 
Orders to Colonel Streithorſt to arreſt the Counteſs, 
and carry her to ſome Place of Security. The Co- 
lonel taking a Detachment of Soldiers along with 
him, contriv'd it ſo that he came to the Counteſs's 
Seat at Night, and immediately ſurrounding the 
Houſe, knock'd at the Gate, but no body making 
anſwer he thunder'd ſo hard at the Gate, that at 
length Madame de Suliman the Counteſs's Siſter put 
her Head out at the Window, and aſk'd who it was 
that dard to make ſuch a Noiſe. Streithorſt told 
her his Name, and ſaid he came thither by Order 
of the Duke. Madame de Sultman made anſwer 
that the Counteſs was not well, and cou'd not be 
ſpoke with. The Colonel, who knew the contrary, 
ſaid, that if they did not let him in he wou'd break 
open the Doors; upon which they thought fit to open 
them. During this the Counteſs was got to Bed; and 
Streithorſt entring her Chamber found her there with 
her Siſter and her two Brothers-in-law, the General 
N.. and Suluman, who was formerly at Berlin Equerry 
to the Counteſs of Wartenberg, and afterwards 
Privy-Counſellor to the Duke of Mirtemberg. The 
Colonel having ſignify'd his Order to the Counteſs, 
ſhe affected to be in a dying Condition; but ſaid that 

it ſhe was able enough to get up ſhe did not intend it, 

ſhe being at home, and in a free Houſe of the Circle 

of Swabia, from whence ſhe did not think the 

Duke had Authority to remove her. The Colonel 
threaten'd that his Grenadiers ſhou'd pull her out of 
Bed; and the Lady ſeeing that ſhe muſt obey,

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thought fit to riſe. She fell on her Knees to Streit- 
horſt ; but the hard-hearted Officer was deaf to her 


Cries, and conducted her to a place of Security 


where ſhe is cloſely confin'd, and like to be a Priſoner 
as long as the Duke lives, 


LETTER 


F Carl ſ oube, Feb. 15, 1730. 
J =: that any Man can be happier than I 


am at this Juncture. You have wrote an ex- 
cellent long Letter to me; you aſſure me that 
you are well, and that you have ſtill an Affection 
for me; what more 1s there wanting to compleat my 
Joy? Iam 2 to make you the beſt amends 
I can, and inftead of a Letter to write you a Vo- 
lume. 
I came in one Day from Ludwig ſbourg to CARLSs- 
ROUHE, Which is the Reſidence of the Margrave 
of Baden-Dourlach. The Name Carlſroube ſignifies 
Charles's Reſt. The preſent Margrave Charles of 
Baden-Dourlach was the very Man that laid both 
the Plan and Foundation of this City, and its 
Caſtle. Nothing is ſo pretty as the Diſpoſition: of 
the whole: I wiſh I were able to give you an Idea 
of it. Imagine the Margrave's Houſe to be at the 
Entrance of a great Foreſt, in the Center of a Star 
form'd by thirty two Walks, the chief of which 
behind the Palace is three German Leagues in 
length. Two large Wings advance from tie main 
U 3 1 Body 
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Body of the Houſe, which deviating from each 
other in proportion as they lengthen, the whole 
together looks like a Theatre. Behind the princi- 
pal Building there's a very high Octogon Tower 
which commands all the Walks. The Space be- 
tween the two Wings forms the Court, and then 
come the Gardens and Parterres, -at the end of 
which there's a Semi-Circle of Houſes of an equal 
Height, built Arch-wiſe, and three Stories high in- 
cluding the Ground- Floor. Between theſe Houſes 
there run five Streets, the middlemoſt of which 
' fronts the Palace, At the end of the three chief 
Streets oppoſite to the Palace are three Churches ; 
one belonging to the Lutherans, another to the 
Calviniſts, and a third to the Roman Catholics ; to 
which three prevailing Religions of the Empire the 
Margrave gave equal Liberty of Conſcience when 
he founded the new Town. 

The chief part of the Town lies behind the 
Houſes that front the Palace. This properly ſpeak- 
ing conſiſts but of one Street, which is of a prodi- 
gious Length. All theſe Houſes as well as the 
Margrave's are of Timber, fo that you are not to 
look for fine or ſubſtantial Buildings at Carl/roube ; 
but the Contrivance and Diſtribution of the whole 
taken together 1s really wonderful. I took the 
Freedom to tell the Margrave that I was ſurpriz'd 
that he had not at leaſt employ'd Brick in the 
building of his Palace, and of the Houſes which 
form the Half-Moon about his Gardens. I was 
willing, ſaid ihe Prince, to make myſelf a Place 
< of Retirement, and to build without putting the 
Burthen on my Subjects. I choſe moreover to 
have the Comfort of enjoying what I built. If I 
had us'd Bricks it wou'd have coſt me a great deal 
© more Money; and I cou'd not have finiſh*d my 
« Buiidings without laying an extraordinary Impoſt 
* upon my Country. It wou'd have taken = up 

* abun- 
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© abundance of Time too, and perhaps I ſhou'd ne- 
© ver have had the Satisfaction of ſeeing an end to 
* my Labours. Another Reaſon was, that my 
Country is ſo ſcituate as to be liable to be the 
© Theatre of Wars, and I am not in a Condition 
*to make this a ſtrong Place, nor cou'd I en- 
* compaſs it with Walls. Do you think there- 
* fore that I ſhou'd have been juſtified in laying out 
© a great deal of Money on a Place to fee it burnt 
down before my Face, as I did my Houſe at 
© Dourlach, and my other Houſes which the 
French reduc'd to Aſhes. I am but a petty So- 
* vereign 3 I have built a Houſe according to my 
Condition, and I had rather it ſhou'd be faid of 
me that I have but a mean Habitation, and 
* owe no Money, than that I have a ſtately Pa- 
* lace and am over Head and Ears in Debt. 

I have given you this account of what the Mar- 
grave ſaid to me, becauſe I thought it wow'd let 
you into an Idea of his Character. This Prince, 
to whom I was introduc'd on the very day of my 
Arrival here, took the Trouble himſelf to ſhew 
me his Palace, and all about it. I thought the A- 
partments very well laid out, but there is not room 
: enough to lodge the hereditary Prince, who lives 
. in one of the Houſes in the Semi-Cirele fronting 
p the Palace. | 
; The Pheaſant-Walk, which joins to the Caſtle, 
; is the prettieſt thing in the World. Tis a very 
large Incloſure, diſpos'd in various Walks planted 
with Fir-Trees cut in the ſhape of a Fan. There's a 
great Baſin in the Center always full of wild Ducks. 
*T is encompaſs'd with four Pavilions, made in the 
Form of Turkifþ Tents, Two of the Pavilions are 
Volarys, and the two others Summer-Houſes, with 
Window-Curtains of Green Cloth. There are 
Sofas and Couches, after the manner of the Eaftern 
Countries, In this Place of Retirement and Reſt 
U 4 the 
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the Margrave ſpends ſome Hours every Day, and 
he is generally accompany'd by " fins young 
Ladies whom he teaches Muſic; ſo that they per- 
form agreeable Concerts. | 
The Margrave was in the right to give his Houſe 
the Name of Charles's Reſt, for he leads the moſt 
tranquil Life here that can be. Far from being infa- 
tuated with vain Grandeur, he has the Charms of it, 
without the Check and Conſtraint of it. This Prince 
is of a very robuſt Conſtitution, and tho? he under- 
went a vaſt deal of Fatigue in his Youth, he is as 
freſh-colour'd and as vigorous as if he was but forty 
Years of Age. He travelbd when he was a young 
Man into he principal parts of Europe ; and during 
his Father's Life-time was ſeveral Years in the Ser- 
vice of Sweden. When he return'd to his Domi- 
nions he ſerv'd in the Army of the Empire on the 
Upper Rhine, under his Couſin Prince Lewis of 
Baden. Tho? the Margrave is very fat, yet he uſes 
a great deal of Exercife. He riſes in Summer at 
five o' Clock in the Morning, and walks in his 
Gardens till the Heat of the Weather obliges him 
to retire within Doors ; then he does Bufineſs with 
his Counſellors, or elſe employs himſelf in Expe- 
riments of Chymiſtry, and ſometimes he draws. 
He commonly dines at four o'clock, and is attended 
by Waiting-Women, of whom there are no leſs than 
threeſcore, tho* no more than eight wait upon one Day. 
Theſe, when the Margrave goes abroad, attend him 
on Horſeback, dreſs'd like Huſſars. The Generality 
of theſe Damſels underſtand Mufic and Dancing; 
they alſo perform Qperas at the Theatre of the Pa- 
lace, and are Muficians of the Chappel. They 
have all Lodgings in the Palace. After Dinner is 
over the Margrave grants Audience to his Subjects; 
and upon particular Days of the Week hears all that 
come. Few Princes render Juſtice more ſpeedily, 
and more punctually. Sometimes he goes a Hunt- 
| ing. 
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ing. He makes very light Suppers, and retires 
early to Bed. He delights in Agriculture, and is 
one of the greateſt Floriſts living. This Prince is 
never unemploy*d. There are few things which he 
does not know, and very many which he under- 
ſtands to Perfection. His Converſation is as agree- 
able as any I know. He ſpeaks ſeveral Languages 


well. His Behaviour is obliging and courteous. 


He loves Foreigners, treats them with Diſt inction, 
and loads them with Civilities. Upon Sundays and 
Holidays he eats with the Prince his Son, and the 


Princeſs his Daughter-in-law. His Table, which 


is then ſpread for ſixteen Gueſts, is ſerv*d with more 
| Delicacy than Profuſion. | 

The hereditary Prince *, only Son to the Mar- 
grave, is pretty ſhort, and has not the Life and 


Spirit of his Father. He is very complaiſant and 


civil, and ſeems to me of a good - natur'd Diſpo- 
ſition. He has been at Paris, in England, and in 
Holland, where he marry'd the Daughter of the 
unfortunate Prince of Naſſau, who was drown'd 
in 1711, as he was paſſing the Maerdyke to the 
Hague, to adjuſt with Frederic I. King of Pruſſia, 
ſuch Differences as related to the Succeſſion of the 
late King William of Great Britain, to which they 
both laid Claim. The hereditary Princeſs ſeems to me 
to be well behav'd; and ſhe makes very handſome 
Entertainments. The Court aſſembles at her Houſe 
every day, viz. at Noon, and at five o'clock in 
the Evening; and there they dine, game, and ſup. 
Foreigners are very well receiv'd there, and both 
the Ladies and Gentlemen are very civil and com- 
plaiſant. | | 
The Grand Marſhal, and his Brother the Great 
Huntſman, are Perſons capable of making a 
Figure with Diſtinction in the greateſt Courts. 
; The 
This Prince dy'd the beginning of the Year 1732, and 
left one Son. 
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The firſt marry'd a legitimated Daughter of the 
Margrave. 

The Baron d' Ixter, Prefident of the Regency, 
and Chief of the Council, is a Perſon of fignal 
Merit, and capable of any Buſineſs, be it ever fo 

reat. | 

Generally ſpeaking the Margrave's Court is ex- 
tremely well regulated. This Prince is fond of the 
Nobility, and ſeeks to do them a Pleaſure, He 
has none but Perſons of Quality in his Service. 
Tis great Pity that this Court does not come to- 
gether again. The Margravine, who is Sifter to 
the Duke of Virtemberg, reſides at Dourlach, and 
never comes to Carl ſroube but when *tis a Holiday, 
or when ſome foreign Prince is there. This Prin- 
ceſs is actually very much indiſpos d, ſo that I don't 
think I ſhall have the Honour of kifling her Hand. 
The Margrave alſo educates at his Court three young 
Princes his Nephews, the Sons of his Brother. 
They are under the Government of the Baron de 
Gemming, who takes very great Care of their Edu- 
cation. 

As to the Margrave's Revenues, I cannot be 
poſitive what they are, becauſe I found that People 
who ought to know beſt, vary in their Calculations 
not a little; ſome aſſur'd me they were 400,000, 
ſome 500,000 Florins, and others much more. 
Be it as it will, *tis certain that the Margrave lives 
nobly, that every body is well paid, and that the 
Subjects are not over-burthen'd. Farewell, Sir, I 
ſet out to-morrow for Raſtadt, and ſhall write to 
you as ſoon as I can, &c.

$ 1 &, Straſbourg, Feb. 28, 1730. 


T took me up no more than four Hours to go 
I from Carlſroube to RasTapT. As ſoon as I 
A. alighted there I notified my Arrival to the 
Grand Marſhal, with a Requeſt that he wou'd procure 
me the Honour of paying my Compliments to their 
Highneſſes of Baden-Baden. I had for anſwer, that 
the Margrave was out a Hunting, and that there- 
fore I cou'd not have an Audience before next day. 
I had patience to ſtay; and having by Good-luck 
| ſome Books at hand, I ſpent all that day in Read- 
ing, and the next day too, but did not hear a Word 
from the Grand Marſhal. Mean time as I did not 
come to Raſtadt purely to read, and as tis a Town 
does not afford much Amuſement, fince a quarter 
of an hour is enough to know all the Streets, I was 
very chagrin. I ſent a ſecond Meſſage to the Grand 
Marſhal, but had the ſame Anſwer as before. I 
| thought it improper to inſiſt any farther, and gave 
over all hopes of ſeeing the Court of Raſtadt. 
However I went to ſee the Margrave's Palace, 
which his Father the late Prince Lewis of Baden 
built from the Ground. It is very much like to the 
Palace of $f. Cloud near Paris, and ſeems to be a 
Building conducted with more Reguularity than I 
obſerv'd in ſeveral new Houſes in Germany left 
ſolely to the Direction of ignorant Maſons, who 
without a Taſte for Building have the Aſſurance ta 

call themſelves Architects. * 
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The principal Stair-Caſe is large and lightſome. 
The Apartments have all the Conveniencies they 
can admit of. Thoſe which are contiguous to the 
grand Stair-Caſe are diftributed into ſeveral Parti- 
tions, for Shew and for Conveniency. They are 
painted, gilt, and gaily furniſn'd. The Mar- 
gravine Dowager to Prince Lewis put them in this 
Condition againſt the Marriage of her Daughter to 
the Duke of Orleans; and the Furniture is indeed 
rich and well fancy'd. The Keeper ſhewed me 
the Cloſet in which Prince Eugene of Savoy and 
Marſhal Villars fign'd the Peace in 1714. *Tis 
pity that this 0 magnificent Palace has no 
Gardens to it. There's Ground mark'd out for that 
purpoſe, and if Prince Lewis had liv'd they wou'd 
have been finiſh'd. | 

After having ſeen the Apartments and the Cha- 
pel, which is ſmall, but exceedingly adorn'd, not 
knowing what to do with myſelf I went to a 
Billiard-Table fronting the Palace, where I found 
ſome Gentlemen of the Court as idle as myſelf. 
They treated me as a F 3 and were com- 
plaiſant to me. A young Fellow of a good Ap- 
pearance, and who ſeem'd to have an Air of Po- 
liteneſs, having refus'd as well as myſelf to play, en- 
ter'd into a Converſation with me: And by degrees 
that Sympathy of our Tempers, which was a 
Stranger to the Laws of Reaſon, made us talk to 
one another with as much Freedom as if we had 
been old Acquaintance. I complain'd to him that 
tho? I had been three days at Raſtadt I cou'd not 

et an Opportunity of paying my Duty to their 
ighneſſes of Baden. He told me that I need not be 
ſurpriz'd at it; that ſince the Death of the late Prince 
Lewis, the Margravine his Dowager, who was he- 
reditary Princeſs of Saxe-Lawenbourg, had intro- 
duc'd into her Court the Ceremonial of the Eaſtern 


Princes ; that ſhe never appear'd but in a full mm 
| | an 
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2nd that ſhe did not permit any one whatſoever to 
come near to her Son except the Baſhaws and Der- 
vizes who were of the Council. The young 
Gentleman's manner of accounting for this matter 
made me ſmile, and put me upon aſking him 
ſeveral Queſtions. * How! ſa:d J, according to 
the Character I have had of the Margravine, ſhe is 
© very much of a Chriſtian, and of that virtuous 
* Heroine which the wiſe Man, if he had been ſtill 
© living, wou'd have propos'd to us for a Model. 
Indeed, /aid the Gentleman, the Character you 
have had of her is right enough: The W 
© has Piety and Virtues that render her valuable; 
but ſhe has a Haughtineſs, and a certain Particu- 
© larity in her Temper, which is hardly to be pa- 
© rallelbd. For inftance, if ſhe had receiv'd you it 
* wou'd have been ſtanding under a Canopy by an

She wou'd have aſk*d you two or three Queſtions,

Protection, and then have diſmiſs'd you without

< faſhion here, continued the Gentleman. The Mar- 


* gravine commonly dines in private, and we who. 
are of her Court don't ſee her but at Maſs. - The 
© young Margrave our Maſter wou'd like well, 


enough to ſee Company, but his Mather giving, 
© him to underſtand that ſhe does not care for it, 


he conforms to her Pleaſure. The young Mar- 


« gravine, who is the Daughter of the Prince de 
* Schwartzenbourg, has no Authority, becauſe tho 
g naturally obliging and civil ſhe durſt not put her 
good Qualities in practice, becauſe the Margra- 
vine Dowager reproaches her that ſhe does not 
know how to carry it like a Sovereign; by which 
means this poor Princeſs is oblig'd to be proud a- 
* gainſt her Inclination. If you were to ſee her 

* you 
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you wou'd be charm'd with her; for ſhe is tall and 
© handſome, of a lisely fair Complexion, but not 
languid, and has a very noble Air. When 
the Margrave marry'd her ſhe was an only 
© Daughter, and the Princeſs of Schwartzenbourg 
© her Mother, who had not lived with her Huſband 
© for near fifteen Years, was not like to have any 
© more Children. But the Event has proved con- 
© trary 3 for the Prince and Princeſs of Schwartzen- 
Bourg are reconciPd, and the Princeſs has had a 
Son, who has fruſtrated the Hopes of our young 
< Margravine of being ſome day or other one of 
© the richeſt Heireſſes in the Empire. This has 
© not advanc'd her in the Favour of her Mother- 
© in-law, who often ſnaps at her; but there being 
© no Remedy, the young Princeſs bears her Ill-hu- 
* mours with Patience. As fhe is juſt brought to 
© bed too of a Son, we hope ſhe will have more In- 
© tereſt ; at leaſt tis what we all wiſh, becauſe ſhe 
© is a very good Princeſs. *Tis not a Year, con- 
© tinued the Gentleman, that our young Margrave 
© has been of Age, nevertheleſs his Majority is ſo 
© controlPd by the Aſcendancy which the Dowager 
keeps over her Son, that it may be faid *tis ſhe 
© who governs ſtill. This Prince accuſtom'd to 
© obey knows not what 1s the Pleaſure of com- 
© manding. There's the ſame likelihood of his 
© being a Dependant as long as his Mother lives 
© and indeed he ought to humour that Princeſs, as 
© well becauſe ſhe was always a good Mother to 
© him, as for the Advantages ſhe is capable of doing 
him; for ſheis very rich, and has a noble Eſtate 
© in Bobemia, which ſhe wou'd perhaps give to her 
© youngeſt Son, who is Canon of Cologne and Aug/- 
« bourg, if the Margrave diſobliged her; tho? I be- 
© lieve it muſt be a great Offence indeed that wou'd 
© provoke her to diſinherit him, becauſe he was always 
a he Darling, and perhaps too the moſt dutiful — 
*A 
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© all her Children. Such is her Tenderneſs for this 
© Son that when there was a Talk of his going 
abroad ſhe wou'd needs go with him; and ſhe 
actually accompany'd him all over Haly. Some 
People were indeed fo ill-natur'd as to ſay that 
© *twas not out of Love to the Prince, but becauſe 
< ſhe was afraid he wou'd wean himſelf from her 
Company, and break quite away from her. *Tis 
ſaid however that ſne is going to quit the Court, and 
to retire to Etlingen, which is the Place aflign'd 
for her Jointure. We all wiſh it, not that we 
© have any reaſon to complain of this Princeſs, but 
© becauſe we hope then to have a gayer Court. 
For the reſt, to do the Margravine Dowager 
« Juſtice, ſhe has manag'd her Son's Finances with 
_ © a great deal of Oeconomy. When the late Prince 
© Lewis dy'd he left a heavy Debt upon the Coun- 
try, which was alſo ruin'd by the late War. But 
the Margravine Regent has paid off all, and fo 
happily retriev'd the Government and the Fi- 
© nances that when her Son came of Age ſhe gave 
© him conſiderable Sums, and the Country was in a 
better Condition than ever. | 

There the Gentleman concluded. After putting 

ſeveral Queſtions to him I learnt that the Duchels 
of Orleans had been promis'd in Marriage to Prince 
Alexander of Tour and Taxis *, that the Preſents 
were made for the Wedding, and that the ſame was 
very ſoon to be celebrated : But when the Duke of 
Orleans actually ſent M. d*Argenſon his Chancellor 
to Raſtadt to demand the Princeſs in Marriage, 
the Margravine her Mother thinking this a better 
Match beyond Compariſon, call'd back the Promiſe 
ſhe had made to the Prince de la Tour, and con- 
cluded the Treaty with the Duke of Orleans. The 
young Margrave marry'd his Siſter by Proxy, in

* He has ſince marry'd a Princeſs of Brandenbourg-Bareith, 
who has embrac'd the Catholic Religion. 
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preſence of M. @Argenfon, and the Princeſs was 
conducted to Sraſbourg, where finding a Set of Do- 
meſtics ſent from Paris to receive her, ſhe turn*d 
off all her German Servants and proceeded on her 
Journey to Chalons, whither the Duke of Orleans 
went to meet her. | 

The ſame Gentleman from whom ] learnt all theſe 
Particulars told me likewiſe that the young Mar- 

ve, before he marry'd the Princeſs of Schwartzen- 
Ln was to have had the Daughter of King Sani, 
laus, but that the Margravine broke off the Mar- 
riage- Treaty which was very far advanc'd, becauſe 
the King was not able to pay down a hundred 
thouſand Crowns ready Money for his Daughter's 


Dowry. It was undoubtedly owing to that Prin- 


ceſs's happy Star that the King could not raiſe the 
Sum, for in ſuch caſe his Daughter would not 


now have worn one of the firſt Crowns in the 


World. The Gentleman told me moreover that 
the Margravine was mortify'd to the laſt degree 
when ſhe heard that the Princeſs whom ſhe had re- 
fus'd for her Daughter-in-law was become the 

een of France. She was apprehenſive too that 
this Princeſs or the King her Father would take 
revenge for the Slight ſhe had put upon their Al- 
liance, and ſhe wrote a Letter to King S/ani/laus to 
congratulate him on an Event ſo glorious to him, 
and to recommend to him the Ducheſs of Orleans 
her Daughter. I intreat you, Sir, faid ſhe, t pre- 
vail with the Queen your Daughter to honour my 
Daughter and all my Family with her Favour, I 
vill preſume to ſay that both I and Mine deſerve it 


at your Hands for the Reſpect we have always 


bad for you. This Letter, which was as ſubmiſſive 
as the Margravine's Conduct had been haughty, was 
receiv'd with very great Civility by King Saniflaus, 
who, after having read it to the Queen his Wife, 
could not help ſaying, J am much oblig' d * the 

: ar- 
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Margravine for this Letter, and he return'd her 4 
very engaging Anſwer. *Tis my Opinion that at 
that Time, inſtead of bearing the Princeſs any IIl- 
will he took it very kindly of her that ſhe had re- 
fus'd his Daughter for a Daughter-in-law, The 
officious Gentleman would perhaps have inform'd, 
me of other Particulars concerning the Court of 
Raſtadt, if the Margrave's Return from Hunting 
had not oblig'd him to go to the Caſtle. I thank'd 
him for the Trouble he had given himſelf, and 
went and ſhut my ſelf up at my Quarters. 

I ſet out next day for Strasbourg, and in leſs than 
five Hours arrived at é KEK HI. Tis all an even Coun- 
try, and admirable Roads. We travel thro? the 
Dominions of Spire, the Biſhoprick of Straſbourg, 
and the County of Hanau. At Kebl I paid a Viſit 
to the General Baron de Roth the Governour of the 
Place, who entertain'd me at Dinner, and made me 
excecding welcome, but ſo ply'd me with Liquor 
that I thought my ſelf at Fulde or Wurtzbourg, 
After Dinner M. de Roth ſhewed me the Fortifica- 
tions which I found in a very bad State, The 
Commandant told me that he had taken a world 
of Pains to repreſent it to the Dyet of the Empire 
at Ratiſbonne, but that he might as well have 
talk'd to ſo many deaf Men. *Tis certain that if 
Care be not taken, the Rhine will waſh away the 
Fort one day or other, and carry it to Holland. 
The Marſhal de Bourg ſaid to me a while ago when 
we were talking of Kehl, that M. de Roth would do 
well to faſten his Fort with Chains to the Citadel 
of Straſbourg. | 

There's only a Bridge over the Rhine to pa's 
from Kehl to STR asBOURG the Capital of Alſace, and 
formerly an Imperial City. The French made 
themſelves Maſters of it in September 1681, when 
they came to the very Gates of the Place before the 
Town had Notice of their March, and when it was 
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in no Condition to make reſiſtance ; for whether 
they thought they had no need of being upon their 
Guard, or whether the Chief Burgomaſters had 
been corrupted, the Town wanted but every Thing, 
The Capitulation was figned on one fide by the 
3 de Louvors, and the Baron de Monclar Com- 
mandant in Aſace; and on the other, by eight De- 
puties of the City, which was ſecured in all its Pri- 
vileges, Prerogatives and Cuſtoms, both eccle- 
ſiaſtical and civil. The Biſhop was nevertheleſs 
reſtored to his See, and the Canons to the Cathedral, 
which had belonged for 152 Yearsto the Lutherans. 
Lewis XIV. made his entry into Strasbourg the 
23d of October following, and immediately order'd 
a Citadel and other Works to be erected, which have 
fince been ſo augmented that Strasbourg may now 


be rank'd among the moſt important Places of Eu- 


rope. The Marſhal Count de Bourg commands in 
it, and has one of the King's Lieutenants under him, 
who is always a general Officer. M. Dangervilliers*® 
formerly Intendant of Dauphiny, is Intendant of 
the Province of Alſace and the City of Strasbourg. 
Theſe Gentlemen, whom I have been to ſee, receiv d 
me with 4 40 Civility, and very punctually re- 
turn'd my Viſit. 

The Marſhal Count de Bourg preſerves a ſtately 
Mien in an advanced Age, and one may eaſily per- 
ceive he has been a very fine Man in his Time. 
He was Page to Philip of France Duke of Orleans, 
Brother to Lewis the Great, and ta that Duke's 
Favour his Advancement to Military Employ- 
ments is very much owing, tho? *tis true that he 
has diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the Service, On =_

* He was advanc'd to the Office of Secretary at War in the 
room of M. /e Blanc, and was ſucceeded as Intendant of 4//ace 
by M de Harlay, formerly Intendant of Metz ; and when the 
latter was made Intendant of Paris he was ſucceeded by M. de 


Brou. 
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25th of Auguſt 1709, he defeated near Rumerſpeim 
the Count de Mercy, who commanded a flying 
Camp of gooo Men detach'd from the Army of 
the Empire, then under Command of the Elector 
of Hanover, afterwards George I. King of Great 
Britain. This Victory gain'd M. de Bourg the 
blue Ribbon, King Lewis XV. gave him the Staff 
of a Marſhal of France, and confirmed him in. the 
Government of $8/rasbourg: The French Officers 
accuſe this Marſhal of Pride, but for my part, I 


have all the Reaſon that can be to love him fot his 


Civility. : 
M. Dangervilliers is really more erigaging than 


the Marſhal, and is therefore more beloved by 


the Officers: He is affable and civil, complaiſant 
to Foreigners, and lives with a vaſt deal of Splen- 
dor. The Princes of the Empire that border upon 
Alſace like him very well, and think he is more 
candid, and leſs haughty than his Predeceflors. 


There's not many of the Nobility ſettled in this 


City, and of theſe few that are wealthy; and there- 
fore they live very much retir d. The Canons of 
the Great Chapter who ought all to be Prinèes 6f 
Counts, are not of very great Service; becauſe moſt 
of em holding other HBeneſices, only come to Strass 
bourg to paſs away three Months there of their Re- 
ſidence, and by conſequence they are here as Stran- 
gers. The beſt Houſes therefore are the Intendant's 
and the King's Lieutenant's. There are always a 

reat many Officers here who are indeed amiable 

ellows, and know how to ſerve, and to be — 


Company too upon occaſion. The Commatridants 


of the Corps are in Vears, and Officers of Expe- 


rience; and the reſt are clever ſmart Youths who 
long. ſadly to be fighting, and would fain make 
you believe the four Corners of the World will 
— be on fire; I have not ſeen finer Infantry 
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are very fine Gentlemen too in the Cavalry, but 
then they are not near ſo well mounted as ours, 
You know the Cry with us is that the French are 
ruin'd, and not able to do any thing more. How 
the Caſe ſtands with them, I really know not, but 
if one may judge of it by Appearances, it cannot 
beſo. No Troops were ever better cloathed, better 
paid, more ſpruce, nor finer. The Officers are 
ſplendid ; they game, divert themſelves, and eat 
and drink well, which does not ſeem to me to be the 
Life of People in Want. Upon theſe Terms, Iwould 
be content to be in ſuch Want all my Life long. 
The Garriſon maintains a Company of Come- 
dians who are paid by the Captains, and command- 
ing Officers, for the Subalterns are admitted gratis. 
The Theatre, which is one of the prettieſt in the 
Country, is maintain'd by the City. | 

A Man that has a Taſte for a plain home-bred 
Girl may here find Amuſement and good Blood. 
Tis obſerv'd that the Lutheran Women are the 
moſt beautiful, and the Sex at this Place is ſaid to 
be very indulgent, and very tractable ; ſo that I 
ſhould be apt to think, a Man need not be very 
open-hearted to them. 

Tho? Strasbourg may be reckon'd among the 
fineſt Towns in France, one can't ſay there's a ſingle 
Houſe in it that is magnificent, or makesa grand 
Appearance. The Cathedral is a very ſtately Build- 
ing of Gothic Architecture; its famous Spire is one 
of the moſt lofty, and of the neateſt Workmanſhip 
of any in Europe, Miſſon, who *tis like always 
carried his Plummet and Foot-Rule in his Pocket, 
| becauſe he never fails to give the Length and 
Breadth and Height of a Thing, ſays that tis 574. 
Foot in height ; and I believe he is not miſtaken. 
Erkivin de Stembach who was the Architect, finiſh'd 
it in the Year 1449. *Tis ſaid that Lewis XIV. 
had a mind to have a Spire erected upon the —_— 
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Tower which ſeems to have been built with that 
View. He order'd M. de Vauban to draw a Model 
of it, and to compute the Coſt, which he found 
would amount to e Millions of Livres. The 
King thinking that he could employ that Sum to 
a better purpoſe, contented himſelf with making a 
Preſent to the Cathedral of the Ornaments, and all 
the Prieſts Veſtments for celebrating Maſs upon the 
ſeveral annual Feſtivals; the whole of which is ex, 
traordinary ſumptuous, and becoming the Magnifi- 
cence of one of the greateſt Kings in the World, 
*T was in the Cathedral of Straſbourg that the Duke 
of Orleans the firſt Prince of the Blood of France 
marry*d as Proxy to Lewis XV. Mary Leſcinſki, the 
Daughter of King S:aniflaus. This Ceremony, at 
which I was preſent, was more magnificent than 
what was obſerv'd at Fontainbleau at the Queen's 
Arrival ; and the Concourſe of German Noblemen 
and Princes hither upon the Occaſion was prodi- 
gious. The Cardinal de Rohan, as Biſhop of Stras- 
Bourg, gave the Nuptial Benediction. Nothing 
can be finer than the Speeches which his Eminency 
made upon that Solemnity : As they fell into my 
hands,” I think I ought to communicate them to 
you. | You will find them verbatim at the End of 
this Letter. Poland in this Inſtance, made a wor- 
thy Reſtitution to France, which many Years agg 
3 the Poles a King who was afterwards the un- 
ortunate Henry III; and they have now in their 
turn given a Queen to France. But Germany may 
boaſt that the Queen derives from the Empire that 
Fund of Virtue which is the Source of her Happi- 
neſs, and makes her admir'd by the Univerſe:

Lorrain, Scotland, Italy and Spain, 
The Wife of Lewis the Dauphin who was Lewis XIVth's

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had as it were engroſs'd the Crown of France fox 
their Princeſſes, But I hope the Virtues of the 
preſent Queen and the other German * Princeſſes 
who are now at the Court of France will oblige the 
Freach to confeſs that if our Princeſſes have not 
Crowns for their Nowries like the Infanta's of Spain, 
they have an Eftate of more Value than all the 
Wealth in the World, viz, Piety, Charity, and 
Love for the People. 

great many young German Gentlemen come

$ O W that auguſt Ceremony is ended which

f are its Obligations to our laſt Monarch! Being de- 
liverꝭd up by the Misfortunes of the Times to the » 
* Furys of Schiſm and Hereſy, it would perhaps 
have periſh'd as many others did, if that great 
Prince, by reſuming the Rights of his Anceſtors, 
? had not undertaken its Defence, and ſupported it 
with all his Power.

| mind to go thither, I have had the Ho- 
nour to be known to that Prelate a long time, and 
was overjoy'd at the Opportunity of paying my re- 
ſpects to him. a 7 a 

Armand Gafton Cardinal de Raban was elected 
Bifhop of S/rasbourg the 10th of April, 1704, and 
received. the Cardinal's Cap from the Hands of 
Lewis XIV. the 18th of May, 1712. The Year 
following he ſucceeded the Cardinal de Fanſon as 
Great Almoner. The Emperor ed him the 
Temporal Inveſtiture of the See of Strasbourg + on 


The famous Cardinal Miiliam Egon de Furftemberg Biſhop 
of Stracbexrg dy'd the oth of April 1704, and was —— 
ſucceeded by the Abbot de Roban, who was choſt Coadjutor 

an. 31, 1701. | 
77 Salla was an Epiſcopal See before the Year 376, on 
one Arnaud Biſhop of Stra;bowrg was then preſent at the Council 
of Cologne. The Chapter is compoſed of 24 Members, vis.

Birth and Dignities, is much more fo for his great 
Soul, his polite and obliging Behaviour, and for an 
Air of Grandeur which accompanies all his Actions. 
He is a comely Perſon, as are indeed all of his Fa- 
mily. Being noble and magnificent in every thing 
that he does, he lives wherever he is like a great 
Nobleman, but particularly at Saverne. ] found at 
his Palace the Duke and Ducheſs of Tallard, the 
Ducheſs de la Meilleraie, Madamoiſelle de Melun, 
the Prince and Princeſs of Birkensfield, M. Dan- 
gervilliers, the Intendant of Straſbourg, the Count 
and Princeſs of Hanau, and in ſhort a great many 
Officers of Diſtinction. They had all convenient 
Lodgings and Accommodation in the Caſtle ; and 
Gaming, taking the Air, Hunting, Muſic, and 
Good-Cheer were their conſtant Diverſions. 
The Biſhops of Straſbourg have reſided for a 
long time at the Palace of Saverne, which was al- 
ways a convenient Houſe ; but the Cardinal de 
Rohan has made it very conſiderable. The outſide 
of this Palace 1s not ſo magnificent as the infide. 
The Entry which leads to the chief Stair-Caſe is 
lighted to great Advantage, and has ſeveral Out- 
lets that have a convenient Communication with 
the lower Apartments, which are high, and very 
finely embelhſhid. The principal Stair-Caſe is very 
grand, and leads to a ſtately Salon with moſt cu- 
rious Decorations. It has a double Apartment 
which is render'd as commodious as poſſible; and 
the Furniture conſiſts of Embroidery of Gold and 
Silver, which may be thought perhaps too rich. 
The Queen, who lodg'd at the Cardinal's Houſe 
when ſhe came to Saverne, was charm'd with the 
Splendor of it, and the extraordinary Reſpect with 
which ſhe was attended here. Bs *

The Cardinal de Rohan defigns that this rich 
Furniture ſhall remain annex'd to the See ; for 
which his Succeſſor will certainly have very great 
Obligations to him: But his Eminence was not ſo 
much oblig'd to his Predeceſſors; for when he was 
choſe Biſhop he found a Houſe very much out of 
order, and ſcarce a Chair in it, whereas *tis now fit 
for a King. His Eminency is about making very 
large fine Gardens, which are in very great For- 
wardneſs, and perfectly anſwerable to the Grandeur 
and Beauty of the Palace; and at the end of them 
there is a ſtately Canal which coſt infinite Labour 
and Expence. The whole of it is the more mag- 
nificent becauſe Saverne ſtands at the foot of very 
high Mountains; and in digging the Canal the 
Workmen often met with Rocks which they were 
forc*d to blow up. 
At the Cardinal's Table there's both Abundance 
and Elegance; and his Eminency entertains in ſuch 
a manner as really charms his Gueſts. All his Do- 
meſtics follow his Example; and *tis certain that 
they are all very diligent, and that there is not a 
Houſe in France, or in Europe, where there's better 
Attendance. His Eminency's Houſhold, and all 
his Temporal Affairs in general, are directed by 
the Abbot de Ravanne, Counſellor in the Parliament 
of Paris. as: yy 
The Cardinal is one of the richeſt Noblemen in 
France, and without diſpute the moſt expenſive. 
He has built a Hotel at Paris, and furniſh'd it 
ſumptuouſly. He has made conſiderable Works 
at Saverne, and laid out a great deal of Money in 
Plate, Furniture, Pictures, antique Veſſels, and 
Buſts, Medals, and Books. Some time ago he pur- 
chag'd of the Preſident Menard the famous Library 
of the illuſtrious Meſſieurs de Thou, formerly one 
of the moſt celebrated in France ; and he daily 2

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riches. it with all the moſt curious and uncommori 
Books and Manuſcripts; ; 

Beſides all theſe Expences, the Cardinal intends 
alſo to build a new epiſcopal Palace at S:raſbourg ® 
where he is indeed but in ntly lodg'd at. pre- 
ſent. The Marquiſs de N.. talking of the Cardinal 
de Roban's Expence, ſaid, That, to be ſure, his Emi- 
nency had found out the Philoſopher*s Stone. I think 
ſo too, and that he has done it by procuring him- 
ſelf five or fix hundred thouſand Livres a-year in 

From Saverie 1 went to Hacvinav, and tv 
WEIssENBZOURG, formerly Imperial Cities, and now 
ſubje& to France, but Places of little Conſequence. 
King Staniſlaus after the Death of Charles XIE. 
King of Sweden; being forc d to quit Deux-Ponts to 
which he had retired with his Family, came and re- 
fided at Weiſſenbourg j and here it was that he re- 
ceiv d the firſt Propoſals that were made to him for 
the Marriage of his Daughter with King Lewis XV. 
I came and took up my Quarters at Lanpavu, one 
of the moſt. ſcoundrel Places in the World, but 
the beſt fortify'd ; and famous for having ſtood out 
ſeveral Sieges. The Emperor Foſeph took it when 
he was King of the Romans. The French retook it 
a little before the ſigning of the Peace at Raſtad!, by 
which Treaty it was Fefe in their hands. They 
maintain a goed Garriſon in it, and have added ſe- 
veral Works to it, 

From Landau I paſs'd to BanovskL; with ati 
Intention to pay my reſpects to the Cardinal. de 
$Schonborn Biſko of Spire who reſides there, but I 
did not fi better there than. at Raftadt ; for 
his Eminency excus'd himſelf from ſeeing me be- 
cauſe he was going a Hunting, and put me off till next 
day; but I did not think it worth while to wait, 
what had happen'd to me at the Court of Baden 
being too freſh in my Memory, I wasafraid of the 
* 'Tis already far advanc'd, ſame 
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fame Fate at Brhouſel, where I lay at fuch ſorry 
Quarters that I cou'd not avoid catching Cold, my 
Lodging-Room being without Glaſs, and. be famiſh'd 
into the bargain, there being gow, eat: Be- 
ſides, my Landlord told me that the Cardinal made 
even thoſe People who came to him upon Buſineſs 
dance Attendance for three or four days. I ſaid to 
myſelf therefore that he had much more reaſon to 
make me wait, who came to his Court out of meer 
Curiofity. I reſolv'd therefore, as any Gentleman 
ought to have done in the like caſe, and took the 
opportunity of the Cardinals Abſence to go and 


view the outſide of his Palace. Tis a great Struc- 


ture not yet intirely finiſh'd, which the Cardinal 
has hitherto carry*d on from the very Foundation: 
but if I muſt be ſincere with you, all theſe Works, 
conſiderable as they are, have been form'd upon 

itifut Plans. It has coſt a very large Sum of 
— and I fancy that in the time of the ancient 
Teutonics it wou'd have been reckon'd a very fine 
Structure. The chief Beauty of it lies in its Si- 


tuation; for a great Variety of agreeable: Objects 


are diſcover'd from the Apartments. The Gardens 
are alſo ſo. new that one can ſcarce know the Plan of 
em; it ſeems. to me that they are not of an ex- 
traordinary Taſte, and that they wou'd be much 
more ſuitable for a private Man than for a So- 
VEretgn. 

The Cardinal de Schonbern is a keen. Sportſman. 
He has Game enough in his own Biſhoprick, for 
the Country ſo abounds with all ſorts that the 
Fields are ruin'd by the Deer. The Peaſants are 
fo hard put to it to preſerve their Corn that they 
are oblig'd to watch it day and night. The Car- 
dinal often makes Hunting-Matches for the Stag 
and wild Boar, in which they kill hundreds; at 
ſuch times the Peaſants are oblig'd to take a certain 
quantity of Meat, for which they pay ſo —— a 
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Pound, according to a Price that is regulated. 
The Biſhoprick of Spire is one of the fruitfulleſt 
Provinces in Germany, but the Inhabitants are ex- 
tremely poor; for their Proviſions lie on their 
hands, and they have ſcarce wherewithal to pay 
the great Taillies due to their Sovereigns. 

The Dignity of the Biſhop of Spire is electives 
as are all the Biſhopricks of Germany which are 
not in the hereditary Dominions of the Houſe of 
Auſtria. The Biſhop is Sovereign of the Country; 
but the City of Spire has particular Privileges, as 
have all the Imperial Cities: You know it was 


at Spire that the Emperor Charles V. eſtabliſhd 


the Imperial Chamber, which is as it were the Par- 
lament of the Empire. The French having de- 
ftroy*d Spire when they ravag'd the Palatinate, the 
Chamber or ſupreme Tribunal was transferred to 
Wetzlar in Wetteravia, where indeed it ſeem'd to be 
more in the Center of Germany, and ſecur'd from all 
manner of Inſult. | : 

 Damien-Hugo Count de Schonborn Cardinal, is at 
this preſent Biſhop of Spire, and Coadjutor of Con- 


ſtance. He is alſo grand Commander of the Teu- 


tonic-Order. He was heretofore a Member of the 
Emperor's Privy-Council, and his Plenipotentiary 
to the Circle of Lower Saxony. Clement XI. of the 
Albani Family honour d him with the Purple. 
He is deſcended of a Family in which Merit has 
happer'd to be back'd by Fortune. The Cardinal's 
Father was the firſt Count of it. He was 
alſo one of the Emperor's Privy-Council, and 
Brother to Lotharius-Francis Elector of Mentæ and 


| Biſhop of Bamberg. The Cardinal has actually a 


Brother who is Ele&or of Triers, another who is 


Biſhop of #urtzbourg and Bamberg, whom I have 


mention*d to you upon other occaſions z and laſtly, 
a third who is a Counſellor of State * to the Em-

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peror, and is now the Head of the Family - 


Meſſieurs de Schonborn had formerly an Elector of 


Meniz in their Family, who was at the ſame time 
Biſhop of Wuribourg, but that Prince left them 
no great Eſtate; ſo that they were not very rich 
when Lotharius Francis, Uncle to them all, was 
choſe Elector of Mentz. But this Prince procur'd 
them both Wealth and Honours, and render'd the 
Count de Schonbern, who is Counſellor of State 
to the Emperor, one of the richeſt Noblemen in 
Germany, 
From Brhoufel to Heidelberg there's one of the 

fineſt Countries in the World, planted with Fruit; 
and eſpecially Walnut-Trees, which bring in a great 
Revenue. . | 

The City of Hze1DtLBERG, upon the Necker, 
is very much pent up by that River, and a Chain 
of Hills, ſo that tis not near fo broad as *tis long; 
This City is the Capital of the Lower Palatinate, 
and was formerly the Reſidence of the Electors. 
Here is a Univerſity which was founded in 1346, by 
Robert Prince Palatine, who was choſe King of the 
Romans. No Town has ſmarted more by the 
Scourge of War: Since the Difgrace of Frederic 
Elector Palatine, whom the Bohemians choſe fer 
their King, it has been taken, phunder'd; or burnt 
four times. In 1622, the Emperor's General Tal 
put 500 Palatines in it to the Sword, and at the 
ſame time the Emperor carry'd off the famous 


Library, which he gave in part to Urban VIII. 


who cauſed it to be placed in the Vatican, where *tis 
ſtill to be ſeen. In 1634, Heidelberg was beſieg'd 
twice. Fohn de Werth took it for Lewis XIV. but 
not being able to carry the Caſtle he retir'd. Not 
many days after, the Marſhals de Force and Brezi 
fore d the Quarters of the Germans, and took both 
the Town and Caſtle: The French took this City 
a third time in 1688, and again in 1693, which 
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322 HEIDELBERG, 
was the laſt time, Sword in hand; at what time 
they committed Cruelties ſhocking to remem- 
ber, and of which there are woful Marks fill 
left in Heidelberg, and all the Towns in the Pala- 
tinate, This City was beginning to recover itſelf 
by the Elector's reſiding there, when it brought 
a more heavy Diſgrace upon itſelf than all the Miſ- 
fortunes it had ſuffer'd by the War. The Caſe was 
thus : 

The great Church of Heidelberg fince the Peace 
of Weſtphalia belongs half to Roman Catholics, and 
half to the Calviniſts, of whom the former have 
the Choir, and the others the Body, and nothing 
but a thin Partition ſeparates the two Communions. 
The Choir not being big enough to contain the Ca- 
tholics when the Court reſided at Heidelberg, the 
Elector propos'd to the Calviniſts to yield him the 
Body of the Church, alledging that not only the 
Choir was too ſcanty, but that he ſhou'd be very 
glad that the Church in which the 2 Princes 
lie interr*d were altogether Catholic. romis'd 
at the fame time that another Church: ould be 
| bak for them larger an finer than what they were 

yield to him. The Calviniſts ſaid that the great 
Church had been granted to them by the Treaty of 
Munſter ; that all the Princes who were Guarantees 
of the Peace of Weſtphalia were engag'd to preſerve 
them in the Enjoyment of it ; that therefore they 
could not give it up without violating that Treaty, 
which was their Security, and without rendring 
themſelves unworthy of the Protection of the Pro- 
teſtant Powers. The Elector in order to remove 
thoſe Ohſtacles, conſented that the Powers who 
were Guarantees of the :{tphalian Treaty of Peace, 
in which the Church he deſir'd was expreſsly men- 
tioned, ſhould be Guarantees of the Church which 
he promis'd ſhould be built for them: But all theſe 


Offer how reaſonable ſoever were not accepted by 
7 Who 
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the Calviniſts. The Elector being thereby incens'd, 
made uſe of his Sovereign Authority, and took by 
force what they were not willing to yield to him; 
whereupon the Ca/v/nifts had recourſe to the Pro- 
teſtant Princes of the Empire, the Latherans 
as well as the Calviniſts, who conſtituting but one 
Body and one Communion when the Catholics are 
to be oppos'd, united together, and engaged in their 
Quarrel the Kings of Great Britain, Denmark; 
Sweden, and Pruſſia, and the States-Generkl. Theſe 
Powers cauſed the Catholic Churches in their Do- 
minions to be ſhut up, ſequeſter d the Eſtates of 
the Convents, and made ſuch Clamors and Menaces 
that the Elector was oblig'd to reinſtate the Calvi- 
niſts in the Nave of the Church; but he was fo 

angry with the Inhabitants of Heidelberg for their 
Diſreſpe&t to him that he remov'd his Reſidence 
to Manheim, "The Burghers were not very ſorry 
at firſt for the Departure of the Court ; for being 
accuſtom'd to its Abſence, they flattered themſelves 
that the Tribunals of the Regency, which, ſince 
the Acceſſion of the Newbourg Family to the Elec- 
torate, had conſtantly been kept at Heidelberg; would 
remain there ſtill. But they were ſoon thrown into 
the utmoſt Conſternation when they ſaw thoſe Tri- 
bunals follow the Elector. They went and caſt- 
themſelves at the Feet of their angry Sovereign, 
and aſking his Pardon for having affronted him, 
they offer d him the Church which was the cauſe 
of his Diſpleaſure, and conjur'd him to return to 
their City. But all their Supplications were fruit- 
leſs; the Elector was ſtedfaſt in his Reſolution to 
puniſh Heidelberg, and abandon'd it for ever. Hei- 
delberg having no Trade, and ſubſiſting only by the 

Court, or by the Tribunals of the Regency, 
Which it was totally depriv'd, falls now into decay, 
and will, no doubt, &er *tis long dwindle to little 
or nothing. | | ; >,

The Elector's Palace is higher than the City, and. 


ſituate in ſuch a manner that there's a Proſpect 


from the great Apartments quite through the 
Opening between the Mountains, by which the 
Necker runs into the Plain. The Palace is built 
of Free- Stone, and is a magnificent Structure. 
The greateſt part of it was burnt by the French 
when they deſtroy'd the Palatinate : The Lodging- 
Rooms that are ſubſiſting are very ſubſtantial, tho 
not built in the modern Taſte. The Apartments 
are large, but want Ornament, eſpecially ſince they 
have been ſtript of their Furniture. The Gardens 
were formerly reckon'd the fineſt in Germany ; but 


there's ſcarce any thing left of them except the Place 
where they flouriſned. If one may judge of what 


they were by their Situation, they muft have been 
very pleaſant, by reaſon of the extenſive Proſpe& 
they afforded into the Country, 75 

I do not intend to detain you with an account 
of the famous Tun, Miſſon having given a more 
exact Deſcription of that than of many Towns which 
he treats of. You will in his Travels find a Cut 
of this Veſſel, which will give you a more per- 
fe&t Idea of it than any Narrative whatſoever, 
The Elector Jobn-William, the Predeceſſor of the 
preſent Elector, gave a Companion to this Tun, 
which is not altogether ſo large, but much more 
adorn'd. They are both full of Wine. I remem- 
ber that in 1719, when I was at the Palatine 
Court, the Elector aſk*d me at Table whether I had 


ſeen the Great Tun; and upon my faying that I 


had not, that Prince, than whom there was not a 
more gracious Sovereign in the whole World, told 
me he would carry me to it. He made a Propoſal 
to the Princeſs his Daughter, who was marry'd to 
the hereditary Prince of Su//zbach, to go thither 
after Dinner was over; which ſhe accepted. The 


Trumpets led the way, and the Court followed in 
| | x great 
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reat Ceremony, When we had mounted the Plat- 
orm which is over the Tun, the Elector did me 
the honour to drink to me out of the Y/:lkom, 
which was a Silver gilt Cup, of a large dimenſion. 
He took it off clean at one Draught, and having 
cauſed it to be repleniſhed, ſent it to me by a Page. 
Good Manners, and the Reſpect I ow'd to the E- 
lector's Commands, not permitting me to refuſe 
the Chalice, I begg'd heartily that he would ſuffer 
me to drink it off at ſeveral Draughts ; which wes 
indulg'd me; and the Elector talking in the mean 
time with the Ladies, I took the Opportunity of his 
Abſence, and made no ſeruple to deceive him, for 
I return'd great part of the Wine to the bottom of 
the Tun, threw a part of it on the Ground, and the 
reſt, which was the leaſt part of it, I drank, I 
thought myſelf well off that he did not perceive in 
what manner I bubbled him; for 1 ſaw he was 
very well pleas d with me. Then ſeveral other 
great Glaſſes went round, and the very Ladies 
wet their Lips, which was the thing that effectually 
contributed to demoliſh us. I was one of the firſt 
that was overpower'd. I perceived thoſe convulſive 
Motions that threaten'd me if I drank any more, 
therefore I ſneak'd off and made the beſt of my 
way down from the Platform. I was endeavourin 
to get out of the Vault, but was ſtop'd at the Door 
by two Life-Guard Men, who with their Carabines 
croſſing each other, cry'd, Stand, there's no coming 
this way. I conjur'd them to let me paſs, and told 
them that I had very important Reaſons for my 
Departure; but I might as well have talk'd to the 
Wind. I found myſelf in a terrible Quandary : 
To get up again to the Head of the Tun was Death: 
What would become of me I could not tell. In 
ſhort I crept under the Tun, and there hoped to 
hide myſelf; but it was a fruitleſs Precaution : 
There's no avoiding a Mar's Deſtiny, It was my 
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Fate to be carry'd out of the Vault, and to know 
nothing of the matter. For the Elector perceiv'd I 
was a Deſerter, and I heard him ſay, Mbhere is he 2 
Whats become of bim? Let him be look'd after, and 
brought up to me dead or alive, The Guards at the 
Door being examin'd ſaid that I came that way in 
order to get out, but that they ſent me back again. 
All theſe Inquiries, which I heard from my Hole, 
made me burrow myſelf the more. I crept under 
the Covert of a couple of Boards I met with by 
chance, where nothing but a Cat, Devil, or Page 
could poflibly find me out. But a little Page, who 
was indeed both Devil and Page too, ferreted me, 
and bauPd out like one that was mad, Here he is 
Here he is! and then I was taken out of my Co- 
vert. You may imagine what a filly Figure I made. 
I was carry'd before my Judge, who was the E- 
lector himſelf. But] took the Liberty to challenge 
both him and all the Gentlemen in his Retinue, as 
being Parties in the Cauſe, Alas! my little Gentle- 
man, ſaid the Prince to me, Zou refuſe us for your 
Judges; I will appoint you others then, and we ſhall 
fee whether you will come off any betier. He no- 
minated the Princeſs his Daughter, and her Ladies 
to try me, and the Elector was my Accuſer. 
After pleading my own Cauſe they put it to the 
Vote, and I was condemn'd unanimouſly to drink 
as long as I could ſwallow. The Elector faid, that 
as he was the Sovereign he would mitigate my Sen- 
tence; that I ſhould that day drink four Pint 
Glaſſes of Wine, and that for a Fortnight running 
I ſhould tip off the like Glaſs to his Health imme- 
diately after Dinner. Every body admir'd the E- 
lector's Clemency, and whether I did or not, I 
was fain to do as they did, and to return him 
Thanks, Then I underwent the heavieſt part of 
my Sentence; I did not loſe my Life indeed, but 


55 ſome Hours J loft both my Speech and my 
Reaſon, 
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Reaſon. I was carry'd to a Bed, where when 1 
came to myſelf I was told that my Accuſers were in 
the ſame Pickle as I was; and that none of them 
went out of the Vault in the fame manner as they 
enter'd it. Next day the Ele&or was ſo good as to 
mitigate the remaining part of my Sentence, and ex- 
cus'd me from the Penance to which I was con- 
demn'd, upon my promiſing him that I wou'd 
make one at his Table for a Month to come,

LETTER XX. 


SIX, Manheim, March 17. 1730. 


N going from Heidelberg to MAN HEIM we 
|| leave the Necker on the right hand, but 
keep almoſt all the way by the fide of that 
River. *Tis three Leagues from one City to the 
other, over a fruitful Plain. Manheim lies between 
the Rhine and the Necker, in a marſhy Country, 
which has always been reckon'd very unwholeſome. 
About fourſcore Years ago this City was but a 
Village. Frederic EleQor Palatine, who was choſe 
King of Bohemia, caus d it to be fortify'd, and built a 
Caſtle or Citadel there, which he calPd Frederic/bourg. 
At the ſame time a Town was built, of which all 
the Streets run parallel, the chief that paſſes thro? 
the middle of the Town was planted with Trees 
after the manner of Holland. But the French ha- 
ving taken Manheim in 1693, raz'd it to the Ground, 
FRE ooo, | . N 
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and by the Treaty of Nimeguen | it was ſtipulated that 
Manheim ſhould be demoliſhed ; which was done 
accordingly. Jebu-Milliam of Newbourg, the laſt 
Elector, began again to fortify Manbeim, according 
to the Plans laid down by the famous Cohorn ; but 
thoſe Works were ſuſpended, fo that no more than 
two Baſtions and a Courtain were finiſſpd. When 
the preſent El:&or Gharles-Philip came to live at 
Manheim he causd thoſe Works to be reſumed 
which his Brother had diſcontinued, and to be 
carry*d on with ſuch Diligence that in a few Years 
he put the Place in a ſtate of Defence *. The For- 
tifications are all fac'd with Brick and Manbeim is 
now one of the beſt Places in all Germany. 
This City has three fine Gates, of which that of the 
Necker 1s the moſt magnificent, and the beſt adorn- 
ed; in which one ſees beautiful Baſſo- relievos, after a 
Plan very happily executed. This Gate opens towards 
a long and ſpacious Street, at the end of which 
ſtands the Elector's Palace, one of the largeſt and 
moſt ſubſtantial Buildings in Europe. It were to 
be wiſh*'d indeed that the Architecture had been 
more regular: Never had any Architect mote Ad- 
vantage, ior he built it new from the Foundation, 
was not ſtinted for want of room, and as he ſet 
no Limits to his Expence, I ſhou'd have thought 
that a maſterly hand might have produc'd ſome- 
thing curious. Nevertheleſs there are Faults in the 
Buildiag which are ſhocking to ſuch as have the 
leaſt Skill in Architecture; inſomuch that they 
who have a Taſte for that Science are ſorry that a 
Building which has been ſo expenſive has been no 
better conducted. The Situation of this Palace is 
indeed very fine, at the end of the City, and of a 
very noble large Street, which like all the reſt runs in 
a ſtrait Line. The 5 which has a great bore

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before it, conſiſts of a large number of Lodging- 
Rooms, with a great high Pavilion in the middle, 
and two advanc'd Wings, with ample Pavilions at 
the ends ; where two other very extenſive Wings 
riſe on both ſides that are likewiſe terminated by 
Pavilions, behind which there are other Lodging- 
Rooms. The inſide of the Palace is form'd by two 
great Courts, which are to be ſeparated by an open 
Gallery or Terraſs, the Model of which is very 
much adorned with Architecture; but I can't think 
it will look well when *tis done, The Apartments 
are adorn'd with fine noble Floors and Cielings, and 
have the fineſt Proſpect in the World to Spire, 
Franctendabl, Worms, and all the Country in ge- 
neral, as far as the Mountains of Alſace, which con- 
fiſts wholly of Towns and Villages. All this fine 
fruitful Country is water'd by the Rhine, which paſſes 
behind the Palace of Manheim, and waſhes its For- 
tifications. Upon this beautiful Canal there are to 
be the Gardens of the Palace, for which there are 
intended two Courtains and a Baſtion, 

Tis almoſt inconceivable how the Eletar was 
able to get all the Works about Manheim finiſhed 
in fo few Years; for in ſhort I remember to have 
ſeen Partridges where there are now Houſes and 
Palaces. The whole Town is laid out in a moſt 
regular and charming manner; and *tis without diſ- 
pute one of the prettieſt Towns in Europe, *Tis 
pity the Houſes are not higher: The reaſon they 
alledge for it is, that Manbeim is a fortity'd Town, 
and that by conſequence the Houſes ought to be 
low. I know not what Authority there 1s for 
this, ſince Straſbourg, Metz, Luxembourg, and 
Lifle, are Places of much more Importance than 

| Manheim, and yet the Houſes are as high there as 
they are in other Towns. 

The Palace is commodious, and yet, for what 


reaſon I know not, the Elector does not live 
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in it“. Some ſay that he has been told of ſo many 
Faults in it as have quite put him out of conceit 
with it, and others that *tis becauſe a certain Aſtro- 
loger propheſy'd he would die there ; but I am 
apt to 2 that the latter reaſon is no more than 
a Joke, and I dare to ſay that the Elector is too 
wiſe a Man to credit it. Mean time this Prince 
dwells in a Houſe belonging to a Jeu, to which ſe- 
veral other private Houſes are join'd ; but for all 
that the Lodgings are very bad. 

There can't be a better-natur'd Man than Charles- 
Philip of. Newbourg, Ele&or Palatine. He is the 
beſt of Maſters, and the moſt affable of Princes. 


He is reckoned extremely handſome, and one of 


the chief Dancers in his Time; and he has a noble 


Aſpe&t. His Behaviour and Converſation engage 
one to. love him, and to pay one's Court to him 
out of pure Inclination. He formerly was fond of 
Pomp and Pleaſure, but ſince the Loſs of his only 
Daughter and his Son-in-law, who died within a 
few Years one of another, he ſeems to be no longer 
taken with what was heretofore his Amuſement. 
The Elector has been twice marry'd, viz. firſt ta 
Louiſa-Charlotte Princeſs of Radzeville, and ſe- 
condly to Thereſa-Lubomirſ#i, both Poliſh Ladies. 
The former left him a Daughter that was marry*d 
to Foſeph-Charles Prince Palatine of Sultzbach, but 
died in 1728 ; as did her Huſband the Year fol- 
lowing. This Princeſs had ſuch Beauty and Merit, 
that ſhe was the Comfort of her Father and the Ad- 
miration of her Acquaintance. She left three young 
- Princeſſes, whom the Elector cauſes to be educated 
at his Court, where they are now all that he has to 
delight him; but then they inceſſantly renew to 
him the ſorrowful Remembrance of a Daughter 
who was extremely dear to him. | 

| The 


* He actually lodges there now,” 
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The Death of that Princeſs has been a very 
gow Affliction to the Elector, and chang'd the 


ace of the Palatine Court. Indeed as to Affa- 
bility, and to the Goodneſs of his Temper, he is 


ſtill the ſame Elector, but he has no longer that 


Gaiety of Humour which his Daughter's Company 
rais'd in him; for ſhe had a thouſand different A- 
muſements for him, and Pleaſures and Merriment 
every where accompany'd her. The Elector eats 
always in private, except on Holidays, and when 
there's any foreign Prince at his Court. After he 
has been in public at Maſs, he commonly ſtops in 
one of his Apartments to chat with the Courtiers, 


or to play at Billiards till Dinner-time, After Din- 


ner he goes to Bed, and lies there two Hours ; then 
he riſes, and after having caus'd himſelf to be 


dreſs'd he gives Audience to his Miniſters, and to 


ſuch private Perſons as want to talk with him. 
He is very attentive to thoſe who ſpeak to him, 
and anſwers them with Good-nature and Kindneſs. 


He ſeldom refuſes what is in his Power to grant; 


and when Reaſons force him to a Denial, *tis viſible 
that he is uneaſy, and he refuſes in ſo civil a man- 


ner, that People go away at leaſt comforted if not 


_ contented. At fix o'clock in the Evening the 
whole Court meets in his Electoral Highneſs's A- 
partment, where there is Play till nine o'clock, and 
then the Elector retires, makes a very ſlight Sup- 
per, and goes to Bed in good time. 
Tho? the Elector dines in private there's always 
a Table ſumptuouſly ſerv'd for the hereditary 
Prince of Sultbach, Brother to him who was the 
Elector's Son- in- law. This paſſes for the Elector's

: The Prince de Sultzbach is look'd upon as the 
Elector's Heir, becauſe tis not ſuppoſed that the 
Elector's Brother, the Elector of Men/z, ng

and the great Benefices which he poſſeſſes, to 
become Elector Palatine, if he ſhould happen to 
ſurvive his Brother“. The Biſhop of Aug ſbourg, 
the Elector's ſecond Brother, being a Prieſt, cannot 
ſucceed. The Prince de Sultzbach's Father is ſtill 
living; but being as old as the Elector, he is not 
like to ſurvive him very long . The Prince 
Jobn-Chriſtian of Sil:zbach was born in 1700. He 
is the Widower of the Princeſs de la Tour of Au- 
vergne, who brought him for her Portion the So- 
vereignty of Bergopzocm ; and left him a Son, wha 
is educated at Bruſſels with his Great-Grandmother . 
the Ducheſs Dowager of Aremberg, The Prince 
Fohn-Chriſtian is tal! and extremely corpulent, in- 
ſomuch that *tis wel! if he has not the Dropſy. He 
ſpent the firſt Days of his Youth at the Court of 
Lorrain, in France, and in the Netherlands, by 
which Travels he acquired a great deal of Polite- 
nels. He was lately betrothed to Eleonora-Philip- 
pina of Heſſe-Rhinfilds, Sitter to the Princeſs of 
Piedmont |, and to the Ducheſs of Bourbon, This 
Princeſs is every day expected from Turin, to 
which Place ſhe accompanied her Sifter. Their 
Highneſſes will then go and keep their Court at

Ile is 
of illuſtrious Extraction; is a Man of Integrity and 
very great Probity, incapable of doing an ill thing, 


but not at all engaging in his Deportment; for he is 


reſerved, with an Air of Haughtineſs, which is a 
Defect that he was born with, and endeavours to 
conquer but cannot. When one knows him inti- 
mately he proves a good Friend, and capable of 
doing one Service. He has very great Penſions 
from the Elector, and is the oldeſt of his Family, 
which being pretty numerous, he does not live in a 
very grand manner. 

The Baron de Sickingen is Great Chamberlzin, 
Miniſter of State, and Knight of the Order of St. 
Hubert, He is a Gentleman of a fine*Preſence, 
of an eaſy and engaging Acceſs, with profound 
Learning, and Sentiments ſuitable to his Birth.

M. de 
Sickingen was afterward the Elector's Envoy Ex- 
traordinary to the Imperial Court; and I knew 
him at Vienna where he was exceedingly beloved. 
At his return he ſucceeded his Brother in the Office 
of Great Chamberlain, which he exerciſes with the 
Approbation of the whole Court.

is the Princeſs Dowager Auvergne, Siſter to the Duke 4 Arem- 
berg, one of the toaſted Beauties of her Time. She retir'd to 


a Nunnery, is a Lady of good Learning, and now one of 
the Heads of the 7 an/eni/t Party of Holland.

Julius Auguſtus Count de la Marck, Lieutenant- 
General, Captain of the hundred Swwiſſers, and Knight - 
of St. Hubert, is deſcended of an illuſtrious Family 
in the Empire. He ſpent part of his Youth in the 
Service of France, where his eldeſt Brother is now 
actually a Lieutenant-General, Colonel of a foreign 
Regiment, and a Commander of the Order of the 
Holy Ghoſt. He has learnt allthe French Politeneſs ; = 


I ſuppoſe M. de Globe is dead; atleaſt he is — Grand 
Marſhal, that Poſt being occupied by the Baron de Beveren, a 
Privy-Counſellor and Preſident of the Eccleſiaſtic Adminiſtration 
at Heidelberg. This Miniſter does an Honour to the Elector's 
Choice of his Perſon.

The Count Egmont de Hatzfeldt Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral, Miniſter of State, and Secretary at War, 
comes from one of the beſt Families in the Empire. 
This Nobleman is extraordinary civil ; his Houſe is 
open to all Perſons of Diſtinction; he lives very 
nobly, and both his Lady and himſelf are v 
fond of entertaining Foreigners. They were hor 
intruſted to conduct to Piedmont the Princeſs of 
Sultzbach firſt Wife to Charles Prince of Piedmont *, 
and diſcharged their Employ ments in ſuch a man- 
ner that they had the general Approbation of the 
Sardinian Court. . 

The Barons of Hildeſbeim and Beveren are both 
Miniſters of State. The former acquired a very 
great Reputation in the Negociations that were 
carry'd on at Heidelberg in 1719, for the Church of 
the Calviniſts which the Elector had a mind ſhou'd 
be Catholic. The ſecond has been Envoy to the 
King of Great Britain. They ara both to be va- 
lued for their Merit, live very honourably, and 
make Foreigners welcome. 

I could tell you of many other Perſons of Birth 
and Merit employ'd at this Court, but really my 
Letter would be too tedious. Nevertheleſs I can- 
not omit the mention of the Baron d Ohſten whom 
you ſaw at Breſlau, after he had quitted the Servics 
of the Czar. He is ſettled here, but has no Cha- 
rater. He and all his Family are become of our 
Communion. He has a conſiderable Penſion from 
the Elector, and is generally very well eſteem'd. 
His Son who is a Captain, is a young Gentleman

This Nobleman has an infi- 
nite ſhare of it; he is generous; magnificent, gen- 
teel, and civil, knowing what Family he is de- 
ſcended from ; but knowing it for no other reaſon 
than to diſcharge all the Obligations of it.

| T my Departure from Manheim I June the 
A Rhine over a Bridge of Boats, and in three 
Hours time arrived at FRanckenDaAHL, 
which was formerly fortified, but after having ſuffered 
by the general Conflagration in the Palatinate, was 
diſmantled by the Peace of Nimeguen, and fo it has 
remained ever ſince. It ſtill bears the Marks of 
French Fury; and a great many Houſes that were 
burn'd have not been rebuilt. 
There's the fineſt Country in the World be- 
tween Franckendahl and Worms. I came hither 
at ten o clock in the Morning, and ſpent the 
reſt of the Forenoon in ſeeing what was moſt 
remarkable. Worms is not the Place now that 
it was before the French burn'd it. Its moſt 
wealthy Inhabitants inftead of rebuilding their 
Houſes, retir'd to Frankfort and Holland, ſo that 
the Chapter of Worms which is wholly compog'd of 
Perſons of Quality, is now the chief Glory of the 
Town. TheBiſhop of it is the EleQtor ® of Mentz, 
who was choſe Fuly 12, 1694. This Prince has 
built a new Epiſcopal Palace, the Contrivance of 
EY which 


* Since this was written the Elector of Mertz of the Pala- 
tine Family of Newbourg dying, the Chapter of Worms unani- 
mouſly choſe for its Biſhop Francis George Count de Schonborn, 
Archbiſhop and Elector of Triers. 
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which is beautiful. It joins to the Cathedral which 
is ancient, and built very ſubſtantially. The Lu- 
therans have juſt built a fine Church, the Roof of 
which is painted. In ſeveral Compartiments there's 
the Hiſtory of Luther's pretended Reformation. 
That Doctor is there repreſented as appearing before 
the Dyet of the Empire which met at Worms An. 
1521, You know that he was cited to it by the 
Emperor Charles V. His Friends, to diſſuade him 
from appearing, put him in mind of Fohn Huſs, who 
notwithſtanding the Safe-Condu&t that had been 
granted him by the Emperor Sigiſinond, was burnt 
by a Decree of the Council of Conſtance, Luther, 
without being intimidated, faid, that ths he was 
ſure to be engag*d with as many Devils as there were 
Tiles upon the Houſes of Worms, he was reſolv'd to 
go. He went thither accordingly and appear'd the 
17th of April before the Dyet, where he offer d 
with a Courage deſerving a better Cauſe, to main- 
tain his Doctrine and his Writings againſt all that 
ſhould go about to demoliſh them from the Holy 
Scriptures, 

The City of Worms ſtands in the middle of a fine 
ſpacious Plain, abounding with Corn, Vineyards, and 
Fruit-Trees. A Wine is produced here which is calbd 
Lieben-Frauen-Milch, i. e. Our Lady's Milk, The 
Rhine 1s about three or four hundred Paces from 
the Town, but *tis ſaid it formerly ran cloſe by the 
Walls of it. Which Way ſoever one comes to 
Morms, one perceives at a great Diſtance the four 
Towers of the Cathedral which are all built of red 
Freeſtone. Two drunken Fellows miſtook thoſe 
Towers one day for Capuchin Fryars. Being in the 
Country at a pretty good Diſtance from the Town, as 
the Sun was going down, one of them ſaid to his 
Comrade, We have no Time to loſe, the Gates are 
going to be ſbut.— No matter, ſaid the other, point- 
ing to the Towers; Don't you ſee thoſe Capuchins 

| 2 2 there 
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there before us? They are of the Town, and are going 
thither as well as we. You are in the right, reply'd 
the former, let us drink the good Fryars Healths, 
They had a Gourd Bottle full of Wine, of which 
they drank every Drop, ſo that they did not over- 
take the imaginary Capuchins till next Day. 

There 1s not a finer Country than that between 
Worms and OyyENHeim, a little Town upon an 
Eminence, on the left Side of the Rhine, to which 
we paſs over a flying Bridge. The Road from Op- 
penbeim is unpaſſable for near two Leagues, becauſe 
*tis commonly overflown by that River ; but after- 
wards the Way is perfectly good to Frankfort. *T was 
very late when I came to this City, but by good 
luck the People of Frankfort who formerly ſhut 
their Gates at Sun- ſet have lately choſe to keep 
them open till ten O clock, ſo that for paying a 
Trifle one may enter the Town. 

I know not whether I need give any Account of the 
City of FRAN&FoRT. It has been ſo often deſcrib'd, 
and is ſo well known to the World, that I fancy 


every body knows what ſort of Town it is, tho? 


they have not ſeen it. Frankfort is famous for its 
two yearly Fairs, viz. at Eaſter and Michaelmas, 
It ſuffer'd much by a great Fire in 1619, but the 
whole has been ſince rebuilt, and the Houſes are 
finer than before. There are few Places upon the 
whole more difagreeable, and few Towns in Ger- 
many where the Common People are more un- 
poliſh*d. The Burghers are not to be match'd for 
Affectedneſs, and their Converſation is inſupport- 
able. The Magiſtrates are all Lutherans ; neverthe- 
leſs the principal Churches belong to the Catholics. 
The Calviniſts may live in the Town, but cannot 
hold any Employments, and are oblig'd to go for 
Worſhip to Bockenheim in the County of Hanau, and 
to cauſe their Children to be baptiz'd in the Lutberau 
Churches, The great Church in which the Cere- 


mony 
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mony of the Emperor's Coronation is perform'd 
is dark, and by no means proper for ſuch an auguſt 
Solemnity. You know that Aix la Chapelle is pro- 
perly the Place ſet apart for the Coronation of our 
Emperors, and Frankfort for their Election. But 
fince Maximilian I. no Emperor has been crown'd 
at Aix. Frankfort being ſituate in the Centre of the 
Empire is much more commodious for all the Prin- 
ces, but particularly for the Spiritual Electors and for 
the Elector Palatine, who may ſend for their Equi- 
pages by Water and return them back by the ſame 
Convenience. When Charles VI. was crown'd at 
Frankfort in 1711, there was an extraordinary Con- 
courſe of Princes and Noblemen. Certain ſpecula- 
tive Gentlemen made two Remarks on this Occa- 
fion, from which they preſag'd two Things. The 
one was, that the Emperor made his Entrance into 
this City in cloſe Mourning for the Emperor Foſeph 
his Brother; whereupon they ſaid that Charles wore 
Mourning becauſe he foreſaw that he ſhould be the 
laſt Emperor of his Family. The ſecond was, that 
as Charles return'd from the Church inveſted with 
all the Marks of Sovereignty, Charlemain's Sword 
had like to have dropp'd out of the Scabbard; which 
the Elector of Triers of the Lorrain Family obſerv- 
ing, catch'd hold of the Sword, and put it in again 
— 2 it was quite fallen out of the Scabbard. 
Upon this, the ſame Calculators of Nativities ſaid 
it was an Omen that the Emperor would never have 
a quiet Reign, and that he would always be in a Si- 
tuation that would oblige him to draw his Sword 
for his Defence “.

* Theſe ſharp-ſighted Gentlemen were not ſo happy as to 
foreſee the Marriage which has lately united the Families of 
Auftria and Lorrain, and hrought the latter within View of the 
Imperial Crown, of which the Elector of Triers ſaving the Sword 
in the $cabbard ſeems to have been a remarkable Omen, 
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As to Perſons of great Diſtinction at Prankfort, 
they are very few. The Chief are the Princeſs- 
Dowager of Naſſau-Ouſingen, born Princeſs of Lo- 
veſtein ; the Count de Degenfeldt (Schomberg ) * Ma- 
jor-General of the King of Pruſſia's Forces, and a 
Commander of the Order of the Black Eagle; and 
finally, Madame la Raugrave ſ Daughter of Charles- 
Lewis EleQor Palatine : She is the aſt of the Blood 
of the Proteſtant Palatine Princes. The Senate of 
Frankfort, m conſideration of her great Age, and 
in reſpect to her Birth, has granted her the Liberty 
of keeping a Calviniſt Chaplain to preach in her 
own Houſe. Sometimes the Prince de la Tour and 
Taxis || Hereditary Poſt-Maſter of the Empire re- 
ſides at Frantfort. His Houſe is a great Relief to 
Foreigners. His Princeſs is a Lady of very great 
Merit, and has the Soul and Sentiments of a Queen. 
In the Houſes of the Perſons that I have mention'd 
there's an Aſſembly of both Sexes every Evening; 
but take them one with another they are very thin 

except at the Fairs, when there's a vaſt Reſort of 
Nobility and Gentry. Moſt of the Electors and 

Princes of the Empire have their Agents at Frank- 

fort, to whom they give the Title of Reſidents ; 
but thoſe Gentlemen are not a jot the more reſpected 
for it, moſt of them being Merchants of the City of 
Frankfort it ſelf, who ſollicit the Title in order to be 

exempt from the Authority of the Senate, and from 

the Payment of the Cuſtoms, and to qualify 2

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ſelves to place over their Doors the Arms of the 
Princes to whom they ſend the News- Papers. 

The Count de Degenfeldt makes ſuch a Figure 
here that he deſerves a more particular mention. 
He is a Nobleman of good Extraction. He is a 
Native of the Palatinate, and ſpent his Youth in 
the Service of the Elector-Palatine. He was at that 
Time a Calviniſt, but turn'd Catholic. Some Years 
after, he was reconcil'd to his former Communion, 
and marry'd in England a Couſin of his, the Daughter 
of the Duke de Schomberg, with whom he had a 
very great Eſtate, He has alſo a conſiderable 
Expectancy from Madame /a Raugrave a Palatine, 
his Aunt*. The Relation of M. de Degenfeldt to 
this Lady, brings to my mind the Hiſtory of the 
Mother of Madame Ia Raugrave, who as I have 
obſerv'd was a Degenfeldt. I have choſe to give 
it you from what was told me by the late Madame 
of France, and from very good Memoirs that have 
been put into my Hands. I have plac'd this Hi- 
ſtory as a Tranſaction in the Time of the ancient 
Germans; and as I deſign'd to inſert it in a Work 
which I have undertaken, for want of ſomethi 
elſe to employ my Time, I chuſe to do it by way 
of a Diſcourſe from Madame the late Electoreſs of 
Hanover to her Daughter-in-law, I herewith ſend 
you the entire Hiſtory, and at the End of it you 
will find the Key, As J fancy you are quite diſen- 
gag' d in the Country, I don't apprehend that the 
reading of it will be Loſs of your Time. I rather 
fear you won't like it; but in either caſe *twill be 
your own Fault; Idon't force you to read; you 
may if you pleaſe let Gertrude alone,

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Hiſtory of GERTRUDE a Marcoman Lady. 
HE Hiſtory of Gertrude, of which I pro- 


poſe to give you, my Princeſs, a Relation, 
is properly the Hiftory of the Extinction of my Fa- 
mily; for the fatal Paſſion of my Brother King 
Malcolm for that Lady, is in all appearance the 
Reaſon that there are no more left in my Family 
than three Princeſſes , and my ſelf. | 
There was ſuch a Harmony in Sentiments be- 
twixt my Brother and me that it united us in the 
ſtricteſt Friendſhip. We had been brought up to- 
gether in Belgium t, where the King my Father 
had been oblig'd to take Refuge, that he might be 
nearer at hand to receive Succours from Alfred Kin 
of Albion, Father of the Queen my Mother, 2 unt 
the Romans, who after a long and bloody War had 
turn'd him out of his Dominions. That King a- 
mus'd him a long while with fair Promiſes ; but the 
Miſunderſtanding which there was at that Time be- 
tween him and the States of his Kingdom, added to 
a certain Indolence in his natural Temper, hinder'd 
him from ſeeing the Effe& of them ; and the Kin 
my Father did not live long enough to be Witneſs o 
the Peace which the Romans were at length oblig'd 
by his Allies to conclude. This was not an advan- 
tageous Peace for Malcolm my Brother, becauſe in 
order to obtain it he was oblig'd to yield a Part of 
his Dominions to the Prince of the || Boyens, an Ally 
of the Romans, and upon theſe Terms he was left in 
quiet poſſeſſion of the reſt.

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When my Brother ſaw himſelf eftabliſh'd on the 
Throne, he thought of marrying. His Miniſters 
ropos'd the Princeſs of the Catti as the fitteſt 
Match for him, and aſſur'd him that beſides her il- 
luſtrious Extraction he could not marry a more 
beautiful Princeſs, or one of a better Temper. 
My Brother who only alter'd his Condition for 
Reaſons of State, was willing enough to follow 
their Advice, and accordingly eſpous'd her. The 
Marriage at firſt prov'd very happy; the Queen 
his Wife had her of Beauty, and tho? her Tem- 
per was very different from what it had been re- 
preſented to my Brother, yet ſhe ſo cunningly dif- 
uis'd it for ſome time that this Prince thought him- 
elf very happy in his Choice. But their Agree- 
ment was of a ſhort Duration; the Queen's true 
Humour ſoon diſcovered it ſelf: It appear'd that 
ſhe was ill-natur'd, and intolerably high-ſpirited ; 
of an odd ſullen Temper, always ready to con- 
tradict, and frequently ſubject to Chagrin, of 
which ſhe herſelf knew not the Cauſe, and which 
ſhe vented upon all that approach'd her without 
Diſtinction. The King my Brother was ofa Tem- 
per quite the reverſe : He lov'd Diverſions, was 
civil, affable, naturally gay, beneficent ; and I don't 
ſpeak it out of Partiality in favour of a Brother 
whoſe Memory is ſtill dear to me, but I'll be bold 
to ſay, that if he had not been quite ſo choleric, he 
would have been the moſt accompliſ'd Prince of his 
Time. Nevertheleſs he bore with his Wife's ill 
Humours very patiently at firſt, and endeavour'd to 
reclaim her by gentle Uſage ; but when he ſaw that 
all the Pains he took were to no purpoſe, he re- 
ſolv'd at length to ſeek out ſome other Amuſement. 
The Beauty of Gertrude, Maid of Honour to the 
Queen his Wife, had for a long time ſmitten him, 
but hitherto he had only diſcover'd his Paſſion to 
her by hisGlances, for fear of diſguſting the Queen. 
| Gerirude 
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Gertrude who perceived that my Brother did not 
look upon her with Indifference, affected to ſhun 
every Opportunity that Prince might take of re- 
vealing his Love to her. But Fortune favour'd my 
Brother, who being one day with his Queen in her 
Apartment, when the Diſcourſe fell upon Jewels, 
perceiv'd that the Princeſs had left off wearing a 
certain Bracelet of which he had made her a Preſent, 
and aſking her whatſhe had done with it, the Queen 
told him that ſhe believ'd ſhe had laid it up in a 
Caſket of which ſhe had the Key in her Pocket. 
She made one of her Maids fetch it, and open'd it, 
but the Bracelet was not there, at which ſhe ſeem'd 
uneaſy. This my Brother obſerv*d, and taking a 
Pleaſure.in making her more uneaſy, he faid to her, 
tho? in a manner that ſhew*d he did not think as he 
ſpoke, that ſhe had undoubtedly ſome Gallant in a 

Corner, to whom ſhe had either given that Brace- 
let, or who had ſtole it from her. Theſe Words, 
tho? deliver'd in jeſt, made a deep Impreſſion upon 
the Queen, and as it was her Nature ſoon to take 
fire, ſhe was ſtung to the quick at what he had 
faid, and forgetting the Reſpect ſhe ow'd to the 
King her Huſband, was in ſuch a Paſſion with 
him that ſhe let fall ſome Words that were very 
affronting. My Brother who was naturally mettle- 
ſome and fiery, and far from expecting any ſuch 
Treatment, made her anſwer, that if ſhe con- 
tinued to forget her ſelf after that manner, he would 
find ways and means to humble her. Upon this 
he went out of the Room abruptly, and paſling 
through the Antichamber, met the fair Gertrude. 
Such was his Diſguſt that inſtead of being upon the 
reſerve as he had been, he had a long Converſation 
with her, and found her ſo ſprightly and good-na- 
turd that he was compleatly charm'd with her. He 
declar'd his Love to her, and ſhe was ſo artful _ 
0 
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tho? ſhe gave him no Hopes, yet ſhe did not rebuff 
him, 
When my Brother was retir'd, Gertrude went 
into the Apartment of the Queen her Miſtreſs, who 
plac'd her whole Confidence in her. That Princeſs 
no ſooner ſaw her but ſhe made a thouſand Com- 
laints of the King's Treatment of her. Gertrude 
eem'd to ſympathize in her Reſentment, and be- 
lieving that the Queen could not fail to know that 
the King had talk'd with her in the Antichamber, 
ſhe told her that the Prince having met her in her 
Paſſage gave her an angry Account of what had 
fed ; and that ſhe had done all ſhe could to pacify 


im, but to no purpoſe : At the ſame timeſhe blam'd 


the King's Proceeding; and encourag'd by the 
Liberty which the Queen gave her, told her that if 
ſhe who was but a private Gentlewoman was ſo 
treated by any Huſband, ſhe would never pardon 
him tho? he were a King. She added ſeveral other 
Sayings which inſtead of pacifying this filly Queen, 
did but exaſperate her the more. 

In the mean time, Malcolm, who was impatient 
to know the Succeſs of his Amour, wrote a Letter 
to Gertrude which he ſent her by one of his chief 
Domeſtics, together with a rich Diamond Equipage, 
But the artful Gertrude whoſe Aim was to draw 
on his Paſſion, rather than to gratify it, was far 
from yielding to his firſt Attacks, and ſent him back 
the Diamonds, tho* with a modeſt and reſpectful 


Anſwer, wherein ſhe deſir'd him to talk no more 


to her of Love. My Brother was too deeply ſmit- 
ten to be repuls'd ; he doubled his Preſents, was 
aſſiduous, and eager in his Courtſhip; and as'tis very 
rare for a King of his amiable Perſonage to meet 
with long Reſiſtance, Gertrude abated of her Shy- 
neſs by 5 es, and at length diſcovered that he 
was not inſenſible of Love. Their Correſpondence 


Which did not exceed the Bounds of Honour, was

kept ſecret for a conſiderable time, but made the 
ter Blaze when it was known. Malcolm being 
one day with his Wife, happen'd, without perceiv- 
ing it, to drop a Letter which the Queen took up, 
and found to be the Hand-writing of Gertrude. 
The Letter being written in Latin made the Queen 
the more curious to know what was in it; and ſhe 
gave it to her Couſin, Prince Valamir, defiring him 
to unfold the Contents of it to her. This Prince 
was ſo unwiſe as to ſatisfy her Curioſity, and ac- 
inted her that Gertrude by this Letter aſſur'd 
King that he had gain'd her Heart. You will 
eaſily imagine how much the Queen was ruffled 


when ſhe heard of this Intrigue : She could not con- 


tain herſelf ; and without giving ear to the Argu- 
ments made uſe of by Valamir, ſhe ran immediately 
to Gertrude's Apartment in the Palace, who by 
good luck was gone abroad. The Queen thinking 
her Caſket was in Gertrude's Cloſet caus'd it to 
be broke open, and finding it there, open'd it, 
and took out all the Letters, of which ſeveral 
that appear'd to be from the King her Huſband 
left her no room to doubt of that Prince's extraordi- 
nary Paſſion for Gertrude, and of the Intimacy there 
was between them. My Brother was quickly in- 
form'd of what the Queen had been doing, but con- 
ceaPd his Uneafinefs, ſhew'd his Wife no manner of 
Reſentment, and only ent a Caution to Gertrude 
not to return to the Palace. Malcolm's Silence de- 
ceiv'd the Queen, who indeed was not a Lady of 


very great Penetration, fo that ſhe flatter'd herſelf 
the King might poſſibly be ignorant of the 8 


ſne had committed; and upon this Suppoſition ſhe 
thought it her beſt way to diſſemble her Hatred 
and Wrath againſt Gertrude. She pretended there- 
fore to be very uneaſy for fear of what had hap- 


pen'd to her, caus'd a Search to be made for her 


ſeveral days, and ſeem'd very much dejected at her 
Abſence. , 
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Abſence. She hop'd by all theſe Demonſtrations 
of Friendſhip to decoy her back to the Palace, in 
order then to be compleatly reveng'd of her. 

Thus Matters ſtood when the King of the Suevi, 
the Brother-in-law of the Queen my Sifter-in-law, 
came to Court with the Queen his Wife. This 
Prince having obſerv'd the Queen's Melancholy on 
ſeveral Occaſions, aſk*d her the Reaſon of it one day 
as they fate at Table. You muſt not be ſurpriz'd, 
* faid Malcolm, to ſee the Queen my Wife out of 
* Temper ; *tis her common Infirmity, and very of- 
© ten ſhe herſelf knows not the Cauſe of it. My Ail- 
ment is but too real (reply'd the Queen in a great 
* Pet;)and (then addreſſing herſelf to her Huſband) 
ſaid ſhe, it does not at all become you whole diſ- 
* honourable Amours have been the only Cauſe of 
my Diſorder, to infinuate as if it were but imagi- 
* nary.” This Anſwer made in ſo public a manner, ſo 
nettled my Brother that he turn'd pale for meerVexa- 
tion, and not being able to curb his Paſſion, forgot 
his Dignity ſo far as to ftrike her; upon which the 
unfortunate Princeſs roſe from Table, and retir'd in 
Tears to her own Apartment. My Brother, whoſe 
Paſſion was always as ſoon over as it was eaſily 
kindled, was ſorry in a very few Moments after for 
what he had done, made his Excuſes to the King 
and Queen of the Suęvi, and riſing from Table, went 
with them to his Wife's Apartment, where he aſk'd 
her Pardon for what had paſs'd. This Atone- 
ment, which the Queen did not expect ſo ſoon, 
touch'd her to the quick : The King and ſhe em- 
brac'd each other, and exchang'd their Promiſes to 
forget as well as to forgive every Offence. But 
would you believe it? that fickle, fantaſtical Crea» 
ture my Sifter-in-law chang'd her Mind all on a ſud- 
den, and when her Huſband came in the Eveni 
with an Intention to ſpend the Night with her, ſhe 
_ abſolutely refus'd to let him bed with her — 
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would reſolve to deliver up Gertrude to her. Mul. 
colm, who was ſtill aſham'd at what he had done in 
his laſt Fury, receiv'd fo violent a Propoſition with 
more Patience than he would have done upon an- 
other Occaſion. He endeavour'd by fair Words 
to pacify his Wife, aſſuring her that nothing crimi- 
nal had ever paſs'd between him and Gertrude, and 
that tho? he had, correſponded with the Girl by Let- 
ters, it was not out of any Love he had for her, ſo 
much as to know whether it was true that ſhe wrote 
as good Latin as he had been told ſhe did. Tho? 
this Speech of his was not very probable, yet as 
People are eaſily inclin'd to believe what they wiſh 
to be true, the Queen ſuffer'd herſelf to be at laſt 
perſuaded, and was reconciled to her Huſband 
without infiſting any farther on the Sacrifice ſhe at 
firſt demanded. 
The Emperor being come to ſpend ſome Time at 
Pluibourg, ſummon'd an Aſſembly thither of the 
Princes of the Empire. My Brother went thither 
with the Queen his Wife ; but the Conſequence 
was that they were more embroiPd than ever; and 
my Sifter-in-law was ſo unadviſed as to le? Cæſar 
and his Court be Witneſſes of certain Brawls, which 
for her own Intereſt as well as her Huſband's, ſhe 
ought to have carefully confin'd within the Limits of 
her own Houſhold. *Tis true that my Brother 
had no very great Reſpect for her, and he lov'd 
Gertrude more than ever. Being hindred by a 
ſlight Indiſpoſition from going to Moni payen where 
he kept her at one of his Houſes, not a Day paſs'd 
but he ſent an Expreſs to know how ſhe did, and 
the Queen's ill Temper, who no doubt had better 
have try'd good-natur'd Methods to reclaim him, 
only incens'd him againſt her, and made him the 
fonder of Gertrude. | 
The Aſſembly of the Princes of Germany being 


over, and the Emperor return'd to Rome, my Bro- 
8 ther 
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ther ſet out for Montpayen the Capital of his King 
dom, and gave orders for his Queen to follow him 
next Day. But for a Reaſon which I never could. 
dive into, the Princeſs inſtead of obeying him ſtay d 

a Month longer at Pluibourg, without vouchſafing 
to let the King her Huſband know the Reaſon of 
her delay; and not only ſo, but when ſhe came to 
Montpayen, ſhe had the Aſſurance to go with a bold 
Face to her Huſband's Apartment, without know- 
ing how he would take it: But the Prince who had 


uſt Reaſon to be angry, foreſeeing that ſhe was 
like enough to take ſuch a ſtep, had given orders to 
refuſe her Entrance; wherefore ſhe was oblig*d to 
retire: to her Apartment, whither a Captain of the 
Guards came in a Moment after, to tell her from 
the King that ſhe was a Priſoner. 

This unhappy Princeſs bore her Diſgrace very 
weakly. She repented, but too late, of having 
been ſo imprudent as to contravene the Orders of the 
King her Huſband ; and hoping to work upon his 
Good-nature, ſhe wrote him a moſt ſubmiſſive Let- 
ter, begging his Pardon for her Diſobedience, and 
intreating him to reſtore her to her Liberty. My 
Brother ſent her an Anſwer, wherein he only gave 
her the Title of the Princeſs of Cattia. He told 
her © that having conſider'd the Diſagreement there 
was betwixt his Temper and her's, he reſolved to 
© be divorc'd from her, and that ſhe would do well 
© herſelf to give her Conſent to it; which if. ſhe did 
* with a good Grace, hewould reſtore her to her Li- 
© berty and ſettle a Revenue on her ſuitable to her 
* Rank.” | 

This Anſwer was a Thunder-ſtroke to my Siſter-, 
in-law; ſhe rav'd and tore like a mad Woman. 
She was for a long while like one out of her Senſes, 

but recovering them at length by the help of her 
Women, and conſulting with thoſe that had the 
greateſt ſhare of her Confidence, ſhe ſent the King 


I | word 
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word that he was Maſter, and might make uſe of his 
Authority, but that ſhe would never conſent to the 
Divorce. 

My Brother who had fix'd his Reſolution, and 
ſaw no other Way to get poſſeſſion of Gertrude than 
by marrying that Girl who had preſum*d to ſet ſo 
high a Price upon her Favours, took off the Maſk, 
notify'd his Defign to the Court, and in a few days 
after, the Marriage was perform'd in the manner 
that you know is practisd in Germany by Princes 


who marry beneath themſelves, which excludes the 


Children by ſuch Venter from ſucceeding to the Fa- 
ther's Eſtate, As ſoon as he was marry'd, he reſtor'd 
the Queen to her Liberty, and acquainted her, 
That by the Advice and Conſent of the Prieſts 
of his Kingdom whom he had cauſed to be aſ- 
< ſembled, he had marry'd Gertrude. That the 
Thing being done and paſt Remedy, he hop'd ſhe 
< would reſolve to make herſelf eaſy. That how- 
© ever, he would always treat her as a Princeſs 3 - 
© that ſhe ſhould be welcome to continue in her A- 
< partment at the Palace; that ſhe ſhould have her 
© Guards to attend her, and that he had ſet apart a 
< {ufficient Fund for her Maintenance; but that he 
© expected ſhe would be ſo complaiſant as to ac- 
knowledge Gertrude hereafter for the lawful 
* Queen.” 

My Siſter- in- law who then ſaw that her Diſgrace 
was infallible, gave herſe]fup to Complaints and Tears, 
wrote to the King her Huſband in the moſt mov- 
ing Language, and implor'd the Aſſiſtance of the 
King her Brother: But all was to no purpoſe z ſhe 
was oblig d to ſubmit to her Misfortune, and to be 
patient under an Affliction which ſhe had partly 
brought upon herſelf by her Folly. 

While all this paſs'd, my Brother was at one of 
his Seats not far * from his Capital, where he caus'd 

| Gertruds 
2 At Schwetzingen a League from Heidelberg. 
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Gertrude to be treated as a Queen, and not long 
after carried her to Montpayen where the fight of her 
Royalty was a freſh Mortification to the Queen my 
Siſter-in-law. However, the unfortunate Princeſs 
not yet deſpairing of the means of reclatming her 
Huſband, was reſolv'd to make the laſt Attempt to 
turn that Prince's Heart. She dreſs'd herſelf in 
the moſt gay and rich Apparel that ſhe could get, 
and taking her Children along with her, went 
to meet the King her Huſband in the Room next 
to the Hall where he was at Table with Gertrude, 
and thro* which he muſt neceſſarily return. When 
he a pear'd, ſhe threw herſelf with her Children at 
his Net, claſp'd his Knees, conjur'd him with 
Tears in her Eyes to look with Pity on an unhappy 
Princeſs whom he had formerly thought fit to make 
his Wife, and to conſider that the Affront he put 
upon her by divorcing her, would be a Reproach 
to thoſe very Children of whom he had been ſo fond. 
My Brother ſeem'd to be melted at ſo moving a 
Spectacle, look*'d for ſome Moments on his Wife 
and Children with Tears in his Eyes, and he was 
juſt ready to raiſe her from the Ground, when 
Gertrude who was at his Heels, fearing what might 
be the Conſequence of the Confuſion that ſhe ſaw him 
in, talk'd earneſtly to him in the Ty/-an Language, 
ſaying, Remember, my Lord, whai you promiy'd 
me. Theſe few Words wrought ſo much on the 
unſteady Mind of my Brother that he only lifted 
up his Hands to Heaven and went on, ſhewing 
by the Trouble he was under, how little he was 
. Maſter of his Reaſon upon this Occaſion, The 
Queen my Siſter-in law remainꝰd for a while ſpeech- 
leis, but Fury and Deſpair quickly ſeiz*d her Soul. 
She roſe up and ran into her Cloſet, where ſnatching 
up a Dagger* ſhe came back again with an Inten- 
Vor. I. Aa tion 
2 'Twas a Piſtol which the Count de Hohenla ſnatch'd from 
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tion to ſtick it into her Rival's Heart. But the Rage 
ſhe was in having ſo confounded her that ſhe had 
not a Thought of concealing that Inſtrument of her 
Revenge, it was perceiv'd by one of the chief Cour- 
tiers who pluck*d it from her juſt as ſhe was going 
into the Cloſet where my Brother was with Gertrude. 
That Prince hearing a Noiſe ſo near him ran out, 
and demanded what was the matter. *Tis I, (ſaid 
the Queen very couragiouſly) who was coming to 
revenge my ſelf and you too on the Monſter which 
© diſunites us; but that Traytor there (faid ſhe, 
pointing to the Man that had wreſted the Dagger 
© out of her Hands) has depriv'd me of the only 
Opportunity that I could call a Pleaſure.— Prin- 
© ceſs, (ſaid the King to her very calmly) don't in- 
dulge your ſelf any longer in ſuch extravagant 
Paſſions, if you are unwilling that I ſhould uſe 
you roughly.“ Then he retir'd with Gertrude, 
and my Siſter- in- law return'd to her Apartment in 
a Temper which you may eaſily imagine. 

Clodius, who now governs the Empire, being at 
that time proclaim'd Emperor, this Princeſs made 
her Complaints to him, and deſir'd him to reconcile 
Malcolm to her. But Cæſar having excus'd him- 
ſelf, my Siſter-in-law who could no longer bear the 
Preſence of her Rival, retir'd to the King her Bro- 
ther, there to wait the End of her Misfortunes. 
My Brother liv'd afterwards very lovingly with his 
new Spouſe, and had by her four Sons and as many 
Daughters. But Death having at laſt robb'd him 
of a Perſon ſodear to him, the Prince was ſo afflicted 
for the Loſs of her that he ſpent two Years in con- 
tinual Sorrow, and at length himſelf paid the ſame 
Tribute to Nature. 1

her, and ſhot into the Air from the Window. But here it was 
abſolutely neceſſary to call it a Dagger, Fire-Arms being not 
known at the Time of which this Hiſtory bears date. 
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He left but one Son and a Daughter by his law- 
ful Spouſe who ſurviv'd him ſome Years: The 
King my Nephew was marry'd, but he was of ſuch 
a melancholy Temper; his Humour was ſo diffe- 
rent from the Queen's, and there was ſo little Love 
betwixt them, that he died without Iſſue. With 
him I have ſeen my Family utterly extin&; its Doz 
minions transferr*d to the Power of a Prince who is 
hardly related to us, and my Country abandon'd to 
the moſt diſmal Deſolation; For my Niece having 
marry*d Meroveus, Brother to Arioviſto King of the 
Gauls,; the latter who is an ambitious Prince and 
goes to War upon every the leaſt Pretence; aſ- 
ferted the Rights of his Siſter-in-law without Delay; 
and pleading that ſhe ought to ſucceed to the In- 
heritance of the King her — notwithſtanding 
the Salic Law eſtabliſh*d in Germany; he ſent a for- 
midable Army irito the Dominions of my deceaſed 
Nephew, where the Gauls at firſt meeting with no 
Refiftance, committed enormous Cruelties, and ex- 
tended their Fury even to the Violation of the 
Tomb of the Kings my Anceſtors, whoſe dead 
Bodies were ftripp'd and expoſed to the Caprice of 
the unruly Soldiers: Calamities, which _——_ 
would never have happen'd; had it not been for 
my Brother's fatal Paſſion for Gertrude; becauſe in 
all Appearance if he had liv'd in a good Underftand- 
ing with his lawful Spouſe, he would have had 
more Children by her, and I ſhould not have had 
the Vexation to ſee the Throne of my Fathers poſ- 
ſeſs d by a foreign Family.

LETTER 


SIX, Munich, April 2. 1730. 


INCE you received my laſt I have done 
and ſeen a great many Things. On the 
22d of March I ſet out from Frankfort for 

DarmsTa>rT, the Capital of the upper County of 
Catzenellenbogen, and the Reſidence of Erneſt-Lewts 
Landgrave of Heſſe- Darmſtadt *. 
This Town is extremely ſmall, and only encloſed 
with Palliſadoes. If the Prince's Palace had been 
finiſh'd according to its Model, it would have been 
one of the greateſt and moſt magnificent in Europe, 
and there might have been Lodgings for the Em- 
peror, and al the nine Electors of the Empire. It 
would have been bigger than the 'Town, and have 
e | colt 
* Philip the Magnanimous, Landgrave of Haſe-Caſſel, was 


in 1518 3 of all the Country of Heſſe. He died in 
1567, and left four Sons who ſhar'd his Dominions and form'd 
the four Branches of Heſſe- Caſſel, Heſſe- Marpurg, Hefſe-Rheinfels, 
and Heſ-Darmſtadt. The Landgraves Lewis de Marpurg and 
Philip de Rheinfels had no Iſſue, but their Nephew Maurice of 
Cafſel having 18 Children, Erneſt one of the Sons reviv'd a 
Branch of Rheinfels which was divided into thoſe of Rotenburg 
and Varfried, that are ſtill ſubſiſting. The Poſterity of George I. 
Landgrave of Darmſtadt was altogether as fruitful, and form'd 
the Branches of Darmſtadt, Butzbach, Hombourg, and Lauter- 
bach, ſome of which are extinſt. The Landgrave-Regent is 
one of the ſixteen Children of the Landgrave Lewis VI. Great- 


Grandſon of George I. There are at preſent theſe fix Branches of 


the Family of He/?, wiz. 1. Heſſe- Caſſel, 2. Heſſe-Philipfall, 
3. He 4 al Ser ha 4. Heſſe-Rheinfeli-Vanfried, 3 
Haſe-Darmſtadt, 6. Hefſe- Hambourg. 
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coſt immenſe Sums: That Part which is finiſh'd makes 


a very grand Appearance. But all thoſe magnifi- 


cent Works which the Landgrave Regent at firſt 
carried on with very great Vigour are entirely diſ- 
continu'd, and there's no Appearance that they will 
ever be taken in hand again. The old Ee] i 
much more commodious than it ſeems to be; its 
Apartments being convenient, and richly furniſh'd. 
The Landgrave does not live in the Pllacs: but 
leads a very retir'd Life in a little Houſe upon the 
222 where he is never ſeen but upon Sundays and 

olidays. He amuſes himſelf in turning of Ivory, 
making Chymical Experiments, and in Drawing, 
He loves Hunting above all things whatſoever. 
He delights in Agriculture, and in Muſic, and it 
may ſtrictly be faid that he is never unemploy'd. 
He has very great Knowledge natural and acquir'd, 
2 has ſeen a great many Countries, and tho? ſixty 

cars of Age he ſtill looks well, and his grey Hairs, 
not to call them white, give him a venerable Air, 
He fits a Horſe very well, walks well, and ſeems to 
enjoy perfect Health. Hs Wife was Dorothy of 
Brandenbourg-Onaltzbach, who died in 1705. They 
fay that he lately married V de Spiegel the 
Widow of Count "Seibeldorff a Lieutenant-General 
in the Service of Bavaria. Be that as it will, the 
Marriage is not public, and the wary ſtill goes by 
the Name of her former Huſband by —— ſhe 
has Children. Tis true that the Landgrave pays 
her very great Piſtincton, and indeed ſhe is very 
amiable, 

This Prince commonly dines at a lite Table 
ſpread only for four People; but on Sundays and 
Holidays he goes to the Palace, and dines with his 


Son at a Table cover'd for ſixteen Gueſts, and ſups 


with the Ladies who are never ſeen at Court but 
upon thoſe Days. *Tis a very hard matter to come 
at the Speech of the Landgrave, and much more

to that of his only Son the hereditary Prince. The 
Hunting-Officers are the only Perſons that have the 
Privilege of Acceſs to them; for which reaſon this 
is not one of the moſt entertaining Courts; and a 
Man is under a neceſſity of throwing himſelf into 
the Town, where indeed there are a great many 
People of Merit who are civil to Foreigners, 

The hereditary Prince Lewis, the only Son of the 
Landgrave, who was born the 5th of April 1691, 
is a handſome Man, has a noble Air, dances well, 
mounts a Horſe well, has Vivacity, Spirit, and 


Politeneſs, but is often thoughtful, melancholy, 


and goes for Retirement to the Woods, where he 
is paſſionately fond of Hunting; but is apt to create 
himſelf Uneaſineſs, and does not know how to diſ- 
ſemble it. Tho? he has all the Qualities neceſſary 
to ſhine in Company yet he ſees but very little. 
He married Charlotta-Chriſtina of Hanau, who dy- 
ing in 1726, left him three Sons and two Daughters, 
the eldeſt of which was then ſeven Years = 

By virtue of this Marriage the Prince is Heir to the 
Count of Hanau's Eſtate in Alſace, and to all his 
Freeholds in general, which will be a very rich Suc- 
ceſſion. 

Nevertheleſs the Court of Darmſtadt is very nu- 
merous. The Landgrave has a great many Coun- 
ſellors of State, Gentlemen of the Bedchamber and 
Court, and a greater Number ſtill of Officers of the 
Venery, and Huntſmen. There is not a Province 
in Germany more proper for Hunting, nor in Europe 
where there are more Deer. Iis a flat even Coun- 
try, and a gravelly Soil interſperſed with Woods 
thro' which there are cut noble Roads. I have 
ſeen the Deer come up cloſe to the Pallifadoes of 
the Town, and at theic Rutting-time I have heard 


them cry as I lay in my Bed. This great plenty 


of Deer is extremely troubleſome to the Peaſants who 
are abroad day and night to watch their Fields. The 
Aa 4 Land- 


Age. 
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Landgrave and the hereditary Prince are ſo jealous 
of their Game that they reckon it as bad a Crime as 
Murder for any one to kill a Deer; and tho? *tis an 
eftabliſh'd Cuſtom among almoſt all Sovereigns to 
puniſh with Severity all thoſe that kill a Creature 
which God however certainly created for the Uſe of 
all Mankind, yet there is no Prince who obſerves 
this Law more ſtrictly than the Landgrave. 
I cannot give you a more certain Account of the 
Revenues of this Prince than of thoſe of all the o- 
ther Sovereigns. Tis ſaid that he has 5 or 600000 
Florins per Ann. I am not very well inform'd of 
the numher of his Troops, for I have only ſeen his 
Regiment of Guards which is in very compleat Or- 
der. His Horſe- Guards are alſo very fine Troops, 
and commanded by the General Miltitz, who is at 
the ſame time Grand Marſhal of the Court, the 
Honours of which he performs in a very handſome 
manner. | | | 

Tho? the Soil at Darmſtadt is very gravelly, it 
produces excellent Pulſe. I have ſeen Aſparagu 
at the Landgrave's Table, three of which weigh'd 
a Pound, tho' indeed they were not altogether ſo 
nice. I remember that in a former Journey which 
I made hither. in the Month of December, there 
were brought to the Landgrave in ſeveral Pots of 


Porcellain, a Dwarf Cherry-Tree laden with Cher- 
ties; Strawberry-Plants, an Almond-Tree, and in 


ſhort, the Fruits of all the Seaſons. . 
The intended Hunting-Match, for what reaſon 
I know not, was put off; and as I came hither only 
to ſee it, I ſtaid but one Day and went to Hanav 
The Count and the Princeſs of Hanau were but 
lately return'd from Al/ace. The Town of Hanau. 
is ſituate on a large Plain to the right of the Main. 
Tis divided into two Wards, the old and the new 
Town : The latter is much bigger than the former: 
It was built by the Walloon Proteſtants, who, du- | 


ring 
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ring the Duke of Alva's Perſecution under Philip II. 
King of Spain, quitted the Netherlands. and came 
to ſettle at Hanau, which they fortify*d, and built 
in ſuch a manner that all the Streets run parallel. 
The Count keeps ſeveral Companies in pay, from 
which he makes Detachments for the Quota he 
is oblig'd to furniſh, as a Member of the Circle 
of the Upper Rhine, 

The Walloons who are ſettled at Hanau have efta- 
bliſhed ſeveral Manufactures there, eſpecially Wool- 
len Stuffs, The Calviniſts, the Lutherans, and the 
Fews are tolerated here, and as for us aun 
we may go to Maſs where we pleaſe. 

The Count's Palace is in the old Town : "Ti is an 
ancient Building, and makes no great Appearance, 
but the Apartments are commodious, and very richly 
furniſh*'d. The Count has a very pretty Pleaſure- 
Houſe a quarter of a League from Hanau, call'd 
Pr1L1PS$RUHE, (i. e. Philip's Repoſe) and built by 
the late Count de Hanau, Brother to the Count Re- 
gent. I was at this Seat that I found the Count 
of Hanau. There was a very numerous Attendance, 
3 I heartily wiſh'd I could have ſtaid there a few 

days. Few Princes in the Empire live more ele- 
thy than the Count de Hanau. The Lady _ 
directe the whole Houſhold, and keeps all thi 
wonderful Order is the Princeſs + who is the 
Family of Brandenbourg-Anſpach, and Siſter to the 
Queen of England. At this Court you have all the 
Liberty that can be deſired. When you firſt come 
a Chamber is provided for your Lodging, and a 
Footman order'd to wait on you. Every Mo 
an Officer comes to know what you will pleaſe to 
have for Breakfaſt ; and there's every Thing to be 
had that you call for. If afterwards you have amind 
to go out a Hunting, you rad to the Great Huntſ- 
: man 
* This Count died in 1736. 
+ Shedied at Hanas after a very long Illneſs, 
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man for a Guide and to the Count for Horſes out of 


his Stables. If you come back too late for Dinner at 


Court, you are ſerv'd very elegantly in your own 
Apartment. In the Evening when you are retir'd 
from Company, a Butler takes care to provide you 
with Wine and Beer. The Servants of Foreigners 
diet with thoſe of the Count. His own Table 
which is commonly for eighteen Gueſts is ſerved as 
well as moſt, and a ſecond Table is ſerv'd with the 
ſame Magnificence. The Count has a very great 
Family, and lives every way like a Prince; and in- 
deed tis his own Fault that he is not one, for he 
has had the Imperial Diploma for it a long while, 
but he does not care to make uſe of it; ſaying, he 
had rather be the firſt Count than the loweſt Prince. 
He is the laſt Male of his Family. After his Death 
the County of Hanau relapſes to the Landgrave of 
Heſſe-Caſſel, according to the Treaty of Confrater- 


nity made between the ſeveral Families of Saxony, 


Heſſe, and Hanau, which imports that the ſaid Fa- 


milies ſhall ſucceed one another. The King of Po- 


land as Elector of Saxony ought to have had his 
Share in the Succeſſion to the County of Hanau, 
but his Majeſty by a Treaty yielded his Rights to 


the Landgrave of Caſſel, As to the Lands in A- 


Face, and the Freeholds, they revert, as I told you 


before, to the Children of the hereditary Prince of 
Darmſtadt. | 


The Count of Hanau feems to be much older 


than he is in reality. He is a very civil Nobleman, 
and Hunting is a Diverſion of which he is extremely 


fond, ſo that to kill a Deer upon his Lands is an 
unpardonable Crime; and the leſſer Game, ſuch as 


Rabbits, Hares, and Partridges, are equally his 


Care. All theſe Creatures ſpoil the Fields; but 


they ſerve for the Count's Amuſement, while the 


poor Peaſant is oblig'd to pay his Tax, and dares 
not ſpeak a Word. DS 
W From 
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From Hanau to Muxicn I never made a ſtop ; 
but after having travelPd thro* Wurtzbourg, Nu 


rembourg, and Aug ſbourg arrived here laſt night, 

poſe to ſet out again to-morrow, and after. 

two or three days ſtay at Sal/zbourg ſhall proceed 

by the Way of Tirol to Venice, where I beg you 
3 not fail to let me hear from you, 

I am juſt come from attending the Obſequies of 
Thereſa-Cunegunda Sobieſki Electoreſs of Bavaria, 
Mother to the Elector. This Princeſs died lately 
at Venice, to which City ſhe retird eighteen Months 
ago, and her Corpſe is forthwith expected to be in- 
terr'd in the Tomb of the Electoral Family. She 
has left, as *tis faid, near fix millions of Florins, 
which, fince he has made no Will, are to be equally 
 ſhar'd between the four Princes her Sons, She has 

moreover left a Daughter who is a Nun in a Con- 
vent of this City. In 1719, when ſhe took the 
Habit, I was preſent. She choſe this retir'd Life 
againſt the Will of her Father the Ele&or, who 
did all he could to diſſuade her from it; and ſhe liv'd 
in great Reputation for her Piety. But to return to 
the Obſequies of the Electoreſs: The Eleftor and 
Electoreſs aſſiſted at them, together with the Elec- 
tor of Cologne, the Duke Ferdinand, the Biſhop of 


Freiſingen, the Ducheſs Ferdinand, and the two 


Princes her Sons. Theſe Princes had Cowls upon 
their Heads, and great Cloaks, which 1s not one of 
the moſt becoming Drefles. The Family of Bava- 
ria obſerves a very ſingular Cuſtom, which is, ne- 


ver to give a black Livery, nor to line their Coaches.

SIX, Saltzbourg, April 2, 1730. 
IT my Departute from Munich I went and 

A din'd at Ever ſberg, a Village belonging to 
the Reverend Fathers the Jeſuits, who 

havea Houſe there which is a large one, and that's 

all *tis good for. I went and lay at WAss ER BOUROO a 
Town of Bavaria built upon a Rock, ſo encom- 
paſsd with the River Iun that *tis a perfect Penin- 
ſula. Mountains and Rocks hang over this Town 
as if they would cruſh it, and indeed the Place is 
not worth much Deſcription. It was ſettled as a 
Dowry on the Electoreſs Thereſa-Cunigunda Sobi- 
ei who dy'd laſt Month; but this Princeſs would 
never live-in it, nor indeed do I know any other 


Prince that would, : 
After having paſs'd the [nn over a very ſlender 


wooden Bridge I climb'd a high Montain, got down 


another, aſcended a third, and ſol travelPd all the 
way up Hill and down Hill till I came within two 
Leagues of Saltzbourg, where the Country becomes 
more .

The City of SALTZBOURG as well as the whole 
Archbiſhoprick takes its Name from the River Saltz 
which paſſes throꝰ the City and Country. It riſes in Ti- 


. 7d and loſes itſelf in the Iun. The Mountains that are 


about 


* This River riſes in Tirol a little above I»ſpruc, becomes 
navigable at Halle, and loſes itſelf in the Danube near Paſſau. 
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about the Town make it not near ſo broad as tis 
long, tho? take it all together tis not a large Town. 
»Tis very well fortify'd, and has a Caſtle which 
ſtanding on an Eminence forms as it were a Citadel. 
*Tis furniſh'd with a good Arſenal, and all manner 
of Ammunition, and I have been aſſur'd that of 
Gunpowder alone there are no leſs than 20000 
Quintals. Some. Years ago when I was here, Light- 
ning fell ſo near this Magazine that it wanted but 
halt a Foot of penetrating to the Powder, which 
if it had touch'd I fancy I ſhou'd never have wrote 
to you more. There is always a Guard of fifty 
Men at the Caſtle, and the Gariſon of the Town 
conſiſts of 600 Men who are lodg'd in the Caſerns. 
The City of Saltzbourg contains finer Edifices than 
many great Towns. It has a magnificent Cathedral 
which was conſecrated the 24th of September 1628, 
by an Archbiſhop who was of the Family of the 
Counts de Lodron. *Tis a vaſt Structure of Free- 
ſtone, and has a ſtately Front which may be reckon'd 
the compleateſt in Germany. The ſkilful Architect 
by whom it was directed has very much copy'd 
the Front of St. Agness Church in the Square of 
Navona at Rome, It has four Marble Statues bigger 


than the Life which repreſent St. Peter, St. Paul, "7 


St. Rupert, and St. Virgilius, of whom the two 
latter were the firſt Archbiſhops of this See. The 
whole Church is adorn'd in the inſide with Pilaſtres 
of the Corinthian Order, Tis built in the Form 
of a Croſs with a very high Dome which ſeparates 
the Nave from the Choir. The high Altar which 
is at the bottom of the Choir is of Marble, as are 
the two Chapels that. form the Croſs : The Pave- 
ment of the Church is of great Squaresof Marble of 
various Colours. *Tis pity there was not more 
Inlet for Light, the Dome being the only lightſome 
Part of it. But as the Church is magnificent the 


Orna- 
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Ornaments of the high Altar are more ſo. Upon 
the Grand Feftivals it bears a Sun of Gold adorn'd 
with preciousStones to theValue of 100000 Crowns, 
a great Croſs of maſſy Gold, and four golden Can- 
_ dlefticks. The Front of the Altar, and the Taber- 
nacle are of maſly Silver of excellent Workmanſhip. 

St. Rupert ſurnam'd the Apoſtle of Bavaria was 
the firft Biſhop of Sal//zhbourg in 582. Leo III. 
whom the Church honour'd as a Saint, erected this 
Biſhoprick into an Archbiſhoprick in favour of St. 
Arnould, in the Year 798. He had for Suffragans 
the Biſhops of Freiſingen, Ratiſbon, Paſſau, Brixen, 
Gurck, Chiemſee, Seggau, and Lavant. 

The Archbiſhop has a Right of Nomination to 
the four laſt Biſhopricks; only the Nomination to the 
Biſhoprick of Gurck is alternative between this Pre- 
late and the Emperor, as Archduke of Auſtria. 
The four Biſhops bear the Title of Princes of the 
Empire, and enjoy all the Prerogatives annexed to 
that high Dignity. Notwithſtanding this, the 
Archbiſhop never gives them the Preference, and 
when he talks to them, only compliments them with 
the Title of Euer Preuntſchaft, i. e. Your Friendſhip. 
Service is perform'd in this Metropolis according to 
the Uſage obſerv'd in St. Peter's Church at Rome. 
The Chapter is compos'd of the Archbiſhop, a Pro- 
voſt, a Dean, and twenty four Canons, all Men of 
Quality, who are only oblig'd to four Months Re- 
ſidence, and the reſt of the Time they may go 
where they pleaſe. Both the Provoſt and Dean 
have the Croſier and Mitre *. The Archbiſhop, as 
well as the Elector of Cologn, has the Privilege of 
dreſſing in the Habit of a Cardinal. This Prelate 
has the Directorſnhip of the College of Princes at the 
Dyet of the Empire alternatively with the Arch- 
duke of Auſtria, He is moreover Legatus _—

The Archbiſhop at his coming to the See muſt 


pay 100000 Crowns to Rome for the Pall, but the 
Country generally raiſes it for him, beſides making 
a free Gift of the like Sum to its new Prince. The 
Revenues of this Prelate are about 1 300000 Florins 
a Year. The very Salt which is carried into Ba- 
varia and Swabia brings him in 30000 Crowns. 


He is abſolute Maſter of all his Revenues, and ac- 


countable to no body for what he lays out. The 
preſent Archbiſhop is of Tirol, of a diſtinguiſh'd Fa- 
mily, but not favour'd much by Fortune. He was 
born the 26th of May 1679, and ſucceeded Francis- 
Anthony the Count de Harrach. His Advancement 
was owing to the Diviſion of the Chapter, who all 


wanted to be either Biſhops themſelves, or elſe to ad- 


vance ſome one Friend or Couſin. After a 
_ Debates and Meſſages ſent forwards and back- 


s, their Choice fell upon the Baron de Firmian 


who was at that time very infirm, which was the 


only Thing that procur'd him the Mitre ; for the 


Parties that divided the Chapter united in his Fa- 
vour, becauſe they thought him a Man not very 
long: liv'd; but they believ'd however he might 
live long enough to give each Party time to form its 
Cabals for advancing that Perſon to the Biſhoprick 
who they thought would beſt ſerve their Purpoſe, 


But all thoſe Gentlemen were mightily miſtaken ag 
to the Archbifhop's Life. For this Prelate, like 


another Pope Sixtus V. loſt all his Infirmities when 


he found the Mitre, and is very like to outlive many 


of his Electors, 
This 
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This Prince is tall, has an auſtere haughty Air, 
ſeldom makes any Compliments, and talks much 
leſs, except when he is hunting which is all the 
Pleaſure of his Life. He is almoſt always alone, and 
generally cats by himſelf, In the Summer- time he 
keeps altogether in the Country where he is of very 
difficult Acceſs, and keeps no Retinue, nor Company. 
He is accus'd of being too thrifty, and I don't know 
but there may be ſomething in it; but perhaps he 
would not appear to be quite ſo ſaving if he had 
ſucceeded any body elſe in the Biſhoprick but the 
Count de Harrach, the moſt generous, noble, and 
moſt magnificent Prelate of his Time. The Arch- 
biſhop is naturally a Valetudinarian ; and under 
God, he is oblig'd for the Preſervation of his Life 
to his Phyſician Ger/ner, a Native of Vienna, a 
Man om in his Profeſſion, and of ſtrict Ho- 
nour Integrity, who has got ſo much the length 
of the Prelate's Foot that he is almoſt the only Perſon 
that dares to ſpeak to him with Freedom. The 
Count 4 Arco Son to the Archbiſhop's Siſter is this 
Prelate's only Darling ; for to the ſurprize of the 
whole Court, and Chapter, he prefers him before 


a Nephew of his own Name, a Canon of Sal:zbourg 


and of Trent, a young Clergyman of great Hopes. 
The Archbiſhop of the Lodron F = who Gaus 
the Metropolis to be built, likewiſe founded the 
Archiepiſcopal Palace, the Fortifications, and the 
Stables, which were all finiſh'd in the thirty two 
Years that he was Archbiſhop. The A ents 
of the Palace being not laid out alt =: erg the 
modern Taſte, the deceaſed Archbiſhop Anthony 
Count de Harrach, made a thorough ge in 
them, and left little more than the Outſide ſtanding, 
The Palace at Saltzbourg is now more magnificent 
than many royal Houſes. It contains 173 Rooms 
all 8 furniſh'd, without reckoning the Halls 
and Galleries. The Archbiſhop's Apartment is 
N | ſtately: 
1 
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ſtately : It has a great Marble Stair-caſe divided into 
three Flights, which leads into a ſpacious Guard- 
Chamber, from whence one enters into the Arch- 
biſhop's Apartment conſiſting of ſeveral Rooms, 
where able 1ta/ian Maſters have adorn'd the Ciel 
ings with very good Draughts. One is really ſur- 

rized to ſee the Richneſs of the Furniture, and the 
infinite Variety of other Things that are diſtributed 
up and down this vaſt Apartment; ſuch as Marble 
Tables adorn'd with gilt Mouldings; old Portel- 
lain of the moſt beautiful ſort ; Luſtres of maſſy 
Silver, and Rock- Cryſtal of uncommon Work- 
manſhip; Chandeliers alſo of Silver or Cryſtal 
upon large gilded Stands, and a multitude of other 
Things Ho well worth Obſervation. - 

How nificent ſoever this Apartment is, there's 
another made uſe of upon Days of Ceremony which 
infinitely ſurpaſſes it. I will only mention the prin- 
cipal Rooms of it. We firſt enter into a great Salon 
adorn'd with the Pictures of no leſs than fourſcore 
Archbiſhops of Saltabourg. Next to it there's anos 
ther Salon ingeniouſly and magnificently decorated, 
which diſcovers Grandeur in every part of it. *Tis 
furniſh'd with a Suit of Hangings of Crimſon-Da- 
maſk with Gold Lace, forming a rich ArchiteQure 
in Pilaſters of the Compoſite Order, the Frize of 
which is adorn'd with a pair of Brackets, which is 

a vaſt Addition to the whole Decoration. The 
rich Gilding ſhines every where with Profuſion. 
At one End of the Room there ftands in the Wall 
a ſumptuous Beaufet of Silver gilt, and at the other 
there's a rich Canopy under which the Archbiſhop 
ſits when he dines in State. There's a ſtately Luſtre 
in the middle of the Room which conſiſts of mag- 
nificent pieces of Rock Cryſtal: At the End of 
this grand Apartment there are two Galleries, that 
deſerve the Attention of the Curious in Painting, 
who will certainly paſs their Time here very agree- 
Yor, J. B b a ably, 
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ably, and find a great many choice Pictures done by 
the beſt Maſters. The Chimney-piece of the fifſt 

of theſe Galleries is a great Ornament to it, bein 
f the fineſt Marble adorn'd with Braſs, gilt with 

8 ater-Gold. Over it there's a Statue of Braſs as 
big as the Life repreſenting Antinous. The ſecond 
Gallery is as magnificent as the firſt, The Floor, 
Cieling, Door-Caſes, and all the Ornaments in ge- 
neral are of fine Marble. The Walls are painted in 
Freſco, and exhibit Geographical Charts of the prin- 
cipal Domimons in Europe in divers Pictures, which are 
executed with very great Art and Exactneſs both as 
to the Painting and Diſpoſition of the Things that 

are the Subjects of it. 3 
A third Apartment which is over the Archbi, 
ſhop's is for lodging foreign Princes, and is not in- 
feriour to the others in Grandeur and Magnificence. 
It conſiſts of ſeveral Rooms all in a Row. In one 
Room there are all the Pictures of the Emperors 
from Charlemain to Charles VI. The Rooms that 
follow it are hung with very rich Ta , particu- 
hrly one Set repreſenting the War een Pompey 
— Cæſar, which is ſo wonderfully well drawn 
that the Marſhal de Daun Governour of Milan of- 
fer'd 40000 Florins for it to the late Archbiſhop. 
I ſhall ſay nothing of the other Apartments, having 
treated ſo much of the Archiepiſcopal Palace; tho” 
if it had belong'd to a Temporal Prince I ſhould 
have ſaid much leſs of it, but I thought fit to give 

you an Idea of the Wealth of a Prelate. | 

Adjoining to the Palace there is a great Building 
which ſerves for lodging the Archbiſhop's Do- 
meſtics. The Stables are fit for a King, and if a 
Frenchman was to ſee them he would be forc'd toown 
that as to the Inſide they are more magnificent than 
the ſo much boaſted Stables of Verſailles. They 
hold 150 Horſes in two Rows, with a broad Walk 
in the middle; and the Roof which is pretty high 
is 
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is ſupported by two Ranges of Stone-Pillars. Next 
to theſe Stables is a Riding-Houſe cover'd, the Ceil- 
ing of which being painted in Freſco, repreſents a 
Tournament; and all round it there is a Gallery. 
"Tis pity that this magnificent Riding-Houſe is not 
broader. There's another Riding-Houſe uncovered 
which has not its Fellow in the World. "Tis a very 
great ſquare Place, three Sides of which are lin'd 
by very high Rocks, in which three Rows of Seats 
are very artfully cut out for the Spectators, when 
there is any Carouſal, or Combat of wild Beafts. 
The whole Work is really magnificent, and the old 
Romans would not have been aſhamed to own it. 
 Trinity-College Church is extremely well adorned. 
The Floor is of Marble, and the Roof painted with 
a great deal of Art, repreſenting the Aſſumption of 
the Virgin, and the Crown placing on her Head by 
God the Father and by Tels Chriſt, The High- 
Altar is of a very ſingular Form, but very magnifi- 
cent. Two Angels of Braſs, exceeding human Sta- 
ture, in a Poſture of Humility and Adoration, ſup- 
port a Heart of Braſs which ſerves for a Taberna- 
cle. Over it is a Globe, between God the Father 
and the Redeemer. God the Father ſeems to reſt 
his right hand upon the Globe, and preſents the 
left to our Lord, who puts his left upon the Globe, 
and in the right holds a Croſs. They are ſupported 
by very large Rays which ſhine with very rich 
ilding. This ſtately Groupe is ſurmounted with a 
Glory, in the midſt of which the Holy Ghoſt ap- 
rs in form of a Dove, extending its Rays over 
B04 the Father, and God the Son. The whole is 
of Braſs gilt with Gold, of a very curious Fancy. 
Near this magnificent Church is the Palace of 
Mirabel, where the late Archbiſhop the Count de 
Harrach, uſed to ſpend the Summer. This Prince 
who is truly magnificent in every thing, caus'd this 
Houſe to be built at a great Expence from the very 
5 B b 2 Foun- 
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Foundation; but the Architect whom he employ'd 
has not anſwer'd his Intention, and it appears that 
he did not underſtand the proper Diſtribution of the 
Apartments. Every Part of it indeed taken diſ- 
tinctly, is beautiful, but there is not one in its pro- 
per Place. The grand Stair-Caſe is very fine, as 
well for its Contrivance as for its rich Ornaments, 
but *tis placed in a Corner, and without a Guide *tis 

no eaſy matter to find it. The Salon, which is the 
Maſter- piece of the Archbiſhop's Apartments, is 
worth the Obſervation of the Curious, with reſpect 
to the grand manner in which *tis painted: Marble, 
Braſs, and Gilding, ſeem to have been beſtowed on 
it with Profuſion. As to the Pilaſters, the Corin- 
 thian Order is entirely obſerved ; and there are Baſ- 
{o-Relievos imitating Braſs which are well defign'd, 
and make a very good Appearance, *Tis pity this 
fine Salon wants Proportion, it being much too lofty 
for its Size; and *tis ſtill more to be lamented that it 
has not a Proſpect over the Gardens, the River of 
Saltz, and the adjacent Country, which are Ob- 
jects that are diſcovered from the Apartments next 
to the Salon. 

The Chapel of Mirabel is alſo very magnificent; 
and though but of a middling Size, is not inferior 
to the fineſt Churches. This Palace is accompanied 
with Gardens finely adorned with Fountains and 
Statues; and there are ſeveral Orange-Trees planted 
in the Ground, which are cover'd up in the Winter 
in a wooden Box, | cs 
Thus, Sir, have I given you a very particular 
Account of the City of Sallgbourg: What remains 
for me 1s to ſpeak of the Archbiſhop's Houſhold, 
which will give you an Idea of his Wealth and 
Grandeur. This Prince has |

The Office of Maſter of the Pantry is vacant by 
the death of the Count de Thanhauſen, the laſt of 
his Family. | 

The Count de Torring is Great Chamberlain. 

All theſe Offices are executed by the eldeſt Sons 
of the Families above-mentioned. 

The Archbiſhop confers the Order of St. Hubert, 
which was inſtituted the 25th of November, 1702, 
by the Archbiſhop Jobn-Erugſt, who has thereto 
annexed fix Commanderies, or Prebends, of a con- 
ſiderable Revenue. 

The Archbiſhops are obliged for moſt of their 
Wealth to the Princes of Bavaria x. Mean time 
the Members of the Chapter of Salrzhourg admit of

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no Princes, that they may have a Plea for refuſing 
the Princes of Bavaria, of whoſe Power they are 
Jealous ; in which I think _ ſhew more regard to 
the Rules of Pplicy than thoſe of Gratitude. 

The City of Salizbourg is worth ſeeing, but does 
not afford Amuſement. Every one lives here for 
his own fake, and except ſome Gentlemen of the 
Chapter, and the Maſter of the Horſe, who is the 
Count de Truchſſes Zeil, there's nobody to viſit, 
The latter is a Nobleman whoſe Manners and Sen- 
timents are entirely conformable to his Birth. I 


know nobody that is more polite ; and I have a- 


bundant reaſon to praiſe his Civility to me. He 


is of a Family, one Branch of which is ſettled in 
Pruſſia, where it has for a long time held diſtin- 
guiſhed Employments, and produced Subjects of 
great Merit who have done the State good Ser- 
vice. 

I forgot to mention two things to you that are 
worth ſeeing, viz. the Capuchins Convent, from 
whence there's a Proſpect of a vaſt Tract of Coun- 
try; and St. Sebaſtian's Church-yard, in which is 
interr'd the celebrated Paracelſus; his Tomb lies 
in a Place very much neglected, behind a Door, 
where a Latin Epitaph ſays, There reſts Philip- 
* Theophraſtus Paracelſus, the famous Phyſician, 
* who with wonderful Art cured the Leproſy, Gout, 
<. Dropſy, and other incurable Diſtempers ; and 
* who after having given all his Eftate to the Poor, 
+ died September 24, 1541. | Wai 

Paracelſus cared moſt of his Patients by Sympa- 
thy, which made the Vulgar, who aye always apt 
to run into extremes, beheve that he was a Ma- 
gician, He wrote ſeveral Books, whereof one of 
the moſt curious is his Treatiſe of Serret Philoſophy, 
which really contains fuch Paſſages as would make 
one believe that if Paracelſus was hot a Conjurer 
himſelf, he was at leaſt one of the Sect. of

POSTSCRIPT. 


Since the year 1730, that this Letter was wrote, great Re- 
volutions have happened in the Archbiſhoprick of Seltzboutg, 
with regard to Religion; for about 22,000 Perſons have aban-- 
doned this Country, together with their Eſtates and their For- 
tunes, and declared themſelves of the Lutheran Communion ; 
which is very ſtrange, and almoſt inconceivable! For in ſhort, 
thoſe People never knew any Clergy but their own Prieſts, they 
lived in a Country where there was no Controverſy about Reli- 
1X7 becauſe all the Inhabitants were reckoned ſtaunch Ca- 
olics, by conſequence thoſe People could not be inſtrudted ; 
and even the greateſt part of them could not read, but were bred 
up in ſuch groſs Ignorance that they ſcarce knew the Princi- 
s of Chriſtianity. Therefore how could theſe poor People 
ow that they were in an Error? 

I am not —— that at the beginning of the pretended Re- 
formation, there were Sa/tzburgers that followed the Doctrines 
of Luther, ſuch as Staupitz, of Sp. Peter's at Saltzbourg ; 
Paul Speratus, a Preacher in the Cathedral of this City; and ſe- 
veral others. But Lutheraniſm was thought to be quite ſuppreſ- 
ſed in this Province, when it ſeem'd all on a ſudden to take = 
er Root than ever; tho', as I ſaid before, I can't conceive how 


it ſhould happen. Is it;poſlible that the Arghbiſhop, the Curates 
Bb 4 and 
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and Prieſts ſhould take fo little Care of what ought to have been 
moſt dear to them, | mean ihe Salvation of Souls, as that ſo many 
Thouſands of People ſhould paſs with them for- good Romans, 
at the ſame time that they abhorred Rome and its Precepts? For 
in ſhort, I ſuppote, and believe too, that there have ever been 
Proteſtants in this Country, ſince the pretended Reformation; 

it being not in the power of Man to deftroy a Religion when once 

it has had Followers in a Country ; but the Difficulty is, how 
thoſe Sectaries ſhould ſubſiſt there, without the Knowledge of 
an eccleſiaſtical Sovereign; and how it was poſſible for them, not 
only to ſubſiſt, but even to multiply, and the Prieſts and Arch- 
biſhop not perceive it. Ought not the Curates to know the 
Sentiments of their Pariſhioners by Confeſſion? Ought they not 
to acquaint the Archbiſhop their Head of it? and ought not this 
Prelate and his Prieſts to endeavour to reclaim thoſe that go a- 
ſtray, by the Example of a lively Faith, and by charitable Ex- 

| Hortations, and from a Compaſſion for their Error, diligently 
to 1 the Propagation of it? But all this has been neglected: 
The Prieſts, and their Archbiſhop, knew not there was a Fire, 
till *twas too late to put it out; and inſtead of the habe 
ture, Compaſſion, and Charity, which like Water were necel- 
{ary to extinguiſh it, they pour'd in the Oil of Hatred and Vio- 
lence, and abandoned themſelves to their furious Zeal. The 
haughty, rigid, and ſevere Archbiſhop, forgetting that he was 
both a Father and an Archbiſhop, and giving way to the Violence 

of his Temper, has for ever loſt thoſe Souls which he might 
have hoped to reclaim, by Inſtructions truly paſtoral, and treat- 
ing them as Children led aſtray ; whereas this Prelate, by uſing 
the contrary Method, has cauſed a great many Perſons todeclare 

_ - themſelves Proteſtants, who would have died in the Boſom of 
the Church, if the proper Remedies had been employed, to 

bring them back to it. | | 
But I am perſuaded that among the Emigrants of Saltæbourg, 

| there is avaſt number who made Religion only a Cloak to leave 
I. - their Country, in hopes of bettering their Fortunes elſewhere, 
and who were ſeduced by the enſnaring Temptation of throwing 
- off the Yoak of Submiſſion. Be this as it will, thoſe unfortunate 

Subjects, like the Fewws, are ſpread into divers Countries, as

| Travelled hither all the way from Saltæbour 
1 with the ſame Horſes, which is what I will 
never do again ; for travelling by Poſt is always 
beſt ; and though *tis more expenſive, yet on the 
other hand ' tis leſs fatiguing. 

Three Leagues from Saltzbourg ſtands the little 
Town of HALLE, which belongs to the Elector of 
Bavaria, and is a Place conſiderable for its Salt- 
Pits. It lies in a ſmall Valley croſſed by three Ri- 
vers form'd by Torrents from the Mountains, 
which bring down a vaſt Quantity of floating Wood, 
that is ſtopp'd at Halle by the Piles which either 
croſs or ſhut up the Rivers. They lay the Wood up 
in ſtore for the Salt-Works which conſume a great 
Quantity of it. 

After I had been all over the Salt-Works, I 
went and din'd at Schneitzenrieth, a ſorry Village, 
where, however, I far'd better than I have done at 
many good Towns. | 

When I had dined I purſued my Journey, and 
having travelled four Leagues, entred the Country 
of TIRO, the Paſſage to which is very much ftrai- 
tened, ſo that there's ſcarce room for a Waggon, by 
two very high Rocks or Mountams, and two Forts 
between them, one belonging to the Archbiſhoprick 
of Saltzbourg, and the other to the County of Tirg/.

Each Sovereign keeps a Garriſon in his Fort, and 
1 


Officers to receive the Duties. 
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I lay that Evening at WAHTRINGEN, the firſt 
Village in the Dominions of Tirol, as one comes 
out of Germany. I here found a Parcel of Boys 
running about with lighted Touchwood in their 
hands, to the Houſes, Woods, and Fields. Ha- 
ving aſk'd an old Man the meaning of it, he told 
me that the Wood ſo lighted was conſecrated by 
the Parſon of the Pariſh, and had the virtue of ſe- 
curing all Places to which it was carried, againſt 
Lightning. This Conſecration of the Wood 1s al- 
ways perform'd the Saturday before Eafter, when a 
great Pile is erected before the Church, into which 
the Parſon throws Holy-water, and then ſets fire 
to it. When the whole is well kindled, every one 
ſtrives to ſnatch a Firebrand, with which they run 
to their Houſes and Lands, but with ſo little care 
that I wonder they don't ſet every place they come 
to in a Flame. | Ft 4 

From Halle to Wabtringen the Country is every 
bit uncultivated. The Inhabitants live upon Milk, 
Pickled-cabbage, and Water-gruel. They have no 
Corn but what comes from Bavaria. All their Sub- 
ſtance and Trade is in Cattle, and their Mountains 
afford excellent Paſture. | 

Upon Eaſter-day I heard Maſs at St. Zobw's, a 
great Village where there's a very pretty Church, I 
was very much pleaſed with the Sermon that was 
preached by the Parſon, and with the Regularity 
with which' the whole Divine Service was per- 
formed. : 

After Maſs I went and din'd at ELvan, to which 
place I came through a Valley, which in the Sum- 
mer time muſt be very agreeable, but at the preſent 
Seaſon 1s all covered with Snow, I was not more 
edified at Wabtringen, than I was ſcandalized at 
Elvan, to catch my Landlord, a clever, merry 
Blade, engaged with one of. his Maids in ſomething 
elſe inſtead of telling their Beads, My Preſence was 


ſo 
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fo far from ſpoiling Sport that my Land lord invited 
me very civilly to do as he did, aſſuring me that his 
Houſe was well furniſh*'d with Nymphs, In a very 
little time I was convinced that what he ſaid was true, 
for being obliged by the Cold to ſtay in the com- 
mon Room while one was aired for me, I ſaw half 
a ſcore Laſſes come in, who were all of em my 
Landlord's very humble Servants, and not in the 
leaſt diſpoſed to imitate the eleven thouſand Virgins. 
After Dinner, purſuing my way through Snows 
and Rocks, I went and lay at Aundabl. Next 
day I got beyond the Snow, and eroſſed a very 
pleaſant Valley which brought me to RAT EN BER, 
a Town on the Banks of the Inn, defended by a 
Caſtle built on a Rock, and ſtronger by its Situation 
than by its Works. The Elector Maximilian-E- 
manuel of Bavaria coming before this Caſtle on the 
13th of June, 1703» obliged the Garriſon, which 
was compoſed of the Militia, to ſurrender at Diſ- 
cretion. From this Fort to Inſpruc J always kept 
along the River Inn, which runs through a fine 
Valley between high Mountains that are much 
Keeper on the right ſide of the River than the left; 
nevertheleſs there are Houſes on them that are in- 
habited by the Miners. I can't imagine how it was 
poſſible for the good People to build in Places fo 
inconvenient; for their Houſes look as if they were 
ftuck on to the Rocks, and as if nothing but a 
_ or a Swallow could come at them. The whole 
alley is v ulous, and abounds wit pret 
Villages, Calles, and fine Country-Houſes. TTY 
At the end of it ſtands the Town of Schwarz, 
which 1s very well built. The Pariſh Church is an 
ancient, fair, large Edifice ; and wholly covered with 
Copper, as moſt of the Churches im Tirol are with 
Tin painted green, which has a very pretty look. 
The Houſes at Schwatz are generally of Brick, fo 
that *tis very rare to ſee one of Timber, I obſery'd 
at 
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at the Inn where I din'd, and throughout the whole 
Country of Tirol, that when People came into any 
Houſe, they (aid to the Maſter of it, Hail, Jeſus 
Chriſt! to which he anfwered, May Chriſt be prai- 
fed, and the boly Virgin his Mother, Then the 
Maſter of the Houſe ſtepp'd forward, and took the 
Viſitor by his hand. This method of faluting is 
practiſed among all the People throughout Tirol, 
and the Salutation is fix*d up in print at all the Doors, 
with an Advertiſement tack'd to it, importing, that 
Pope Clement XI. had granted an hundred Days of 
Indulgence, and plenary Abſolution, in favour of 
thoſe who ſhould pronounce the Salutation and the 
_ Anſwer. Wee: | wt 
After having din'd at Schwatz, I continued to 
ride along the Inn; and three Leagues beyond that 
I paſs'd the River, over a Bridge near Fultiſbau, 
a fine Convent of the Servite-Fryars, and went to 
HaLLE, the ſecond City of Tirol. The reverend Fa- 
thers the Jeſuits have a fine Houſe here, and a no- 
ble Church, with a great Garden to it. The Mint, 
is alſo worth ſeeing, where they coin a great Quan- 
tity of Species from the Silver and Copper taken 
out of the Mines of Tirol. The Water is brought 
to it by wooden Pipes. They drive a great Trade 
at Halle in Copper, Tin, and Salt, which is 
produced there in abundance, the Vent of it being 
promoted by means of the River Inn, which be- 
comes navigable at Hall | 
From this Town to Inſpruc tis two Leagues, and 
2 ſtrait even Road which deſerves to be planted 
on each fide with Trees. InserRuc, the Capital 
City of Tirol, ſtands in the middle of a Valley, on 
the Banks of the Inn, over which there's a wooden 
Bridge that leads to the Suburbs. Inſpruc was here- 
tofore the Reſidence of the Archdukes, the Sove- 
reigns of Tirol; but ſince the auguſt Houſe of Au- 
ſtria has been reduced in Germany to the Benz 
| ranch, 
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Branch ſingly, this City has been only ſubject to Go- 


vernors, who however were always great Noble- 
men. Charles Duke of Lorrain, who married the 
Queen Dowager of Poland, Siſter to the Emperor 
Leopold, and who made himſelf famous by the Vic- 
tories which he gainꝰd over the Turks, held this im- 
portant Office. That Prince dying at Inſpruc, was 
ſucceeded by Charles Prince Palatine of Newbaurg, 
Brother to the Empreſs Eleonora, Leopold's third 
Wife, but he renounced the Government of Tirol, 
on his Acceſſion to the Electorate. He liv'd at In- 
ſpruc, with great Pomp, and his Abſence is ſtill 
very much lamented there, Since he went away, 

the Government of Tirol has remain'd vacant, The 
ſay *tis deſigned for the Archducheſs Mary-Magda- 
len, the Emperor's youngeſt Siſter. This I know 
is what the Burghers of [z/pruc wiſh for; but 
I don't think the Nobility do; becauſe the Pre- 
ſence of the Archducheſs would oblige the People 
of Quality to be at very great Expence; for they 
would be under a neceſſity of going to Court, as 

well as of carrying it more civilly to their Vaſlals. 
The Count de Konickel is the Chief of the Regen- 
cy: He has the Title of Landſbauptman, which is 
much the ſame with Lieutenant-General of the Pro- 
vince, wherein he has the abſolute Command, and 
all the Sovereign Courts depend on him, This No- 
bleman is a Jiroleſe, and lodges in a fine Houſe 
which has been built by order of the States of Tirol, 
for the Refidence of their Landſbauptman. He 
_ conducts himſelf with Dignity, and is civil to Fo- 
reigners. | 
"Twas at Inſpruc that the Emperor Charles V. 
received one of the greateſt Shocks he had met with 
in all his Life. For he was ſurprized there with his 
Brother Ferdinand, King of the Romans, by Mau- 
rice Elector of Saxony, who, though his Creature, 
made War upon him nevertheleſs, on account of 
| 95 Religion 
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Religion. The Emperor and his Brother were ſo 
near being taken 2 BageF: but juſt time to 
make their Eſcape to Yillaco, a little Town upon 
the Drave in Carinthia, This was a terrible Re- 
verſe of Fortune for a Prince, who, but a few years 
before, had a Pope and a King of France too, his 
Priſoners. 
Maximilian-Emanuel Elector of Bavaria was. 
not more fortunate at Inſpruc than Charles V. for 
though he made himſelf Maſter of it in June 1703, 
he was obliged to abandon it in July following, 
and to retire to Bavaria, after having tried in vain 
to force Paſſes which were in a manner inacceſſible 
2 and ed — only by the Peaſants 
by regular Troops. His Deſign was to have 
—— M. ae Pendoſme- in the County of Trent, and 
y that means to have opened a Communication 
with the Milaneſe. The EleQor whilſt he was re- 
treating, ran the hazard ſeveral times of lofing his 
Life; and his Troops were for the moſt part knock'd 
o' th' head by Stones which the Peaſants hurPd at 
them in the Defiles which they were obliged to

The City of Inſpruc is abſolutely defenceleſs, and 
were it not for its Suburbs, would be one of the 
leaſt Cities in all Germany ; but thoſe Suburbs are 
very ;large, and the Refidence of Perſons of the 
greateſt Diſtinction. The Houſes are very commo- 
dious, well built of Brick, and for the moſt part 
with Piazzas, which is a great Conveniency to the 
Foot-pafſengers. There was heretofore great Store 
of Salt here, but for ſome years paſt the Pits are 
dry, which is a Loſs to Inſpruc of no leſs than 
200,000 Florins a-year. 

Though the City is ſmall yet there are ſeveral 
very fine things to be ſeen in it. Such is the an- 
cient Palace of the Archdukes, a vaſt large Struc- 
ture, but without Architecture, or any . 

6 : 2 
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Regularity. There are Pictures in it done by fkil- 
ful Hands, particularly in that calFd' the Giant's- 
Hall, where the Story of Dejanira 1s repreſented 
with very great Art and Perfection. 
The Palace has very great Gardens belonging ts 
it, but they are not well kept; yet there are the 
Remains of noble Fountains and brazen Statues. 
Among the latter is an Equeftrian Statue of an Arch- 
duke of Auſtria, who is repreſented as large as the 
Life, in Armour, with Breeches after the Faſhion 
of the Ancients, a Ruff, and little Boots. The 
Horſe ſeems to reſt upon his Haunches, in an At- 
_— as if he was juſt ready to leap off the Pede- 
The Prince Charles of Newbourg, the preſent E- 
lector Palatine, finding the old Caſtle not commo- 
dious enough, cauſed one to be built of Wood ; 
which was ſome — ago burnt down to the ground 

by an accidental Fire. XL 
The Pariſh Church is of modern Building, with 
a great Dome raiſed in the middle of the Croſs. 
The whole Architecture of this Edifice is of the 
Corinthian Order. The Front is expos'd to an ad- 
vantagious Point of View on a Square, and is a- 
dorned with three Orders, one above another, 
which makes the Fabric to riſe in the whole to a- 
bout 120 Foot height, excluſive of a great flight 
of Steps to it, after the manner of Italy. All the 
Parts of this Structure are charged with Ornaments 
of a clumſey Invention, and very ill executed; ſo 
that the Confuſion reſulting from it is infinitely 
ſhocking to thoſe that have a nice Taſte of Archi- 
tecture. The Inſide is more tolerable than the Out- 
ſide, and is even magnificent. The whole Length 
from the Entrance to the Foot of the High-Altar, 
is 432 Feet. The Foundation of it was laid while 
Charles de Newbourg was Governor of Tirol, who 
plac'd the firſt Stone of it. The whole ä 
0 
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of this Church conſiſts in Pilaſters of red Marble; 
with a Vein of white, and the Chapiters are of Plai- 
ſter. The Roof is painted in Freſco by Goſman- 
Daniel Ofſem, a Native of Munich, who has ſuc- 
ceeded ſo well as to give entire Satisfaction to 
ſuch as have a Taſte for, and Skill in things that 
are curious. The High-Altar ſtands under the Arch 
at the end oppoſite to the Nave of the Church. *Tis 
rfectly magnificent, adorned with four great Pil- 
rs of the Compoſite Order, of green Marble with 
white Veins, whoſe Chapiters and Baſes are of Mar- 
ble of various Colours ; and they ſupport a Canopy, 
which is form'd by four Curves filPd with a Glory. 
The Tabernacle and the Front of the Altar are 
of maſſy Silver, charged with ſeveral Mouldings, 
and Foliages of Silver gilt; and there are few Altars 
more ſpendidly decorated. There is a miraculous 
Image of the holy Virgin, which the Archduke Le- 
opold, the Sovereign of Tirol, brought hither from 
Dreſden. That Prince made a Viſit to the Elector 
of Saxony, who ſhewing him his Treaſure, deſir'd 
him to chuſe any Piece that he lik'd beſt ; Leopold 
ſingled out this Figure, becauſe he was told that in 
the early days of Lutheraniſm, it had been caſt three 
times in the Fire, and always taken out again with- 
out any Damage. The Archduke on his return to 
his Dominions, made a Preſent of this Image to the 
Pariſh, and it has ever ſince been held in great Ve- 
neration, and never fail'd of working great Mira- 
cles. Three great Lamps of maſly Silver are con- 
tinually burning before it; and the other Chapels 
have each a Lamp of ſolid Silver whoſe Light is 
always ſhining, All this Plate was given to the 

Church by the EleQor Palatine. | 
The famous golden Roof is near the Pariſh- 
Church, and ſerves to cover a Balcony of the Chan- 
cery which fronts the Square. They ſay that Fre- 
acric of Auſtria, the Sovereign of Tirol, 8 this 
Noc 
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Roof to be made, to let his Subjects ſee that he was 
not ſo bare of Money as they thought him, and 
that he did not deſerve the Nick- name they had 
given him of the Pennyleſs Prince. There are ma- 
ny however who affirm that this Roof is not of 
Gold, while others ſay the contrary. As far as 1 
can judge of it, I believe *tis of Copper only co- 
vered with very thin Plates of Gold, and by conſe- 
quence of no great Value. And ſuppoſing the 
whole Roof was of ſolid Gold, I don't believe 
the Expence was very extraordinary, though to be 
ſure it was by much too great for ſo mean a pur-

The Houſe or College of the reverend Fathers 
the Jeſuits, is a very great Building in which no 
Coſt has been ſpared. Its principal Front is 166 
Paces in length. Theſe Fathers are the Directors 
of the Univerſity. Near to their College is the 
Church of the Franciſcans, whoſe Convent was 
founded by the pious Legacies of the Emperor 
Maximilian, who on his Death-bed ordered his 
Succeſſor to cauſe this Houſe and Church to be built 
at Inſpruc. His Grandſon Ferdinand I. Son to Phi- 
lip the Fair, perform'd his Will, and in honour of 
his Grandfather's Memory, raiſed him a Marble 
Tomb which may be rank'd among the moſt ſtate- 
ly Mauſoleums in Europe. The Emperor Maximi- 
lian is there repreſented on his Knees upon a Cu- 
ſhion, with his Hands lifted up to Heaven, and as 
it were proſtrate in Prayer: He is adorned with the 
Crown, and the Imperial Dalmatic. This Figure is 
of a gigantic Size, and admirably well done in Braſs. 
Tis plac'd on a great high Baſe of black Marble, 
forming an oblong Square, on an Aſcent of three 
Steps of red Marble. The whole Baſe is divided 
into twenty-four Compartiments, or ſquare Tables 
of white Marble, repreſenting the memorable Ac- 
tions of Maximilian in excellent Bas-Rehefs, The 

Vor, I. | Cc four 
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four cardinal Virtues in a mournful Attitude, ate 
repreſented in Braſs, as fitting on the Corners of 
the Mauſoleum, and looking on Maximilian's Sta- 
tue. The entire Mauſoleum ſtands by itſelf in the 
middle of the Church ; and the following Inſcrip- 
tion 1s engraved in Letters of Gold all round the 
Baſe of this Monument;

All this fine Mauſoleum was executed with very 
great Care and Skill, by Alexander Colin, a Native 
of Mechlin ; the Picture of which ingenious Pain- 
ter, and that of his Wife, are kept in the Church, 
as an Acknowledgment due to that excellent Ar- 
tiſt. This Mauſoleum was mightily enriched by the 
Magnificence of Frederic Archduke of Auſtria, ſur- 


named the Pennyleſs Prince, who cauſed to be n, in 
| e 
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the Nave of the Church twenty eight Statues of 
Braſs ſeven Foot in height, repreſenting ſo many 
Princes and Princeſſes that were related to the Houſe 
of Auſtria, They are ſet up in two Rows from 
the great Gate to the Altar, and therefore ſeparate 
the Nave from the two Wings on the Sides. Tis 
pity that thoſe Statues are in the Hands of Monks 
who neglect them very much, and ſuffer the Duſt to 


eat into them. They would do much better in a 


Royal Palace: Some of them are in great Perfec- 
tion. I fancy you will be glad to know the Names 
of the Perſons they repreſent. 


I. The firſt, beginning on the right Side of the 
Altar, is the Figure. of Joan of Caſtile, Mother to 
Charles V. and Ferdinand I. the Heads of the two 
Branches of the Houſe of Auſtria; the firſt of 
which became extinct by the Death of Charles II.

Beſides theſe twenty eight Statues there are twenty 
three others plac'd upon the Corniſh of the Portico 
which ſeparates the Nave from the Choir: They are 
of Braſs two Foot high, and repreſent thoſe Kings 
and Princes whom the Church honours as Saints. 

I am farther to acquaint you of the Chapel of 
this Church, call'd the Silver Chapel, becauſe of the 
Image of the Virgin there of ſolid Silver as big 
as the Life in the middle of the Altar, with a 
great many Images of Saints all of the ſame Metal. 
The Aſcent to this Chapel is by a winding Stair- 
caſe, Here is to be ſeen the ſtately Tomb of Fer- 


dinand Archduke of Auſtria, Count of Tirol, Son 


to the Emperor Ferdinayd I, This Mauſoleum is 
under an Arch which is pretty high. Ferdinand, 
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whoſe Figure is of white Marble, ſeems to be aſleep 
upon a Bed of black Marble rais'd one Foot from 
the Ground. The whole Arch is lin'd with Marble 
of various Colours, forming divers Compartments 
of very curious Workmanſhip, where you ſee the 
Arms of the Provinces reduc'd to the Obedience of 
the Houſe of Auſtria: The different Colours are 
| ſhewn by precious Stones enchas'd in Marble, and 
ſo curiouſly done that the Work ſeems to be ena- 
mePd. Round the fame Arch are plac'd five Bas- 
Reliefs, repreſenting in as many Pictures the me- 
morable Actions of Ferdinand. Five other Bas-Re- 
liefs contain the Images of that Prince's Patrons, 
viz, Jesvs CHRIST, St. Anthony of Padua, St.George, 
St Thomas, and St. Leopold, 
Near the ſaid Tomb ſtands that of Philippina of 
Welſerin, who was born at Aug. ſburg, and the Wife of 
the Archduke Ferdinand, by whom ſhe had two Sons, 
Charles the Margrave of Burgau, and Andrew Car- 
dinal of Auſtria. This Mauſoleum is of Free-ſtone 
and has nothing remarkable more than the following 


Epitaph:

The Franciſcan who ſhew'd me this Chapel aſ- 
ſur'd me that it was one of the Firſt- rate Chapels in 
the World, on account of the Indulgences which had 
been annex d to it by the Beneficence of the Popes ; 
that it was upon a par with the Chapel of the Holy 
Sepulchre at Jeruſalem, with the Churches of &.. 
Fobn de Lateran, St. Mary major, and St. Gregory 
at Rome; and that, in fine, a Maſs ſaid in this Cha- 
pel for the Repoſe of a Soul departed, was enough 
to deliver it out of Purgatory.

LETTER XXV. 


SIR, | Venice, Anil x 27. 1730. 
Wrote to you from Inſpruc the very 
Day before I ſet out from thence for this Place, 
to which I arrived without any Misfortune. 

About three quarters of a League from Iuſpruc we 
came among very tireſome and diſagreeable Moun- 
tains, the higheſt of which is call'd the Brenner, a 
Name that the Country People gave it when they 
clear*d it of the Wood, and burnt it. This Moun- 
tain is much more rugged on the fide of Trent than 
tis towards Inſpruc; tis for nine Months together 
cover'd with Snow, and I found a great deal re- 
maining on it ſtill; yet 'tis inhabited to the very 
Top. There is a Poſt-Houſe, a Tavern, and a 
Chapel in which Maſs is only ſaid when the Snows 
Cc4 are 
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are melted: It produces Corn and Hay in abun- 
dance. Near the Poſt-Houſe there is a conſide- 
rable Spring which at firſt forms a large Bafin, and 
then divides into two Torrents which quickly 
change into Rivers, one whereof falls into the Inn 
above Inſpruc, and the other, after becoming navi- 
gable two Leagues from Bolſano, loſes itſelf in the 
Adige above Trent. The Paſlage of the Brenner is 
very painful, and ſometimes impracticable when it 
ſnows or rains; ſo that Travellers are often oblig'd 
to ſtay ſeveral Days till the Return of fair Weather; 
which is the more inconvenient becauſe the Inns on 
both Sides are of the worſt ſort. 

Stertzingen a little Town four Poſt-Stages from 
Inſpruc, has nothing remarkable; however I was 
well accommodated there. Next Day I went and 
din'd at Br1xen an Epiſcopal City in an agreeable 
Valley, where I found the Seaſon very orward. 
The Country between Brixen and Bolſano is ex- 
tremely populous, and ſo manur'd that the ſteepeſt 
Mountains are cultivated. - 

BoLsano is a pretty Town well inhabited, and 
drives a conſiderable Trade, having no leſs than 
four Fairs a Year, Its Situation is very agreeable, 
in the middle of a fine large Valley full of Villages 
and Vineyards, The Air here is much ſofter than 
in the reſt of Tirol, and I found Trees here in full 
Verdure while in the Country they were but juſt 
budded. The Vines are very carefully watched by 
Men who keep Guard in Huts rais'd upon three 
Poles plac'd croſs-wiſe, and high enough to com- 
mand the Vineyards. Miſſon in his Voyage to [taly 
Hays, that theſe Huts or Guerites were for lodging 
the Guards that are poſted to hinder the Bears from! 
eating the Grapes. I know not who could tell him 
that there were any Bears in this Country, and if 
there are tis hardly probable they would venture 
: a Valley ſo populous as that of Bolſano. Wi he 

ines 
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Wines of this Valley are the beſt in all Tirol; but 
they muſt be drank, as muſt all the Wines of this 
Country, the very Year of their Growth, or elſe 
they grow luſcious, and then turn crabbed, 

The Valley of Bolſano which extends to 7 rent 
is throughout equally agreeable; and is not in- 
cumber'd by thoſe horrid Mountains that we were 
peſter'd with in the Road from Inſpruc. 

TRENTis celebrated for the Council formerly held 
there. I went to ſee the Church of St. Mary major, 
where the Fathers of that Council held their Af. 
ſemblv. It has nothing remarkable befides its Or- 
gans which are of too enormous a Size for a Church, 
but are a very curious piece of Work; for they not 
only exhibit various Sounds but imitate Vocal Muſic, 
the Notes of divers Birds, and the Noiſe of Ket- 
tle-Drums and Trumpets. The Biſhop of Trent is 
a Prince of the Empire. The See is now vacant by 
the Death of the Count de Yolckenſtein the laſt Bi- 
ſhop. The Chapter has fix'd the Election for 
next May. A great many Travellers highly extol 
the Biſhop's Palace, but for my own part, I was 
not ſo fortunate as to obſerye any thing in it that 
was worthy of Attention, 
| 83 all Tirol the Common People are 

very ill- favour'd: Moſt of the Women are diſguisꝰd 
by Wens in their Throat“, and as if that was 
not enough they disfigure themſelves by their Dreſs. 
The Country Women wear Stockings which have no 
Feet, and are gather'd into many little Folds from 
the Ancle to the Calf of the Leg : Their Shoes are 
exactly like thoſe the Men wear, Their Petti-

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great Squares of Free- ſtone. We aſcended the fa- 
mous Tower of St. Mark which is a four- ſquare 
Building, by a Stair withoyt Steps. It was built 
by the Doge Domingo Morgfini, to ſerve as a Watch- 
Tower to Ships at Sea; and that jt might be ſeen 
a great way off he caus'd the Angel on the top of it 
to be gilt; but Time the Deſtroyer of all Things 
has ſtripp'd off the Gold. From this Tower one 
Tees the whole City of Venice, the neighbouring 
Iſlands, and the Terra Firma, which all together 
makes a noble Proſpect. | 
We afterwards enter'd St. Mark's Church, which 
is an Edifice of Grecian Architecture, pretty dark 
and not very high, but after all, full of Curioſities 
worthy the Attention of a Traveller, As this Church 
has been deſcrib'd with more Exactneſs than I can 
pretend to, I ſhall treat very ſuccinctly of the chief 
Things which it contains. The grand Portico is 
ſo low that one muſt even go down ſome Steps to 
enter into the Church. There is a Platform overiton 
which are plac'd four brazen Horſes brought from 
Conſtantinople, to which they were firſt carry*d from 
Rome by Conſtantine when that Prince transferr'd the 
Seat of the Empire from the one City to the other, 
Nothing is ſo magnificent and beautiful as thoſe 
Horſes. They were heretoforeallovergilt, but People 
out of mere Avarice ſcrap'd off great part of the pre- 
cious Metal, and all the reſt is almoſt worn off by 
Time. | 
At the Entrance of the Church on the right- 
hand Side there is a ſquare Stone which ſeem'd to 
me to be of white Marble, and is ſaid to be a piece 
of the Rock which Moſes ſtruck in the Wilderneſs, 
whereupon there iſſued out Water, If this be reall 
that Stone, what that Legiſlator did is fo nk 
the more to be admir'd, and may be reckon'd 
doubly miraculous ; firſt in fetching Water to a 
Place where there was none before, and then the 
EY ring- 
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bringing a quantity of it through four Holes no 
bigger than Peaſe ſufficient to quench the Thirſt of 
ſo numerous a Multitude. The Pavement of this 
Church is very grand, being of Moſaic Work ex- 
ceedingly diverſify'd with Stones of various Co- 
lours, Marble and Porphyry : But the ſtatelieſt 
Thing in all the Church are the Ornaments of the 
Altar for the great Holidays, of which that of St. 
Mark the Patron of the Republic is the moſt ſtrictly 
kept. St. Mark's Treaſure is then all laid open, 
which conſiſts in the rich Spoils taken from the Em- 
perors of Conſtantinople. Every part ſhines with 
ſolid Gold, Pearls, and Diamonds; ſo that the 
Temple of Jeruſalem excepted, I believe there's not 
a Houſe devoted to God that could ever boaſt of 
ſo much Riches. All this Treaſure is kept in St. 
Mark's Tower, and none of it can be taken out but 
in preſence of one of the Procurators, who muſt 
alſo be at the Altar when the Treaſure is plac'd on 
it, and dare not ftir from it till *tis put up ſafe a- 
n. | 
81 Mark's Church ſerves as a public Chapel to the 
Doge, who always is or at leaſt ought to be at- 
- tended thither by the Pope's Nuncio and the Am- 
baſſadors; but M. de Geri the French Ambaſſador, 
from I know not what Punctilio of Honour, avoids 
being preſent at the ſame Functions with the Count 
de Bolagnos the Emperor's Ambaſſador *, whom he 
can't endure to ſee go before him. When the 
Doge goes to St. Mark's Church *tis always with 
— Ceremony: He walks between the Pope's 
uncio and the Emperor's Ambaſſador, and the 
other Ambaſſadors walk in the ſame Row according 
to the Rank of their Maſters. They are preceded 
by ſix Trumpets, and ſix Banners are born before 
the Doge together with a Chair or Stool of State, 
| there 
This Miniſter died at Yevice in 1732, and was ſucceeded 
by Prince Pio. 
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there being no Back to it, and a Cuſhion of Gold 
Brocade. The Prince is dreſs'd in a long Robe of 
Gold Brocade alſo lin'd and fac'd with Ermin. The 
Senators follow him in Robes of red Damaſk, walk- 
ing two and two. He is receiv'd at the Entrance 

of the Church by the Clergy of St. Mark who brin 
him Holy Water and Incenſe, which the Ambal- 
ſadors receive after him. His Serenity and the 
Ambaſſadors fall on their Knees in the middle of 
the Nave, and then repeat the Prayers of Domine 
—_— fac Principem naſtrum. Afterwards the 

and places himſelf at the End of the 

Choir on the right Hand as we go in, and fits in the 
firſt upper Row of the Canons with the Pope's 
Nuncio on his Right and the Emperor's Ambaſſa- 
dor on the Right of the Nuncio, and fo on with 
the reſt. The Doge does not fit down *till the Se- 
nators are all enter'd, who, as they by his Se- 
renity, make him a profound Obeiſance, to which 
the Doge makes no manner of return. Whenevery 
body is ſeated, the Doge accompany'd by the Am- 
baſſadors advances towards the Altar, the Nuncio 
ſtrikes up High Maſs and ſays the Overture, to 
which the Da e anſwers. Aer this, the Doge 
and the Ambaſſadors return to their Places, and 
the Prelate of St. Mark who is in waiting, continues 
the Office, | 

After the Maſs is over, the Doge returns to his 
Palace attended by the ſame Train that accompa- 
nied him to Church. When he has aſcended the 
grand Stair- caſe of his Palace he feats himſelf in an 
Arm-Chair which is plac'd over-againſt the Stair- 
caſe. After he has fate a few Moments, he diſmiſſes 
the Ambaſſadors and the other Perſons of his Re- 
tinue, and retires to his Apartment. 

Next to St. Mark's Church is the Doge's Palace, 
a vaſt Building, of which you will find a large Ac- 
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The preſent Doge is Aloiſio Mocenigo *, a Prince 
as much to be reſpected for his Merit as for his Dig- 
nity. He is a Gentleman of great Sagacity, talks 
well, is very polite, and has infinitely more Gene- 
roſity than is aſcribed to thoſe of his Country. He 
is a handſome Man, and has a noble Aſpect that is 
improv'd by his white Locks of Hair which render 
him venerable. Before he was advanc'd to be a 
Doge, which was in 1722, he ſerv'd the Republic 
with Diſtinction in quality of Generaliſſimo. The 
vain Honours which this new Dignity has procur'd 
him have not puff*d him up, and he ſeems to think 
them rather a Burden than a Pleaſure. Before he 
came to be Doge he was the moſt ſociable Noble- 
man at Venice, and he now ſees more Company 
than ever his Predeceſſors did. He maſks himſelf 
at publick Rejoicings, goes out every Night in a 
common Gondola without Guard or Retinue, and 
diverts himſelf at his Brother's. He has ſometimes 
too been upon Terra Firma, not valuing it tho' he 
loft for a while all the Honours annexed to his Dig- 
nity as Doge; for you know that this Character 
does not go beyond the Lakes. He 1s oblig'd to 
be preſent at all the public Ceremonies, tho? ve 
much againſt his Inclination and Temper, which is 
far more uniform than that of the other ITalians. 

The Ceremony in which he ſhines with the 
greateſt Luſtre, is that of marrying the Sea, which 
without diſpute is one of the fineſt Shews in all the 
World. *Tis perform'd on Aſcenſion-Day, when 
the Doge, the Ambaſſadors, and the Senate ride 
out into the Adriatic on board a Veſſel call'd the 
Bucentgur, attended by the State-Gondolas of the 
Ambaſſadors gilded, with a vaſt number of other 
Gondolas and Galleaſſes which ſurround the Bucen- 
taur, the moſt ftately Veſſel that was ever built, 
and more magnificent than all that Hiſtory (or 

even 
* He is dead, and ſucceeded by Don Carlo Ruxxini. 
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even Romance) tells us of the ſumptuous Veſſel of 
Cleopatra, When the Doge goes on board the Bu- 
centaur he is ſaluted by the great Guns from the 
Galleys, the Men of War, and the Merchant-Ships 
in the Harbour ; and while he performs the Cere- 
mony of marrying the Sea by throwing in a Ring 
to denote the Sovereignty of the Republic over the 
Gulph, there's nothing heard but Kettle- Drums, 
Trumpets, and Concerts of Muſic, with the loud 
Acclamations of the People. 

His Serene Highneſs marries two other Wives 
whom he maintains with as little Trouble as the Sea. 
They are the Abbeſſes of the Convents of the Virgin 
and St. Daniel. This Ceremony is perform'd upon 
St. Philip's Day, when the Doge in a Galeaſs ac- 
company'd by the Ambaſſadors and the Senate, re- 

Irs with a great Train to thoſe Con vents which 
are ſituate on the Shoar behind the Arſenal. The 
Prelate who officiates for the Day receives him 
at the Entrance of the Church, brings him the 
Holy Water, and conducts him to a Place prepared 
for him in the Choir where he aſſiſts at High Maſs. 
Then he repairs to the Grate, in which there's a 
large Opening where the Lady Abbeſs appears with 
her Nuns. The Abbeſs addreſſing herſelf to the 
Doge intreats him to continue the Favour of his 
Protection to herſelf and the Nuns ; to which the 
Doge returns anſwer, that ſhe and all the Convent 
may depend upon his Good-Will. Then he turns 
about and walks on foot to the Convent of St. Da- 
niel, where his Reception and Tranſaction are the 
fame as at the Convent of the Virgin. Theſe two 
Convents have very ſingular Privileges. The Ab- 
beſſes have the Crofier-Staff, and both they and their 
Nuns depend ſolely upon the Doge, and not at all 
upon the Pope or the Court of Rome either in Spi- 
rituals or Temporals. They have good Revenues 
and live as much as can be at their Eaſe. Da 
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Dreſs of theſe Nuns is rather gay than modeſt. 
Like the Nuns at Sraſbourg they wear their Hair 
in Treſſes: Their Petticoats are ſo ſhort that you 
may ſee their Ancles; and inſtead of Stays they 
wear Jackets with ſhort Skirts, which are very be- 
coming to thoſe that are of a good Shape. Their 
Necks are quite bare, only when they go into 
the Choir they cover them with Veils of fine 
white Wool, which trail on the Ground. Theſe 
Nuns are the Daughters of the Nobles, and enjoy 
great Liberty, more than I believe they have under 
their Father's Roof. ETA; 
The Feſtival of St. Mark is always celebrated 
with very great Solemnity. On the Day prece- 
ding, the Doge accompany'd by the Ambaſſadors 
repairs with a great Train to St. Mark's Church, 
where he aſſiſts at the Veſpers. Next Day the 
Confraternities, who are nine in number, meet at 
the Ducal Palace, accompany the Doge to Church 
in Proceſſion, and are preſent at High Maſs. 
After this the Doge returns to his Palace, and 
the Brotherhoods go round the Square. Each So- 
ciety has magnificent Images, and two Canopies 
richly embroider'd with Gold and Silver; whoſe 
Polls or Supporters are of ſolid Silver. The Pro- 
ceſſion is clogd by a Man dreſs'd in a Gown of red 
Damaſk, carrying a Poll with a moving Wheel at 
the end of it; which ſerves to ſupport a gilt Lion 
ſurrounded with Laurel Branches, and little Stan- 
dards of divers Colours. The Lion turns round 
inceſſantly, and the Man who carries it makes him 
leap, and play a hundred Gambols: He is ſurround- 
ed with a Multitude of People, who cry out, God 
bleſs St. Mark. This Sight, how ridiculous ſoever, 
is nevertheleſs amuſing, draws abundance of the 
Nobility to 'the Square, and on that Day every 
body is maſk'd. After the. Proceſſion is over the 
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the Ambaſſadors and the Senate at Dinner, or a 
Table in form of a Horſe-ſhoe ; which is extra- 
vagantly adorn'd with Kickſhaws, and Machines 
made of Starch, which are here calPd Triumphs. 
. Nothing of the kind can be better executed, or 
more magnificent. As there 1s a great Apprehen- 
fion of a Crowd, all the Maſkers are turn'd away at 
Dinner-time. They keep on their Maſks all day 
long; and after Dinner all the Nobility, or to 
ſpeak more properly, the whole City of Venice ap- 
| pears maſk*d upon the Square of St. Mark ; and in- 
deed, for one who never ſaw it before, *tis a re- 
markable fine Shew. What ſurpriz'd me, and if I 
may ſay it, made me laugh, was to ſee all the 
Maſkers fall on their Knees at the Sound of the 
Angelus; you wou'd ſwear every body was in Rap- 
ture, yet every thing .that goes before and that 
follows the Stroke of the Bell is not the moſt de- 
vout. .. f | 
The Day after St. Mark's we had another publick 
Shew, and by conſequence a freſh occaſion for the 
Venetians to maſquerade it. That was the Election 
which the Fiſhermen, who are here called the N:- 
colotti, made of a Chief, who bears the Title of 
the Doge of the Nicolotti. Their Choice fell this 
Bout upon a Gondolier belonging to the no- 
ble Gruftiniani. After the Election he was con- 
ducted to an Audience of the Doge of Venice, 
dreſs'd in a Robe of red Sattin, and otherwiſe ac- 
coutred like a Jackpudding. He was preceded by 
a great Mob of Pipers, Hautboys, and Fiſhermen. 
Juſt before him was carry'd ared Flag, with the 
Effigies of St. Mark, The Doge receiv'd him 
fitting on his Throne, and attended by the Coun- 
cil, The Complement of the Doge of the Fiſher- 
men was made, with. great Gravity, and anſwer'd, 
by the Doge of the Republick in few, Words; 
which done, he return'd in the ſame Order that he 
| came. 
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came. This ſham Doge has authority over all the 
Fiſhermen, is their Judge, gives them Licence to 
fiſh, and takes care that the City be well ſupplied 
with that ſort of Proviſion. *Tis faid that this Of- 
- fice, which is for Life, is worth above 1000 Crowns 
per Annum. He had formerly the Privilege of com- 
manding in a certain Quarter of the City, and aſ- 
ſiſted at all the Ceremonies where the Doge was 
. He even accompany'd that Prince on 
board the Bucentaur, and had Precedency of all 
the Ambaſſadors ; but they have loſt that Right 
fince, upon what occafion I know not, they gave 
up the 8 to an Ambaſſador from the Em- 

ror. 
Pepe Patriarch of Venice is the ſecond Perſon in 
the State. The preſent Patriarch is of the Family 
of Gradenigo. The Authority of this Prelate is fo 
ſtinted, that he only nominates to two or three Bene- 
fices. The Inhabitants of every Pariſh chuſe their 
Parſons, which is always attended with Intriguing 3 
for their Livings being very lucrative, have great 
Intereſt made for them. The Patriot has a Privi- 
lege of having a Gondola painted Purple and Gold, 
with a Roof or Covering of Red Velvet ; but this 
Gondola muſt not exceed a certain degree of 
Magnificence. You know that the Gondolas of 
private Men muſt be black, and that none but 
Ambaſſadors have the Privilege of having theirs 
ilded. | 
. Tho” the Churches of Venice have been ſufficiently 
deſcrib'd, I cannot help ſaying ſomething of thoſs 
that I thought the moſt remarkable. Without doubt 
the Front of the Church of the bare-footed Car- 
melites, ſituate upon the Great Canal, is the moſt 
magnificent, not only of Yenice, but perhaps of 
Europe; as well with regard to the Proportions of 
Architecture that have been carefully obſerv'd, as 
with regard to the Fineneſs of the Marble, white as 
| 05 Alas 
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Alabaſter, with which this beautiful Front is wholly 
embelliſn d. The Inſide of this Church is extreme- 
ly magnificent. The Roof is richly gilded, and 
curiouſly painted. The Walls are fac'd with 
Marble Pilaſters; the Floor is of Stones inlaid with 
various Colours, and the Altars are exceed ing 
ſtately: But of all theſe different things there ſeems 
to be too great a number, ſo that I cow'd with many 
of the Ornaments had been ſpar'd; for a noble 
Simplicity wou'd have look'd much better. 

This ſort of Simplicity is conſpicuous in the 
Church of St. George, one of the biggeſt in Venice, 
the Architecture of which is ſurprizing. A Con- 
vent belongs to it which for Magnificence and Re- 
gularity ſurpaſſes many Sovereign Palaces. The 
great Stair-Caſe is a fine 3 of Architecture, and 
wou'd become a King's Palace much better than a 
Convent. This Houſe has two noble Cloyſters 
planted with Orange-Trees, a couple of ſpacious 
Courts, and two large Gardens well cultivated, 
which have Terraſſes from whence there is a Pro- 
ſpect of the Sea, and the neighbouring Iſlands. 

The Capuchins, whoſe Churches are very plain 
every where elſe, have a very noble one wry 
which is called A! Redemptore. It was built by 
order of the Republic to diſcharge a Vow they 
had made in the time of a Plague. The honeſt 
Capuchin whoſhew'd me the Church, made me take 
ſpecial notice of a Crucifix of Braſs over the high 
Altar, whereon our Saviour is repreſented expiring, 
with his Head leaning on his right Shoulder. My 
Guide aſſur'd me that when the Crucifix was plac'd in 
the Church the Head of our Lord's Image was erect, 
but that it fell afterwards into its preſent Poſture. 
There are other Churches worth ſeeing, were it 
only for the Stately Tombs of the moſt dittinguiſh'd 
Families of the Republic. Such is the Tomb of 
the noble Family of Cornaro, in the Church of = 
. : l 4 Sg 7 
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Cajetans, where are the Marble Effigies of eight 
Cardinals, and four Doges deſcended from that Fa- 
mily. In the Churches of St. Paul and St. Fohn 
are Pictures very much eſteem'd by the Connoiſſeurs; 
and there's the ſumptuous Tomb of the Yalertos, 
where the Father, the Mother, with the Son, are 
carv'd in their natural Proportion in Marble, ap- 
parel!'d in the Habit of the Doge and Dogeſs. 

Before I have done with the Churches, I think 
I ought to give you ſome account of that of the 
Feſuits;, the Front whereof is of noble Archi- 
tecture, well diſpoſed, and the Ornaments not 
too much crouded; but the Decoration of the In- 
fide is really grand. Nothing can be richer than 
the Choir, and the high Altar. The Choir conſiſts 
of a ſpacious Dome ſupported by four large Pillars 
of white Marble, lined with great Flower-pieces of 
old green Marble. The Roof is painted and gilt. 
The high Altar, which is all of Marble, is a Pa- 
vilion or Dome ſupported by ten Columns wreath'd 
of the ancient Greek Marble. The Tabernacle is 
of Alabaſter, incruſtated with Lapis-Lazuli, To 
all this rich Work are added two Angels in their 
natural Proportion, over which are the Effigies of 
God the Father, and God the Son. The five Steps 
leading to the Altar are of green Marble, incruſtated 
with old yellow Marble fo artfully that this Work 
would eafily be taken for a Piece of Perſian Ta- 
peſtry. The Pulpit and the Baluſtrade, which ſe- 
parates the Nave from the Choir, are of Marble, 
and perfectly anſwerable to the Magnificence of the 
whole Church. 

I now proceed to the Arſenal, ſo much cele- 
brated in Europe, perhaps more for what it has 
been than what it is at preſent. Three Nobles have 
the Management or Cuſtody of it, who relieve one 
another every Week. He that is in waiting muſt 
viſit the Poſts in the Night-time; and the Cen- 
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tinels are oblig'd each to ring a Bell every Hour, 
that the Officer upon Guard may know they are 
at their Poſts. No body can ſee the Arſenal 
without Leave of the Nobleman - in waiting, who 
never refuſes it to Perſons of Rank. The firſt 
thing I was ſhew'd were four Rooms full of Arms 
neceſſary for the Marines, where are alſo kept the 
Cuiraſſes of thoſe Generals who have moſt diſtin- 
guiſh'd themf-lves in the Service of the Republic; 
but they are all full of Duſt. Then I was ſhewed 
the Magazine of Anchors, and the Cellar to which 
the Workmenof the Arſenal go when they pleaſe to 
a Fountain of Wine and Water mix d. As much 
diluted as this Wine is, tis ſaid that there's no leſs ſpent 
here. every Year than amounts to 74000 Crowns, 
This is an Endowment which was ſettled by one Cor- 
naro Queen of Cyprus, for the Relief of the Work- 
men. Near this Cellar are the Forges, of which 
there are twelve ;. but there are only two actually 
at work, The Rope-Yard juſt by it, is 410 
Paces in length, and ſerves at the ſame time for a 
' Warehouſe of Hemp, of which I did not ſee any 
great Quantity. In another Court there were a 
great many Cannon, both Iron and Braſs, a Room 
full of Bullets, a Magazine of Cordage, a Timber- 
Yard, and three great Rooms full of Arms for the 
Foot Soldiers. There was another that ſerv'd as an 
Arſenal for the Horſe, but *twas lately burnt down 
by the Careleſſneſs of a Centinel. The Dock for 
building and refitting of Ships forms a ſeparate 
Court, in the midſt of which there's a great Baſon 
that communicates with the Sea, and is encompaſs'd 
with twenty fix Sheds cover'd over, which con- 
tain as many Ships, Galleys, and Galleafſes. The 
latter are Machines of a terrible Size, which have a 
ſort of Battery at both ends. My Guide affur'd 
me that a Venetian Galleaſs was not afraid of 
twenty five Turkiſh Galleys: This may be; but ; 
. . C ö wou 
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wou'd venture a Wager on the fide of the In- 
fidels. In this ſame Dock are the Prowes of 
twelve Turkiſh Galleys taken at the famous Battle 
of Lepanto. But the moſt noble thing in all this 
Dock, 1s the Bucentaur, which went out of Port for 
the firſt time in the Year 1728. This ſuperb Veſſel 
was built by Antonis Corradini; and is fo well de- 
ſign'd, and the Ornaments of Sculpture, of which 

there's a great number, ſo well plac'd, that every 
thing is eaſily diſtinguiſn'd, and ſtrikes with Amaze- 
ment. *Tis gilded down to the Water- edge, and *tis 
ſaid that the Expence of it amounted to 70000 
Sequins, The Deck is cover'd from Head to Stern 
with Crimſon- Velvet, bedaub'd with a broad Lace, 
and Gold Fringes. And the Infide it poſſible is more 
magnificent than the Outfide. There's a great Room 
the length of the Ship, where the Doge ſits on a 
Throne, and the Ambaſſadors and Senators on 
Seats like thoſe of the Canons in the Choir. The 
Cieling conſiſts of Bas- reliefs in divers Compart- 
ments intirely gilt. The Floor is of Walnut- tree, 
incruſted with Ebony- Wood and Mother of Pearl. 
The Rowers who ſit in the Hold of the Ship are 
all of one Livery, and their Oars gilt, which 
makes a very fine Sight when all hands ſtrike 
together. 

You know that the Bucentaur never goes out but 
once a- year, upon Aſcenſion- day, when the Captain 
who then commands muſt take an Oath before he 
ſtirs out of the Harbour, that he will bring her back 
again into the Arſenal. He carries nothing aboard 
of his own, for unleſs the Weather be very fair indeed, 
the Ceremony is put off to another day. They 
build a new Bucentaur every hundred Years, and 
the old ones are laid up till they rot. 

I juſt now hear that the Poſt is going off, ſo that 
I am oblig'd to defer what I have 97d to ſay 
of Venice till the next. l ſhall be infinitely Pg 
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if I can ſatisfy your Curioſity, and much more if I 
can prove to you that no body has a more profound 
Veneration for you than I, bo am, &c. 
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LETTER XXVI. 


S FEN Venice, May 15, 1730. 


HE Common-wealth keeps twelve Gal- 
leys in pay, and twenty Men of War. 
The Capitana Galley, call'd the Fuſta, 
never goes out of the Great Canal, but is continually 
at Anchor before the Square of St. Mark. There's 
commonly four Galleys and as many Men of War in 
the Levant. Others lieat Anchor in the Canal of 
Zueca, which were lately drawn out of the Arſenal, 
becauſe for want of Water the Ships receive Da- 
mage. The Power of the Republic conſiſts chiefly 
in its Maritime Force, It maintains very few 
Land Forces, and thoſe they have are all kept at 
Corfou, which is the Rampart of Venice, and the 
Defence of the Gulph ; the Preſervation of which 
is owing to the Count de Schulemburg, General in 
chief of the Republic; for in the laſt War when the 
Tarks attempted to take it, *twas he that ob- 
lig'd them to raiſe the Siege: And the Republic 
in acknowledgment of this important Servicecaus'd 
his Statue on Horſeback to be erected in the Square 
of the Old Caftle of Corſou; and ſettled a Penſion 
upon him of 5000 Crowns a-year for his Life, be- 
Gdes his ordinary Salary. 
Tis certain that Venice has ſuffer d a Decay both 
of Power and Commerce. The Turks have * 
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the Morea from her; ſhe has little or nothing left in 
the Levant; and as to her Places in the Terra 
Firma they are poor, depopulated, and meanly 
fortified, One of the main Securities of Venice is 
her Lakes; but for ſome Years paſt they begin to 
thicken ſo by the Mud and Dirt brought by the Ri- 
vers which fall into the Gulph, as in time muſt prove 
to the very great Detriment of Venice, becauſe Ships 
which us'd formerly to go in or out with aal, 
can only go out now by the help of a Canal which 
has been cut for the purpoſe. This Inconvenience 
might have formerly been prevented for a trifle of 
Expence, whereas now *tis paſt all remedy. 

The Powers of which the Yenetians ought to 
be moſt jealous, are the Turks and the Emperor, in 
whoſe Dominions they are in a manner inclos'd. 
The Great Duke of Tuſcany and the Duke of Parma 
were formerly Powers which were of little or no 
Terror to the Republic ; but if thoſe Dominions 
ſhou'd ever come under the Sovereignty of Dox 
Carlos, the political Syſtem of Italy will be very much 
alter'd, and the Yenetians will in all probability be 
oblig'd to keep fair with him. The Republic has 
for a long time obſerv'd an exact Neutrality in the 
Quarrels among the Princes of Chriſtendom, per- 
haps becauſe it knows not for which fide to de- 
termine itſelf ; for tho* the Senate hates the 
Spaniards, and cannot forget the famous Conſpiracy 
of the Marquiſs de Bedmar the Catholic King's Am- 
baſſador; they don't much like either the Ger- 
mans or French, whoſe Power gives them Um- 
brage. And I believe, were it poſſible for the Ve- 
netians to hurt thoſe three Powers at the ſame time, 
we ſhou'd quickly ſee their Republic rouze itſelf 
from that Lethargy in which its profound State- Po- 
licy has doz'd it. 

Since the Engliſh and Dutch became Maſters of the 
Commerce of Europe, the Trade of Venice is — 
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decay'd as its Power; and their Manufactures are 
ſunk extremely. The Venetians heretofore furniſh'd 
almoſt all Eurepe with Cloth; their Looking- 
Glaſſes, and thoſe for Drinking, were alſo in great 
vogue, but thoſe Manufactures are ſince tranſ- 

3 into other Countries, ſo that Venice ſcarce 
— iſhes any more than Taly. Tis worth while 
however to go and ſee the Glaſs-Houſe where they 
work Night and Day, except in Auguſt and Sep- 
tember, when the Heats are too violent. Tis 

certain the Drinking-Glaſſes made here are much 
ſtronger than any other, but as they are blown 
they are not near ſo ſubſtantial as the Glaſs that is 
run; however they require leſs Labour, and have 
the Advantage when they are broke of being 
melted again; the Matter of which they are 
compoſed being much more flexible than that of 
the run Glaſs. 

The Nobles of Venice are Slaves to Policy, Dif- 
fidence, and Suſpicion; and Ambaſſadors are much 
more ſo whom every one ſhuns as ſuſpected Per- 
ſons, and whom a Foreigner can ſcarce talk to 
without renouncing his Correſpondence with the 
Nobles. An Ambaſſador is oblig'd to confine him- 
ſelf to his own Family, or elſe to amuſe himſelf 
in the Company of Foreigners, of whom there is 
always a good number 1n this City ; for no Noble- 
man dare viſit him without the expreſs leave of the 
Senate, who now indeed grant it much more freely 
than they did formerly. 

Cuſtoms are alter'd here in very many things. 
?T was formerly a Crime to ſee a Woman in private, 
and a Foreigner did not dare to run the Venture; 
but now the caſe is quite different, for there are ſe- 
veral Houſes of Quality where I am indulg d, 
and am often tte à ite with the Miſtreſs of the 
Houſe, without any more notice taken of me than 
if I were in France, where Eaſe and Freedom 1 
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fo much boaſted. The Ladies are great Viſiters, 
and have Aſſemblies every Night, to which they 
repair alone in their Gondola's without any other 
Attendance but a Valet de Chambre who ſerves as 
their Gentleman-Uſher. They are maſk*d at all 
blic Performances, and go where they have a 
mind to it. This eaſy Acceſs to the Ladies contri- 
butes not a little to make my Stay in this City a- 
greeable. I own to you that I am infinitely charm'd 
with it; there are a thouſand Things here that 
leaſe me, and were I to chuſe any City in 1taly to 
ive in, *twould certainly be this, where People en- 
Joy entire Liberty, provided they don't meddle with 
the State and its Government, which after all too, 
I don't think a Foreigner has much to do with, 
Here one is in the Centre of civil Pleaſures and De- 
bauchery, God is as exemplarily ſerv'd here as in 
any Place whatſoever. Few Nations obſerve the 
Externals of Religion better than the Talians in ge- 
neral and the Venetians in particular, of whom it 
may be ſaid that they ſpend one half of their time 
in committing Sin, and the other half in begging 
God's Pardon. 
Ml aſquerades are more in Faſhion here than elſe- 
where. People go in Maſks to take the Air, as well as 
to Plays and Balls; and*tis the favourite Pleaſure both 
of the Grandees and the Commonalty. This gives 
riſe to many Adventures, and ſometimes one makes 
Acquaintance under a Maſk which would be im- 
racticable perhaps, were not ſuch Diſguiſes in 
Faſhion. J remember that the firſt time I was here 
I ſtruck up an Acquaintance in the Square of St. 
Mark with two of the firſt-rate Ladies of this Coun- 
try. They were maſk'd, and I was in a Scarlet Do- 
mino embroider'd with Silver, which being a Habit 
that had been ſeldom ſeen here, drew the Eyes of 
all the Company in the Square upon me, and in 
particular of two Ladies, one of whom twitching 
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me by the Sleeve, ſaid to me, Sir, I and the Lady 
© here, my Friend, fancy by your Air which out- 
© ſtrips our Gentlemen, that you are a Foreigner, 
and we are inclin'd to think that you are no mean 
© Perſon. We ſhould be glad of your Converſation, 
and you will do us a Pleaſure to take a turn with 
us round the Square. You do me too much 
Honour, fair Lady (faid I, walking on) and what 
© you tell me of my Appearance pleaſes me the more 
© becauſe you are both the compleateſt Ladies in the 
Place. As you gueſs by my Habit that I am not 
* a common Perſon, your Air perſuades me that I 
© have the Honour to ſpeak to Ladies of Quality. 
Fou are not miſtaken (ſaid the ſame Lady to me) 
this Lady my Companion is Madame AM . . . and 
* am the Wife of Mr. . . . You find (continu'd 
© ſhe) that our Names are pretty well known in Ve- 
nice. Now, after having told you who we are, 
may we preſume to aſk who you-are?? I gratify'd 
their Curiofity by pulling off my Maſk, which I 
thought a Compliment due to their Quality. I had 
ſcarce told my Name, when the Lady who had not 
yet ſpoke one Word, ſaid to me, You are not fo 
much a Stranger among us as you imagine; your 
Name is very well known to me, and the late 
Madame Duhamel, your Aunt, whoſe * Huſband 
Vas Commander in chief of our Forces, was one 
of my moſt intimate Friends, and ſhe often told 
me how much ſhe wiſh'd to ſee you here; but 
©*twas a Comfort ſhe did not live to enjoy. She 
< went with her Huſband to Corfou, where he died 
not without Suſpicion of Poiſon ; for he was ac- 
© cus'd of being too good a Frenchman ; and your 
« Aunt who was return'd from Corfou with a De- 
* ſign. 

* Francis, Count Duhamel, Lieutenant- General of the King 
of Pruffia's Army, Knight of the Order of the Black Eagle, 
and Colonel of a Regiment of Horſe. © The Venetians invited 


him to their Service in 1794, and gave him the chief Command, 
of their Forces. | 
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© fign to go and ſpend the Remainder of her Days 
© at Berlin, died as ſhe was performing Quarentine 
© in our Port. You caus'd her Body to be remov*d 
© to Berlin, and you was one of her Heirs ; and, 
© tho? I don't mention it to make a Merit of it, I 
© muſt tell you that you are oblig d to me for it, 
* ſince I pleaded for you againſt a very great num- 
© ber of M. Dubamel's Relations. My Love to your 
Aunt put me upon engaging Mr. M .. . to 
* eſpouſe your Intereſt, which he promoted with 
* Succeſs, and prevaild on the Senate to prefer the 
© Recommendations of the King of Pryfia and the 
EFElector of Hanover who both protected you, be- 
fore the Inſtances made by the French Ambaſſador 
© in the Name of the King his Maſter, in favour of 
Meſſieurs Dubamel. I was infinitely pleas'd (con- 
* tinu'd Madame M . . . ) that I had an Oppor- 
* tunity of ſerving you, and you may depend 
upon it that Mr. M7 . . . and 1 ſhall ever inte- 
© reſt our ſelves heartily for all that belong to our de- 
© ceaſed Friend. I made anſwer to Madame . ... 
in Terms ſuitable to her obliging Expreſſions, and 
crav'd her Permiſſion to pay my reſpects to her at 
her Houſe. She anſwer'd me very civilly that ſhe 
would ſend her Huſband to me, and that 'then ſhe 
ſhould be glad to fee me at her Houſe. Next 
Morning as I was ready to go out, and wait upon 
Mr. . . to whom I thought I ow'd a Viſit 
after the Civilities I had receiv'd from his Wife, I 
was told that he was at my Door and defir'd to 
ſpeak with me. I went and receiv'd him, and 
found him every whit as polite as his Lady. He 
offer'd to ſhew me the Curioſities of Venice till his, 
Wife was ftirring. We went and faw ſeveral 
Churches, after which he conducted me to his Houſe 
where I found Madame M . . . who received me 
with all the Civility poſſible. She was a Woman 
who tho? forty Years of Age ſhew'd that ſhe had 

s been 
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been a very beautiful Lady in her time. Madame 
C. . . happen'd to be in her Company, with. 
whom ſhe had been the Day before in the Square of 
St. Mark. I never ſaw a more beautiful Lady, or 
that had a nobler Carriage. She was not yet twenty 
Years of Age but had been marry'd five Years to 
a Man, who tho? the moſt ill- favour'd of his Sex 
had a moſt amiable Behaviour. I fell in love with 
Madame C. . as ſoon as ever I ſaw her, and 
when I beheld her Huſband, I had Preſumption e- 
nough to believe that my Application to the Lady 
would not be diſagreeable. But I ſoon perceiv'd 
that ſhe was not a Woman for my turn; ſhe quickly 
depriy*d me of all Hopes of Succeſs; and I no ſooner 
ſaw thoſe Hopes vaniſh'd, which are the only Sup- 
port of Lovers, but I dropp'd my Amour. I had 
another iti view which was attended with better 
Succeſs : M. M. . . carry'd me to a Country- 
Houſe of his towards Padua, and I don't know 
where I was ever more agreeably entertain'd in my 
whole Life. Tis at theſe Country Seats one ſees 
the Yenetians in Perfection, who are quite another 
fort of People here than in the City ; for here they 
put off that grave ſerious Air which they affe& in 
Town, and are quite ſociable, civil, courteous, and 
live with more ſplendor. As theſe Country-Houſes 
are near one another, the Gentlemen to whom they 
belong viſit each other very much, and are almoſt 
always together; but at Venice they live with more 
Reſtraint, 

I am in ſome doubt whether I ſhould reckon the 
Muſic of the Venetian Churches in the number of 
its Pleaſures ; but upon the whole, I think I ought, 
becauſe certainly their Churches are frequented more 
to pleaſe the Ear, than for real Devotion. The 
Church of Ia Pieta which belongs to the Nuns who 
know no other Father but Love, is moſt frequented. 


Theſe Nuns are enter'd very young, and are taught 
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Muſic, and to play on all forts of Inſtruments, in 


which ſome of 'em are excellent Performers. Apol- 


lonia actually paſſes for the fineſt Singer, and Auna- 
Maria's for the firſt Violin in Italy. The Con- 
courſe of People to this Church on Sundays and 
Holidays is extraordinary. Tis the Rendezvous 
of all the Coquettes in Venice, and ſuch as are fond 
of Intrigues have here both their Hands and Hearts 
full. Not many Days after my Arrival in this 
City I was at this very Church, where was a vaſt 


Audience, and the fineſt of Muſic. As I was going 


out, a Woman who hid her Face accoſted me, ſay- 
ing, there was a Lady in a Gondola who deſir'd to 
ſpeak with me. Tho? this ſmelt ſtrong of an Ad- 
venture, which I was never very fond of, I how- 
ever went along with the Woman ; and really, not 
above ten Paces from theSpot I found a Gondola, in 
which was a Lady whom I knew to be the Daughter 
of the unfortunate Baron de H . . . of whoſe tra- 
gical Cataſtrophe you have heard. I own it mov'd 
my Compaſſion, as well as Sorrow, to ſee before 
my Eyes a young Lady of Rank in a ſtrange Coun- 
try and in ſuch a Situation as made me ſurmiſe that 
ſmne was ina bad Way. But it even touch'd me to the 
quicks when after having made her Apology to me 
or having ſent for me, ſhe ſaid to me with a Voice 
interrupted with Sighs, For God's fake tell me 
* what's become of my poor Father; is he ftill 
living? He has been the Cauſe of his own Un- 
© happineſs and mine too; he has plung'd me into an 


* Abyſs of Woe, but he is ſtill my Father: Nothing 
can make me forget the Duty I owe him; I 


© ſhould be glad even to lay down my Life to re- 


eve his Misfortunes.“ I told her that I had not 
been at Berlin for a long time; that I had not kept 
up a Correſpondence there with any body, and that 
conſequently. I could not tell her any News of her 


Father, I knew at the ſame time that he died in 


Priſon. 
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Priſon at Spandaw ; but I was loth to be the Meſ- 
ſenger of ſuch bad News to a Perſon who ſeem' d 
to be already too much afflicted. I did not know 
< you were at Venice (reply d Madamoiſelle de H..) 
© or I ſhould have ſought an Opportunity to ſpeak 
with you. I ſaw you at the Church of Ja Pieta, 
and the fight of you call'd my Misfortunes freſh. 
to my Memory, as well as the fad Cataſtrophe of 
© your old Friend my Father, I could not refrain 
© ſhedding Tears, and the Remembrance of my 
< Diſgrace has eclips'd the Pleaſure I take in ſeeing 
you. I endeavour'd to aſſuage her Grief, and to 
calm her ruffled Soul; and therefore I went with 
her to her Houſe, and when I ſaw her a little com- 
pog'd I aſk'd her queſtions about her ſtate of Life, 
and defir'd her to tell me how ſhe had paſs'd her 
time ſince ſhe left Berlin. She anſwer'd me in every 
Point with a great deal of Honeſty and Simplicity. 
After the Execution of that Sentence (faid ſhe) 
* which degraded my Father from Nobility and 
Honour, and ſet him on a level with the baſeſt 
< Scoundrels, I had not the Courage to ſtay at Ber- 
lin. I went to  . . . to find out Madame de 
B . . . my Aunt from whom I hoped to meet 
with Protection; but I ſoon experienc'd that the 
© Unfortunate have no Relations. My Aunt would 
not give me Houſe-room, and ſent a Confident of 
< her's to tell me that ſhe advis'd me to be gone from 
H. . . orelſe to change my Name and not to call 
me her Couſin, unleſs I had a Deſire to be confin'd. 
But alas! I ſhould then have taken it as a Favour 
< if my Aunt had ſhut me up; for I was in extreme 
Want, and knew not what would become of me. 
< Todg'd at an Inn where I got my Living by mak- 
© ing of Linnen and Waſhing, when a good likely 
young Man came and took up his Quarters in the 
very fame Houſe, who immediately ſtruck up an 
* Acquaintance with me. I know not what he faw 
s 1 in 
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© in me to charm him, for I did nothing but cry all 
© the Day long. Mean time he talk'd to me of 
Love, and gave me ſo many Demonſtrations of 
© his flaming Paſſion that I found he was really 
© ſmitten with me. To tell you the whole Truth, I 
was not long inſenſible of the ſame Paſſion. He 
© even offer d to marry me, which; ſince he would 
© not be deny'd, I conſented to. He told me that 
© he was an Officer in the Emperor's Service, and 
© a Native of Lubeck, and that he was come hither 
to take Poſſeſſion of an Eſtate fallen to him 
© by Inheritance. I took what he ſaid to be true 
© becauſe he was handſomely equipp'd, and had his 
Pockets well lind. In ſhort, I was ſmitten with 
him, and thought I ſhould be very happy in taking 
© him for my Huſband. Not many Days after our 
Marriage, he told me that he muſt needs ſet out 
for Hungary where the Regiment was quarter'd, 
© whereof he ſaid he was a Lieutenant, and that 
© conſequently I muſt make ready to go with him. 
We ſet out from H... and arriv'd happily at 
Vienna. It was in that very City that my Huſ- 
< band, who till then behav'd well towards me, and 
« whoſe Conduct had been very regular, chang'd 
© all on a ſudden to the reverſe, He ſpent the 
* whole Day in Gaming-Houſes, and the Night in 
© Debauchery. Sometimes he never once came home 
for four or five Days together, and when he did, 
© *twas only to inſult me, and to upbraid me with 
the Misfortune of my Father, which I diſcoverd 
© to him before Marriage, for fear he ſhould reproach 
me one time or other with having deceiv'd him. 
He told me that I was a Diſgrace to him; that 
© his Colonel had broke him for marrying me, and 
8 * that I was the Author of his Ruin. I try'd to 

pacify him, and ſpar'd no Pains nor Complaiſance 
for it, but all to no purpoſe. I heard that my 
* Huſband was deſperately in love with a common 
Vol. I, E e 2 * Proſtitutg 
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Proſtitute, that he had ruin'd himſelf for her fake 
and in a little time he was oblig'd to fell the v 
Clothes off of his back. He had contracted Debts, 
and expecting every day to be arreſted by his Credi- 
tors, he left Vienna privately, abandoning me to the 
* moſt dreadful Deſpair. Twas eight Months be- 
fore I heard a Word of him. At laſt I came to 
© know that he was here at Venice, and I reſolv'd to 
find him out. Madame the Counteſs of 
© who had generouſly aſſiſted me, fitted me out for 
the Journey, but when I came hither I did not 
find my Huſband, who I heard was at Padua. I 
* was making my ſelf ready to follow him thither, 
© when I heard the News that he was kilPd by a 
* Student with whom he had a Quarrel at Gaming, 
© His Death fill'd up the Meaſure of my Sorrow. 
© I found my ſelf quite a Stranger here without 
© Friends or Subſiſtence. I endeavour'd, but in 
© vain, to get my Living by my Labour, as I had 
done at H.. . but I found ſo little to do that twas 
© impoſſible for me to hold out long; and I muſt un- 
© doubtedly have ſunk under my Miſery if it had 
not been for the noble D.. . who out of Pity 
© to my Condition reliev'd me fix Years ago by 
granting me a Penſion : But how happy ſhould I 
© be if I could live without it, and retire for ever to 
< ſome religious Foundation! Here the unfortu- 
nate H.. . concluded her Narrative. I fifted 
her Sentiments about Religion : I knew ſhe had 
been educated in the Lutheran, but ſhe expreſs'd 
her Inclination to embrace the Catholic Religion, 
and alſo to turn Nun. I promis'd to ſerve her all 
that lay in my Power, and that fame Evening I 
ſpoke to Madame M.. . who promis'd me to 
enter her into Orders as ſoon as ſhe was turn'd Ca- 
tholic. A Jeſuit who has had the tutoring of her 
for near a Month gives us Hopes that ſhe will in- 


ſtantly be qualify d to take the Veil. She ſeems to 
| me 
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me to be very eager for it. A few days ago I ac- 

uainted her with her Father's Death, with which 
ſhe ſeem'd very much affected, but at the fame time 
ſhe expreſs'd her Submiſſion to the Decrees of Pro- 
vidence, and told me her Misfortunes with ſo much 
Reſignation that I have Reaſon to think ſhe will be 
very happy in the Retirement which ſhe is about to 
embrace. If this be the Caſe, I ſhall think my ſelf 
very fortunate in having contributed by my Advice 
to her Tranquillity. Heaven grant her Prayers 
may prevail that I my ſelf may put thoſe Leſſons in 
practice which I have taught her, as to the Neceſſity 
of Converſion. 

Pardon me, Sir, this long Digreſſion. As you 
knew the unfortunate H.. . in his Proſperity, and 
as you are alſo inform'd of his Diſgrace, I thought 
you would not be ſorry to hear of the Fate of his 
Daughter. I now reſume my Remarks on Venice. 

Two Days ago | went to ſee the Scuola St. Rocco, 
which are Rooms where the Fraternities of that 
Saint meet, in which are Pictures done by the 
greateſt Maſters, particularly one in the great Room 
below, which is the Picture of the Annunciation done 
by Tintoret, a Piece highly eſteem'd. This Picture 
is, Without Contradiction, one of the fineſt and 
moſt affecting Paintings at Venice, becauſe of the 
lively Expreflions of Surpriſe, Admiration, and Joy 
which appear in the Virgin's Face, She is fitting 
in her Chamber, which the ſkilful Painter has re- 
preſented as a plain mean Room in me Diſorder 
with old and worn out Furniture. Upon'the grand 
Stair-caſe there's another Picture repreſenting the 
Annunciation in like manner, which is done by 
Titian, and is not one of the worſt of his Perfor- 
mances. The upper Rooms are adorn'd with ſeve- 
ral Pictures done by Tintoret, in which he has de- 
ſcribed our Lord's Paſſion. Our Saviour ap- 
pearing before Pilate is an admirable Piece; tis 
really moving to ſee the Modeſty and Serenity 
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of his Countenance. A ſecond Picture repre- 
ſents our Lord carrying his Croſs. In a third, we 
ſee him faſten'd on it, and expiring for the Salvation 
of Mankind. Theſe are invaluable Pieces, and are 
reckon'd the compleateſt that ever Tintoret painted. 

I have alſo been to ſee the chief Palaces, which 
lie for the moſt part on the great Canal, and that 
call'd Reggio. They are very magnificent, but they 
are generally ſo like one another that he who has 
ſeen one may ſay he has ſeen them all. They have 
little Court- Yards, leſs Gardens, and no Stables. 
Nothing goes to form a Palace at Venice but the 
main Body of the Building, a great Salon in the 
middle, and Apartments on the Right and Left; 
and ſetting aſide the Marble, there are Palaces as 
magnificent elſewhere which have only the name of 
a Houſe. 

The Square of St. Marꝶ is the ordinary Rendezvous 
of all the Gentry at Venice. There are Nobles who 
keep their conſtant Circuits here as it were, and 
who never ſtir from the Place but to Bed, for they 
paſs their whole Time in Gaming at the Coffee- 
Houſes, or in the Peruke-Makers Shops. The 
number of their Nobles is not limited; and any body 
for paying down 100000 Ducats may purchaſe No- 
bility. Theſe Gentlemen complimenteach other with 
the Title of Excellency, and *tis what they all chal- 
Tenge from Foreigners. Mean time, ſome of thoſe 
Excellencies go to the Shambles, and to the Fiſh- 
Market, and carry home their Meat or their Fiſh 
under their Robes, and ſome are ſo very poor that 
they go a begging. This Title is ſo very common 
here that I had much ado to hinder a Lackey whom 
I hired from giving it to me. Tho! I told him that 
I was by no means Excellent, he made me anſwer 
that he knew full well what Obligations were due to 
my Excellency, and that he would not be thought 
to be wanting in Reſpect to my Excellency. A 
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Frenchman lately come from Conſtantinople to whom 
I made my Complaints, how much this Title was 
prophan'd, aſſur'd me that the Venetians were {till 
more laviſh of it out of Venice, ſo that he heard the 
very Grooms belonging to the Baillo of the Repub- 
lic at Conſtantinople, compliment one another with 
the Title of Excellency. 

Among the Venetian Excellencies there are alſo 
Petits-Maitres who are known by their Doublets 
lin'd with Scarlet, their fine white Perukes, by 
their fantaſtical Step, and that Air of lolling which 
they give themſelves in their Gondola's, which are 
much ſmaller and nimbler than the common ſort. 
Theſe Petits-Maitres are great Beaus, and have com- 
monly more than one Miſtreſs at a time, and indeed 


there are few Nobles but have one at leaſt. Theſe : 
Creatures, excepting the little Liberty they enjoy, 


are as happy as Sultana's. Their Lovers treat them 
like Princeſſes, and the Venetians in 2 pay 
great reſpect to the whole Sex. I have ſeen Fauſtiua 


the famous Singer, and S!ringuetta the noted Cour- 


tezan come maſk*d upon the Square of St. Mark, 

leaning on the Shoulders of Noblemen, and every 
Man paying them as much Obeiſance as if they had 
been Ladies of great Importance. The — 7 
that they appear'd on the Square there happen'd to 
be a Skirmiſh between two Women maſk'd that 
were Rivals, who, as ſoon as they knew one ano- 
ther, fell out, went to Cuffs, tore off each other's 
Maſks, and at laſt Knives were drawn, with which 
they cut one another ſo deeply that one of *em was 
left dead on the Spot. 


I now think it high time to finiſh my Letter 
which is already very long, and perhaps too full of 
Trifles. I have told you every Thing that came 
uppermoſt in my Mind, fo that you have a perfect 
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Farrago, which however is a Proof of the Pleaſure 
I take in correſponding with you,

8 it appears by all the Letters from Rome 
A that they are on the point of chuſing a new 
N Pope, I ſet out ſooner from Venice than I 
ſhould otherways have done, and came poſt to this 
City without ftopping much by the Way. I 
paſs'd thro Papua, where I had the Honour to pay 
my Reſpects to the Prince Emanuel of Portugal, 
who is come to refide there for ſome time, and I 
was afterwards at the Comedy, which was indeed, 
a moſt wretched Performance, but the Aſſembly 
was gay and numerous: Among the reſt there were 
a great number of Students and young Fellows, 
particularly one that made a very finical Appearance, 
who had ten or twelve Patches on his Face, a red Coat 
embroider'd with black Gawſe, a Hat, a Shoulder- 
Knot, Stockings, c. the whole trimm'd with Gawſe. 
I took him at firſt for a Mountebank, but I plainly 
ſaw that the Whimſicalneſs of his Dreſs was the 
Humour of the Country. What gave me ſome 
Amuſement was, to ſee a Hare which Harlequin 
had taught to play Tricks, to tumble Top over 
Tail, to leap over a Stick, and to beat a Drum 
with his two Fore-feet, 
From 


From Padua I went to FERRARa a City in the 
Eccleſiaſtical State, where the Pope keeps a Legat 
who is always a Cardinal. It appear'd to me to be 
a large City with ſpacious Streets, and ſome fine Pa- 
laces, but it did not ſeem to be very populous, which 
1s aſcribed to the bad Air in this Country, other- 
wiſe one of the fineſt in all Tal). | | 

The Road from Ferrara to Bol oo a is extremely 
level, and as good and agreeable in Summer as tis 
unpaſſable in Winter. Bologna is the ſecond City 
in the Eccleſiaſtical State, and is a large fine Town. 
Tis in a moſt charming Situation, all the Country 
'round. 1t being properly a Garden, and one of the 
moſt fruitful and faireft Plats in Nature. Tis 
ſaid this City contains near 80000 Inhabitants. 
The common People are civil and well bred, and 


none more polite to Foreigners than the Noblemen, 


There are ſtately Palaces here, of which I will only 
mention that of the e Rinucci, becauſe to 
me it ſeem'd to be one of the moſt conſiderable in 
the City. Tis very magnificent, and of a vaſt Ex- 


tent. The Ground-Floor contains three large A- 


partments, the firſt Story five, and the ſecond as 
many. The Stair-caſe of this Palace is very 
much eſteem'd for its Contrivance. In one of the 
Halls are two large Pictures: The firſt is the 
Conſecration of the Emperor Charles V. perform'd 
by the Pope at Bologna: The ſecond repreſents 
Frederic IV. King of Denmark giving Audience to 
the Senate of Bologna, and their complimenting 
him on his Arrival. In another of thoſe Halls are 
two other curious large Pictures; the one of Car- 
dinal Rinucci, having Audience of the King of Po- 
land when he was ſent to him as Nuncio; and the 
ſecond ſhews the ſame Cardinal receiving the Cap 
from Lewis XIV. King of France, at whoſe Court 
he was Nuncio when he was promoted to the Purple, 
The Apartments adjoining to theſe Halls are alſo 
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424 BOL OG N A. 
adorn'd with excellent Na and very richly 
furniſh'd. | 

The Churches of Bologna are not leſs magnificent 

than the fineſt Churches in Haly. I thought that of 
St. Paul the moſt worthy of Remark, which is 
ſervid by Bernardine Fryars, The Roof is a- 
dorn'd with Paintings repreſenting the Hiſtory of 
St. Paul. Theſe Pictures which are highly eſteem'd 
are the Performances of Antonio Caccioli and Rolli 
two Natives of Bologna, and they have both out- 
done themſelves. The Painting of the Dome 
where St. Paul is repreſented on his Knees ready to 
have his Head ſtruck off is admirably fine. The 
high Altar is of Marble of various Colours, finiſh'd 
vith a great deal of Art. The Seats of the Monks 
are of Wallnut-Tree, and over them are ſevetal 
Pictures of the Life of St. Paul drawn by an able 
Hand, who was Carache's Pupil. The Churches 
of St. Catherine of Bologna, and St. Michael in Boſco 
are well worth the Traveller's Obſervation, on ac- 
count of the choice Pictures with which they are 
adorn'd. St. Michael's in Boſco ſtands upon an E- 
minence three Miles from Bologna, to which there's 
an Entrance thro? a cover'd- Gallery made like a Pi- 
azza. Twas a Work erected by the Citizens of 
Bologna, out of their Devotion to a miraculous 
Image of the Holy Virgin which is reverenc'd in this 
Church, 

The Legate's Palace is very ancient, but grand 
and magnificent. Tis as ſtrictly guarded during 
the Vacancy of the Holy See as if the Enemy were 
at the Gates of the City. All the Avenues to it are 
hung with Chains: The Swiſs Guards are arm'd 
with Cuiraſſes: The Guard which conſiſts of fifty 
Soldiers is barricaded with Pallifades and Chevaux 
de Friſe, and the Palace-Gate is defended by eight 
Pieces of Cannon. 
| What 
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What remains for me to tell you of Bologna is, 
that *tis one of the Cities in Haly where a Foreigner 
finds moſt Amuſement. The Nobility not only 
ſtriye to give him Pleaſure, but he has fine Paint- 
ings to feaſt his Eye, and here are often excellent 
Concerts of Muſic, Operas, and Comedies, charm- 
ing Walks, and genteel Country-Houſes; which I 
take to be all that can be deſird i in Life. 

From Bologna J travelPd in two days to Florence, 
after having been dragg'd in my Chaiſe thro? the 
 Apennines, a prodigious Range of Mountains; which 
is a thing I ſhall never do again while I live ; for I 
really ſuffer'd very much in this Road, and if ever 
you ſhould have a fancy to come this way, 1 would 
adviſe you to carry Proviſions or a Cook with you, 
for there is not one conſiderable Place in all the 
Road. Fiorenzola, which is almoſt half way, is a 
ſorry little Town. From thence to Scarperia the 
Road is extremely rugged. One deſcends a high 
Mountain pav*d like a Stair-caſe, which to attempt 
in a Chaiſe, you are ſure of being, if I may ſo call it, 
broke upon the Wheel, and therefore I choſe to 
walk down. At Scarperia the Road becomes more 
paſſable, and it mends as you come near Florence. 
In our Way we paſg'd thro' a Town calld Ponte 
that ſtands at the Foot of a Hill, where the Great 
Duke has a Caſtle which appear'd to me to be yery 
well fortify'd. 

One perceives FLORENCE a great way off, and in- 
deed it makes a fine point of View to ſee lo great a 
City in a beautiful Valley between Hills which riſe 
inſenſibly, and end at length in high Mountains, 
inhabited in ſuch a manner that they may be reckon'd 
the Suburbs of Florence, The River Arno paſſes 
thro? both the City and the Valley. Among all the 
Cities of Italy, Florence may juſtly be ſurnamed the 
Fair, ſince it has all that can be defir'd in a 2 
and mon Town, ſuch as ſacred and profane Ed 


fices, a 
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fices, Bridges, Monuments, and Fountains ; yet 
*tis not fo large nor populous as Bologna. As I en- 
ter'd Florence I perceived over the Gate a Table of 
white Marble with a Latin Inſcription on it, as 
follows: | |

The City of Florence has been ſo well deſerib'd 
that I ſhall paſs very briefly over all that relates ta 
the Buildings. The Square call'd Piazza del Gran 
Duca or the old Palace, contains Ornaments enough 
to embelliſh a great Town. Here you ſee a ſpa- 
cious Fountain which Coſmo I. caus'd to be built 
after the Deſigns of Amminati and Philip Baldinucci, 
two of the moſt famous Sculptors at that Time. 
Not far from this Fountain is the Equeſtrian Statue 
of Coſmo I. which is rais'd upon a great Pedeſtal of 
white Marble, with this Inſcription engrav'd on the 
.chief Front of it : |

On the other three Sides of the Pedeſtal are very 
fine Bas-Reliefs of Braſs. The firſt repreſents 
Coſmo I. recogniz'd for Sovereign by the Senate of 
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Florence ;, the ſecond the Ceremony of Coſmos Cox 
ronation, and the third the ſame Coſmo in an antique 
triumphant Car making his pompous Entry into 
Sienna, which was ſubmitted to his Government. 
Ferdinand I. de Medicis when he erected this Statue 
to the Honour of his Father, employ*d in the Di- 
rection of it the famous John Bologna, who has 
very well anſwer'd the Opinion that had been con- 
ceiv'd of him. | | 
In the Great Duke's Gallery near the Square, I 
ſaw the greateſt Curioſities, both among the Antients 
and Moderns, A Buſto of Alexander the Great, the 
famous Statue of Yenus, cut by Apollodorus, with 
thoſe of the Emperors and Empreſſes of Rome, and 
the greateſt Perſonages of former Centuries ; the 
beſt Originals of the greateſt Painters; and a thou- 
fand uncommon things, ſuch as Diamonds, Rubies, 
Pearls, Emeralds, Saphirs, Topazes, Amber, Por- 
cellain, Cryſtal, Porphyry, Coral, Marble, and Gra- 
nite, the Particulars of which wou'd form a Volume. 
They are actually engraving on Plates, and ſe- 
veral Perſons of Quality are contributing to the 
Expence of this fine Work, which is conſiderable, and 
for which excellent Deſigners are employ'd. This 
wou'd have been worthy of the Great Duke, and it 
ſeems to me that this Prince when he ſees his Fa- 
mily extin&, and his Eftate paſs into the hands of 
Foreigners, ought at leaſt to eternize the Glory of 
his Anceſtors by publiſhing an Inventory of the im- 
menſe Wealth which they have acquir'd, and tranſ- 
mitted to their Poſterity. oY | 
Of all the Churches in Italy there are none more 
magnificent as to the outſide than the Dome of 
Milan, and the Cathedral of Florence, both which 
are entirely lin'd with Marble of various Colours. 
A Citizen of Florence, who pretended to know 
the Hiſtory of this City perfectly well, aſſur d me 
that its Cathedral was built out of the ns” of 
2 r 
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five Sous which had been laid upon every Piece of 
Cloth that was then fold at Florence; but I 
believe you may without Breach of Charity take 
this for a Story. 

Qver againſt the Cathedral is the magnificent 
Baptiſtery, to which there's an Entrance thro? three 
Gates of Braſs, ſo artfully wrought that Michael 
Angelo ſaid they were good enough to be the Gates 
of Paradiſe. 

St. Laurence s Chapel, which is not yet finiſh'd, 
is the Admiratian of all Connoifleurs, and is de- 
fign'd to be the Place for the Burial of the Great 
Dukes, whoſe Remains are to be depoſited in a 
Mauſoleum of wonderful Workmanſhip, adorn'd 
with precious Stones. *Tis 150 years ago. that 
this Chapel has. been building, and yet it wants 
two Thirds of being finiſh'd, If it were lawful to 
criticiſe the Conduct of Princes, I muſt ſay it again, 
that the Great Duke, who fees that his Greatneſs 
and his Family muſt end with him, ought to put 
the laſt hand to this Monument of the 7 . 
of the Medicis: For can he hope da he him- 
ſelf neglects to tranſmit the Lare l his Family to 
Poſterity, his Succeſſors will think to do it, who 
are nothing to him, or at leaſt but very little. But 
ſuch is the Humour of John Gaſton Great Duke of 
- Tuſcany 3, he is ſo indifferent and unconcern'd about 
every thing, that he ſees Foreigners diſpoſe of 
his Dominions, and nominate his Succeſſor, and 
the Courtiers ready to abandon him and to worſhi 
the ſaid Succeſſor; and yet the Proſpect, how dil 
agreeable ſoever it may be, does not ſeem to give

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Thus, Sir, I have given all you will have of me 
this time touching Florence, where I cou'd ſtay but 
a few days, and then made no Acquaintance, having 
only been taken up in ſeeing the Curiofities of this 
City. At my Return from Rome I propoſe to come 
hither again, and make ſome ſtay in order to get a 
little Knowledge of the Court; and then you ſhall 
be inform'd of every Remark that I make. 

From Florence I went and din'd at Caſtilloncello, 
and lay at SIENNa a City in the Duchy of Tuſcany, 
to which Coſmo I. de Medicis made it ſubject, not 
without great Reſiſtance from the Siennois. The City, 
which is both an Archbiſhoprick and an Univerſity, 
is very pleaſantly fituate, and enjoys a very good 
Air, Tis ſaid that Lalian is ſpoke here with more 
Purity than in any other Town in Italy. It ſeem'd 
to me to want Inhabitants, for I went thro? ſeveral 
Streets and did not meet a Soul. *Tis faid that a 
great many of the Nobility are ſettled in Sienna, 
and that Strangers are ſure to meet with a civil Re- 
ception here, but as I ſtaid no more than one day, 
I had only a curſory View of the Town. The 
Cathedral appeard to me to be a great and noble 
Building lin'd with Marble. The Great Duke's 
Palace is ancient, but commodious. It has a Tower 
which is look*d upon as a ſingular piece of Archi- 
tecture. The Great Princeſs * Violante of Bavaria 
is Governeſs of Sienna. She liv'd formerly in this 
City, and was mightily belov'd in it; but ſhe has 
reſided for ſome time at Florence. The Square 
which is before the Palace is oval, and hollow in 
the Middle, ſo that it may be laid under-water like 
the Square Navona at Rome, 

From Sienna to Viterbo the Road is extreme- 
ly bad, I paſſed the Mountain of Radifocani, ſituate 
in one of the vileſt Countries in all 1taly. At the 
top of the Mountain there's a Caſtle, where a Ga-

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riſon of fifteen Men is kept, with a Commanding 
Officer, whom I found at the Houſe of Enter- 
tainment where I alighted. He had been a Lieu- 
tenant in France in the Royal Italian Regiment, 
and ſpoke very good French. He told me that the 
Inhabitants under his Government were as bad as 
the Country, of which ſome Moments after, I ſaw 
a Proof. A Mule-driver having a Quarrel with 
the Drawer, the latter ſtabb'd him with a Knife in 
the Rim of the Belly, with as much Sedateneſs as 
if he had been doing a good Action; and the Com- 
mandant never caus d the Aſſaſſin to be apprehend- 


ed; for which when I expreſs'd my Surprize to 


him, he ſaid he had nothing to do out of his Place; 
and that beſides he did not dare to cauſe the Aſſaſſin 
to be apprehended, becauſe he had three Brothers as 
wicked as himſelf, who wou'd not fail to take a 
Revenge if he was puniſh*d. And then, ſaid he, 
I ſhou'd have enough to do if I were to cauſe all 
to be apprehended who give Wounds with 
Knives. 

AQUAPENDENTE is a ſorry little Town, and yet 
a Metropolis. Bols ENA is no better, and MonTe- 
FIASCONE tho' a Biſhoprick, wou'd not be worth 
mentioning, were it not for its Vineyards which 


produce excellent Muſcadine Wine. , 


VitzRBO, three Leagues from Montefiaſcone, 


ſeem'd to me to be a pretty Town:  *Tis adorn'd 


with three fine Fountains, and pav'd with great 
Flint Stones which are four foot long and two 


foot broad. This City has ſome fine Houſes in 


it. *Tis the See of a Biſhop, and its Cathedral is 
a Structure which does not want for Grandeur. In 
this Church the Archbuthop and Elector of Cologn 
was conſecrated by Pope Benedict XIII. who came 
hither on purpoſe to ſave the Elector all manner of 
diſpute about Precedency with the Cardinals ; who 
were in their turn fo diſgruntled with the Pope that 
none of them accompany'd him in this J _— 
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MonTzRos0 is a pretty Town, but RoxcieL1- 
ONE outdoes it; and indeed in all the Eccleſiaſtical 
State there is not a pleaſanter. It drives a great 
Trade in Snuff, I came hither yeſterday at Noon, 
and don't think of going away *till this Evening, 
my Chaiſe being broke, I hope however to lie 
this Night at Rome, from whence I purpoſe to ſend 
you many good Stories forthwith. You will do 
me a Pleaſure to let me hear from you; and to be- 
heve me in Italy, as well as elſewhere, yours, &c.
